| DROWNING 


‘Of Bathhouse Attendant at 
Nantasket. 


E|Was Swimming With 
Wollaston Man. 


Engulfed by Huge Wave and was 
Overcome. 


The first drowning accident in five 
years took place Monday afternoon off 
the Metropolitan bath house at Nan- 
tasket beach when Walter L. Bradbury, 
one of the attendants, was the victim. 
Fred G. Thayer of Wollaston, another 
attendant, was with him at the time 
and made heroic efforts to rescue bim 
but was uosuccessful. 

‘-Dr.’’ Bradbury, as he was called, 
was a third-year man at Tufts College, 
where he was studying medicine and 
was employed at the state bath-bouse 
on the Nantasket Beach 
an attendant. 

Monday afternoon Bradbury and an- 
other attendant, Frederick G. Thayer, 
went in bathing from the bath-house. 
The strong easterly wind caused a very 
heavy surf and the breakers ran high. 
Both meno were good swimmers and 
were not daunted by the heavy sea. 

When out some distance from the 
beach a great breaker came rolling in 
and enveloped both men. When Thayer 
came to the surface after the breaker 
had passed, he called to Bradbury but 
received no answer. He could see the 
doctor's head just above the water and 
went to his assistance. 

There was an agonizing expression on 
his face, and he was struggling and un- 
able to speak. Thayer says he -was 
conscious and grasped his wrist, and an 
effort was made to reach the shore with 
him, 

Another breaker caused Bradbury to 
lose his hold. He tried to catch Thay- 
er around the neck, but this, Thayer 
prevented, as it would have meant 
death to both. Another breaker and 
Bradbury disappeared. 

Thayer succeeded in reaching the 
shore, exhausted. As soon as he land- 
ed he gave the alarm and Life Guard 
Reynolds of- the bath-house corps 
launched the lifeboat and went out in 
search of the missing man. 

All effort to find him was futile, how- 
ever, and the search was abandoned. 
It is supposed the heavy undertow 
drew him under and swept him out to 
sea. The water was so rvuugh that it 
was impossible to use grappling irons 
in prosecuting the search, 

A northeast storm is raging and it is 
likely that until there isa change the 
body will not be recovered. A watch, 
however, is being kept night and day. 

Mr. Bradbury was a native of Bur- 
lington, Me., and 28 years old. His 
brother, Charles H. Bradbury, who 
conducts a drug store at 559 Dudley 
street, Roxbury, went to the beach 
yesterday afternoon, when he was in- 
formed of the accident, and left in- 
structions to have the body forwarded 
to Burlington, Me., if recovered. 

Fred G, Thayer has been at the State 
bathhouse about three years, but it was 
Mr. Bradburys first season. Another 
Wollaston young man at the bathhouse 
is George Brown. 

At noon today Thayer had rocovered 
from exhaustion, but was feeling very 
sad at the loss of his companion.

1905. 


Not As Large As Was 
Expected, 


However Never Larger But Once in 
This City. 


The Assessors repsrt a tax rate of 
$18.30 for 1905. 

This is a surprise as property owners 
generally expected it would be larger. 

It is an increase of 30 cents over 1904, 
and just $1 over 1903. 

At the same time it is the largest rate 
but one ever levied in Quincy either 
as a city or town. ; 

In 1899 our tax rate was $19.20, which 
is our high water mark. 

One city this year has reported a tax 
rate of $21.80 and in some towns it is 
even higher. 

The gain in valuation is $1,546,340. 00. 

This is the largest increase since the 
first year of the city government in 1889 
when the valuation was jumped up 
$2,561,285. 

About a million dollars has been the 
average increase under the city govern- 
ment, as in seventeen years the in- 
crease has been $15,820,750. 

The total levy this year is $585,546.39 
against $549, 192.66 last year ; an increase 
of $36,353.73.

NEW ‘SHIPYARD. 


New London daniaaits to Have 
Fleet of 100 Coasters. 


The stockholders of the Gilbert Trans- 
portation Company of New London says 
a dispatch to the Transcript, have 
authorized the directors to increase the 
capital stock of the corporation from 
$500,000 to $2,500,000. The entire 
amount of new stock authorized will 
not be issued at once, but new shares 
will be put out as the needs of the 
business may from time to time demand 
and warrant. 

The company has elected these direct- 
ors: Prentiss Howard of Webster, 
Mass., Eli Attwood of Lebanon, Pa., 
Daniel E. Ford and Amos R. Carver of 
New York city, M. L. Gilbert, O. A. 
Gilbert, Benjamin F. Williams and C, H. 
Williams of Mystic and Thomas Hamil- 
ton, Charles R. Hanscom and.F. W. 
Allen of New London. 

It is the intention ultimately to ac- 
quire control of a fleet of at least one 
hundred coasting vessels. Itis likely 
that the company will decide to havea 
shipyard of its own for repairing and 
refitting its vessels. The bonds which 
the corporation is to issue will be 
underwritten by the Manufacturers’ 
Trust Company of Providence and will 
bear six per cent interest. 


Boston New Dry Dock. 


The first vessel to enter the new dry 
dock at the Boston navy yard, says the 
Boston Advertiser, will be the cruiser 
Maryland, which will return to this 
port after a trip to Provincetown, where 
she sailed Monday for standardization 
tests, departing later for New York. 

In the official tests of the new dock, 
the Maryland will be used, after which 
the dock will be formally accepted by 
the government. 

It was believed that tbe battleship 
Massachusetts would be selected for 
this honor, but Sec. Bonaparte decided 
otherwise. 

It is expected that the dock will be 
in readiness for the. Maryland’s recep- 
tion in 3 or 4 days, and Friday is 
named as the day for the experiment. 

No notification bas as yet been re- 
ceived at the navy yard relative to the 
appointment of the board which will 
pass on the dock’s acceptance and su- 
pervise the test.

Carnegie Mills to Be “Open” 
Pittsburg, Aug. 1—The advisory 
board of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers met 
here to consider the question of declar- 
ing the Carnegie Steel company plants 
in Ohio open. After a long session 
the board decided to leave the matter 
to a vote of the lodges directly inter- 
ested. This is equivalent to declaring 
the five mills “open,” inasmuch as the 
lodges last week secured authority 
from President Shaffer to declare the 
strike off. 


Country Without a Government 

Santiago, Chile, Aug. 1—Owing to 
the great division among political par 
ties the country has been without a 
government for two months.

THE DAINTY WASP. 


Appsratus With Which He Makes 
His Complicated Toilet. 

“Wasps are exceedingly dainty in 
their habits,” says a writer in the Pil- 
grim, “and, in order that they may 
gratify their instinct for neatness to the 
utmost, nature has provided them with 
;} a set of marvelously delicate combs 
and brushes. If we look closely at the 
wasp’s legs we will find that each bears 
on its outermost long joint two small, 
movable spines, known as the apical 
| Spurs, and if we examine these with a 
magnifying glass each is seen to be 
provided with a row of fine teeth, so 
that the apparatus answers for a coarse 
and fine toothed comb. 

“The tidying up process consists of 
various perfectly definite steps, usually 
taking place in a particular sequence. 
First, it passes both front legs over the 
face from above downward, and after 
repeating this movement several times 
draws them through the jaws. This is 
to remove any foreign substance which 
may have collected on them. The legs 
are then passed backward from the 
forehead, much as we should smooth 
back our halr. The wings are then 
stroked again and again from the base 
to the tip, although the most careful ob 
server would fail to detect anything 
upon them. The abdomen is next care- 
fully stroked from base to tip until 
every hair points in the right direction 
and a gloss as fine as satin is attained. 
Last of all, each of the six legs, in turn, 
is laboriously drawn between two of its 
fellows, so the wasp is once more ready 
to face its world.”

CAUGHT BY. POSSE 


Alleged Wife Murderer Was 
Tzailed Through Woods 


A BAY STATE MAN HUNT 


Charles Tiedman Charged With 
Firing a Revolver Through a 
Window and Putting a Bullet 
In His Wife’s Head 


Chester, Mass. Aug. 2.—Fleeing 
from his father-in-law’s home, where 
his wife lay dead with a bullet wound 
in the head, Charles Tiedman, a brake- 
man, was overtaken late yesterday «f- 
ternoon about three miles from the 
scene of the crime and nine hours 
after the shooting, by a posse of officers 
and citizens. He was brought back, 
locked up in the town jail and wi.! 
probably be arraigned on a charge of 
wife murder. 

Tiedman, who is 25 years old, was 
married about two years ago, but has 
not lived with his wife for nearly a 
year on account, it is said, of his drink- 
ing habits. He has worked from time 
to time on the local division of the New 
York Central railroad, but for the 
past six months has been reported as 
roving about the country, returning 
occasionally to Chester. 

Yesterday he suddenly appeared at 
his father-in-law’s home, where his 
wife has been living. There was no 
one in the house at the time, but it is 
said by those living in the vicinity that 
Tiedman went up toa window and 
fired a revolver at his wife, the butiet 
striking the woman behind the ear. 
She died within half an hour without 
regaining consciousness. 

Tiedman fled to the woods in the di- 
rection of Huntington, but so quickly 
did the news spread about the towu 
that within an hour a body of citizens, 
headed by Deputy Sheriff Alvord, had 
started in pursuit. The trail led 
through the woods and over the hiils 
in the direction of Chester Centre, and 
when the posse arrived there about 1 
o’clock it was learned that Tiedman 
was about two hours ahead. 

Just before reaching Chester Centre, 
Tiedman was overtaken by another 
posse of four unarmed men, one of 
them the uncle of the murdered woman, 
but be easily held: them at bay with 
his revolver. He then disappeared in- 
to the woods back of the farm of A. A. 
Edwards, and at 1:30 was seen walking 
rapidly through the brush by a sop of 
Edwards. 

At 2 o’clock Sheriff Alvord’s little 
army plunged into the dense woods, de- 
termined to find the man. Word was 
sent to Huntington and Pittsfield and 
another body started for the scene, ir 
the opposite direction. By 4 o'clock it 
was felt that the fugitive was near!yr 
surrounded, and an hour later a little 
crowd which was cautiously making 
its way down the Huntington road 
was suddenly brought to a standstill 
by the appearance of Tiedman emerg- 
ing from the wood. Those who were 
armed covered him with their re- 
volvers. Walking up to Dr. Shepard- 
son, the leader of the party, Tiedmar 
handed him his revolver, a 38-calibre 
weapon, saying: “I guess you've got 
me.” He was surrounded, pinioned, 
and taken back to Chester. During kis 
nine-hour flight Tiedman had covered 
only three miles. 

Although the town was intensely ex- 
cited over the murder, and the main 
street was thronged, there was no at- 
tempt to harm the prisoner as he was 
led to the jail. He will probably be 
taken to the district court at West- 
field. 


Publisher Under Arrest

The charge is that in advertising mat- 
ter sent through the mails for the pur- 
pose of selling stock in the Con- 
solidated Farm and Ranch company, of 
which he is president, Hanley misrep- 
resented the financial condition of the 
company. 


Japs Treat Americans Well 
Nagasaki, Aug. 2.—Steamer Man- 
echuria, with the Taft party on board, 
sailed at 7 o’clock last evening. Dur- 
ing the afternoon Secretary Taft and 
Miss Roosevelt attended an out-door 
fete given by the governor. A hearty 
reception was given the visitors. Be- 
fore the departure of the party Secre- 
tary Taft said that they were whoily 
unprepared for the enthusiastic recep- 
tion given them at the hands of the 

Japanese government and people.

Named by Mrs. Dunne. 

Mrs. Edward F. Dunne, wife of the 
mayor of Chicago, who was a guest of 
Quincy friends last week, believes in 
police reform. A Chicago dispatch says 
she is responsibie for the appointment 
of John M. Collins, the new and stren- 
uous chief of police, who has made 535 
arrests in five days in raids on gambling 
dens and places of vice. Mayor Dunne 
permitted his wife to make the choice, 
and says she will hold her responsible 
for the record Collins makes. Mayor 
Dunne was more perplexed over the 
choice of a police department head than 
over any other place in his cabinet. 

‘*Why don’t you appoint a man 
whom every one can trust?’’ asked 
Mrs. Dunne. ‘‘Why bother about poli- 
ticians? Iam a woman and I don’t 
like to hear of women being in saloons. 
I don’t think gambling is a good thing 
for the young, and I believe the laws re- 
lating to saloons ought to be enforced.'’ 

‘* Well, mother, whom would you ap- 
point for chief of police if you were 
mayor ?’’ asked her husband. 

Her response was prompt, ‘‘ John M, 
Collins. *’ 

‘* Very well,’’ the mayor is quoted as 
saying, ‘‘you shall name him as a mem- 
ber of my cabinet, and I will see to it 
that his appointment is confirmed. He 
shall have full power to make Chicago 
a law-abiding city, and if he fails to do 
so I will hold you responsible for it.*’ 


Torpedo Boat Destroyers. 


A year ago the navy department di- 
rected what was then regarded by many 
as a hazardous undertaking in ordering 
a flotilla of torpedo boat destroyers to 
proceed under their own steam to the 
Philippines. The voyage having been 
made with complete success, the frail 
craft having long since arrived at their 
destination, the department is now go- 
ing one step further and ordering a flo- 
tilla of the still smaller ordinary torpe- 
do boats to make the same voyage, 
They will take the safest route possible, 
clinging close to land, so faras they 
can. The voyage is expected to take 
about six months, and when the little 
craft arrive we shall have a larger tor- 
pedo flotilla in eastern waters than any 
other power save Japan.

“4—The passage of a law that will 
be more specific, in its scope and un- 
der which government employes can 
be prosecuted for giving away or sell- 
ing valuable information, as has been 
done in the statistical bureau. 

“We bave no doubt of the zeal of the 
officers of the department, but it seems 
to be as misdirected in the crisis as 
it was in the antecedent process. Ail 
the powers and influence of the dep-art- 
ment, of the lawyers and of every man 
of the government seems to be de- 
voted to the attempt to dragnet a lot 
of irresponsible speculators. 

“That there have been for years ‘leaks’ 
in the department is as well known to 
the trade as the existence of the de: 
partment itself; but these are insignifi- 
cant as compared with the fundaments: 
mismanagement. At this time, how- 
ever, there Is a manifest endeavor to 
divert attention from the radical errors 
and deficiencies of the department it- 
self to the thieving propensities of a 
few unworthy officials. 

“Let us net be misled by any such 
misdirected energy.

St. Paul, Aug. 2.—Upon the breaking 
off of negotiations between the railway 
officials and the representatives of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers Genr- 
eral Manager Horne of the Northern 
Pacific followed the example set by 
the Great Northern and gave orders 
for a general lockout of all telegraphers 
on the company’s lines who refused to 
sign the revised schedule and agree- 
ment relating to rules and wages. 

St. Paul, Aug. 2—A general strike 
of the telegraphers on the lines of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacitic 
railways was declared at 11 o’clock last 
night by President Perham of the Or- 
der of Railway Telegraphers. 


President Is After Grafters 

Washington, Aug. 2—If there are 
“grafters” in the government denart- 
ments they have reason to feel an- 
easy, for President Roosevelt has tin- 
augurated his campaign to drive them 
out of the public service. The dis- 
closures in the agricultural depart 
ment have stirred up a vigorous investi- 
gation, to be followed in all the other 
departments.

These questions relate prin- 
cipally to the general subjects of the 
departments’ organization, personnel, 
correspondence and files, the purchase 
of supplies, and accounts and mis- 
cellaneous matters,

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Highest and Lowest Noon Temper- 
ature for Nine Years. 


The highest noon temperature in 
August during the last nine years bas 
been 95 degrees, which was reached 
August 10 in 1896 and again on August 
11 in 1900. 

The lowest noon temperature during 
the same period was 58 on August 30 
of 1903. 

It may be of interest to know how 
high the mercury has soared on differ- 
ent days in August, and also how low 
it has reached. The Daily Ledger

BATTLEFIELD ORATIONS. 


A Great Deal of Fiction About the 
Recorded Martial Speeches. 

Somebody once asked the Duke of 
Wellington if speeches on the battle- 
field were really made as reported and 
what was their effect. The duke said, 
“What effect on the whole army can 
be made by 4 speech since you cannot 
conveniently make it heard -by amore 
than a thousand men standing ‘about 
you?” Then the duke was asked if 
it were not the fact that Napoleon de- 
livered some rather notable orations 
on the field. The duke would not have 
it. “The proclamations you read of in 
the French army were much more seen 
in the papers than by the soldiers—they 
were meant for Paris.” It was all 
right, the duke agreed, to address a 
regiment upon presenting it with col- 
ors and that sort of thing. On the 
whole, French troops might be more 
impressed by a speech than the Eng- 
lish, who in the duke’s Waterloo army 
were, he declared, “the scum of .the 
earth, who had all enlisted for drink.” 
The French, with their system of con- 
scription, had a fair sprinkling of all 
classes. 

“No,” comments a writer, “all these 
martial obiter dicta which our histories 
treasure up for us were for the most 
part never spoken at all. The ‘last 
words’ of dying men and the speeches 
made on the battlefield or the deck of 
an admiral’s flagship are not to be re- 
garded as having been actually ut- 
tered. The famous ‘Up, guards, and at 
’em!’ accredited to Wellington at Wa- 
terloo, was never spoken. Wellington 
himself denied it.” 


SELLING GOODS. 


The Methods That Lead to Success In 
Business Life. 

When a customer comes in, don’t, 
whatever you do, drag yourself out of 
the chair as though you were disturbed 
from a rest, but jump up and greet her 
or him as though you were really 
giad to walt on them. Act so they will 
ask for you the next time they come 
to the store. The salesman who is 


constantly being asked for by cus- 
tomers never has to worry about a 
job. 


Don’t be stiff and act or feel as 
though you were far the mental su- 
perior of the customer. If you do, no 
sale will result.

The public, somehow or other, seem 
to be able to read between the lines. 
If your ad. is not truthful they will not 
respond. 

It takes more than a mere cut to at- 
tract the eye to make your ad. pay. 
There must be solid, honest store news 
of good values behind It. 

Never underrate the intelligence of 
your customer. He may know more 
about the article you are showing than 
you do. 

Post yourself on every article you 
are expected to sell, so you can talk 
convincingly and knowingly. That Is 
what sells goods—convincing talks. 
Never mind the price; that will take 
eare of itself.—Brains. 


A Stevenson Story. 

A book on Stevenson tells of a speech 
he made at a gathering of Scotchmen 
in Samoa. He said: “I cannot say why 
We are proud to be Scotsmen, but the 
fact remains that we are. It is not 
that our lard is sunny lke these trop- 
ical isles, and its climate is not even 
lovely. Scotland’s history contains Iit- 
tle that is not disgusting to people of 
humane feelings. That long brawl 
which is called Scottish history con- 
tains scarcely one object that Scots 
have patience with.” The address drew 
tears to the eyes of a German who had 
gone to the meeting violently preju- 
diced against Stevenson. No sooner 
had the speaker finished than the meet- 
ing proceeded to clasp hands and sing 
“Auld Lang Syne.”

Good Coal. 


Will Be Settled by Mississip- 
pians Staying at Home 


FEVER IS STILL GAINING 


Federal Campaign Results In 
Turning Up Cases In the Most 
Unexpected Places--Mosquito 
Ordinance May Check Disease 


New Orleans, Aug. 3.—No appre- 
hension exists of any serious results 
from the trouble that has arisen op .be 
Mississippi and Louisiana borders over 
the enforcement of the Misalssipnl 
quarantine. Reports of Captain Bos- 
tick of the naval reserve and of Co:one} 
Porellate of Governor Blancherd’s 
staff confirmed the charges that Lou- 
isiana fishermen, boatmen and citi- 
zens have been interfered with, and 
that there had been some obstruc:ion 
to traffic in Lake Borgne canal, and 
that the revenue cutter Winona, which 
is doing service under the direction of 
Surgeon Wasdin, has interfered with 
Louisiana boats, 

These reports led Governor B:anch- 
ard to order Captain Bostick and the 
mosquito fleet of the oyster commission 
to the scene, With Governor Varda- 
man anxious to avold any conflict with 
the Louisiana authorities, it is thought 
that the Mississippi soldiers, who bave, 
it is said, been coming across the Lou- 
isiana line, will hereafter be required 
to keep on their side of the burder, 
and thus all further possibility of 
clashes wiil be remoyed. 


The yellow fever record up to 8 
o'clock last night is as follows: New 
cases yesterday, 32; total cases to date, 
378; deaths yesterday, 11; total dea.ks 
to date, 79. 

There will be no relaxation of energy 
in fighting the fever. While the fever 
spells a serious state of uffairs, it is 
not believed that there is justification 
for the terror which seems to tave 
spread over the country outside of New 
Orleans. 

The city board of health’s report of 
Tuesday's 42 new cases and six deaths 
shows that the Italian patients num- 
bered 35, while the six dead were all 
Italians. The Italians are stricken 
with panie and turn in fear froin the 
health officers. 

It was due largely to the energy with 
which the marine hospital forces set 
about the work of discovering hidden 
cases that Tuesday's record was made 
so large. Since this federal campaign 
has been in progress cases have been 
turning up in the most unexpecied 
places. 

In one instance, when the officers 
had made a thorough inspection of a 
house and had failed to find a patient, 
they went through a skylight and found 
a sick man lying on the roof. Ip an- 
other case they found a patient con- 
cealed under a cistern. A wagon, 
loaded with household goods and ac- 
companied by Italians, started to cross 
on. one of the ferries. Officers ins!sted 
on an investigation and when tlhe 
goods were unloaded a sick man was 
found in the bottom of the wagun. 

Italians are said to be prone to sleep- 
ing without mosquito bars, wkile 99 
percent of other people in New Orleans 
in the summer sleep under netting. 

Louisiana officers expect little modi- 
fication of the quarantine regulations 
until the fever is entirely stamped out, 

The question of whether federal 
control of the situation ought to be in- 
vited is still discussed, but until graver 
conditions arise it is not likely there 
will be any movement in that direction. 

Mayor Beherman yesterday signed 
the mosquito ordinance as soon as it 
was placed on his desk. It requires 
that cisterns shall be oiled or screened 
within 48 hours by each property owner 
or his agent, 


Vardaman's Pacific Statement 

Jackson, Miss., Aug. 8.—When asked 
for a statement regarding the reported 
dnvasion of Louisiana soil by Missis- 
sippi troops doing quarantine duty on 
the guif coast and a complaint re- 
ceived from Governor Blanchard to 
this effect, Governor Vardaman de- 
clared that the whole affair was “much 
ado about nothing.” He attached gery 
little seriousness to the rumors of an 
impending conflict between the two 
etates. He said: 

“] have received a telegram from 
Governor Blanchard stating that tke 
Mississippi quarantine guards had ep- 
tered the territory of Louisinua and 
otherwise interfered with the rights of 
the people of Louisiana. I wired Gov- 
ernor Blanchard that this was witb- 
out my knowledge or order, and thar I 
should see to it that this was not re- 
peated.” 


Third of Iilinois Quarantined 

Cairo, Ills., Aug. 38.—Southern I)- 
linois, a third of the state, from St. 
Louis to Vincennes, Ind., has beer de- 
clared quarantined against all the now 
fever infected points. The quarantine 
was ordered by Secretary Egan of the 
Tilinois state board of health.

Maine Blueberries. 


The blueberry season in Brunswick, 
Maine, is now at its height, and hun- 
dreds of pickers may be seen on the 
Brunswick plains every pleasant day. 
The pickers are mostly residents of the 
town, but many come from Freeport, 
Yarmouth, Bowdoinham, Lisbon Falls, 
Lewiston, Auburn, Bath and other 
towns and cities, the Brunswick blue- 
berry plains being famous all over the 
state. It is estimated that the average 
crop of blueberries on the plains is 
about 2,000 bushels, worth about $5,000, 

Pickers average about eight cents a 
quart for their work, and rapid pickers 
are able to gather as many as 30 quarts 
of berries a day. 

The blueberry season lasts about 
seven weeks, and many families take 
adyantage of it to add to their income, 
it sometimes being possible to find 
every member of a family hard at work 
on the plains picking berries. Formerly 
many pickers camped on the plains, 
but now the electric cars run through 
the heart of the blueberry district, and 
the majority of pickers find that it is 
much easier to live at home and make 
the journey to the plains each day 
rather than_to enjoy the discomforts of 
camp life.

Went Swimming in Pond and Lost

Boston papers tell the story of a very 
awkward predicament of a man who 
was in search of Quincy friends. The 
Boston Advertiser is the most dramatic 
and says: 

Clothed in nothing but deep thought, 
John Marray awoke from a long sleep 
in an apple orchard, 260 miles from 
home, without money, friend, or 
clothes, about as bad a predicament as 
a man could get into. 

Tuesday, Murray came from Jersey 
City to visit friends in Dorchester or 
Quincy. He wandered from the South 
Station out to the place where he 
thought his friends lived. He hunted 
for them long, but could not find them. 
He drank many refreshing, though in- 
toxicating drinks, 

A shoe store loomed into view at 
Field’s Corner, and inasmuch as he had 
walked a long while, searching for his 
friends he thought a new pair of shoes 
would add to his appearance. He bought 
a pair of congress shoes and wended 
his way, still looking for his friends. 

The new shoes began to pinch a lit- 
tle; ho was dusty, tired and hot. A 
pond of cool water came within his 
range of vision. 

Murray limped painfully to the edge 
of the pond, sat down and ripped off 
the offending shoes, clothes came off in 
rapid succession, and he stood on the 
shore, cool and comfortable. He kicked 
the shoes in his wrath and with an ex- 
ultant shout plunged into the pond. 

Wednesday afternoon a policeman 
found a pile of clothes which contained 
$15, and a brand new pair of congress 
shoes on the shore of the old Mill pond 
near Neponset avenue, Dorchester. 

‘* A suicide or a person accidentally 
drowned,’’ thought the patrolman in 
the formula, as he gathered up the rain- 
soaked garments and carried them to 
station 11, but a short distance away. 
The pond is affected by the tide and the 
police decided to drag for the body of 
the ‘drowned person’’ at low tide, la- 
menting the while because of the extra 
work forced npon them. 

At 3:15 P. M. an excited man dashed 
into the station and yelled at. Capt. 
Hunt: 

‘““Thece’s a naked man wandering 
around, hiding behind the trees of the 
‘old orchard near the Mill pond. He 
may be a wild man.”’ 

The captain tried to reassure the ex- 
cited individual, The seargent of the 
desk remarked that the ‘' wild man 
might be the owner of the clothes found 
on the edge of the pond.’’ 

A man walking serenely along Nepon- 
set avenue passed the old apple orchard 
and was surprised to hear somebody 
yellat him. He paused, but could see 
no one. Somebody shouted. 


‘*Hey! Come over here a minute, 
I’m in aan awful fix. Help me out, 
will you?” 


Not a little alarmed the predestrian 
hurried to the stone wall which sepa- 
rated the orchard from the street. He 
could see a vague outline of a shivering 
man behind a tree, and paused in mor- 
tal terror. 

A plaintive voice asked him for the 
love of Heaven to get him some clothes. 
The individual addressed did not stop 
toask any questions, but ran to his 
house, a short distance away, and got 
a pair of trousers and a coat. 

Hurrying back to what he supposed 
must be ashivering hobo, divested of 
his clothing by some boon companions 
he was met with a great show of grati- 
tude, by the person who hustled into 
the clothes in breathless haste. 

A galloping horse down the avenue 
attracted the attention of the shiverer 
and his saviour. It was the patrol 
wagon of station 11, despatched by 
Capt. Hunt to find and bring back the 
‘* wild man.’’ 

At the station house wrapped up in 
blankets, waiting for his clothes to dry, 
John Murray told his adventures to the 
captain. 

He did not remember a thing from 
the time that he plunged into the pond 
until he awoke in the orchard with 
nothing but the ‘‘shade of the old ap- 
ple tree’’ for a covering. 

He did not rememher where he had 
heen or where he had left his cloth- 
thing.

PARTNER LOYAL TO HIM 


Belcher Telephoning to Himself 
Indicates That His Mind Was 
Astray--The Banks to Whom 
Money Is Due Are Secured 


Paterson, N. J., Aug. 8.—Mayor 
Belcher of this city has not returned 
to his home here and there Is consider- 
able speculation as to his whereabouts. 
Allen M. Chalmers, his law partner, in 
a statement yesterday, said that Beich- 
er had been found and that he would 
return to Paterson in the afternoor. 
This was later modified to the effect 
that the mayor had not come to Later- 
son, but was in New York. Search 
there has not revealed him. Word as 
been sent to relatives in Newport, R. 
I., Pittsfield, Mass., and Virginia, no- 
tifying them of Belcher’s absence from 
home. 

Prosecutor Emley of Paterson has 
begun an investigation based on state- 
ments that Belcher was indebted 10 
certain banks, among them the Ger- 
man-American Trust mpany. ‘rhe 
prosecutor has taken steps to have the 
officers of the Gernran-American Trust 
company and George Allee, secretary 
of the Manchester Building and Loan 
association, before him to obtain the 
details. 

Mr. Allee is credited with a state- 
ment that his signature had ocen 
forged In certain transactions by which 
money was raised from Paterson back- 
ing institutions on the stock books of 
the building association. 

Mr. Chalmers said last evening: 
“One day last week the mayor culled | 
up my office on the telephone and asked | 
if he (Belcher) was in. When IT an-| 
swered I did not recognize his voice 
and I told him that he was not in, out 
that he was expected here any moment. 
Belcher then hung up the receiver aud 
came around to the office himself. He 
appeared to be dazed and did not seem 
to know what was going on about hin.

American newspapers upon my first 
yisit to the hospitable shores of she 
United States, I offer my heartfecit 
thanks. This kind atention touches me 
all the more profoundly because I 
realize the vastness of the power 
wielded by the press of the United 
States and admire the keen intelligence 
with which it is uniformly directed. I 
am glad to be able to add that I also 
appreciate the ethical worth of the aims 
for the attalnment of which that pow- 
er is so often and so successfully e¢m- 
ployed. 

“One of the noblest of these alma is 
the establishment of peace and friend- 
ship among nations, and it is to the 
praiseworthy efforts of the people of 
the United States in this direction that 
my yisit to the new world is attridu- 
table. For it is in compliance with the 
American people's desire for peace, of 
which President Roosevelt was the au 
thorized exponent, that his majesty the 
czar has empowered me to come hither 
and ascertain the conditions which our 
gallant adversary deems necessary and 
adequate as a basis for peace negotia- 
tions. 

“I need hardly point out that !t Is 
my ardent desire that the two chiv- 
airous foes, who first became ac- 
quainted on the field of battle, may have 
found in each other's sterling qualities 
motives powerful enough to cultivate 
that acquaintanceship until it ripens 
into lasting friendship. 

“Meanwhile, however, the terms of- 
fered must first be ascertained, weighed 
and judged admissible by Russia be- 
fore she can proceed to formal nego- 
tiations. Hitherto, as you are aware, 
it was customary, in cases like th’s, to 
settle all such preliminaries before the 
meeting of the plenipotentiaries whose 
task it was to come to a final agree- 
ment on the matters under disenssion. 

“Now the very fact thet his mujesty 
the czar consented to take a course in- 
volving departure from this ancient 
diplomatic usage and to appoint a mis- 
sion to learn the nature cf our braye 
enemy’s terms is an eloquent token of 
the friendly feeling which he and his 
subjects continue to cherish towards 
the people of the United States. I say 
coutinue to cherish, because at Lo 
epoch in our history have our tradi- 
tional relations with this great republic

Commentators on public affairs in 
Washington who had known private 
secretaries under other presidents 
Were so amazed and delighted at the 
changes Mr. Lamont made at the 
White House and so appreciative of 
the public value of his services that 
some of them to this day are inclined 
to cail him “the brains of the first 
Cleveland administration.” This, of 
course, is an exaggerated estimate, but 
it will serve to show how striking an 
impression the new private secretary 
made on men who were not accus- 
tomed to loosing their tongues In praise 
of public officers unless tribute was 
eminently well deserved. Here is a 
description of him, written “off the 
griddle,” so to speak, in the days when 
he was new to the capital: 

His private secretary is Daniel 8. La- 
mont Lamont is a wonder. He is a 
small blond young man of thirty-six, with 
sandy hair and mustache. He has a 
modest personal appearance, dresses very 
neatly, and there is no man in New York 
state, not excepting Samuel J. Tilden, 
who has a larger acquaintance with 
Prominent Democrats. He is honest, 
knows a man at a glance, and the mo- 
ment any one comes into Cleveland's of- 
fice he can tell what his business is. He 
signifies to his chief by a nod of his head 
what he thinks of the request about to 
be made. 6 never loses his head, has 
been with politicians all his life and yet 
has the most exemplary habits. He never 
smokes and never swears. He is of slight 
Stature and does not at first command the 
attention to which his abilities are en- 
titled. 

A sketch of Mr. Lamont, written in 
1884, bears the caption “The Pleasant 
History of a Pink of Politeness.” In 
1882, when Mr. Lamont was a nomines 
for the clerk of the New York senate, 
he had already developed a modesty, a 
merit and an organizing and working 
capacity which had won for him the 
respect, the regard and the confidence 
of all who had been brought into rela- 
tions with him. He had made his 
mark so deeply at Albany that when 
Mr. Cleveland became president it was 
taken for grunted that his private sec- 
retary would accompany him to Wash- 
ington. One who knew him in the Al- 
bany days contributes this glimpse of 
the methods that made Mr. Lamont so 
widely known after he reached Wash- 
ington: 

“In the executive chamber he always 
got up to receive visitors, and his uni- 
versal knowledge of public men at 
Washington again held good. He saw 
every one coming in at the distant door 
and spoke their name to the governor, 
who was quick to hear.

Mr. Lamont took so prominent a part 
in the presidential campaign preced- 
ing Mr. Cleveland’s election that a 
New York city newspaper felt con- 
strained to ask in its editorial col- 
umns, “If Cleveland is elected will he 
or Colonel Lamont be president? 
Colonel Lamont used to tell how he 
came to Washington with Mr. Cleve- 
land. On the morning after election 
he casually remarked to the governor 
that, judging from the returns then In, 
he seemed to be elected. “Well,” said 
Mr. Cleveland, “if I am elected, you 
are elected. I must have you with 
me if I go to Washington.” That was 
all that was said about the matter. 

One peculiarity that his intimates 
often commented upon while he was 
in Washington, and which has re- 
curred to their minds vividly because 
of the manner of his death, was his 
keen distaste for being left alone. He 
always contrived that some one should 
be in the office with him at every min- 
ute of the day. No one ever saw him 
take a walk of even two or three 
blocks unaccompanied. If, when it 
came time for him to leave his office, 
no one else was ready to go he would 
wait for one of the clerks. After he 
became secretary of war and while 
his family was out of town he used 
frequently to drop in at the White 
House in the late afternoon and get 
one of the young executive clerks, 
whose company he enjoyed, to go to 
dinner with him at a hotel. He never 
sald why he always showed such scru- 
pulous care to avoid being left alone. 

One of the first things Mr. Lamont 
did as secretary of war was to weed 
out a lot of worthless clerks in his de- 
partment. Six were discharged and 
fifty reduced in grade and pay in one 
day. Another incident that army offl- 

| cers are fond of recalling occurred in 

1895: 

Senator Harris of Tennessee was in 

, Secretary Lamont’s office when Pay- 
| master General Stanton entered and 
| began his explanation of the financial 
condition of the service, referring par- 
| ticularly to the lack of funds for the 

month of June. Secretary Lamont 
asked what amount would be neces- 
sary to pay off all the June salaries. 

“Oh, something like $50,000,” replied 
General Stanton. 

“If you could borrow that amount,” 
said the secretary, “would it be suffi- 
cient?” 

“You get me the money, Mr. Secre- 
tary, and I'll make the payment, all 
right,” said the paymaster. 

“Well, I'm thinking about advancing 
it myself,” replied Mr. Lamont. 

There was a gasp of astonishment 
from General Stanton and Senator 
Harris. 

“I mean it,” continued the secretary. 
“The army ought to be paid, and the 
sooner they get it the better.” 

“I can only say, Mr. Secretary,” said 
General Stanton, “that if you find me 
the money I shall make arrangements 
to pay off the officers and men who 
did not receive their salaries for the 
month of June.” 

They used to call Mr. Lamont “the 
silent secretary” in the last years of 
his service at Washington. He was 
thoroughly methodical in his habit and 
did not waste a minute. 

Among the reforms and improve- 
ments that marked Mr. Lamont’s ad- 
ministration of the war department 
were the abandonment of the small 
outlying military posts and the con- 
centration of the army at important 
railroad centers, on the seaboard and 
on the northern and southern frontiers, 
and the reduction of the term of en- 
listment from five to three years. He 
secured the repeal of the statute mak- 
ing ten years the maximum period of 
service of enlisted men. He was in- 
strumental in securing the adoption of 
the new magazine rifle and carbine of 
reduced caliber for the army and was 
an earnest and consistent advocate of 
& general improvement of the seacoast 
defenses under approved projects, in- 
eluding the development of disappear- 
ing gun carriages. He brought about a 
reduction in the nymber of military 
posts from about ninety-five to seven- 
ty-five, resulting in the concentration 
of troops in large commands, and by so 
doing improving the morals, discipline 
and education of the army.

Baseball 


Manager McGraw of the

Next to being an umpire, it would 
seem to the uninitiated that managing 
a champion team must require about 
as much self control and determination

as the average man Is capable of. Me- 
Graw’s appearance does not contradict 
this conclusion. 

He is little above medium height, 
with the stockily built frame that 
marks the average player on the dia- 
mond. He is smooth shaved, with 
dark hair and eyes deeply set under a 
brow which, in conjunction with the 
rigid shape of his lower face, gives 
him a strongly marked individuality. 
His sentences are terse enough to tele- 
graph, and there is no undecided “per- 
haps” or “possibly” in his verbal equip- 
ment, 


“I stopped playing regularly three 
years ago,” says McGraw. “I think It 
{s a good thing for a man to know 
when to stop. 

“If he doesn’t it is only a question of 
time when some one will have to tell 
him, and that is a good deal harder to 
stand for a man who Is fond of the 
game and has been successful. If you 
go yourself, you have no regrets. 

“I worked my way to the manage- 
mnent after I played actively for fifteen 
years. I commenced when I was fif- 
teen.” 

“What is the length of the active life 
of a professional baseball man?’ was 
asked. 

“I see no reason why, if a man takes 
care of himself, he should not play for 
twenty or even twenty-five years. Nat- 
urally that depends on the time a man 
begins. If he starts in while he is still 
in bis teens, he has a better chance of 
continuing, for his muscles are earlier 
hardened, and his whole form is better 
than if he waits until he is twenty- 
three or twenty-four. 

“When a baseball! player gives up the 
work on the team, if he has no regular 
trade or profession to fall back on, he 
is by no means at a loss, for there are 
always exhibition games where the 
inen get good prices. He can coach, 
and the probability is that he has 
saved enough money to go into busi- 
ness or learn a trade. 

“What system do I employ for the 
men? Simply what we call] team work. 

“The individual is a unit merely. His 
work is subordinated in the general 
scheme of things to the good of the 
whole. He has no preferences which 
are consulted as to his place; no special 
praise is given him and no particular 
blame. 

“The only way for a company of 
men to achieve anything, whether it 
happens to be in baseball or in some 
other work, is to forget that they have 
any predilections and remember that 
the honor of the organization is in 
their hands. As soon as a man puts 
personal ambition ahead. of anything 
else, just so soon he spoils the harmony 
of the entire arrangement.” 


“What is the attitude of the team 
when the game is lost through the 
error of a single player?” ? 

“There is no attitude, any more than 
there is when a game is won. If a 
man ts conscientious in his work and 
has done his best, that Is all that could 
be expected by the most rigorous man- 
ager. It is only when a man plays re- 
peatedly In error that the knowledge 
comes that he must be dropped.” 

“What are the requirements of a 
Player?” 

“First of all I should say without 
hesitation that I would demand speed, 
After that comes genera! fitness. He 
must have good sight for, the ball tdo. 
In fact, good-eyesight is almost oo 
sential as speed.”

Some of the large cities and towns 
assessed less than Quincy are Everett, 
Medford, Lynn, Melrose, Milton, Rev3re 
and Waltham, 

The figures are taken from a pam- 
philet issued by State Treasurer Chapin, 
which shows the total assessments on 
cities and towns on account of water, 
parks, sewers and armories for 1905. 

For water, Commissioner Sprague says 
‘*The annual assessments are made to 
pay interest, sinking fund and mainte- 
nance charges. Boston is assessed the 
proportion which its valuation bears to 
the total valuation of the district. The 
other municipalities are assessed one- 
third in proportion to their valuations 
and two-thirds in proportion to their 
population, except that those having 
still sufficient local supplies pay only 
one-sixth of the full assessment; but in 
1906 consumption of water will be sub- 
stituted for population in the basis of 
assessment.’’ 

Relative to parks, Commissioner 
Casas says: The parks now include 
7,283.83 acres of wood land; 1,799.85 
acres—forming a frontage of 47 miles— 
of river bank, and 163 acres—forming a 
frontage of 9.86 miles—of seashore. 
The total of the park loans is $8,474,000, 
and the sinking fund on Jan. 1, 1905, 
amounted to $928,401.09. With ac- 
cumulations at 3 per cent., this will 
aggregate at maturity of bonds $2,397,- 
410.26, leaving a balance to be sunk of 
$6,076,589.74. The sinking fund re- 
quirements for 1905 total $110,359.28. 

For sewers, Commissioner Sprague 
says: ‘‘ An apportionment of expen- 
ditures for the sewerage systems among 
the various cities and towns, is made 
every five years by a commission ap- 
pointed by the supreme judicial court. 
These commissions bave in all cases 
apportioned the cost of construction 
among the municipalities according to 
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their respective valuations, and the cost 
of maintenance and operation according 
to their respective populations. The 
necessary charges for sinking fund in- 
terest and maintenance are assessed

POLICE CIRCUMVENTED 


“Excursionists” Took a Small 
Steamerand Were Transferred 
to Floating Poolroom In Mid- 
lake--Lively Racing When the 
Gamblers Attempted to Land 


Chicago, Aug. 4—Gamblers intent on 
playing the races and policemen de- 
termined to prevent all race track bet- 
ting on Lake Michigan furnished an 
exciting struggle between law and much inconvenience. 
sport. Policemen and gamblers raced 
around the lake, first into Michigan 
waters, then close to the shores of Ll- 
linois and then into the jurisdiction of 
Indiana. 

Chief of Police Collins announced 
that he would no longer permit the 
operation of the floating poolroom City 
of Traverse and that he would arrest 
all men who attempted to board the 
steamer, saying that they were about 
to commit an illegal act which brought 
them within police jurisdiction. 

The gamblers yesterday caused the 
steamer City of Traverse to be run out 
into the lake, where she lay waiting 
for the cargo of bettors. Large de- 
tails of police guarded the approaches 
to all the docks from which the gam- 
blers might make their way to the 
lake. It was the expectation of the au- 
thorities that the bettors would leave 
Chicago on the City of Traverse, but 
instead of this a small excursion 
steamer, the Eagle, had been chartered 
and the gamblers, walking past the po- 
lice, embarked and started for the 
City of Traverse. The police were

FORMAL INTRODUCTIONS 


Komura Will Take Precedence 
Over Witte In Presentation to 
President Because He Arrived 
First In This Country 


New York, Aug. 4.—Acting for the 
president, Third Assistant Secretary of 
State Peirce has communicated to 
Baron Rosen, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, and Mr, Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, the official program for the 
formal presentation to the president of 
the Russian and Japanese plenipoten- 


tiaries to the Washington conference. 
This program has for weeks beem a 
subject of much study on the part of 
the president and Peirce. 

As the president's representative, 
Peirce will accompany Komura and 
Takahira and their suite to the pier of 
the New York Yacht club at 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning, where the delega- 
tion will board the protected cruiser 
Tacoma, and the vessel will start for 
Oyster Bay. 

Half an hour later Peirce will per- 
form a similar ceremony for Witte and 
Rosen, the Russian plenipotentiaries, 
and their suite, who will go aboard the 
protected cruiser Chattanooga. Peirce 
will then board the yacht Sy!ph, which, 
steaming rapidly ahead, Will pass the 
Tacoma and Chattanooga, taking posi- 
tion at the front of the column. 

Arriving at Oyster Bay about noon, 
the “peace squadron” will anchor, its 
arrival being heralded by the firing of 
an ambassadorial salute of 19 guns for 
each mission from the Galveston, May- 
flower and Dolphin, which wi] be in 
waiting to convey the plenipotem 
tiaries to Portsmouth. Mr. Peirce, on 
leaving the Sylph, will board the May- 
flower and wili await the arrival! of the 
president. The president will board 
the Mayflower and will be given the 
presidentia! salute of 21 guns from all 
the vessels in the harbor. As soon as 
his flag is hoisted on the Mayflower 
the Japanese plenipotentiaries will 
come on board from the Tacoma and 
be presented by Peirce.

Thursday's record of the yellow fever 
situation showed’ an increase in the 
number of new cases, 54, as against 82 
Wednesday, and a considerable spread 
of centres of infection, 11 new foci be- 
ing reported yesterday and four Thurs- 
day. The total cases to date number 
432; deaths yesterday, 5; total deaths 
to date, St; total foci, 66.

| MISTAKE IN SIGNALS

NEW TENT FASTENER. 


An Effective Anchor Against Wind 
and Other Forces. 

Campers are liable to experience con 
siderable difficulty in anchoring the 
side walls of a tent against displace- 
ment by wind or other forces. The 
usual rope loops fastened to the can- 


Was are apt to a out, and a make-|* 


shift arrangemeit is often used for 
anchoring the tent by driving the peg 
through the canvas, with the result 
jthat the rent is made larger and the 
material becomes badly torn. 

To obviate these difficulties In a sim- 
ple manner Mr. John Blalr, Jr., of 
Rock Springs, Wyo., has invented the 
improved tent fastener illustrated here- 
with, 

It consists of a metal link, A, which 
is suspended from a loop of leather, C. 
The loop may be sewed to the bottom 
of the tent wall, or the canvas may be 
inserted between the two leaves of the

loop, and these leaves then fastened 
togther with rivets, as shown in the 
drawing. The loop !s kept tight upon 
the link by an eyelet, D, which pre 
vents the parts from becoming sep- 
arated and mislaid when the fastener 
is not attached to the tent. The lower 
bar of the link ts preferably formed 
‘with a blade or knife edge, B, adapted 
to sink Into the peg, as shown In Fig. 
8, and thus prevents the fastener from 
sitpping off, 

The anchor pegs are preferably 
driven in at an angle, and are provided 
with a slight notch to recelve the blade. 
The pegs usually furnished with tents 
‘are of substantially rectangular cross 
section, as illustrated, but when these 
are lost rough cut pegs are often em- 
ployed, and {!n order to adapt the links 
to their use the side bars of the links 
are bowed out, as shown In Fig. 2.— 
Scientific American. 


Noiseless Street Car Roadbed, 

J. H. Heverling of St. Louis has per- 
fected a system of building roadbeds 
that is sald to be far ahead of any 
present method. Mr. Heverling's idea 
is to do away entirely with wooden 
ties.

BUMPS TO CHECK AUTOS. 


Chicago Suburb’s Novel Scheme to 
Make Chauffeurs Obey the Law. 
The problem of regulating the speed 

of automobiles has been solved by 

Glencoe, a suburb of Chicago. It is 

simple. Just make the fast golng ma- 

chines “bump the bumps,” and there 
you are, says a Chicago dispatch. 

Glencoe does not put it in any such 
crude way. It is simply going to “im- 
prove” Sheridan road, but this “im- 
provement” is to consist of a six inch 
bump at every crossing, and the motor- 
ist who attempts to “take the jumps” 
at high speed will be punished, the 
Glencoe village board believes, more 
than by any fine which could be im- 
posed. 

Work on the bumps was begun a 
few days ago. They will be made of 
brick and will be six inches high at 
the highest point. On each side will 
be a sharp slope that will make it 
easy for the cars to get over, provided 
they are running at a moderate speed, 
but which will have a tendency to 
shoot the occupants some feet into the 
air if taken at high speed.

George S. Lyon, the champion golf-

Mr. Lyon, who was defeated in the 
last British-American golf champion- 
ship, was born at Richmond, Carleton 
county, Canada, in 1858, and is there-

quickly, having been always associated 
with athletics of some kind or other. 

He has thrice won the golf champion- 
ship of Canada—namely, in 1898, 190€ 
and 1903—and also won the Olympic 
golf champlonship at St. Louis last Sep- 
tember, defeating the American na- 
tional amateur champion, H. Chandler 
Egan, in the final of a thirty-six hole 
match by 3 up and 2 to play. 

Mr. Lyon is also a well known crick- 
eter, having played a number of years 
in the international match between 
Canada and the United States.

“These results will be obtained by 
lighter weight machines equipped*with 
masy running motors, using carburea- 
tors that reduce the quantity of gaso- 


line to the minimum. Even now a big 
touring car will carry six passengers 
over 150 miles of good road in a day 
at a cost, including gasoline, lubricat- 
ing oil and wear and tear on the tires 
and machinery, which, all told, will 
amount to less than the charge of a 
railroad to carry those six people the 
same distance, figuring the mileage at 
about 2 cents a mile.” 

Undoubtedly there were many per- 
sons who had heard statements along 
the same line before, but who were 
skeptical as to the truth of them.

EXCLUSION OF CHINESE | 


Commercial Discord 


Former Minister to Washington 
Will Direct Negotiations--The 
Situation Causing the Admin- 
istration Some Real Concern 


Washington, Aug. 5.—Authentic in- 
formation has come to the admiuistra- 
tion that Wu Ting Fang, the former 
Chinese minister to this country, has 
been put in sole charge of the negotia- 
tions looking to the renewal of the ex- 
clusion treaty between this country 
and China. His authority is reported 
to be direct from the throne, and in 
the treaty negotiations he is for the 
time being the superior of Sir Chen- 
tung Liang Cheng, the present Chinese 
minister. 

It has been previously intimated in 
dispatches from the east that Wu 
Ting Fang was behind the present 
boycott movement, and was interested 
in fomenting a commercial! discord 
that\would redound to the benefit of 
China when a new treaty was sigued. 
His ruse, if such it be, is apparently 
in a fair way to succeed. 

The present situation is undoubtedly 
causing the administration some active 
concern. Reliable reports have reached 
here from China that the movement 
against Americans is spreading, and 
that an ugly rancor against Americans 
personally is being brought into ex- 
istence through the distribution of in- 
flammatory placards and handbills, in 
the vicinity of Canton, picturing China- 
men being pursued and maltreated by 
mobs of Americans, 

These reports are borne out hy the 
dispatches the other day telling how 
an attache atone of our consulates had 
been molested on the streets by a lot 
of coolies. It is realized that if this 
feeling grows and is allowed to spread 
unchecked a smouldering race hatred 
may be fanned into a flame and serious 
consequences follow. Officers of the 
government, charged with the duty, are 
extremely desirous of preventing any 
overt act that might bring on serious 
diplomatic trouble and perhaps blood- 
shed. 

The indignities to which some edu- 
cated Chinamen have been subjected 
in crossing our berders have been 
widely exaggerated in China, and the 
stories used to inflame the minds of the 
lower classes of the people. 

The active and important part that 
Wu is playing in the present situation 
has been received with much interest. 
If the administration knows just how 
far the present movement has gone, 
bow rapidly it is spreading, and how 
far Wu is prepared to go to accom- 
plish his ends, the information is with- 
held. The former minister is a clever 
diplomat and knows this country bet: 
ter, perhaps, than any of his country: 
men, Since reports have reached here 
that he was directing the treaty nego- 
tiations each development in the boy- 
eott situation has been scrutinized 
with the keenest interest.

Colma, Cal., Aug. 5.—The scheduled 
25-round contest between Jimmie 
Gardner and Rufe Turner was won by 
Gardner last night in the first of the 
11th round, when he knocked Turner 
out with a terrific right to the body. 
Turner showed to the better ad'van- 
tage in the first two rounds oaly. Af- 
ter that the fight was all Gardner's. 
There was much roughing all througb 
the 10 rounds. 


Crazed by Husband’s Murder 

Bishop, Pa.. Aug, 5.—The dead body 
of Joseph Barr was found here last 
night with the skull crushed. Theau 
thorities have no clue to the murderer 
Mrs. Barr went to the house of a neigh- 
bor, leaving her husband ill in bed and 
her four children playing around the 
house. When she returned she found 
her murdered husband, and is now rav- 
ing crazy. 


A Shift to Wisconsin 

Chicago, Aug. 5.—Steamer City otf 
Traverse, the “floating poolroom,” last 
night cleared for Kenosha, Wis. It is 
the opinion of the police that no further 
effort will be made to use Chicago asa 
base for the operations of the boat and 
that she will hereafter leave the Wis.

Fernandez Jailed Without Bail 

Havana, Aug. 5.—Lieutenant Mayor 
Fernandez of Vueltas has been in- 
dicted in connection with the burn- 
ing of the municipal building in that 
city July 22. He was placed in jail 
without bail. Fernandez had already 
been charged with resisting the goy- 


ernment’s investigation of municipal 
affairs. 


Train’s Run of Death 

Huntington, W. Va., Aug. 5.—A 
Guyandotte Valley passenger train 
struck and killed Frank Adkins short- 
ly after it left Logan. John Ashan 
was struck and killed by the train as it 
reached Barboursville.

Lessons of the Far Eastern War. 

General Chaffee, chief of staff, 
United States army, calls attention to 
the fact that in the Russian-Japanese 


| war the Russians used volleys in all 


their firing, beginning at long ranges 
and continuing until the final rush of 
the Japanese, end that the Japanese 
fire was always individual in action. 
“Volley fire,’ says General Chaffee, 
“was noted only once in seven months’ 
observation, used against a retreating 
Russian force massed at an estimated 
ranged of 1,800 to 2,000 yards, and this 
fire soon ceased. Small arms fire at 
such extreme ranges as 2,500 yards is 
of practically no value, while ranges 
from 2,500 to 8,500 yards are artillery 
ranges, pure and simple. The experi- 
ences of this war are demonstrating 
the value of the American idea of 
haying skilled individual marksmen, 
not a body of men firing volleys into 
the air with the hope of accidentally 
hitting something.” 


Foresight In Birds.

GOOD WORK AGAINST GYPSY MOTH IN MEDFORD. 
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TUE SAME LOT IN 1905, AFTER BEING CARED FOR. 
Loaned by Medford Mercury. 
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| The Medford Mercury began a most 
commendable work in its issue of July 
14, publishing the first of a series of ex- 
haustive, instructive and entertaining 
articles on the brown-tail and gypsy 
moth. The articles are especially de- 
signed to aid in the destruction and ex- 
termination of the pests. Enough work 
has been done in Medford to show that 
the pests, through constant vigilance and 
indefatigable labor, may be controlled. 
Private citizens supplementing the work 
of the municipality have spent more 
|than the city, and through the united 
efforts of residents of West Medford 
that part of the city is in much better 
condition than last year. In various 
other places conditions are deplorable, 
and this year neighhoring towns are 
learning what the devastation caused by 
moths really is. 

Taking up the movements of the moths 
by colonies the first article shows how 
one colony advanced, spreading as it 
went, and it-demonstrates the effect of 
neglect, not only on the property of the 
negligent owner, but also on neighbor- 
ing territory. The hot weather will 
quickly drive the caterpillars into the 
pupa state. The brown-tails have al- 
ready developed into moths, and may 
be seen swarming in clouds about street 
lights. So long as the Cambridge park 
commissioners express themselves as 
helpless in coping with the pests, local- 
ly, some such united action as that of 
Medford would seem advisable, ‘The 
individual should assume some respon- 
| sibility. Cambridge Times.

FEVER CAMPAIbN 


The Government Will Assume 
Charge at New Orleans 


AT REQUEST OF THE CITY 


Belief That Sending of Force of 


Physicians Equipped For Sci- 
entific Handling of the Disease 
Will Restore Confidence 


New Orleans, Aug. 5.—With no in 
tention of admitting the fever situa 
tion to be beyond control, but in the 
hope of reviving confidence here and 
elsewhere in the south, official and 
business interests yesterday decided tc 
seud a request to President Rooseve‘t 
to have the United States government 
assume full charge of the struggle ts 
wipe out yellow fever from Louisiana 
Expectation is that Surgeon Genera! 
Wyman, witb all the resources of the 
government, will at once be enlisted 
actively in the campaign. 

The decision to ask the federal g 
ernment to take control was reached 
at a meeting held late yesterday at the 
Cotton Exchange. There were present 
Mayor Behrman, Chairman Janvier of 
the citizens’ committee, President Sou 
chon of the state board of health, Presi- 
cent Kohnke of the city board of 
bealth, representatives of each of the 
exchanges and commercial bodies, Sur- 
geon White of the United States ma- 
rine hospital service and a number of 
representative citizens. 

It was the consensus of the meeting 
that government contro! would restore 
confidence throughout the other states 
in the south where there has been 
criticism of the city and state authori- 
ties for not sooner making public the 
existence of yellow fever. It was the 
helief of present that Surgeon 
General Wyman would be able to send 
a force of physicians to New Orleans 
thoroughly equipped for the handling 
of the yellow fever situation because 
of their experience and unquestionubie 
facilities to enforce a scientific cam- 
paign against the fever. 

Immedia ts ly after the meeting a 
telegram, signed by the mayor and 

others present, was addressed to Govy- 
Blanchard, telling him of the ac- 
tion taken. 

Announcement that the federal gov- 
ernment was to be called on to take 
charge at first created some alarm in 
New Orleans, many taking such action 
acknowledgment that the situa- 
tion had got beyond control. Ata con- 
ference at city hail it was decided that 
Mayor Behrman should issue a procla- 
mation requiring every business house 
in the city to close on Wednesday so 
that the employes might take a hand ip 
the general cleaning movement.

Work From His Department 
Washington, Aug. 5.—Dr. Salmon, 

chief of the bureau of animal industry 
of the d+partment of agriculture, has 
admitted that he was the business 
partner of George E. Howard of this 
city when the gelatine meat label wae 
patented and also when, in June, 190i, 
the first contract for the label was 
awarded to Howard’s printing estab- 
lishment by the department of agri- 
culture. After the first contract was 
secured from the department Salmon 
withdrew from his partnership. 

Dr. Salmon’s partnership W ith How- 
ard lasted about six years. After that 
time the Howard Printing company 
did a large amount of business with 
the bureau of animal industry, of which 
Salmon was chief, and other bureaus 
of the department. 

Dr. Salmon said last night that when 
he met Howard the latter had no 
money. “I advanced the sum neces- 
sary to publish The Feather, a poultry 
journal in which he was interested,” 
said Salmon. “We continued in the 
printing business and he became aware 
of the needs of the department of agri- 
culture for a meat label. He met the 
conditions and the patent was taken 
out as his invention. I offered sugges- 
tions from time to time. I told him 
What the requirements were. I also 
urged him to perfect some devises, as I 
did companies that made a business of 
dealing in tags. We were anxious 
somebody would be to furnish a 
device that would be acceptable.”

Boston, Aug. 7.—With policemen 
guarding the Roman Catholic Italian 
ehureh building in Nerth square 
ggainst threats made by anarchists, 
the North En& police force is watching 
closely the 200 odd members of the 
“reds” who have arrived in the city 
to attend the secret conferences with 
Jocal and Lynn members of the fra- 
ternity. 

The pritsts in charge of the church 
have been told that any interference 
with the anarchists will result in the 
dynamiting of the church, and they 
were speedily granted the police pro- 
tection asked. 

The Paterson members of the or- 
ganization have been distributing 
tracts and other documents among the 
North End Italians, Patrolmen Walsh, 
Cronin and Leonard yesterday caught 
four of the anarchists passing their 
tracts and stopped them. 

The police have been instructed to 
arrest promptly any person who vio- 
lates either public statute or municipal 
ordinance in the slightest degree, and 
to take no chances with the strangers. 


Wagon Struck on Crossing 

Foxboro, Mass., Aug. 7.—Two per- 
sons were killed outright and two 
others were bruised and badly shocked 
at the North Foxboro railroad crossing, 
they being the occupants of a_ two- 
seated wagon which was struck by a 
“wild” engine. The dead are Estes E. 
Smith, 19 years old, and Miss Flora 
Sawyer, 19 years old. The others in 
the carriage were Chester Willis and 
Fred Knight. Their injuries are only 
slight. Their escape was miraculous. 
The fatality occurred at a crossing of 
the Taunton division of the N. Y., N. 
H. and H. rallroad. 


Sawed Way Out of Prison

Washington, Aug. 7.—Active control 
of the yellow fever situation in New 
Orleans by the United States public! 
health and marine hospital service will 
begin immediately. Orders to that ef | 
fect were wired last night to Surgeon 
White, the marine hospital officer now) 
on duty in that city. 

These orders followed the receipt | 
from Dr. White during the day of sev- | 
eral telegrams which showed that the; 
citizens of New Orleans had prom-} 
ised their hearty and unrestricted co- 
operation in the work to be undertaken 
by the federal government and would 
meet certain financial requirements im- 
posed by the marine hospital service as 
a preliminary to assuining the re- 
sponsibility. 

Anticipating this outcome of the case, | 
Dr. White already has determined up-, 
on the tentative plans for the work ip 
hand. The elty will be divided into 
wards and each ward will be placed 
in charge of a responsible and ex: 
perienced surgeon of the marine hos 
pital service who will have absolute 
control of the locality. Already Sur- 
geon General Wyman had given direc- 
tions to a number of marine hospital 
surgeons to proceed to New Orleans 
for assignment to work under Dr. 
White. These are all officers who have 
had experience in dealing with yellow 
fever epidemics, 


Chaytor’s Actions Sustained

Situation at New Orleans 
New Orleans, Aug. 7.—New cases of 
yellow fever yesterday, 28; total cases 
to date, 533; deaths yesterday, 8; total 
deaths to date, 105. 
The fever report is interpreted by the} 


authorities here as encouraging. It Is 
estimated that there are now 233 


cases under treatment. 

The marine hospital service will as- 
sume control of the situation today. 
The condition precedent to their as- 
sumption, that the citizens of New Or- 
Jeans pledge themselves to put up 
$250,000 to defray the cost of labor and 
material, has been met, and Surgeon 
White has received the formal order 
from Surgeon General Wyman to take 
charge. 

President Roosevelt and Surgeon 
General Wyman have both been wired 
by the citizens’ committee of New 
Orleans that all of the funds that the 
service may require outside of its own 
stated expenditures will be supplied by 
the people of the city. This action 
was taken Sunday at a special meeting 
of the finance committee. It followed 
the news received from Surgeon White 
that Surgeon General Wyman had 
asked for a definite statement of the 
financial intentions of the people here 
and had given a definite statement 
himself of what the marine hospital! 
service could do with the funds at its 
disposal. 


Yellow Fever Death at New York 

New York, Aug. 7.—One man died 
of acute yellow fever at New York’s 
detention hospital at quarantine yes- 
terday, making the third case of yellow 
fever discovered on ships entering 
New York this summer and the second 
death. The latest victim was William

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THREE CHINAMEN KILLED 


Row In Theatre Deliberately 

Started by Hip Sing Tongs 

New York, Aug. 7.—As a result of a 
battle between two of the big Chinese 
societies in the Chinese theatre last 
night two Chinamen were killed, a 
third and probably a fourth fatally 
wounded and many others injured. 
When the police succeeded in quelling 
the riot they had arrested more than 
enough inhabitants of the Chinese dis- 
trict to fill the Elizabeth street and 
other police stations in the vicinity. 

According to a report made by the 
police, the Hip Sing Tong started the 
trouble and deliberately selected the 
Chinese theatre as the most favorable 
scene for operations. 

When five policemen managed to 
force their way into the theatre they 
found four men lying in pools of blood, 
;and a score or more hiding under 
benches, the backs of which were 
splintered with bullets. 

In a short time the reserves arrived. 
Two ambulances were called and the 
men most dangerously hurt—four of 
them—were hurried to the hospital. 
Three of them died soon after reaching 
the hospital. 

A squad of police hastened to the 
headquarters of the Hip Sing Tong, 
which is at 12 Bowery, where they ar- 
| rested three men in the building and 
| found four’ others hiding on the roof, 
A little later Mock Duck, alleged to be 
ithe leader of the Hip Sing Tongs, was 
arrested. According to statements 


‘made by Chinamen to the police, he in- 
| stigated the affray and remained out- 


side of the theatre, having sent into 
it the men who did the shooting, with 
orders to walt in the back of the house

Dove’s Bow In a Fight, 
An Englishman, Edmond Selous, has , 
been watching doves at play and in| 
combat. Of the habit of “billing,” in| 
which so many birds engage when they 
are nesting, he says: “Where birds now 
merely ‘bill,’ they once, in my opinion, | 
fed each other, or the male fed the fe-| 
male, but pleasure came to be experi- 
enced in the contact alone, and the pas-) 
sage of food, which was never neces- 
sary, gradually became obsolete. I) 
think it by no means Improbable that 
our own kissing may have originated 
in much the same way, and that birds, 
when thus ‘billing’ experience the same | 
sort of pleasure that we do when we 
kiss must be quite obvious to any one. 
who has watched them.” 
Of a peculiarity of the stock dove Mr. | 
Selous writes: “When these birds fight | 
they constantly interrupt the flow of! 
the combat by bowing in the most ab- 
surd way, not to one another, but gen- 
erally, so to speak, for no object or| 
purpose whatever, apparently, but only | 
because they must do so. The fact is 
the bow has become a formula of court- | 
ship, and, as courting and fighting are’ 
intimately connected, the one suggests 
the other in the mind of the bird, who 
bows all at once under a misconcep- | 
tion.”

Sir Arthur Hazlerigg, in Cromwell's | 
time, commanded a regiment of cuiras- 
siers, who “from their complete armor | 
obtained the nickname of lobsters.” 
(Baldock’s “Cromwell as a Soldier.”) 
What was mere railiery in England 
may readily have grown into an ex- 
pression of hatred and contempt in 
America at the time of the Revolution, 
and, in point of fact, Bancroft’s “His- 
tory of the United States” relates that 
“Jobsters” was one of the abusive 
epithets applied to the soldiers by the 
mob on the occasion of the Boston 
massacre.—Philadelphia Press.

Witte Disappointed Crowd at 
Portsmouth Station 


JAPANESE WAR REPORTS 


Russian Envoy Says That if They 
Were True His Country Would 
Not at This Time Possess Any 


Army--Foreign Correspond- 


ents Are Hustling For News 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 8.—Mr. 
Witte, the head of the Russian peace 
delegates, reached this city from Bos- 
ton at 11:15 last night. At the same 


time the operators in the wireless sta- 
tion had a very busy time trying to 
pick up the Dolphin, with the Japanese 
envoys on board. An answer to the 
numerous calls was received, stating 
that the Dolphin was then off Cape 
Cod, 75 miles away. She was steam- 
ing slowly, and those on board thought 
that the cruiser would reach the har- 
bor in time for the opening of the 
peace conference. 

Mr. Witte came on a special car at- 
tached to the regular Bar Harbor ex- 
He was enabled to avoid a 
as- 
sembled at the railroad station through 
the train stopping at a crossing about 
a quarter of a mile from the station. 

Three automobiles were in waiting 
and the party was at once taken to 
Hotel Wentworth, about four miles 
distant. There was considerable dis- 
appointment among those assembled 
at the station when the distinguished 
foreigner failed to appear after the 
arrival of the train. 

It was soon learned that the Rus- 
sians had left the train at the cross- 
ing, and there was a rush toward the 
Street leading to the Wentworth, but 
the foreigners were well on their way 
before the crowd reached the scene. 

Mr. Witte’s automobile had gone 
about half a mile when it met with an 
accident and was obliged to stop. Mr. 
Witte was transferred to another au- 
tomobile and again started for the 
Wentworth, arriving there at 11:3 
o'clock.

THE PHENIX. 


Legend of How It Lived and Died 
and Lived Again. 

The ancient tradition concerning the 
phenix has introduced into nearly ev- 
ery language the habit of applying that 
name to whatever is singular or un- 
common among its kind. According to 
ancient writers, the phenix was a bird 
of great beauty about the size of an 
eagle. A shining and most beautiful 
crest adorned its head, its plumage 
contained nearly every tint of the rain- 
bow, and its eyes sparkled like dia- 
monds. Only one of these birds could 
live at a time, but its existence covered 
a period of 500 or 600 years. When its 
life drew to a close the bird built for 
itself a funeral pile of wood and aro- 
matic spices, with its wings fanned the 
pile into a flame and therein consumed 
itself. From its ashes a worm was 
produced, out of which another phenix 
was formed, having ail the vigor of 
youth. The first care of the new phenix 
was to solemnize its parent’s obsequies. 
For that purpose it made a ball of 
myrrh, frankincense and other fra- 
grant things. At Heliopolis, a city in 
lower Egypt, there was a magnificent 
temple dedicated to the sun. To this 
temple the phenix would carry the fra- 
grant ball and burn it on the altar of 
the sun as a sacrifice. The priests then 
examined the register and found that 
exactly 500 years or exactly 600 years 
had elapsed since that same eeremony 
had taken place.

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Street Piano Struck by Electric 
Car—ltalians Injured. 


Antonio Cuddi and Augustino Faler- 
no two Italians who operate a street 
piano, were brought to the Quincy 
Hospital from Hingham on Monday, 
their outfit and an electric car having 
come in collision. 

Dr. Samuel H. Spalding of Hingham, 
who examined the men, found that 
Falerno had a collar bone fractured, 
while Cuddi escaped without any brok- 


en bones. 
The Globe printed the following 


dramatic story of the collision: 

Old Colony hill, which was the scene 
of the fatal service car and trolley car 
accident a short time ago, saw another 
collison on Monday. 

Antonio Cuddi and Augustino Falerno 
are Italians, and purvey music to the 
shore resorts from a street piano, which 
is drawn by a horse. They were going 
over the road to Nantasket shortly be- 
fore 3, and as it was very warm and 
they were very sleepy, they turned across 
the track on Old Colony hill to rest un- 
der the shade of some trees by the road- 
side. 

The men were engaged in a discus- 
sion of the relative merits of Mascagni 
and Leoncavallo, and the horse stopped 
unexpected without attracting their 
notice. The horse wore blinders, and 
could not estimate the length of his 
train; the consequence was tbat he left 
about two octaves of the piano project- 
ing over the car track, 

A huge trolley car, bound from Nan- 
tasket to Rockland, slid up the hill, 
and came suddenly round the curve up- 
on the organ before the motorman saw 
the outfit. It was too late then to stop 
and the car bumped the piano on the 
starboard quarter. 

Mascagni and Leoncavallo were 
dropped; Augustino described a para- 
bola, and Cuddi went off with a much 
flatter trajectory, a fact that proved af- 
terward to have saved him almost en- 
tirely from injury. 

The piano played all its repertory in 
one grand chord, and the women pas- 
sengers on the trolley car sang high 
obligato, while the motorman obliged 
with a bell solo. 

The horse, accustomed to the music 
of the organ, and not being afraid of 
the cars, nevertheless looked round 
when the wumen screamed, and seeing 
the piano lying on its side. hauled the 
wreck barely two yards out of the way. 

The Italians were taken aboard the 
trolley, which ran to Hingham sqnare; 
thence to Quincy.

Good Results Expected In Rea- 
sonably Short Time 


AID PROMPTLY RENDERED 


Best Medical Talent Will Attack 
Scourge Along Scientific Lines 
--Heavy Financial Loss by 

: the Diversion of Business 


New Orleans, Aug. 8.—With the ma- 
rine hospital service under the au- 
thority of President Roosevelt placed 
in complete control of the scientific 
fight to eradicate yellow fever from 
New Orleans before frost, the cam- 
paign against the scourge has taken 
fresh life. With ample funds, the best 
available medical talent and an army 
of willing workers at his back, Dr. 
White, surgeon in charge, hopes for a 
successful termination of the struggle. 

Dr. White received formal orders 
from Surgeon General Wyman, inform- 
ing him that the federal government 
had decided to assume the task pre- 
pared for it. Dr. White then visited 
the state and the city board of health, 
mvbere he arranged for the transfer of 
control of the work. He said that the 
transfer of details would be gradual, 
so that there might be no interruption 
of the work now in progress. 

A false impression has prevailed in 
some quarters that all the cases occur- 
ing were not made public and in order 
that there may be perfect confidence 
throughout the country Dr. White de- 
sires that hereafter statistical an- 
nouncements of the situation shall be 
made under federal supervision. 


There was a prompt response to the 
appeal of Chairman Janvier of the 
citizens’ committee for additional sub- 
scriptions to the citizens’ fund toward 
‘the $250,000 desired by the government. 
In addition Janvier telegraphed to 
Governor Blanchard asking the state’s 
assistance in securing the money de- 
sired to fight the fever. Unsolicited 
checks have been sent from other parts 
of the country and the whole fund will 
be fully subscribed, it is believed, be- 
fore it is wanted. 

An evidence of the panicky feeling 
in the country parishes is shown in the 
experience of the Cumberland Tele- 
phone company. At Arcadia, La., the 
man in charge of the telephone office 
fied when the fever began to spread. 
The telephone company tried to fill the 
position, but Arcadia refused to permit 
a man to come to work and the service 
has been suspended. A similar situa- 
tion prevails at Baton Rouge. The 
Baton Rouge telephone exchange 
serves much of the surrounding coun- 
try and all that region is without 
telephonic communication, 

The death reported in Jefferson par- 
ish, across the Mississippi river from 
New Orleans, is the fifth that has oc- 
curred there, showing the heavy mor- 
tality from the fever where adequate 
attention is not given. Five Italians 
fied from New Orleans to the Bell plan- 
ftation and all have died of yellow 
fever. The vicinity has been thor- 
oughly isolated and disinfected, 


it will probably never be possible to 
estimate the losses which New 
Orleans has suffered financially, 
through the diversion of business, but 
the heavy tax on the people by tbe 


‘present visitation is shown by the fact 


that beside the money already spent by 
the boards of health and the $250,000 
to be raised for the government, thou- 
sands of dollars have been subscribed 
and expended in ward sanitation. 
Two large foci of infection were dis- 
covered outside of New Orleans by offi- 
cers of the marine hospital service. Dr. 
Corpul went to Diamond plantation, in 
St. Charles parish, and found six posi- 
tive yellow fever cases of secondary 
infection. Three of the six persons 
were dead. ‘The other point of infec- 
tion is Patterson, where Dr. Guiteras 
found 19 cases of secondary infection. 
The official yellow fever report up 
to 6 p. m. yesterday was: New cases, 
82; total cases to date, 565; deaths yes- 
terday, 8; total deaths to date, 113. 


To Maintain Nationa! Quarantine 

Washington, Aug. 8.—In addition to 
the revenue cutter Winona, which is 
now at Gulfport, Miss., the revenue cut- 
ters Forward, now at Key West, the 
Hamilton, at Tampa, and the Seminole, 
at Wilmington, N. C., have been or- 
Gered to Gulfport for the purpose of 
maintaining the national quarantine 
and will proceed to that point at once. 
They have been directed to act under 
the instructions of Captain Ross, chief 
of the revenue cutter service, who left 
last night for New Orleans, 

It is expected that other and smaller 
boats will be needed in order to make 
an effective patrol and to this end any 
boats required will be employed and 
the revenue cutter flag holste@ over 
them and a revenue cutter officer put 
on board. They will then be, to all in- 
tents, government vessels, and have the 
Same jurisdiction as the revenue cut- 
tcrs, which will enable them to go into 
any waters. It is believed that in this 
way an efficient quarantine can be 
maintained. 


Suspects Under Observation 

New York, Aug. 8.—One passenger 
and two of the crew of the steamer 
Comus, from New Orleans, have been 
transferred to Hoffman island for ob- 
servation, all of them showing a high 
temperature. The steamer was de- 
tained at quarantine until 6:40 last 
evening, when she was permitted to 
proceed to her pier.

Anything like a complete list of the 
killed and injured will not be obtain- 
able until the workers have made their 
way to the very bottom of the mass of 
wreckage. With few exceptions those 
caught in the rulns were employes and 
a large majority of them were girls.

The best explanation of the cause of 
the accident is given by the head of 
the crockery, glass and drug depart- 
ment, which occupies the basement.

Man Kills a Woman In Lowell

MURDER AT GRAFTON, VT 


Disappointed Lover Sends Bul- 
let Into a Woman’s 
BothVictims Were Married and 
Both Assailants Tried Suicide

Lowell, Mass., Aug. 9.—Mrs. Jennie 
Spaulding of North Chelmsford was 
shot and kille@ while waiting for a 
train in a railroad station here last 
evening. George F. Marris of La- 
conia, N, H., is under arrest, charged 


with killing the woman. 

Morris bad been staying at Mrs. 
Spaulding’s home and the two bad 
planned to go to Taunton last night. 
While waiting for the train Morris and 
the woman went into a saloon near 
the station and had drinks. While 
they were seated ata table two women 
who were present engaged In conversa- 
tion with Morris and the three began 
fooling. In a few minutes Morris and 
Mrs. Spaulding left the saloon and 
went to the railroad station. 

According to Morris’ story to the po- 
lice, the woman upbraided him all the 
way for what she termed his fa- 
millarity with the two women in the 
saloon. When the couple entered the 
station they were disputing loudly, but 
the discussion was abruptly termi- 
nated by Morris drawing a five-cham- 
bered revolver from which he fired four 
bullets at the woman’s head. The 
woman expired in a few minutes. 

Morris snapped the weapon at his 
own head, but as the revolver had con- 
tained only four cartridges, there was 
no discharge. Frank C, Wright and 
Lieutenant of Police Webster seized 
Morris and disarmed him. He was 
locked up. He told the police that he 
bad shot the woman and that on ac- 
count of the Nquor he had drunk he 
was not wholly responsible for the 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Spaulding was said to have 
deen divorced. Her age was about 35, 
and Morris is 47. 


Wife and Daughter at Laconia 

Laconia, N. H., Aug. 9.—George F. 
Morris lived in this city with his wife 
for several years, but left bere about 
four years ago. Since then he has en 
deavored a number of times to see his 
wife, but Mrs. Morris refused to leave 
her sister, with whom she has made 
her home since her husband left her. 
Mrs. Morris has ber 18-year-old daugh- 
ter with her. 


The Vermont Tragedy 

Grafton, Vt., Aug. 9.—Mrs. Minnie 
Rankin of Waterbury, Conn., was shot 
and instantly killed late yesterday by 
James Mitchell, who, after commiting 
the murder, attempted to commit sul- 
clde. 

The shooting occurred at the home 
of John Rice, where Dana Murdatory, 
Mrs. Rankin’s brother, lived. Mitchell, 
it is said, has been paying attention 
to the woman, but failed to receive any 
encouragement. He went to the Rice 
house and, after an argument, drew a 
revolver and shot her, the bullet en- 
tering the woman's brain. Mitchell 
then fired a bullet into his own head. 
He escaped the fate of the woman. 
however, and, although seriously in 
jured, was carried to the police station 
where he was attended by physicians. 

Mrs. Rankin, who was 25 years old, 
came here about a year ago and ob- 
tained a position as a waitress in a loca) 
hotel. It is understood that her hus- 
band, George Rankin, {s sti] ving in 
Waterbury. 

Mitchell, who came from Bristol, 
Conn., is a toolmaker, 27 years old, and 
unmarried.

Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, an- 
nounced recently at his home, in 
Orange, N. J., that after two years of 
experimenting he is finally satisfied 
with the merits of his new storage 
battery and that he will at once be- 
gin the erection of a factory to manu- 
facture the cells on a large scale for 
the trade, says the New York World. 

This is the latest, and, while not the 
greatest of the wizard’s many inyen- 
tions, it is an accomplishment for 
which many electricians have been 


striving meny years. 

The cell as now perfected will drive 
a two ton truck at a rate of thrity- 
three miJes an hour, with half the 
weight of the old method. 

A small dealer can operate a de- 
livery wagon with its power at 58 per 
cent of the cost of maintaining ahorse. 
An ordinary automobile will run 100 
miles under ordinary conditions with- 
out recharging. Under the most 
favorable conditions 150 miles can be 
covered at a speed of tweney miles an 
hour. 

More than these facts have been 
claimed for the cell by others, but it 
was not until the other day that Mr. 
Edison himself would even speculate 
as to the possibilities of his new inven- 
tion. The wizard has experimented 
with 14,000 cells to perfect one. 

The storage cell is small and incased 
in iron. Instead of containing the old 
lead plates of the original battery, it 
contains alternate plates of fron and 
nickel in a potash lye solution. 

“The troubles in the battery I have 
been trying for two years to remedy 
haye been purely mechanical,” said 
Mr. Edison. “They have been greatly 
due to the swelling of the nickel ele- 
ment. I have succeeded in reducing 
the weight of the battery from forty to 
forty-five pounds per horse power. It 
has taken time to find out what was 
needed for this battery, because we 
cannot look ahead and see just what 
such a thing is going to do after we 
have it sketched on paper. In the two 
years I have been experimenting we 
have turned out some 14,000 cells of 
the battery and have operated 160 
auto vehicles, 

“I do not pretend to have solved the 
problem for touring vehicles. That can 
only be possible when more charging 
stations are spread about the country. 
Young Cooper Hewitt of New York 
has helped solve that problem with his 
mercury rectifier, which takes the 
place of the old transformer and makes 
it possible to convert the alternating 
currents used in small towns so as to 
make them available for charging the 
batteries, 

“With proper motor and wagon 
equipment we can take our cells and 
operate an ordinary delivery wagon for 
58 per cent of the cost of maintaining 
a horse.” 

Mr. Edison appeared to be in better 
physical condition than he has been 
for a long time. His face is full and 
he has a better color. He said that the 
trouble with his stomach, from which 
he has been suffering for several years, 
is greatly improved. Mr. Edison at- 
tributes the improvement to constant 
riding in his big steam automobile. 
The wizard likes outdoor life, and 
after giving out his statement he said: 

“What I want now is a chance to 
get out in the woods and see the birds 
and flowers. I like to study them 
and the rocks and ferns and other 
things of the woods. It rests me after 
a long campaign like this.” 


Murder Bureau For Chicago. 

John M. Collins, chief of police at 
Chicago, has announced that in a few 
days he will establish a murder bureau 
under the direction of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler. The assistant chief will 
have on his staff eight of the best de- 
tectives in the city and will work in 
harmony with the state attorney’s of- 
fice, says a Chicago dispatch. The 
object of the innovation is the gather- 
ing of evidence. As soon as a murder

the “runners” from Schuettler’s office 
will go to the scene with a photogra- 
pher and an artist or a draftsman. 
Every bit of tangible evidence will be 
picked up, tabled and used by the de 
tectives in working up the case.

‘| been eclipsed by a resident of Tolland, 


on the Moffat road, says the Denver 
News. The championship in chicken 
breeding has been won by F. J. Fran- 
cis, who has been for more than two 
years a resident of that section. Mr. 
Francis is a photographer and sells 
photographic “views to the hundreds of 


tourists who come to Tolland daily on 


the trains over the Moffat road. He 


has discovered his new phase of the |. 


chicken industry quite by accident. 

Mr. Francis claims to have produced 
a chicken which is all white meat. 
The condition of the meat he ascribes 
to the altitude. He avers that if a 
chicken could be.raised above timber 
line it woul4 be perfectly white from 
skin to gizzard. Near the top of the 
continental divide is the place where 
he has been conducting his expert- 
ments. Rollins pass is the highest point 
on the Moffat road. It is 11,660 feet 
above the sea. Here there is no tim- 
ber, no vegetation of any kind, except 
a few scattering specks of drying grass 
and hardy sage brush. 

“} found. out. what I claim about the 
chickens by observing the fish,” said 
Mr. Francis in discussing his discov- 
ery. “I noticed the texture of the flesh 
of fish in the lake at Tolland was dif- 
ferent from that in Teller lake, which 
is several hundred feet higher. The 
flesh of the fish in Yankee Doodle and 
Jenny lakes, which are still higher, is 
whiter still, and if there was water 
at a higher altitude that contained fish 
I am sure you would find the flesh to 
be entirely white. My theory is that 
chickens raised at a high altitude will 
contain no dark meat and will be as 
tender and juicy, even when old, as 
the chicken used for ‘spring broilers’ 
on the bill of fare,

lake that are being raised with a view 
to proving what I claim.” 


New Sun Clock. 

A new and highly ingenious form of 
sun dial clock was recently exhibited at 
the Royal society’s rooms in London. 
It is the invention of Professor Albert 
Crehove. The gnomen of the common 
dial is replaced by a head fixed ona 
wire, the shadow of which is cast on 
the interior of a true cylindrical sur- 
face. On this surface figures of eight 
curves are drawn, marking standard 
noon for each day of the year. The 
cylindrical surface is inclined so that 
Its axis, upon which the head ts fixed, 
is parallel to that of the earth. It 
thus represents the latitude of the 
place. The shadow of the bead trav- 
els across the cylindrical surface paral 
lel to. or on one of the circles drawn 
thereon. These circles represent days 
of the month. Bach hour described in 
the circle is always of the same length, 
and a scale of minutes engraved on 
the cylinder enables true mean time to 
be read off directly to a few seconds.

Injunction Wanted Against 
Graphophone. 


Said to Play Almost 
Continuously, 


Mrs. Rose Allen Ordered to Appear 
in Court. 


John W. McAnarney, Esq., as counsel 
for Mrs. James P. Clare of Edison street, 
made application to the Superior court 
on Wednesday for an injunction to pre- 
vent their neighbor, Mrs. Rose Allen, 
from operating a graphophone. 

An order of notice was issued by 
Judge Lawton, for Mrs. Allen to appear 
on Friday, and show cause why the in- 
junction should not be granted. 

Mrs. Allen is a native of Quincy, a 
daughter of Richard Prout. After her 
marriage to William Allen she lived in 
Baltimore unti] two years ago, when 
her husband died. Then she returned 
to her native place. 

Mr. Clare when interviewed by a re- 
porter said: ‘‘ The graphophone has 
been in constant operation the greater 
part of every day.”’ He continued, ‘‘Our 
first real annoyance was on July 5, 
when it was played from early in the 
morning to almost midnight. The music 
was harsh, but most of the songs were 
the same as rendered in all such instru- 
ments. I was so exasperated at the 
time that I cried out, ‘ Cut it out.’’’ 

‘*Conditions have been extremely dis- 
agreeable on Sundays. The machine is 
played almost continuously during the 
entire day. I was tempted to take 
action before this, but knowing that 
Mrs. Allen was a widow and had five 
children to support, I refrained, hoping 
that matters would adjust themselyes. 

‘*As there was no change, I called 
upon Mrs, Allen a week ago last Sunday 
evening and told her I thought the in- 
strument was being operated to an un- 
reasonable extent and asked her to re- 
quest the owner to be more moderate. 
She replied that she had a right to have 
the instrument played in her house and 
that she was going to do so. Since then 
I bave asked her to have the playing 
stopped, but she refused. 

‘‘Matters haye been worse since I 
spoke to her. Today the graphophone 
was played from 7.30 to 10.30 A. M., 2 
to 4.45 P. M., and now, after an in- 
tervale of 30 minutes, it has commenced 
again, and it will probably continue 
until about midnight.’’ 

Mrs, Allen’s side of the controversy 
is as follows: ‘‘I have not heard that 
Mr.Clare or his wife have made any ap- 
plication in court to restrain me from 
having the graphophone played in this 
house, although he bas threatened to 
This case is one of spite op the 
part of Mr. Clare. He has said, I have 
béen informed, that he would drive me 
out of my home if I allowed this graph- 
ophone to be played in the house. Tbe 
instrument is owned by one of my 
boarders. It has been in the house 
since last February, about a month af- 
ter I took possession, 

‘*Now I consider that Ihave a right 
to have the graphophone played in the 
house, or any instrument in fact, if I 
don’t unduly annoy my neighbors. I 
claim that this has not been done. It is 
seldom played in the morning, as my 
boarders are usually at work, but should 
one be at home a few tunes are played. 
After tea it is opened, but never after 
10 o'clock, There have been only two 
occasions when it has been played 
later. 

‘*None of my neighbors have made 
any complaint save Mr. Clare. He tried 
to get them to sign a petition to have 
the playing stopped, but all refused. 
Mr. Clare called upon me two weeks 
ago and told me he wanted the playing 
stopped. I told him I saw no reason 
why tbe instrument should not be 
played ; that I had some rights in my 
own house, and that the inmates were 
entitled to some privileges. 

‘*He told me that if 1 did not see that 
it was done he would make it cost me 
$100. I told him he couldn’t do so, as 
I had not so much money to my name, 
He then replied: ‘I will make it cost 
some one that amount.’ His action will 
cause me some trouble. I have no money 
with which to secure counsel. I have 
five children dependent on me for sup- 
port, and it takes all the money I can 
get to pay my bills and educate my chil- 
dren, the oldest of which is 12 and the 
youngest 5. I have had and am still 
having a hard struggle to get along, and 
I am surprised that any man would at- 
tempt to press a woman if’ my gitua- 
tion to the wall,’’ = 


All Records Broken at a Test at 
Barre. 


The Barre Times says the new Sulli- 
van plug drill, invented by George H.

The ma- 
chine, operated by Robert Arthur, 
with Mr. Gilman superintending the 
test, drilled 160 plug holes in an hour, 
which includes the time taken in spot- 
ting and changing bits. The holes 
were both horizontal and vertical. One 
hundred pounds pressure was used, and 
13 cubic feet of free air per minute was 
consumed. The machine weighs 19 
pounds. 

So far as known hereabouts the best 
record previous was 60 holes an hour. 

The machine was invented by Mr. 
Gilman last winter while he was in the 
employ of E. L. Smith & Co., and the 
rights were assigned to the Sullivan 
Machinery company of Claremont, N. 
H., and Chicago. The machine has 
been in operation in Smith’s machine 
shop since January, without any re- 
pairs..

Would Bring Back Man to 
Life. 


Killed at the Neponset 
Crossing. 


Victim and Wife Were Christian 
Scientists. 


The 4.12 P. M. train from Boston, 
which is express to Wollaston and 
Quincy, struck and instantly killed a 
man at Neponset on Wednesday. He 
was immediately identified as Mr. 
Frederick C. Moseley secretary of the 
A. T. Stearms Lumber Company. 

He left his office at 4.20 P. M., in- 
tending to take the 4.26 P. M. train for 
Boston to join Mrs. Moseley, who was 
spending the afternoon in town. His 
office is but a moment’s walk from the 
railroad station on Taylor street, but to 
reach the station it is necessary to cross 
the tracks. The crossing is at Walnut 
street, a block below, but commuters 
have made a custom of crossing the 
tracks directly at the head of Taylor 
Street, and the top rail of the fence in- 
closing the tracks had been broken off 
so as to make the crossing easier. 

Mr. Moseley was struck squarely by 
the express at 4.23. He was thrown 
about fifty feet, when he gave one groan 
and stiffened out dead. 

Dr. William E, Kernan, who was 
called, said death was instantanevus, 
the skull having been crushed in. 

The body was in the baggage room at 
the station when Mrs. Moseley and a 
lady friend arrived. She had not been 
informed of his death and her calmness 
upon receiving the news surprised 
everyone, 

‘It is a great mistake,’’ she an- 
neunced, calmly. ‘‘ I shall send for my 
own pbysician,’’ and shedismissed with 
a wave of her hand the official who tried 
to tell her that a regular physician had 
pronounced her husband dead, To Miss 
Parks, a beok-keeper employed by the 
Stearns Company, who was at the sta- 
tion, Mrs. Moseley confided the task of 
sending for her doctor, who turned out 
later to be a Christian Science healer. 
Miss Parks and her mother, also Chris- 
tian Scientists, then joined Mrs. Moseley 
and her friend in the baggage room. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock the ‘‘ ductor” 
arrived, and the service began at once. 

The meeting lasted for two hours, 
A crowd of nearly 500 gathered aboat 
the depot, and a squad of police was 
necessary to keep back the curious 
crowd. 

After the service Mrs, Moseley de- 
clined the services of undertakers R. & 
D. F. Heason, who had been called, 
and made application for the police 
ambulance. When this was refused she 
allowed the body to be taken home in 
the undertaker’s wagon. 

Arriving at his home, the body of 
Mr. Moseley was placed on a couch in 
his room by the undertaker and his 
assistant, who were then dismissed, 
and prayers by Mrs. Moseley and the 
other Christian Scientists were resumed. 

‘*Mr. Moseley is not dead,’’ declared 
a young lady who responded when a re- 
porter called at the house. ‘‘The doc- 
tor assures us that he is not dead.’’ 
The ‘‘doctor’’ referred to was the Cbris- 
tian Science healer. 

Mr. Moseley was a member of the 
known. Moseley family of Dor- 
He was 46 years old, and 
leaves one child, Russell, who is pre- 
paring for college. Aside from his in- 
come from the two lumber companies 
of which he was an officer, and in which 
it is said he was a large stockholder, 
Mr. Moseley was independently wealthy, 
and owned his beautifal home. He was 
an enthusiastic yachtsman, a member 
of the Buston Yacht Club, and spent 
much of his leisure time in the summer 
on board his handsome yacht, Greyling. 

Both he and Mrs. Moseley were devout 
members of the Christian Science faith, 
and regular attendants at the First 
Church of Christ, Scientists, in Boston.

IS UNDER WAY 


Witte Presents His Credentials 
Which Are Satisfactory 


KOMURA’S AT HIS HOTEL 


He Details Verbally the Powers 
Delegated to Him and State- 
ment Is Accepted by Russians 
--Decidedly Pessimistic Opin- 
ion as to Oulcome of Negotia- 
tions--French and English to 
Be Used In Records--Japanese 
Carefully Guard Their Plans 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 10.—With 
the probability that Baron Komura 
willl today reveal to the Russian pleni- 
potentiaries the terms upon which 
Japan is willing to conclude peace, 
opinion as to the outcome among those 


who are congregated here to watch 


the proceedings has become decidedly 


pessimistic. This is due to the grow- 
ing conviction that Japan's conditions 
will not prove as moderate as were at 
one time anticipated and, especially in 
the matter of indemnity, may pre- 
clude the possibility of their accept- 
ance by the Russian envoys as a basis 
of vegotiation. 

The firm attitude of Witte in private 
conversation against the payment of 
an indemnity and the insistent reports 
emanating from Japanese quarters 
that a stiff war contribution, approxi- 
mating the cost of the war, variously 
stated at from $600,000,000 to $800,- 
000,000, constitutes one of Japan’s de- 
mands, indicates a wide difference be- 
tween Japan's irreducible minimum 
aot what Russia is prepared to ac- 
cept 

Upon the question of the payment 
of a large indemnity the instructions 
of the Russian envoys dre believed to 
admit of no concessions, although it is 
possible a certain compensation ig 
kind might be arranged. For instance, 
it is suggested that for the relinquish- 
ment of the Island of Sakhalin, now 
potentially In Japan's hands, the pos- 
session of which by Japan would give 
her command of the whole Siberian 
littoral, Russia could with propriety 
pay a large sum. Gloomy forebod- 
ings, however, may be premature at 
this juncture, as everything indicates 
that the plenipotentiaries upon both 
sides are sincerely desirous of conclud- 
ing a treaty of peace. 

The first meeting of the envoys was 
of an entirely informal character, so 
Informal ip fact that Komura did not 
bring his letter of credence to the 
navy yard, whereas Witte was armed 
with the original document in Russian 
setting forth the powers conferred up- 
op him and also with a translation of 
the document. The latter Ne read. 

Baron Komura was embarrassed and 
offered to send back to the hotel for his 
commission, but Witte expressed his 
faith thet the credentials were full 
and ample. Later, however, copies of 
the credentials were informally ex- 
changed in order that they might be 
examined before the meeting today. It 
is known that the credentials differ 
slightly. In exactly what respect can- 
not be ascertained, but the difference 
ip not essential and constitutes po ob- 
stacie to the official opening of the ne- 
gotiatione. 

It has been decided to hold two daily 
sessions, one in the morning, beginning 
at 9:80, and one in the afternoon, be- 
ginning at 8. To avoid delay and give 
time for consultation between ses- 
sions, it has been arranged that luncb- 
eon will be served at the navy yard, 
and the envoys, upon leaving their 
Quarters in the morning, will not re- 
turn until the afternoon sessions ad- 
journ. Three secretaries for each aide 
will be in attendance to draw up the 
protocols of the meeting, which wili 
be written in both English and French. 
A French text, however, in case of dis- 
pute will be accepted in evidence. 

‘The official versions of the first meet- 
ing, givep-out by each side, described 
it as “satisfactory,” and other accounts 
indicate that, while everything passed 
off amica! >, considerable reserve was 
displayed upon both sides. Baron Ko- 
mura, whom Witte had met in St. Pe- 
tersburg during the former’s seryice 
as Japanese minister there, was pleas- 
antly greeted by the chief Russian en- 
voy in French, but Komura was 
oblige? to shake his head and turn to 
his secretary, Mr. Honda, who ex- 
plained that Komura had forgotten the 
little French he knew while in St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

While the Russian plenipotentiaries 
expect the Japanese to present the 
Japanese terms immediately upon the 
official exchange of credentials, they 
admit they are inthe dark. Baron Ko- 
mura am his colleagues decline to give 
any imtimation of their course of pro- 
cedure. Pursuing the tactics which 
they have constanfly followed in all 
their Miplomatic and military opera- 
tions, they are carefully guarding all 
their plans regarding the present mect- 


Was some disposition to at- 
tribute Komura's forgetfulness in not 
bringing his credentials to the meeting 
to a desire to spar for time, and for that 
Teason some doubt was expressed 
whether the Japanese would show their 
hend today, but the Russian envoys do 
Dot question Komura's good faith and 
frankly say it was due to a misunder- 
Standing. 
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Last evening the ameuitics were 
observed by a general exchange of 
cards, Witte, Rosen and his suite send- 
ing theirs through the hotel office, 
while the ecards of the Japanese mis 
sion were left at the doors of the melm- 
bers of the Russian mission by a little 
Japanese messenger boy. 

The Japanese and the Russian news- 
paper correspondents have broken the 
ice and have begun to fraternize. Itis 
perhaps significant that the corre- 
spondents on both sides are sending to 
their respective homes dispatches of 
anything but an optimistic character. 
In the opinion of the Russians the 
ezar’s manifesto promulgating the na- 
tional assembly project will materially 
strengthen the position of the Russian 
envoys by relieving the internal situa- 
tion. 

Because the Russians like to smoke 
while at the table, the entire Russian 
mission last night dined in their 
apartments, & practice which they have 
decided to continue hereafter. 


Two Portsmouths In Public Eye 

London, Aug. 10.—AlIl the London 
morning papers devote much space to 
the news from the two Portsmouths. 
Special dispatches from Portsmouth, 
N. H., giving the opinions of the corre- 
spondents relative to the peace nego- 
tiations, are somewhat pessimistic, 
especially those to The Times and The 
Daily Telegraph, both of which con- 
vey the impression that the negotla- 
tions are certain to end in failure. 

The visit of the French squadron to 
Portsmouth, Eng., and the events con- 
nected with this visit are receiving un- 
usual attention. Today the French 
naval officers will visit London as the 
guests of the city. The decorations 
throughout the city are even more 
elaborate than on the occasion of visits 
of foreign rulers to London. 


Japs Fioat the Variag 

Tokio, Aug. 10.—The imperial navy 
department has announced the  suc- 
cessful floating of the cruiser Variag. 
In view of the difficulty encountered 
there is a strong feeling of general 
satisfaction over the raising of the 
vessel. 

The Russian crulser Variag and the 
Russian gunboat Korietz were sunk 
by the Japanese in the harbor of 
Chemulpo on Feb. 9, 1904. 


Fewer Deaths Than Expected 
Albany, Aug. 10.—The collapse of the 
Jobn G. Myers company department 
store, whicch resulted in the death of 
13 persons and the probable fatal in- 
jury of two others, will be investigated 
by a speciat commission which was 
appointed by the mayor iast night. The 
discovery that the 13 bodies already 
taken out would account probably for 
all the victims of the accident was a 
surprise to Albanians, who expected 
that at least a dozen more mangled 

forms were buried beneath the ruins. 


Rockefeller’s Ambition 

Cleveland, Aug. 10.—The World 
News says: At conferences now tak- 
ing place at Forest Hill between John 
D. Rockefeller and President Harper 
of Chicago university plans are being 
formulated for the further endowment 
of that educational institution by 
Rockefeller. It is known that plans in- 
volving the outlay of $50.000,000 are 
under consideration by Rockefeller, 
who designs to make the University 
of Chicago the greatest seat of learn- 
ing in the world. 


Rudderiess Steamer Reaches Port 

St. Johns, Aug. 10.—Steamer Pelican, 
whicn lost her rudder by striking a 
rock near Cartwright, Labrador, 10 
daye azo, arrived here last night in 
tow of the steamer Ingraham. On 
Monday night, in a gale, the Ingraham 
was compelled to cut loose from the 
Pelican. The vessels became separated 
and it was feared that the Pelican had 
foundered until Tuesday, when the In- 
graham sighted her and again took 
her in tow.

Mr. Wu admitted that European im- 
migrants were not allowed representa- 
tiop by lawyers or others during their 
examinations, but he rejected this argu- 
ment because, he said, the Chinese in 
other respects were given treatment 
entirely different from that accorded 
the Europeans. 

The Chinese government, he said, 
agreed to the exclusion of coolies, but 
it urged as the main points of a new 
convention that the better classes of 
Chinese be treated on an equal foot- 
ing with other aliens, with the right 
fo retain counsel and the right of ap- 
peal, if necessary, and the admission 
of coolles to Hawali, which he re- 
garded as of the utmost importance. 
The Chinese there could not compete 
with American labor. The Philip- 
pines had long been a natural field for 
Chinese industry, but the application 
of the exclusion act to the islands had 
changed this. Regarding the desira- 
bility of Chinese labor in the Far East, 
Wu instanced the prosperity of Singa- 
pore, in the Straits Settlements, and 
the adjacent country. 

Mr. Wu expressed himself as greatly 
regretting the Chinese boycott of 
American goods and steamship and in- 
surance companies. Apparently, how- 
ever, he sald the Chinese classes most- 
ly concerned, considering that the pros- 
pects for the solution of the difficulties 
arising from the application of the ex- 
clusion act were remote, decided on

Gerrard attempted to catch him and 
pitched head foremost over the side 
of the bullding, crushing his skull on 
the ground below. 


Sonfessed to Incendlarism 

North Adams, Mass., Aug. 10.—Af- 
ter his arrest on a charge of arson in 
connection with a fire in the weave 
shed at the Arnold Print works, James 
Rumbolt confessed that he set the fire 
and said that he did it because he 
wanted to die in a “flery furnace,” on 
account of family troubles. Rumbolt 
was employed in the boiler room of the 
print works. 


Child Murderer Pardoned 

Augusta, Me., Aug. 10.—At a meeting 
of the governor and council a hearing 
was given on the petition for pardon 
from Mrs. Ellen Dolley, convicted of 
the murder of her daughter’s illegiti- 
mate child in 1895, and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. No opposition was 
offered and a full and free pardon was 
granted. 


Unused to Long Marches 

Augusta, Me., Aug. 10.—The Sec- 
ond regiment has returned to Camp 
Cobb from the arnual two days’ visit 
to the Soldiers’ national home at Togus, 
The regiment felt the effects of the 
march, many of the men being foot- 
sore and tired, so that the routine 
work of the afternoon was dispensed 
with. 


Kelly In Critical Condition 

Burlington, Vt, Aug. 10.—George 
W. Kelley, who is suffering from two 
severe scalp wounds, which he claims 
are bullet wounds, inflicted by a 
stranger on the outskirts of this city 
Monduy night, is in a critical condl- 
tion. The police are trying to find the 
ene who did the shooting. 


Sixty Captured In Poolroom Raid 

Providence, Aug. 10.—By order of 
Sheriff White of Providence county 
11 deputy sheriffs raided a large pool- 
toom at Waterford. About 60 men 
Were captured, but all but eight, sup- 
posed to be employes, were released. 
Considerable paraphernalia was seized. 


Miss Tucker Gaining Slowly 

East Rochester, N. H., Aug. 10.— 
Miss Mary A. Tucker is slowly improv- 
ing, although she has not been moved 
from the Glendon house, where she 
was taken Sunday after she was found. 
She has not talked yet and no one is 
allowed to talk to her. 


Lasy Germ In New Orleans, 

Dr. Arnold Pfaff of the national bu- 
Teau of education, who believes that 
laziness among school children is 
caused by a germ, bas found spect- 
mens of the germ tn school children of 
New Orleans and is now woking for g 
cure for the disease. The blood of 
8choolboys which was analyzed by Dr. 
Pfaff was drawn from their ears. He 
selected those who seemed chronically 
disinclined to study. After an analy- 
sis he assured the teachers that the 
boys were not responsible for their 
condition, but were the victims of a 
disease. On this hypothesis the boys 
were allowed to get off easily on their 
final examination. Dr. Pfaff had all 
the boys under treatment and assured 


! their teachars that they would be cured 
‘ before the next term began. 


HISTORIC QUINCY. 


Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 


BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2to 5. Admission charged. 


JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 


Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 
Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish ‘and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of {the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2mM.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 


Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Owned by the Massachusetts Society of 
Colonial Dames. Has quaint old paper on 
parlor put on for wedding of John Hancock 
and Dorothy Quincy; also secret chamber and 
other interesting features. Open free to the 
public on Saturdays, from 11 A. M. until 4 
Pp. M. 

HIANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 


PRESIDENTS LANE. 


Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, | 
near Mansion. Opened by John} Adams to} 


drive his cows to pasture. 


SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head‘ot a |) 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- }; 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence }) 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

Many other points of interest might} 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library } 
building» Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole im 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets; the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, } 
and the polishing mills where granito 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore | 
River Shipbuilding Company where} 
warships are being! built for the) 
government.

William H. Glennon Passes Away|Quincy Representation at Demo- 


Archbishop Chapelle Dead In 
Yellow Fever Plague 


RECORD OF NEW CASES 


—-—— 


It Is Again Large and There Is 
an Increase In the Number of 
Deaths--Rural Regionsfof Mis- 
sissippi Are Restless Under the 
Severity of Quarantine 


New Orleans, Aug. 10.—Public inter- 
est in the general yellow fever situa- 
tion suffered a temporary eclipse in the 
death of Archbishop Chapelle. Al- 
though the prelate was a subject of 
scientific treatment and attention, his 
physique and fatigued condition on his 
return from a tour of Louisiana 
counted against him. 

What is held remarkable is that the 
archbishop should have contracted the 


disease so quickly whereas he had 
spent so many years in Cuba and 
Porto Rico, where the disease is en- 
demic, without having contracted it 
there. Among the scientific men there 
is little doubt that the archbishop fell 
a victim to a mosquito during a brief 
visit he paid to the old archbishopric 
on Chartrers street, or from an insect 
which found its way into his residence 
in Esplanade avenue, which is not far 
from the territory within which there 
has been infection. 


Placidus Louis Chapelle was born in 
France in 1842. After studying for the 
priesthood in his native town and in 
Belgium he came to the United States 
and finished his education in St. Mary’s 
seminary, Baltimore. He was or- 
dained in 1865, 

While Chapelle held a pastorate in 
Washington he formed friendships 
with men of prominence in national af- 
fairs, among them William McKinley. 
While apostolic delegate to the Philip- 
pines, the archbishop spent much time 
in the settlement of conditions grow- 
ing out of the change of sovereignty in 
the islands. During his stay in Ma- 
nila Chapelle and Mr. Taft, then gov- 
ernor general of the islands, became 
friends. 

Three years age Chapelle was re- 
lieved of the responsibility of his mis- 
sion to the Phillippines, but continued 
his jurisdiction over Cuba and Porto 
Rico. He made frequent visits to both 
islands and was constantly in touch 
with all the work of bis yast diocese. 

During his stay in New Orleans he 
has lived with his niece, Miss Soulignac, 
and they have-been inseparable com- 
panions. The archbishop was a man 
of ability and intellectual attainment 
He was fond of social life and was a 
constant entertainer, drawing to his 
home the most representative people in 
the social and intellectual life of New 
Orleans. 

No prelate of the Catholic church 
has risen more rapidly than Archbishop 
Chapelle. A few years ago he was as- 
sistant pastor of St. Matthew’s church 
of Washington. Then he was made 
doctor of theology at Rome and a 
short time after bishop of Santa Fe. 
Subsequently be was promoted to the 
archbishopric of New Orleans. After 
the Spanish-American war he was sent 
to Cuba, and after having adjusted the 
church affairs there, was transferred to 
the Philippine islands. 


Wednesday's record of new cases 
was again large and there was an in- 
erease in the number of deaths. ‘The 
daily number of new cases is swelling 
largely because federal control has 
overcome the disinclination of doctors 
to make.known their cases. 

Actual control of sanitary work has 
passed to the marine hospital service 
and Dr. Gessner has been placed in 
charge. 

Advices from Mississippi indicate 
that the people of the rural regions are 
growing restless under the severity of 
the quarantines which haye cut off 
supplies. Secretary Hunter of the Mis- 
sissippl board of health announces 
himself as utterly opposed to shotgun 
quarantines and throughout Mississippi 
a saner spirit is manifesting itself 
since the federal government has taken 
charge of the situation. 

The report of the board of health to 
6 p. m. yesterday was: New cases, 63; 
total cases to date, 679; deaths, 7; total 
deaths to date, 119; new sub-foci, 12; 
total sub-foci to date, 130; cases un- 
der treatment, 265. 


No Yellow Fever In Mississippi 

Jackson, Miss., Aug, 10.—There are 
no yellow fever cases in Mississippi, ac- 
cording to the official announcement 
made by the state health board. The 
suspicious cases. reported at Holly 
Springs and Yazoo City were diagnosed 
by experts and by all pronounced the 
ordinary type of malarial fever. 


Asphalt Company Protests 

Washington, Aug. 10.—The state de- 
partment is informed that the New 
Yor and Bermudez Asphalt company 
has lodged with the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment a protest against the recent 
decision of the court against that com- 
pany. The protest will be made a 
part of the records in the case, now un- 
der investigation.

HYPNOTIC REFORMING. 


Denver Judge to Try Novel Method 
on Young Offenders. 

ynotism as a means of reforming 
soe ten girls is to be tested in the 
juvenile court by Judge Benjamin B. 
Lindsey of Denver, one of the pioneers 
in juvenile court work. Judge Lindsey 
is taking lessons of @& professional 
hypnotist and for years has been a 
theoretical student of hypnotism, says 

Denver dispatch. 

* ime first sy 28 test will be made at 
the September term of court. A boy 
addicted to smoking cigarettes will 
probably be the first subject, as Judge 
Lindsey wishes to accomplish some- 
thing which will demonstrate his abil- 
ity to assuage physical cravings as 
well as bring about a mere mental 
reformation. Judge Lindsey recently 
returned from the convention of chari- 
ties and corrections, where he met 
many phrenologists, most of whom ad- 
vised him to attempt hypnotic experi- 
ments in the juvenile court. 

“My intention ts,” said Judge Lind- 
sey, “to practice so that I may become 
proficient. I heve long believed in the 
influence of mind over matter, not that 
I am inclined to Christian Science be- 
liefs, but merely that study has con- 
yinced me that mind is greater than 
matter and has a_ correspondingly 
greater influence. A weakminded per- 
son is led—does not léad others himself 
—and, though he may have no bad 
tendencies, will become bad just be- 
cause somebody who is evil minded 
wills that this shall be. 

“My deaMings with children have 
shown me how true this is. For in- 
stance, there are some boys to whom 
cigarette smoke is decidedly offensive. 
But the other boys who smoke tell 
these they will never be manly unless 
they learn to smoke. In this manner 
boys are led into the most injurious 
practice known to modern science not 
through inclination, merely through in- 
fluence. 

“Now, if this is true, as it undoubt- 
edly is, why should it not be possible 
for some one to use this influence in 
precisely the opposite direction? This 
was the question which set me to 
thinking, and the more I thought of it 
the more convinced I was that hypno- 
tism if rightly used might be made a 
power for good. Experts say the drink 
habit, cigarette habit and gambling 
habit are all amenable to hypnotic 
suggestion. Why should not the ‘bad’ 
habit prove equally amenable?” 

The child will be placed In a high 
backed chair opposite Judge Lindsey, 
with each of his hands in one of the 
hypnotist’s hands and their knees and 
feet in contact. The subject will then 
be stared into a state of sleep, which 
will last from ten to fifteen minutes. 
During this time the operator will try 
to impress his thoughts on the mind of 
the child. The thoughts will be: “It is 
injurious for you to do thus and so, 
and tRerefore you must not do it. You 
do not care to do it, anyway.”

Higher Wages Not Always a 
Blessing to Workmen 


TENDENCY TO GO WRONG 


President Roosevelt Says That 
It Must Be Offsct by Temper- 
ance Movements and Similar 
Efforts For Social Betterment 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 11.—The 
president arrived here at 2:50 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon after a railroad 
ride from New York which had been 
attended by scenes of the most uproar- 
ous enthusiasm. He came as the 
guest of the Catholic Total Abstinence 
Union of America, now in session 
here, and of the United Mine Workers 
of America. 

At the speakers’ stand the demon- 
stration was so noisy that it was sev- 
eral minutes before the exercises 
could begin. Those who spoke were 
President Roosevelt, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, President Mitchell, Mayor Kir- 
kendall and Father Curran. 

The central argument of the presi- 
dent's address was made upon a letter 
he had just received from a Catholic 
priest, whose name he withheld. Mr. 
Roosevelt particularly emphasized the 
foilowing paragraph: 

“There is one discouraging feature 
connected with the upward tendency of 
the wage seale among the workmen of 
this country. The higher the wages, 
the more money they spend in saloons. 
The shorter the hours, the more they 
are inclined to absent themselves from 
home.” 

“Now,” added the president, “in what 
is here written, this priest does not 
mean that the tendency is to grow 
worse; but he means that with shorter 
hours and increased wages there is a 
tendency to go wrong which must be 
offset by movements such aa this great 
temperance movement and similar ef- 
forts for social and civic betterment, 
or else the increase in leisure and 
money will prove a curse instead of a 
blessing. 

“I strive never to tell anyone what I 
do not thoroughly believe, snd I shall 
not say to you that to be honest, and 
temperate, and hardworking. and 
thrifty will always bring success. 

“I strongly believe in trades unions, 
wisely and justly handled, in which 
the rightful purpose to benefit those 
connected with them is not accom- 
panied by a desire to do injustice or 
wrong to others. 

“I believe in the duty of capitalist 
and wage-worker to try to seek one an- 
other out, to understand each the 
other's point of view, and to endeavor 
to show broad and kindly human sym- 
pathy one with the other.” 


P All Well Despite Privations 

Honningsvaag, Norway, Aug. 11.— 
Steamer Terra Nova, which went to 
the relief of the Fiala-Ziegler polar ex- 
pedition, has rescued Anthcny Fiala 
and all the others connected with the 
expedition with the exception of one 
seaman, who died from natural causes. 
The ship America, which took out the 
expedition, was crushed in the ice 
early in the winter of 1903-1904 and 
lost. The 87 members of the expedi- 
tion who returned to safety are all in 
good health. ‘The expedition was 
severed from all communication with 
the outside world since July, 1903.

CONCORD HIGH. 


Figures are lacking for the cost of 
the new High school house to be erected 
at Concord, N. H., but it will be a 
modern building with twelve class 
rooms, large hall, etc. It will be of red 
brick with granite trimmings. 

There are six classrooms on the first 
floor, each 28 by-32 and seating 50 pupils. 
They are all abundantly lighted, fin- 
ished like the whole interior of the 
building in hard pine and provided 
with large book closets and teachers’ 
closets, slate blackboards and all the 
most modern and approved accessories. 
The building in all its appointments is 
fully up to the Boston standard, the 
stairs being fireproof and all rooms 
connected by circulating passages, s 
that in no event can egress from any 
part of the building be interrupted. 

At the left of the entrance vestibule 
is a complete reference library, and at 
the right are the supply room, the prin- 
cipal’s office and waiting room. 

In the corridor are ventilated ward- 
robes for boys and girls for each room 
and two drinking fountains. 

The second floor contains six class- 
rooms and a wide corridor with all ap- 
pointments as those on the first floor, 
besides a large commercial room 32 by 

3 feet and seating 85, two sets of 
lockers for the men and women teachers 
respectively, and toilets, 

There is a large assembly hall on the 
third floor with stage and anterooms 
connected by a rear passageway, besides 
a drawing room, the chemical labora- 
tory fitted with tables, sinks, hoods, 
fume closets, etc., the physical labora- 
tory with apparatus room adjoining 
and a lecture hall containing 75 tablet 
armchairs arranged in amphitheatre 
style. 

The basement contains a manual 
training room 64 by 51 feet, the boys’ 
and girls’ savitaries, the boys’ and 
girls’ playrooms, the lunchroom, the 
beating and ventilating plants and coal 
pocket. The heating and ventilating 
will be the low pressure gravity system 
and will conform to the Massachusetts 
standard,

ADMITS DEATH. 


Before Norfolk | Christian Science Statement Rela- 


tive to F. C. Moseley. 


In a statement given to the press 
Thursday evening, through Mr. Alfred 
Farlow of the publication committee of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Mrs. Moseley explained that there was 
no attempt made to perform the miracle 
of bringing the dead back to life, either 
at the service in the Neponset railroad 
station or later at her home. 

According to the Christian Science 
teachings, death is, like everything 
else, merely a state of mind, and to the 
Christian Scientist there was a very 
fine distinction as to whether this state 
of mind bad progressed far enough to 
place Mr. Moseley beyond the possibili- 
ty of resuscitation, notwithstanding 
the fact that his skull had been crushed 
in and Dr. Kernan had pronounced 
death practically instantaneous. 

Mr. Farlow says: ‘‘When = Mrs. 
Moseley and others of her family 
reached the station they did not know 
the extent of his injuries, not having 


been informed by the surgeon. The 
body was warm, and they did not 
realize that he was dead; hence they 
naturally tried to belp him. There 


were appearances of life even after he 
had reached home, and for this reason 
the Christian Scientists continued their 
work, When we bear in mind that there 
are on record cases of severe injury 
which have been saved through Chris- 
tian Science, after the physician bad 
lost hope, it isnot a matter of wonder- 
ment that this bereaved family should 
exercise every effort know to them to 
save their loved one. 

‘* Ts it not a common custom to use 
every effort to save a drowned person, 
even though he shows no signs what- 
ever of life?

A loss is never a welcome visitor, and 
for this reason we are loath to believe 
that we have actually sustained a loss. 

‘*This accounts, ina measure, for Mrs, 
Moseley’s unwillingness to admit that 
her husband had really died. It seems 
to us but a matter of wisdom that she 
made sure that no opportunity was 
lost. .Many great achievements have 
been lost by stopping a day too soon, 
aud at least a few persons have gone 
into the grave alive because of hasty 
burial,”

Yet about all 
the cities and towns, instead of setting 
aside the money formerly spent on the 
pauper insane to meet the state tax, 
when it should come, have gone on 
spending the money for other purposes, 
simply because it was available. For 
months it has been certain that city and 
town tax rates would be considerably 
higher. The fact that so many cities 
and towns have been guilty of this ex- 
travagance does not make it any more 
sensible or prudent. The cities and 
towns have no right to blame the state 
for their own folly. They wanted the 
state to do the work of caring for the 
pauper insane; and there is no way by 
which this can be done without money.

She Asks “‘Reimbursement”’ For 


Cost of the War 


CESSION OF SAKHALIN 


Two Conditions Which Russian 
Envoys Find Absolutely Un- 
acceptable--Limitation Upon 
Russian Naval Strength In Far 
Eastern Waters Is Demanded 
as Well as Other Terms Which 
the World Expected--Condi- 
tions Immediately Cabled to 
the Czar--Reply Will Not Be 
Received Before Next Week 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 11.—Reim- 
bursement for the expenses sustained 
in the prosecution of the war and the 
cession of the Island of Sakhalin con- 
stitute the main features of the peace 
conditions handed by Baron Komura 
to Mr. Witte at the conclusfor of Thurs- 
day’s session of the plenipotentiaries 
at the navy yard. 


The word “indemnity” is carefully 
avoided, the term employed being “re- 
imbursement” for the cost of the war. 
No sum {fs fixed, the amount being dis- 
tinctly adjourned for mutual adjust- 
ment between the two countries after 
the Japanese expenditure has been as- 
certained. These are the two all-im- 
portant conditions and those which the 
Russian plenipotentiaries find abso- 
lutely unacceptable. 

Inacceptable as they are, however, 
it can be stated that thes» two prin- 
eipal conditions did not come as a sur- 
prise to the Russian plenipotentiaries. 
The friendly fashion in which Komura 
explained the conditions before hand- 
ing them to Witte, and the avoidance 
of the use of the word “indemnity” 
in the presentation of Japan’s bill for 
the cost of the war without fixing a 
sum, leaves the way open for negotia- 
tion and constitutes the main hope that 
a final agreement is possible. 

Certainly the danger of a sudden 
rupture, no matter what the ultimate 
result may be, is precluded by Thurs- 
day’s developments. The other terms 
are substantially what the world ex- 
pected and with one or perhaps two 
exceptions could probably be _ enter- 
tained as bases of negotiation. They in- 
clude the following: 

The cession of the Russian leases to 
the Liaotung peninsula, comprising 
Port Arthur and Dalny. The evacua- 
tion of the entire province of Man- 
churia, the retrocession to China of any 
privileges Russia may have in the 
province and the recognition by Russia 
of the principle of the “open door.” 
The cessign to Japan of the Chinese 
eastern railroad below Harbin, the 
main line through northern Manchuria 
to Vladivostok to remain Russian 
property. The recognition of the Jap- 
anese protectorate over Korea. The 
grant of fishing rights to Japan in the 
waters of the Siberian littoral north- 
ward from Vladivostok to the Behring 
sea. The relinquishment to Japan of 
the Russian warships interned in neu- 
tral ports. Finally a Hmitation upon 
the naval strength of Russia in Far 
Eastern waters. 

As a whole the terms are regarded 
as exceedingly hard by the Russians. 
In addition to the two principal con- 
ditions’ which cannot he accepted un- 
der Witte’s instructions, those relating 
to the limiting of Russia's naval power 
in the Far East and the granting of 
fishing rights upon the Russian littoral, 
are considered’ particularly offensive 
to the amour propre of their country 
and of such a humiliating character as 
to be inadmissable. 

The Japanese, on the contrary, as 
Komura announced at the conference, 
consider them moderate, contending 
that they represent a fair compensation 
for the expenses of the war and the 
victories they have achieved on land 
and sea, their sole purpose being to at- 
tain the objects for which they have 
fonght, the spoils claimed being only 
such as they are legitimately entitled 
to as the result of their military and 
naval successes. 

The Russian plenipotentiaries, as 
soon as the Japanese terms were in 
their hands, called in the five expert 
delegates attached to the mission and 
spent the whole afternoon in the con- 
sideration of the terms. Meanwhile 
the conditions had been placed in el- 
pher and cabled to the czar, with 
Witte’s personal recommendations. 

It is hoped that a reply will be re- 
ceived from the czar today, in which 
case Witte expects to have the Russian 
response ready by Saturday, but it is 
not unlikely that Saturday, being the 
first anniversary of the birth of the 
tzarevitch, the presentation of the re- 
ply will be deferred until Monday. 

Meantime the plenipotentiaries will 
not meet unless some unexpected neces- 
sity for a conference should arise. The 
Japanese plenipotentiaries manifest not 
the slightest annoyance at the pros- 
pect of a few days’ delay. They realize 
how serious the issue is and are per- 
fectly willing to give their Russian 
oe ample time for considera-

Chief Moore Defends the Na- 
tional Weather Bureau 


NO WORK FOR SLEUTHS 


—————— 


Only “{rregularity” Appears to 
Have Been the Placing of La- 
bor Upon a Higher Plane and 
Ho Is Proud of the Fact 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Professor 
Willis L. Moore, chief of the United 
States weather bureau, has issued a 
signed statement denying allegations 
of graftin the management of the 


weather station in the Blue Ridge 
mountains near Bluemont, Va., dis- 
claiming the existence of any irregu- 
jarities in the administration of his 
office and offering full opportunity for 
the investigation of any specific 
charges by any reasonable person. The 
statement in part follows: 

“A few days ago a statement was 
published in Washington to the effect 
that ‘it was reported unofficially that 
the secret service has dispatched 
agents to the mountain station (Mount 
Weather of the United States weather 
bureau) Where the sleuths for the past 
two days have been nosing around.’ 

“Accomling to the report, these 
sieuths discovered that the weather bu- 
reau was paying $8 per day for un- 
skiliei labor, which is twice the 
amount paid laborers in the city of 
Washington, and that there is com- 
plaint on the part of adjacent employ- 
ers, who only pay 75 cents to $1. A 
little further down the report says: 
‘What discoveries have been made re- 

garding the conduct of Mount Weather 
by the secret service, if it be true that 
they are conducting an investigation, 
are being kept secret.” 

“Ip answer I beg leave to say that the 
inconsistency of this report is on a par 
with previous efforts to manufacture 
scandal in the weather bureau. I 
know that no secret service agents are 
at work in the bureau and if they are 
they surely would not be foolish enough 
to go ‘nosing’ around Mount Weather 
for the purpose of getting information 
that they could easily obtain by ap- 
plying to the central office in Wash- 
ington. 

“Now, it is a fact that the weather 
bureau has never paid $3 a day to any 
laborer employed at Mount Weather or 
at any other place. 

“I don’t ‘doubt that I have disturbed 
the labor market in the vicinity of 
Mount Weather and I am proud of the 
fact, for I was told of men working 
from sunrise to sunset for 50 cents a 
day and board, or 75 cents a day and 
they board themselves. I believe that 
such hours of labor and such wages 
do not cuntribute to the betterment 
of American citizenship or to the wel- 
fare of the state, and so far as I have 
the power as the chief of a large gov- 
ernment bureau I shall ever strive to 
alter such conditions. 

“With the approval of Secretary 
Wilson, who believes in reasonable 
hours of labor and a fair wage scale, 
I established a wage of $3 a day for 
stone masons, $2.50 for carpenters and 
$1.50 for day laborers. If the sleuths 
who have been reported ‘nosing around’ 
Mount Weather had been a little more 
vigilant they would have discovered 
that I had also, with the sanction of 
the secretary of agriculture, estab- 
lished an eight-hour working day, and 
that 50 to 60 men had for some time 
been receiving the advantages of such 
a scale and such hours of labor. 

“The great maritime, commercial 


and agricultural interests and repu- 
table newspapers believe that the 
weather bureau is sound, clean and 
impartially administered. If any re- 


sponsible person will point to the con- 
trary and be specific in his statements 
I shall be glad to meet him and give 
him full opportunity to prove his state- 
ments, or retract them.”

Bugs which are 
harbored under the paper are killed 
instantly.

Timely Gossip---Shrubb, Great 
English Runner, Coming 
to America. 


The Columbia university athletic 
committee has amended rule 2 of the 
eligibility code in such a manner as to 
exclude for eligibility a student “who 
shal] have recelyed or been promised 
compensation for teaching or engaging 
in athletic exercise or sport, including 
any form of physical culture, gymnas- 
tic or other athletic training.” 

The new rule will strike several 
prominent athletes at Columbia and 
is considered a most radical move, 
reaching, as it does, a class of college 
athletes who have received either sal- 
aries or expenses for assisting in ath- 
letic work at summer camps, vacation 
playgrounds, settlement houses and 
other private and public institutions. 

Coming so shortly after the chango 
in the Yale-Harvard eligibility rules, it 
is causing much comment in athletic 
circles. It is likely that some of the 
other colleges and the Amateur Ath- 
letic union will legislate against the 
“summer camp” athlete along some 
what similar lines. 


Fighter Jim Jeffries has only met a 
few men bigger than Hart in all his 
career, Sharkey, who gave Jeff the 
toughest battle of his life, is only 
five feet eight inches and weighs 185 
pounds.

LEATHER FURNITURE. 


Way to Clean and Polish Up 
the Coverings. 

The following directions are said to 

be very good for cleaning and polish- 

ing leather: Dip a soft woolen cloth in

boiling hot milk and wipe the leather 
with this, rubbing gently until all the 
dirt is removed. Then wipe dry with 
a soft flannel. When the leather is 
clean go over the surface with a piece 
of flannel on which is spread a tiny 
plece of prepared wax. The wax 
should be spread over the cloth as thin- 
ly as possible. After the waxing go 
over the leather with a clean soft flan- 
nel, rubbing briskly, but not too bard. 

A recipe for this wax is as follows: 
Put two ounces of beeswax cut in 
small bits into a bowl. Place the bow] 
in a pan of hot water on the back of 
the range. When the wax Is quite soft 
beat Into it after taking it off the stove 
& quarter of a cupful of turpentine and 
half a teaspoonful of paraffin oil. It ts 
ready for immediate use. If before 
you are ready to use It the wax should 
get cold set it in a pan of hot water for 
a few moments. This is suitable for 
leather that is used as a furniture coy- 
ering.—New York Tribune.

Tf tablecloths or napkins are marked 
with embroidered letters iron that por- 
tion first and on the wrong side and do 
not iron the embroidery at all on the 
right side. 


on the permanent clothes pole is handy 
to drop clothespins into. They’re right 
there when wanted, and it is conven- 
fent to drop them into the box when 
removing them from the line. 

All sheets and other bedding, table 
linen.and the greater part of the week- 
ly washing are better for being man- 
gled instead of ironed. The mangle is 
preferred by English housewives to the 
flatiron because they believe that the 
clothes last longer and keep their color 
better if mangled instead of ironed. 


The Care of Linens. 

Every housewife delights in having 
nice linens for her table, and those of 
heavy damask are cheaper in the end, 
as they wear longer and look infinitely 
better than the lightweight linens. The 
thinner cloths can be starched ever so 
little, thereby giving the appearance 
of heavier weight. This must be done 
carefully, for a stiffly starched table- 
cloth is unsightly, to say the least. 

In buying table linen it is well to re- 
member that a check pattern in plain 
or elaborate blocks with warp and 
woof running straight across both 
ways is a better bargain than a floral 
or curved pattern that costs the same, 
for the check pattern is more easily 
manufactured, and in consequence a 
better quality of linen is put into cloth 
of this design than into fancy patterns 
at the same price. 


Mistakes In Sweeping. 

In sweeping carpets many persons 
make the mistake of going over them 
first with a damp broom or throwing 
damp tea leaves on them with the idea 
that these methods will keep the dust 
from flying. Try dry salt instead. 
Sprinkle the carpet thoroughly with it 
| ana sweep. The salt will hold the dust 
Fre so it will not fly so freely about 

the room, and it brightens the carpet 
wonderfully as it goes, Where the 
| very last of the dust is brushed lay a 
plece of slightly damp cheesecloth 
about three yards long. Every particle

systems and metivus upc 1eir reluc- 
tant temporary fellow townsmen. It 
is curious to see these two peoples so 
diametrically opposite to each other 
living, as they are living today, under 
Japanese martial law, says Stanley 
Washburn, the Chicago News cor- 
respondent, writing from General No- 
ji’s headquarters in Manchuria. 

The Chinese are still scarcely awake 
to the new conditions which have sud- 
denly swept into their towns, and it is 
with a sort of dazed wonder that they 
see Japanese activities being carried 
out on every side. The houses where 
thelr most prominent citizens lived a 
few weeks ago are now occupied by 
Japanese officers. Sentries guard ev- 
ery street. 

With mouths open in astonishment 
the calm and imperturbable Celestial 
sees a small army of Japanese soldiers 
at work in the streets digging ditches 
to carry off the rain, mending the 
roads, forcing upon them a scheme of 
sanitation, cleaning their wells, turn- 
ing the pigs out of the main streets and 
requiring them to be placed in pens. 

Even the unhappy moth eaten Chi- 
nese dog has been struck in this won- 
derful era of reform. It is his habit 
to camp with his friends In the main 
streets, in the side streets, in the com- 
pounds (grounds around the houses), 
under the table, in the stable. In fact, 
his name is legion, and at every step 
one falls over this unhappy creature, 
the substitute for a modern garbage 
department. The Japanese cheerfully 
announced to their astonished wards 
that all dogs would be sentenced to 
death that were not properly tagged 
with the names of their owners about 
their necks. 

The Chinese were still discussing the 
meaning of this grave problem when 
the day of judgment came. The next 
rising sun brought desolation to many 
happy canine homes. Few dogs were 
to be seen in their customary haunts, 
but, ah, woe, in a compound up the 
street was the explanation. Two hun- 
dred canine hides were visible drying 
in the sun. Now every dog is labeled. 

Schemes for social reforms, political 
reforms, taxes for keeping the roads 
in order and I know not how many 
more are going merrily forward, all in 
behalf of the Chinaman who finds him- 
self being civilized before he knows it. 
Nearly every compound is now drained, 
and when {ft rains we actually walk in 
the streets instead of swimming, as we 
formerly did. 

If there ever was a people who carry 
their country with them it is certainly 
these same Japanese. In their idle 
hours the soldiers build Japanese gar- 
dens. Small artificial lakes are dug 
and bordered with stones. Little bam- 
boo bridges are constructed and the 
quaint Japanese lanterns of stone are 
placed about in the garden, made from 
the flat stones picked up by the sol- 
diers in the country about. 

In one of these gardens the soldiers 
of a company had built a summer 
house after the kind seen in Japan. 
Latticework was covered with greens 
and iris blossoms made of paper were 
strung on strings and dangled over- 
head. Indeed, in some of these places 
it is impossible to realize that one is 
in Manchuria and not back in Japan. 

In all the villages of evenings the 
soldiers play about in the streets like 
schoolboys. Their officers go among 
them in the way which makes their 
relation to their men unique in the 
armies of the world. When an officer 
appears, every soldier is on his feet 
and at rigid “attention,” with his hand 
at salute. Then invariably comes the 
soft spoken word from the officer, and 
the military aspect fades from the sol- 
diers’ faces, and they crowd about 
him, laughing and telling him their 
troubles. The other night I walked 
through the main street of one of these 
villages with a couple of officers. 

During the walk we passed, I sup- 
Pose, fifty soldiers, and there was 
scarcely one that went his way with- 
out a joke or a pleasant word from 
his superior. The result is that when- 
ever they have the time or leisure from 
More rigorous duties the men fall 
to with a will and compete with each 
other in making their officers comfort- 
able. It is in this way that nearly 
every officer has a little Japanese gar- 
den behind his house. One of the lieu- 
tenants told me: “I have to be very 
careful in giving out tasks to my sol- 
diers, for it often happens that I have 
underestimated the time it will take to 
complete, and my soldiers sometimes 
overwork. The other night I set my 
men a task which I thought could be 
completed in a few hours. I forgot 
all about it until the next day, when I 
found that the soldiers had worked all 
night rather than disappoint me in fail- 
ing to have the work finished in time.” 

‘The attitude of the Chinese to all this 
activity is one of dumb astonishment, 
yet there can be no doubt that the re- 
sult of all these object lessons will be 
to launch the Chinese upon a new era | 
in their social, political and moral life, 
for, slow as the Chinaman is to learn, 
even he cannot fail to appreciate the 
Wonderful difference which the Japa- 
nese have already brought into their

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READY FOR JAPS 


Discussion of Peace Terms May 


Begin on Monday 


NO DIPLOMATIC SPARRING 


Belief on Both Sides That No 
Substantial Concessions on,the 
Main Issues Will Be Made-- 
Witte Thinks Prospects of an 
Agreement Are Remote--Pow- 
ers of the Two Envoys Turn 
Out to Be Unequal--Witte’s 
Absolute, While Komura Must 
Refer to Tokio 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 12.—Rus- 
sia’s reply to the Japanese terms of 
peace will be delivered by Mr. Witte 
to Baron Komura toduy. The reply is 
written, there being two texts, one in 
French, the other in English. Upon 
the two crucial points, indemnity and 
the cession of the Islund of Sakhalin, 


the reply is an absolute non possimus. 
Other points are accepted as bases for 
discussion, while still others are 
accepted conditionally. The reply is 
rather long, because in enumerating the 
conditions upon which discussion !s 
admitted and those upon which con- 
sideration is declined, reasons and argu- 
ments are given. 

The Japanese -plenipotentiaries are 
expected to ask for an immediate ad- 
journment to examine and prepare 
their reply. Mr. Witte will probably 
intimate that the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries expect the Japanese to dis- 
play as much expedition as they (the 
Russians) have shown in the prepara- 
tion of their response. Monday, there- 
fore, is expected to be the day ou 
which the real discussion will begin. 
Neither side wants to Indulge in diplo- 
matic sparring. The time for fencing 
is over and less than a week must de- 
cide whether a basis of peace is pos- 
sible. 

The tactics of the Japanese are in- 
scrutable. They have shown through- 
out the war this ability to guard their 
secrets, military, naval and diplo- 
matic, and now not the remotest clue 
comes from behind their closed doors 
as to whether they are prepared to 
make substantia! concessions. Silence 
and secrecy are their watcbwords. 


But if the conditions as submitted 
constitute their last word hope of 
peace may be regarded as having dis- 
appeared if the feeiing reflected in Rus- 
sian circles is a true criterion. And 
that no substantial concessions on the 
main issues will be made is the belief 
both in Russian and Japanese circles. 

In the inner camps of both plenipo- 
tentiaries the deepest pessimism reigns. 
Mr. Witte, it is positive]y known, be- 
lieves the prospects of an agreement 
are so remote as to be practically nil. 
He has no desire to prolong the agony, 
and instead of fencing when the pleni- 
potentiaries come together after the 
Japanese have had the opportunity to 
examine the reply there is strong rea- 
son to believe he will not only wel- 
come, but will insist upon an immedi- 
ate discussion of all the proposed 
bases. So pessimistic is he that he has 
already been talking to his colleagues 
of his plans when the rupture comes. 
Before sailing for home, he contem- 
plates a brief visit to Chicago. 

That the Japanese terms, insofar as 
they touch the main points, will not he 
withdrawn or materially modified, is 
the opinion of the most competent Jap- 
anese authority on the ground who 
wil] talk for publication, namely, Julio 
K. Matsumato, a member of the Jap- 
anese parliament who is here as a 
financial emissary of Japan and who 
is in close communication with Ko- 
mura and Takabira. 


The question of cred«ntials has been 
amicably adjusted upor the assurance 
of the Japanese that the powers 
granted Komura were in the regular 
form always employed by Japan. Mr. 
Witte will not pursue the matter fu-- 
ther, It is believed that his object 
in presenting his note on the subject 
was that it might go tuto the record 
of the conference to show that the 
widely published intimations from 
Japanese sources before the confer- 
ence that the powers granted him 
would not be full and ample were not 
enly foundationless, but that his pow- 
ers in fact were’greater than those 
bestowed upon Komura, who must re- 
port to Tokio, while Witte’s powers 
are absolute. 

One of the biggest features of the 
day at the Westworth hotel was the 
publication of the Japanese terms. Ef- 
forts were made to discredit their au- 
thenticity, but neither the Japanese 
nor Russians would discuss the sub- 
ject, and before nightfall! ali those in 
terested became convinced of their ac- 
curacy. Both Sato and Korostovitz, 
the spokesmen of the respective sides, 
declined to say anything officially 
about the terms which by mutual] agree- 
ment were to be kept secret, but Koro- 
stovitz, in the name of Witte, did not 
hesitate to confirm the accuracy of the 
statement that the Russian reply was 
completed. He even went to the ex- 
tent of saying that it would be an 
Agreement op some points, conditiona! 
agreement on some and rejection of 
some of the terms. He alse took ocen- 
sion to confirm the statement that 


Witte had received ro instructions 
from St. Petersburg regarding the na- 
ture of the reply to be given, as his 
powers were ample, 


Russians Examining Terms

The full Japanese terms in detail 
were not contained in one message, but 
comprised several, all of which had to 
be deciphered, and the examination of 
te conditions as a whole could not be- 
gin until more than 12 hours after the 
arrival of the first message. 

Despite the fact that Witte has suf- 
ficiently broad powers to give Russia’s 
answer te the Japanese. it is declared 
at the foreign office that he should 
have to wait before so doing until ad- 
vised from here after the terms had 
been thoroughly considered. Their ex- 
amination is being pushed with the 
greatest rapidity consistent with the 
gravity of the matter in hand. 

While ft was reported in several 
quarters, though not officially, that the 
terms upon the first reading appeared 
to be unexpectedly excessive, later in 
the day it was said that the first con- 
ceptions might easily be erroneous and 
that a more careful study of the terms 
showed that they were not so severe as 
at first thought 

Japan’s demands have served to ar- 
ray the Ryssian government and peo- 
ple under the same banner for the first 
time since the beginning of the warand 
it is evident that Witte will find al- 
most solid support in whatever an- 
swer he may make to Komura’s com- 
munication. The government permit- 
ted and encouraged the publication of 
the fu!! dispatches containing the Jap- 
anese conditions. With scarcely an ex- 
ception, every voice is raised in urging 
the government to hold out against 
Japan's principal demands. 


As Viewed by London Press 

London, Aug. 12.—“Reasonable and 
legitimate” is generally the verdict of 
the London newspapers on the Japan- 
ese peace terms. The press in a chorus 
urges Russia to accept the terms and 
avoid further bloodshed and gnsure a 
lasting peace. 

All the newspapers argue entirely 
from a Japanese standpoint, but it is 
generally conceded thut the fact that 
the negotiations are now almost cer- 
tain to contirue is in itself a long step 
towards peace. The more conservative 
papers believe that the terms afford a 
chance for bargaining and suggest that 
it is not improbable that Japan finally 
will yield on the quesions of fishing 
sights, interned ships and other minor 
points. 


Russia’s Acceptance Looked For 

Rome, Aug. 12—Much surprise is 
felt here at the Japanese peace terms 
becoming known. ‘The opinion is ex- 
pressed in Rome that the terms are 
rather severe on Russia, but that if 
the Japanese are sufficiently firm Rus- 
sia will end by accepting.

Only What Was to Be Expected 

Berlin, Aug. 12.—The newspapers 
seem disinclined as a whole to express 
their opinion on the Japanese peace 
terms. Some regard them as hard for 
Russia, but say that they are oniy 
what was to be expected. 


Russian Force Surrenders 

Tokio, Aug. 12.—Admiral Kataoka 
reports that he dispatched a force to co- 
operate with the army in attacking a 
Russian force which was holding the 
southeastern coast light 20 miles east 
of Korsakoff.

Of course the czar’s band 
never played for private entertain- 
ments, but Walsh opined that a judi 
cious use of gold might attract even the 
fancy of royal musicians, and he had 
the gold. The band heard the jingle 
and turned on the harmony. After 
that Tom Walsh, poor Irish boy, for- 
mer wheelwright, sewer worker, hotel 
keeper and miner, and Leopold IL, 
king of all the Belgians, were sworn 
friends. Walsh had no blue blood, but 
he had yellow money, and the colors 
seem interchangeable. Leopold had 
some mines up the Kongo that he 
wanted the American to look after. He 
also had a little money to invest, and 
10 to 20 per cent looked good to him, 
so he and Walsh entered into a sort of 
partnership. Now let the Denver na- 
bobs turn up their noses, The man 
who can hobnob with royalty needs 
none of them. 

The Walshes did more entertaining 
in Paris. .It was estimated, In fact, 
that they spent half a million at it.

capital. Here they entertain as lay- 
ishly as ever, and now they have not 
only the entree into Washington’s most 
exclusive set, but are at the very apex 
of the social life at the Capital City. 

Their entrance at Newport has been 
quite as dazzling as their other move- 
ments. They are occupying William 
Waldorf Astor’s villa Beaulieu, one 
of the largest and finest at the summer 
city. This was rented to Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Jr., but Mr. Vanderbilt de- 
cided to extend his yachting cruise and 
so Mr. Walsh took his lease. This is 
the first season of the Walshes at New- 
port, and the object is to bring out 
their daughter Evalyn, who has been 
attending school in various parts of 
Europe. Mr. and Mrs. Walsh have 
booked several titled foreigners for 
entertainment during the season, and 
Newport must succumb to titled for- 
eigners. So there seems little doubt 
that the campaign for recognition will 
be won.

“Grubstaker” of Miners. 


He had another theory. It was that 
human nature can be trusted; that men 
have more good than bad in them. This 
caused him to “grubstake” miners, as 
it is called—that is, furnish them what 
supplies they needed and trust them 
until they “struck it rich.” It also 
caused him to let men who were out 
of money have board and lodging free 
at his “Grand Central hotel’ in the 
roaring, rushing days of early Lead- 
ville. It also caused him to treat his 
employees like human beings, to build 
a fine hotel on his mining property for 
them, where, instead of the tough fare 
usually received by gold miners, they 
could have clean, light and steam 
heated rooms, porcelain baths, good 
cooking, a library and reading room 
and other of the conveniences of clivy- 
ilized life; likewise to pay them good 
wages and to give them the eight hour 
day when the law did not require it. 

This feeling for men extends even to 
AfAnimals.

Mr. Walsh was born in Tipperary, 
Ireland, in 1851. He was educated in 
the common schools und was appren- 
ticed early as a wheelwright, to which 
fact he ascribes much of his knowl- 
edge of mining machinery in later life. 
At the age of nineteen he came to 
America, first working on a sewer con- 
tract at Worcester, Mass. Then he 
went to the Black Hills, in South Da- 
kota, and made a small stake in a gold 
mine, after which he found his way to 
Leadville, Colo., when that was sald to 
be the wickedest and widest open town 
in the world. Here he married Miss 
Carrie B. Read, a poor girl from south- 
ern Wisconsin, It was a love match. 
Mrs. Walsh ts quite as kindly and hos- 
pitable an entertainer as her husband. 
A few years ago she dazzled Washing- 
ton by the fine array of gowns she 
brought home from Paris. They were 
voted the swellest ever seen in the cap- 
ital. She had a photographer at the 
house one whole day and was photo- 
graphed in each of the costumes in 
turn. The photographer’s bill alone 
was $700. She is noted for her ability 
in capturing all the social lions of the 
season and parading them at her func- 
tions, 


Well Read, Bright and Interesting. 

It must not be imagined from all of 
the foregoing that the Walshes lack 
culture. While largely self educated, 
both are well read, keen, bright and 
interesting. Money alone would not 
have won the successes they have en- 
joyed. They simply are at home in 
the sort of life they live. They revel 
in it. It is their world. They have 
open handed hospitality of the western 
sort. Tom Walsh himself is unosten- 
tatious, a shrewd, kindly Irishman 
who likes people and has a head for 
business.

Of Woman 
Swimmers 


Annette Kellermann of 
Australia and Her 
Wonderful Aquatic 
Feats --- She Is Soon to 
Come to This Country. 
A Diver Too. 


“Do you think the Americans will 
like my swimming?’ 

This question was asked under some- 
what remarkable circumstances, It 
came from Miss Annette Kellermann 
of Australia, who had just got well 
started on ber recent long distance 
BWwim in the river Thames. During this 
journey she completely overshadowed 
all previous performances under simi- 
lar conditions, including that of Cap- 
tain Webb, making thirteen and a quar- 
ter miles in 3 hours, 54 minutes and 16 
seconds. 

While thus creating a new world’s 
record the Australian girl foynd no 
difficulty in carrying on a mt ani- 
mated and interesting conversation 
with newspaper correspondents, who, 
with her father and her official time- 
keeper, occupied a launch which kept 
about an oar’s length away from the 
fair swimmer. Miss Kellermann be- 
gan her phenomenal swim with a dive 
off historic Putney bridge and, in spite 
of the long distance and the fact that 
she had talked nearly all the way, was 
the freshest member of the party when 
she got out of the water at Blackwell 
pier and ingenuously demanded some- 
thing to eat. 

This Australian girl, who later at- 
tempted to swim across the English 
channel and failed, |s curious to know 
how her swimming will be regarded by 
Americans, because she will visit the 
United States probably early in Sep- 
tember. Before that, however, she will 
attempt several notable aquatic feats. 
Miss Kellermann, who is now only 
nineteen, has never before been de-

feated in any contest of long distance 
swimming or artistic diving either by 
man or woman, 

So far her record is one continuous 
report of victories.. It shows her to be 
the greatest of all woman swimmers. 
At fifteen she won the amateur mile 
championship of Australia in still salt 
water in 29 minutes, which was 8 min- 
utes 49 seconds faster than any wo- 
man in the world had done. She then 
made two and a quarter miles in 46 
minutes 30 seconds. When she had ac- 
quired all the amateur Australian 
championships Miss Kellermann be- 
came a professional, 

In the last three years she won every 
Australian long distance swim, making 
five miles In 1 hour,.48 minutes 34 sec- 
onds and ten and a quarter miles in 4 
hours 23 minutes. So far her other 
speed records are a hundred yards in 
1 minute 18 seconds, the best ever 
made by a woman, and a quarter mile 
in 7 minutes 2 seconds, although she 
prefers the long distance tasks. She is 
also the holder of many championship 
prizes won in her diving contests. 

With it all she has found time to ed- 
ucate herself greatly beyond her years. 
She has an intense admiration for 
things American, which is only natu- 
ral, as her mother came from Cincin- 
nati, and she is looking forward with 
uncommon interest to her coming visit 
to the United States. 

The Australian girl’s beautifully 
molded limbs and remarkably devel- 
oped shoulders have nothing masculine 
about them, but leave no doubt of 
their strength. The movement of her 
hands and feet when in the water is 
good to contemplate. Her feet are 
small, instep high, and as they move 
through the air during a dive resemble 
those of a Parisian premiere danseuse. 
The activity of this 148 pound, five foot 
seven inch young woman betokens an 
immense amount of nervous energy 
under perfect control. This same char- 
acteristic is notable in Miss May Sut- 
ton, the American tennis champion. 
Both girls are cool and decisive in ac- 
tion, quick witted, educated and re- 
fined.

The gypsy moth caterpillar is re- 
markable in that it attacks nearly all 
our common fruit and shade trees. 
The apple, oak, and willow would seem 
to be slightly preferred, while the white 
ash and rock maple are attacked toa 
less extent. Garden vegetables, flow- 
ers and shrub are consumed as readily 
as the foliage of fruit trees. Pines and 
coniferous trees die asa result of one 
defoliation, while the deciduous trees 
seldom survive stripping three years in 
succession. 

Egg destruction is best accomplished 
by searching out the egg clusters in the 
fall, winter and spring, and soaking 
them with creosote mixture. This 
preparation may be found in the seed 
tores and retails at about 75 cents a 
gallon. In applying it a small paint 
brush is used, it being important to

A GOOD BIG MIRROR. | 


Have Ome In the House and See That 
It Is Used. 

A mbror large and long enough for 

the tallest member of the family to see 
herself from tip to toe is among the 
most useful articles of furniture in a 
house. 
«it is, to fact, more necessary than 
carpets, which are unnecessary, oF 
window curtains, pictures on the walls, 
pillow shams, tablecloths, bric-a-brac 
und endless other things too numerous 
to mention. 

A good mirror helps us to see our- 
selves as others see us. It shows us 
that we are ripped in seams, taggy 
and uneven in skirts, ill fitting in col- 
lars and waists, neckties askew, bair 
unbecomingly arranged, quarreling 
colors, humped shoulders—in brief, all 
the faults and shortcomings in dress 
and carriage of the figure. 

A band mirror should hang beside #, 
and between the two a fair estimate of 
one’s appearance can be made, 

Men and women who look the best 
make use of the looking glass and valk 
ve its importance. Instead of breeding 
yaulty the mirror explodes vanity. 
Between buying new gowns, hats, 
eoats, chairs or chests buy the looking 
glass and see that it is a good one with 
a plain solid frame and likely to last 
forever. Then hang it in a good light, 
accessible to all.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


CHEST DEVELOPMENT. 


Take Exercise and Use a Good Fiesh 
Making Cream. 

Nothing is better for chest develop- 
ment than swinging Indian clubs or 
usizg dumbbells. Exercise for ten 
minutes night and morning. At the 
same time apply to the skin a flesh 
making cream made of one and one 
quarter ounces of lanolin, one-eighth 
of an ounce of spermacet! and one 
quarter ounce of fresh mutton tallow, 
one ounce of cocoanut oil, one ounce 
of sweet almonds, one-quarter dram of 
tincture of benzoin, one ounce of ex- 
tract of Portugal and five drops of oil 
of neroll. 

To mix melt the first three ingredt- | 
ents in an earthern dish set in a basin 
of hot water. When liquid stir in the 
cocoanut of] with a silver fork and 
then the almond oil, first removing 
from the heat. Slowly add the Portu- 
gal extract, beating all the time, and 
then the neroli, putting in the benzoin 
last. 

Use as cold cream, beginning to rub 
at the middle of the throat, drawing 
the fingers down to the under arms. 
Afterward rub from the side of the 
throat over to the shoulders. 


SEWING HINTS. 


Always use double thread for gather 
ing. 

Always use es fine a thread and 
needle as the garment will allow. 

When threading your needle make 
the knot on the end broken from the 
spool. 

The rute for frilling is one and a 
quarter the length of the edge to be 
trimmed. 

In facing a sleeve turn it and place 
the facing inside the sleeve before sew- 
ing it on. 

Gathers should always be set on the 
right side, but never with a needle. 
Use a large pin. 

When sewing on a button place the 
knot on the right side of the cloth dit 
rectly under the button. 

In sewing a seam put the stitches 
closely together, but lightly, into the 
cloth, being careful not to pull the 
thread tight, as this causes the seam 
to drew.

Further, a horse, hens, and 
a brood of six little children make a 
happy summer life around the place. 
He keeps an Italian store and his eldest 
child, a boy, is a helper. A _ twelve- 
year-old daughter isa veritable little 
mother. 

There isa new 4th of July baby, in 
swathed bambino fashion, done up 
tightly like a stick in white bands. 
These are daily adjusted for three 
months, thus depriving the baby of the 
unbappy fasbion of squirming that new 
babies have, until their tender muscles 
get some strength. 

That a young man can make a clean, 
comfortable home fora wife and six 
children reflects credit upon him. The 
four little girls are bright, pretty and 
well mannered. The mother has had 
eight children and is not much over 
thirty years of age. This family must 
be superior to the bulk of Italians who 
come to the Uhited States to make a 
new home.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 12, 1905. 
Dear Editor: 
I have been in these coal regions a 


few days, and probably your readers 
would like to bear from me. I have 
been over a great deal of the Wyoming 
and other valleys. I bave walked miles 
(hundreds of feet) under the earth’s 
surface. 

But what I want to tell you about 
first is the tremendous and glorious re- 
ception given to President Roosevelt in 
Wilkesbarre last Thursday, when attend- 
ing the Miner’s and Temperance con- 
vention at Wilkesbarre.

This city was crowded. It 
mated that over 200,000 outsiders came 


from all the coal regions and in fact 
from all over the state of Pennsylvania. 
Every one was trying to beat the other 
in honoring the man that they all claim 
settled their trouble in 1902. Every- 
body waived their hats or handkerchiefs 
and many got so wild that they jumped 
and danced, so enthusiastic were they. 
Boys hurrabed and women threw kisses 
to bim, and the President graciously 
bowed continually. When the carriages 
stopped before the grand stand there 
was a wild demonstration. 

The street verily rang with cheers, 
and it was some time before the noise 
subsided in order to give the speaker 
ap opportunity to talk. 

Father Curran said that this was the 
first time that a President of the United 
States had formally visited this city.

Metropolitan Park Commissioners 


Criticised. 
Many have viewed the new fence 
which obstructs travel on Crescent 


Street, but none seem to approve of the 
proposed bend in the street, which will 


sometime enter the Furnace Brook 
parkway. 
Many express doubt whether the 


Metropolitan Park Commission have a 
right to give away the public streets of 
the city as they have done in this case, 
and is also proposed opposite the Wil- 
lard school. 

Inasmuch as Dr. Ash has a deed for 
the land he has fenced in, the people 
generally admit that he had a legal right 
to it, but they are surprised that he 
should have built a fence, particularly 
at this time. 

It is said the Metropolitan Commis- 
sion are very anxious that Dr. Ash 
shall move his stable, as it now abuts 
the street, and one of the rules of the 
commission forbids the erection of a 
building within twenty feet of the park- 
way. 

Dr. Ash wanted to be reimbursed for 
the cost of moving but it is said the 
cummission thought the gift of 1456 
Square feet of land in exchange for 
about 350 was very generous on their 
part. , 

Some say the object of Dr. Ash ia 
fencing in the street was to hurry along 
the construction of the boulevard, but 
it is doubtful’ if this will have any ef- 
fect. The fence will simply obstruct 
travel and discommode his neighbors 
and. others who have used Crescent 
street. 

When the fence was erected on Fri- 
day it came so close to ,the. curbing.on 
the opposite side of thee stréet sthat 
teams could not pass. On’ Saturday 
agents of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission entered upon Crescent street 
and removed about 100 feet of curbing, 
so that now, by using the sidewalk 
teams can squeeze through. 

H. F. Doble when interviewed 
thought that the city should immedi- 
ately secure possession of the street 
that has been fenced in. If necessary 
by purchase. Considered it an unusual 
proceeding to fence ina public street 
which had been used by the public 
sixty years. 

There is one way of looking at it 
which will be a benefit to the residen- 
tial abutters on Crescent street, because 
Crescent street having no outlet directly 
onto Copeland street will be closed to 
heavy travel, as such teams will be for- 
bidden to pass along any part of the 
parkway. 

Late this morning Commissioner 
Burke was notified by telephone that 
the Metropolitan Park Commission 


would attend to the Crescent obstruc- 
tion. 
The Commission soon had men at 


work removing more curbing near the 
residence of Thomas J. Lamb, and it 
is said they will connect Crescent 
street with the parkway and open both 
up for travel at this point.

Gossip Regarding Its Adoption 
by Peace Envoys 


THE JAPANESE VERSION 


Secrecy Agreed to as a Condition 
Precedent to the Conference-- 
Witte Disclaims Knowledge of 
it and Says He Courts Pub- 

licity of the Proceedings 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 14.--The 
Japanese version of the origin and his- 
tory of the decision of the plenipoter- 
tiarles to observe the strictest secrecy 
regarding the proceedings of the peace 
conference differs matrially from the 


Hussian. From an authoritative Jap- 


| anese source it is stated that secrecy 


was one of the conditions preliminarily 
arranged between the representatives 
of the two countries at Washington be- 


| fore the plenipotentiaries arrived in 


this country. 

One of the chief reasons advanced by 
Count Cassini for not deciding to have 
the conference held in Washington was 


| that public sentiment in America was 


hostile to the Russians and that the 
proceedings could not be kept out of the 
press. ‘herefore he insisted, if the 
conference was to be held in the United 
States, it was essential that the most 


| rigid secrecy be observed. The matter 
| was the subject of 


an exchange of 
views between Messrs. Cassini and 
Takahira, conducted through a medium 
which is not disclosed, as a result of 
which secrecy was agree@ upon as & 
condition precedent to the conference, 

“Moreover,” said this Japanese au- 
thority, “all international precedent 
and usage favored the rule of secrecy. 
It would be manifestly improper for a 
great international issue to be tried in 
the newspapers day by day and hour 
by hour. Publicity would necessarily 
hamper and embarrass the negotia- 
tions. In the peace conference at 
Paris following your Spanish-American 
war that rule obtained and it was not 
until some time after the conference 
adjourned that the proceedings be- 
came public. 

“Rut in view of the world-wide in- 
terest in the negotiations and in the 
known “enterprise” of American 
journalism Cassini and Takahira de- 
cided that it would be proper to make 


to the press at such times as were 
deemed advisable brief formal state- 
ments agreed to by both sides. Al!) 


other statements published were to be 
considered unauthenticated. It was to 
secure the possibility of secrecy that 
the United States placed at the disposai 
of the plenipotentiaries the building 
upon a government reservation where- 
to public entrance could be closed. 

“It’ would be rather remarkable,” 
said the Japanese, “if Witte had not 
been apprised before his arrival at 
Portsmouth of this preliminary agrec- 
ment as to secrecy entered into rpon 
the particular suggestion of Cassini. 
At any rate when the question was 
raised by our plenipotentiaries at the 
first session of the conference he as- 
sented and has not since protested.” 

Mr. Witte, however, still insists that 
he courts on behalf of the Mussians 
the widest publicity of the proceed- 
ings. He said in response to the Japai- 
ese statements: 

“IT am not acquainted with the un- 
derstandings which may have taken 
place before I was appointed plenipo- 
tentiary for the peace negotiationa. 
What I said and what I repeat ts that 
the initiative of keeping the delibera- 
tions of the conference secret wags 
taken at the first meeting by the Jap- 
anese plenipotentiaries. It is true that 
the Russian plenipotentiaries made ro 
opposition to it because the Russians 
did not come to America to defend the 
rights of the press. There are so many 
differences on serious questions be- 
tween Russia and Japan that we couid 
not undertake to adi! more or less Im- 
portant affairs. What I wish to have 
clear is that, if the Japanese have 
nothing to the contrary, I ain ready 
at any moment to publish the full text 
of all the documents concerning the 
peace conference as well as the record 
of the proceedings,”

PANIC IN CHURCH 


Italians Thought That Profane 
Stranger Was an Anarchist 
Boston, Aug. 14.—Shortly after the 

services began in the Sacred Heart 
Italian church last night a man was 
seen to enter the church and stand in 
the rear aisle, calmly smoking a cigar. 
Then he walked towards the altar. The 
ushers of the church asked him to go 
out, but he refused, heaping - curses 
yards long at them. Someone seated'on 
the end of a pew sald he was an anar- 
chist and in an instant the church was 
in an uproar, 

Everyone rushed at the man, who 
proved to be Isaac Williams of Canada. 
“Kill him!’ “Tear him to pieces!” 
yelled the frantic parishioners, who 
every moment expected to hear the re- 
port of a bomb because cf a threat 
made to blow up the church. ‘The 
shrieks of the crowd could be heard for 
biocks, and they dragged Williams 
through North square. 

Attracted By the cries, Officer Leo- 
nard rushed to the scene and, after 
fighting his way through the terrified 
mob, reached the side of Williams. 
Officer Cayagnaro arrived by this time 
and aided Leonard to get Williams to 
the patrol box. 

Followed by thousands of yelling 
people, excited by the anarchist stories 
of late, the patrol wagon proceeded to 
the station house, where Williams was 
charged with drunkenness, 


Schooner’s Severe Voyage 
Boston, Aug. 14.—After a voyage of 
four weeks, the three-masted schooner 
Sirdar reached this port from Bonaire 
D. W. I., with a cargo of salt. The 
first night out she encountered a heavy 
sea and bad trade winds. During the 


gale the mizzen and mainmasts were 
earried away, while the great strain 


sprung the butts and the vessel started 
to sink, taking seven inches of wate 
an hour. It was only by constant 
work at the pumps that the vessel was 
enabled to make port. 


Heavy Storm Along Saco Valley 

Portland, Me., Aug. 14.—Meports 
from the S:fco valley show that a large 
section was visited by what pro- 
nounced the worst tempest ever known 
there. The country affected extends 
from Bar Mills to Old Orchard, and 
from the first named town West 
Buxton. Several farm. buildings were 
struck by lightning and trees were up- 
rooted, orchards belng extensively 
damaged. No case of personal injury 
has so far been reported.

war. began. After Japan was forced 
out of Port Arthur and Liaotung in 
1895 eack became suspicions of the ex- 
tensions of the other’s influence in 
Korea and first in the Lobanoff agree- 
ment of 1896 and laterin the Nissi- 
Rosen agreement of 1898 they entered 
upon mutual obligations. In the for- 
mer Japan secured the right to pro- 
tect the imperial family and to buiid 
the Seoul-Fusan telegraph, and Russia 
to establish a telegraph line from Seoul 
to the Russian frontier, In the Iatter, 
while there were mutual obligations to 
protect the independence and _ terri- 
torial integrity of Korea, Japan's in- 
dustrial and commercial position in 
Korea was recognized. 

Ever since Korea has been the bone 
of contention Japan has always been 
suspicious of Russian ,encroachment. 
At last the continued occupation of 
Manchuria by Russia and the Yalu tim- 
ber concession induced Japan to try to 
come to a definite settlementavith Rus- 
sila in the negotlations preceding the 
war. They proved futile and in the 
Japanese imperial reseript declaring 
war the Emperor of Japan said: 

“The safety of Korea is in danger. 
The Interests of the empire are men- 
aced.” 

Now by a sort of inexorable logic the 
fate of Korea comes up at Portsmouth 
for final settlement. 


St Petersburg Is Hopeful 

8t. Petersburg, Aug. 14—The Rus- 
sian capital is in the dark regarding 
the meaning of the prolonged confer 
ence at Portsmouth on Saturday. The 
purport of Witte’s messages received 
here has been imparted only to 2 few 
officials. Nevertheless, in high quar- 


ters there is a certain feeling of Lope- 
fulness noticeable.

CATCHING A LOON. 


The Way a Hunter Got One and Why

Once, and only once, I caught a 
young northern diver, says Graham 
West in Recreation. It was in July 
in the Laurentians in a little lake far 
back in the forest covered hills—loons 
always nest on small islands in lakes, 
never where foxes can get at the eggs 
or young. The birds at first are coal 
black. The one I took was the size of 
a pigeon and it took me twenty min- 
utes to get it. When pursued the lit- 
tle fellows make for the open deep wa- 
ter, never skulk among the weeds, and 
rely entirely upon their wonderful div- 
ing powers. You can only catch them 
when they are very young and on a 
perfectly calm day when you can see 
them the instant they come up. : 

I followed the bird so quickly that I 
was always near when It rose and by 
shouting and brandishing the paddle 
frightened it into diving before it had 
regained its wind. At length it could 
not dive more than a foot or two be- 
low the surface and then I caught it 
in my hand. It was savage and sea- 
sick in the canoe. The mother kept 
near it from first to last, swam round 
the canoe, calling most plaintively the 
while, the note being “Whe-ou-ou,” 
quite distinct from the usual mocking 
laugh, “‘Ha-ha-ha-ha! Ha-ha-ha-ha!” I 
paddled the fiittle loon about a mile 
and then put it overboard very gently, 
and the mother led it off in triumph.

diet purely saccharine in its nature.

Dissolution of Union With Swe- 
den Is Favored 


SHOWN BY REFERENDUM

Only One Person In Three Thou- 
sand Against the Propesition 
.-Even Willing to Abolish Forts 
lf Peace Depends Upon It 


Christiana, Aug. 14.—The Norwegian 
people, in a referendum taken Sunday, 
pronounced in favor of the dissolution 
of the union with Sweden with re- 
markable, though not unexpected, 
unanimity. Of 450,000 voters, 820,000 
cast ballots. 

While the full result will be 


known for some hours, up to midnight 
the returns showed that about one 
person in 3000 voted aguinst the disso- 
lution, ‘The difference between’ the 
total number of voters and the num- 
ber of yotes cast is attributable to ab- 
sentees, such as sailors abroad and 
others who are out of the country at 
present. 

The weather was fayorable and there 
were scenes of the greatest enthu- 
siasm everywhere. Thousands of wo- 
men who did not have the right of 
franchise signed petitions in the streets 
endorsing the dissolution. In Chris- 
tiania aud other cities the total popu- 
lation turned out, everyone wearing 
long streamers of the national colors 
and pictures of Premier Michelsen. 

One of the members of the cabinet 
said: “The result surpasses the most 
sanguine expectations. The next ofti- 
cial steps wil! be taken after the 
storthing meets on Aug. 21, when im- 
mediately the result of the plebiscite 
will be communicated to Sweden 
through the Swedish cabinet and the 
riksdag. The storthing will repeat the 
request that the riksdag declare the 
union dissolved. The storthing will 
also express a willingness to negotiate 
concerning the details of the dissolu- 
tion. It is the earnest desire of Nor- 
way to conclude the dissolution ami- 
ecably. Norway will never retract, but 
everything wid be done to meet the 
wishes of Sweden in other directions. 
If peace depends upon abolishing the 
forts they will be abolished. Norway 
must remain a monarchy; the people do 
not desire a republic.” 

At midnight reports from 176 places 
showed a vote of 95,935 for and 
against dissolution.

The animals escaped 
and killed him, gorging themselves on 
his body. 


Mount Whitney's Actual Height 

San Francisco, Aug. 14.--Geologicai 
survey levelmen, who have been rup- 
ning a line of levels to the summit of 
Mount Whitney, have completed their 
work and report the true height of the 
mountain to be 14,502 feet. While this 
shows Mount Whitney to be the high- 
est measured mountain in the United 
States, it makes the true height 20 feet 
less than the figures that have geu- 
erally been accepted heretofore.

p. m,. yesterday: New cases, 50; totai 
cases to date, 963; deaths, 12; total 
deaths to date, 154; new disease centres 
discovered, 14; total disease centres to 
date, 202; cases under treatment, 343.

INSTANT DEATH 


Fate Which Overtook Engaged 
Couple at Crossing 


TRAIN HIT_ AUTOMOBILE 


Chaffeur and Cousin of Bride- 
to-Be Seriously Injured--En- 
gineer and Fireman Jumped 


Before Locomotive Overturned 

Bennington, Vt., Aug. 15.—Harris 
Lindsley of New York and Miss Eliza- 
beth Willing of Chicago, to whom he 
was engaged to be married, were in- 
stantly killed, and Ambrose Cramer of 
Chicago, nephew of Miss Willing, 
and the chauffeur, Tom Adamson, were 
badly injured in an automobile acci- 
dent at a crossing of the Rutland raL- 
roud a mile north of this town. 
party were returning from Williams- 
town, Mass., when on crossing the 
track the machine was struck by a 
train. 


Miss Willing was a daughter of 


Henry J. Willing, formerly of the fir 
of Marshal Field & Co. of Chicago. 
Willing died about three years ago. 
Lindsley was deputy police commis- 
Sloner of New York. 

Miss Willing had been spending the 
summer with her aunts, 
Skinner of Chicago, at a hotel in Man- 
chester, Vt. She and Lindsley went 
to Williamstown with young Cramer 
and were making a quick run on their 
return when they reached Bennington. 

The road leading to the north in the 
direction of Manchester runs up a 
steep incline to the tracks of the Rut- 
land railroad. The track approaches 
the crossing on a curve and through 
a cut, which makes it almost impos- 
sible for anyone standing on the 
crossing to see an approaching train. 

The automobile wasjust passing over 
the crossing when the train from the 
north, due in Bennington at 4:15 p. m., 
struck the machine near the rear. Mr. 
Lindsley and Miss Willing were di- 
rectly in line with the tender of the 
engine, which was running backward, 
and were thrown with terrific force 
fully 50 feet in the air, and landed on 
their heads on some rocks beside the 
track. Their heads were crushed and 
their bodies badly bruised. Young 
Cramer and the chauffeur were also 
thrown out of the automobile, but not 
for any’ great distance, and were 
picked up stunned and bruised. It is 
believed that both will recover. 

The machine was also tossed for 
some feet and in overturning canght fire 
and was completely destroyed. The 
collision between the train and the 
automobile derailed the train, but for- 
tunately none of the cars were over- 
turned, although all the wheela left 
the tracks, 

The train consisted of the engine and 
two cars, and had met the north- 
bound flyer at the North Bennington 
station. As usual, the engine was run- 
ning backward from North Benning- 
ton to Bennington. The engineer was 
William Sibley and the fireman Wil- 
liam Mangan. Both of them jumped 
when they felt the en;ine leave the 
rails, and as they did so the engine 
was overturned, after ripping up the 
track for nearly 100 feet. ‘There were 
about 15 passengers on the train, and 
all escaped with a slight shaking up. 
Both Sibley and Magnam stated after 
the accident that they did not see the 
automobile until the engine was almost 
onto it, 

The crossing is unprotected by 
elther a flagman or a gate, and several 
Persons have been killed at the same 
place. The traffic on the railroad 
was delayed for some hours. The en- 
gineer of the train said that he did not 
see the automobile until he was too 
near to stop the train.

missioner in 1904. He was a member 
of the Strollers and Princeton clubs of 
this city and the Metropolitan club of 
Washington. He graduated from 
Princeton in 1898 and was a lawyer in 
practice before being appointed to the 
deputy commissionership.

Keels for Two Scout Cruisers 
About to be Laid. 


The United States government will 
soon have a large fleet of Quincy bailt 
warships. 

The cruiser Des Moines built at 
Quincy is already in commission, also 
two torpedo boat destroyers, the 
Lawrence and the Macdonough. 

Two large battleships the New Jersey 
and the Rhode Island have also been 
launched at Quincy, and are at the 
docks nearly fitted out. The Rhode 
Island is nearer completion than any 
of the thirteen battleships now being 
built by the government; the Jaly 1 
report was 8S percent plus, and the 
Aug. 1 report 92 per cent plus. 

The third battleship building at 
Quincy, the Vermont will be lauoched 
Aug. 31 

The Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany has also four submarine boats un- 
der construction with over eleven per 
cent. on each completed. At the pres- 
ent rate of progress they should be com- 
pleted in nine months. 

The keels of the three new scout 
cruisers will be laid inside‘of a month. 
Two of them will be built at Quincy.

taxes are higher this year than they 
were last year.

The wave of increased taxes is rolling 
in on many places. The situation that 
presents itself in some of the cities is 
exactly the same that presents itself to 
& vast number of human beings every 
day, and the question is ‘‘ Shall we live 
well, right up to our income, or shall 
we try to save money, and not look as 
well or feel as contented as some of the 
people around us ?”’ 

The modern city, like the modern 

family, cannot be supported in modern 
style on oldtime incomes. The neces- 
sity for good streets, good sidewalks, 
good lighting, good sewers, good men 
at the heads of most of the departments 
—every city is shy a few on this part 
of the work, but most of the officials 
are all right—and good and up-to-date 
methods of having all work done, is 
admitted on every hand. The growth 
of the Massachusetts cities, too, makes 
it necessary to keep up a high tax rate, 
for the expansion of a city to any extent 
makes it essential to meet that expan- 
sion with the expenditure of money 
sufficient to provide not only fur present 
needs, but for what are very certain to 
come right on the heels of that expan- 
sion.

Snbmarine Elevator. 

An Italian engineer, Signor Jelpo, 
has invented a submarine elevator for 
raising wrecked vessels which promises 
to be of great benefit to maritime in- 
terests.

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Russia Will Not Submit to Any 


Humiliating Terms 


IS DESIROUS OF , PEACE 


Should [t Fail, She Has Half a 
Million Men “In Good Con- 
dition and Eager For Action” 
=-Japan Expected to Reduce 
Her Demands 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 15.—Practically 
the only hope entertained in high Rus- 
sian official quarters for a peace agree- 
ment at the conference at Portsmouth 
lies in the expectation that Japan wiil 
recede materially from her terms as 
published. Official and public senti- 
ment regarding the possibilities of 
peace, outlined by an official who has 
constant and close relations with the 
highest authorities, is as follows: 

“That the terms are regarded in their 
entirety as quite impossible of accept- 
ance and close scrutiny has not re- 
moved the very unfavorable impres- 
sion their first reading has produced 
here, If they are not modified, espe- 


| cially in the matters of indemnity and 


territorial concessions, peace, it is 
thought, is impossible, and the continu- 
ance of the negotiations useless. 

“Russia is honestly and sincerely 
desirous of securing an honorable and 
lasting peace and to this end has sent 
her plenipotentiaries to Portsmouth. 
They did not journey thither merely to 
learn the Japanese demands—the na- 
ture of their credentials proves that— 
but they went in an earnest endeavor 
to do everything possible to terminate 
the war in a manner compatible with 
the dignity of a great nation. 

“The Japanese terms are regarded ln 
Russia as demands which might be 
made upon an utterly crushed and pow- 
erless enemy, but it is absurd to pro- 
pose them to a power like Russia, 
which has half a milllon men in the 
field facing the enemy. This army is 
in good condition and eager for action. 
It possesses many advantages of posi- 
tion, and the winter is coming on, 
when naval operations would be im- 
possible. Vladivostok also is splendid- 
ly fortified and supplied. Japan, as 
well as the world at large, has per- 
sistently: under-estimated Russia’s 
strength in the field’ and her financial 
resources at home. 

“The more hopeful feeling which is 
noticeable here can be traced to the 
conviction that Witte, who is thor- 
oughly cognizant of the views of the 
Russian government, would not con- 
tinue negotiations at Portsmouth un- 
less he had reason to believe that Japan 
would reduce her demands sufficiently 
to render them acceptable to Russia. 
The Russian envoys went to Ports- 
mouth ready to make reasonable and 
honorable concessions, and if peace is 
to result from the negotiations on 
American soil Japan also must show 
an equal spirit of reasonableness and 
aincerity in her protestations for peace. 
Russia believes that the world will 
recognize that the fault, in the case of 
failure, will not rest with Russia.”

THE SUMMER CHICK. 


Best Methods to Pursue Jn Feeding 


and Care of Late Hatches, 


The great thing to keep in mind when } 


caring for late chicks is that feeding 
must not be carried out to the extent 
of being almost a cramming process, 
as the inevitable result will be to feed 
them off their feet, and therefore it 
really becomes the paramount issue in 
the raising of these late hatched chicks 
to see how fast we can grow them 
without “feeding them off their feet’— 
which means without injuring their di- 
gestion—-and therefore we prefer to 
keep on the side of safety and not try 
to force them too fast, which would 
mean failure in the accomplishment of 


the least approach to fattening will 
hinder bone construction, so necessary 
at this period; so we must so balance 
our ration that the frame and flesh 
growth will keep in the right relation 
to one another. The first food is of 
much more importance than is gener- 
ally realized, and especially so by the 
beginner in the business. 


A mistake in the composition of the 
first food may make so much trouble 


that it will hinder our prospects of 
making the chick take hold of life and 
begin growth as it ought to begin. 
Thousands of chicks are killed every 
year by making this mistake, and espe- 
cially so by causing looseness of the 
bowels by the feeding of a 
that In some was called

kind. 

Feed the little chicks all they wil 
eat up clean every two hours, and be 
sure that the first meal is given at day- 
light and the last at night as late as 
it can be given them, even if a lantern 
is necessary to do it with, as this Is of 
much importance in the raising of late 
hatched chicks. 

As to the feed used, wheat bread 
soaked in milk and squeezed dry and 
fed crumbed for the first few days 
has always given us the best results. 

After the first few days we supple- 
mented this with fine grain mixtures 
and are particularly careful to see that 
at least one-third of this mixture con- 
sists of hulled oats cracked fine. 

The first feed should be made out of 
this grain mixture, and also the last, 
and between these two feeds give soft 
food, which should be dry and ecrumbiy. 

Green bone finely cut and fed spar- 
ingly, so as not to Induce looseness of 
the bowels, !s also an excellent frame 
builder. 

See to it that cold fresh water and 
green succulent food are supplied in 
abundance from the very start. 

And if water is given from the very 
start the little chicks will 
drink and cause trouble.

Green Bone For Hens. 

Professor Watson of the Pennsylva- 
nia State college says: “Poultrymen 
find it to their advantage to imitate the 
natural food of fowls and to furnish 
some meat food. Fowls that are given 
a wide range feed Jargely on insects 
and earthworms, but when they are 
confined it will be best to feed meat 
in some form. Fresh bone, if finely 
cut with bone cutters, makes one of 
the best, if not the best, of meat foods 
for laying hens. It is also. excellent 
for little chickens.. Care should, how- 
ever, be taken not to let the bone be- 
come tainted.” 


Developing Winter Layers. 

The poultryman who expects winter 
eggs from immature or stunted pullets } 
is going to be badly disappointed. It | 
requires good food, good care and a 
good steady growth from shell to ma 
turity to develop winter layers. A lit- 
tle extra care and attention just now 
will be well repaid by the full egg 
basket next winter. 


Poultry Pickings. 

When you see a poultryman begin to4 
get lazy and neglect his fowls, it is 
a sign that the end of his career as a 
poultryman is not far distant. 

The breeder who makes the greatest 
Progress and improvement is the one 
who can see the good points in the 
other fellow’s birds as well as those 
in his own. Every one cannot do this. 

The hen that molts early is the one 
that will make the best winter layer. | 
This is a desirable trait, and such birds 
should be bred from and encouraged 
in early molting by giving them food 
best suited to the purpose. 

It is not possible to make a rule for 
feeding which can be literally and per- 
Sistently followed. The idea is that no 
fowl or lot of fowls will eat or require 
the same amount of food each meai, 

Do not be deceived into believing that 
Practical qualities and fancy points 
cannot be bred in the same bird. This 
is a favorite cry with some people who 
can’t raise good ones and who want to

regiment had four hours and a half to 
make the ten miles, and the vicinity 
of the signal station was reached at 
4 o’clock in the morning. Three com- 
panies were sent to the left, three to 
the right, and Company E was to make 
a long detour to get In the rear of the 
station and hold a mountain road 
against retreat. All movements were 
made so quietly that no‘alarm was 
given. 

Day bad just begun to dawn when 
up from the valley came a white mist, 
cold as a shroud and thick enough to 
cut out all objects twenty feet away. 

The Confederates at the station could 
be heard moving and talking, but there 
could be no attack until the mist dis- 
appeared. It hung over the mountain 
for two long hours before the rising 
sun began to eat into it, and it was 
near 7 o’clock before the Federals 
dashed forward. The surprise was 
complete. There were only fifty Con- 
federate soldiers there as guard, and 
seeing the force opposed to them they 
prudently surrendered. Not a man 
was killed on either side, although 
there was considerable firing. The 
regiments sent out on the flanks were 
up in thme, and Colonel Davis supposed 
that the firing would bring in Com- 
pany B. 

When an hour had gone by and 
nothing had been heard of ft scouts 
were sent forward with orders for It 
to join the main force at once. At the 
end of two hours the scouts returned 
and reported that no trace of the com- 
pany could be found beyond a certain 
point. 

The main column returned to camp, 
and from hour to hour looked for the 
missing company. When a day had 
gone by without news from it two 
scouts were sent out. There was fear 
now that it had been gobbled up by a 
Confederate force. The scouts struck 
the highway and followed it to the 
bend, but they brought back no news. 

A native had gone along with it to 
act as guide, and after three or four 
days had passed it was:concluded that 
he might have led the detachment far 
enough to bring about its capture by a 
Confederate force. The matter rested 
there for a week. Then two Confed- 
erate prisoners were captured, but they 
denied having heard the@least news of 
the missing company. Had it been 
captured they must havefknown of the 
event, 

An advance by the Confederates in 
force just at this time prevented any 
further search by the Federals, and for 
six weeks the fate of/the hundred men 
was almost forgotten. Then there was 
an investigation ordered from Wash- 
ington, and the result was'the trial and 
dismissal of Colonel;Davts. The Fed- 
erals had been driven out:of that part 
of Tennessee, and.as a matter of fact 
they did not regain the ground again 
until the close of the;war. Flags of 
truce were frequently resorted to to 
gain news of the missing company, and 
all prisoners were closely questioned, 
but the war came to an:end'at last and 
the mystery had not been. solved. 

No move was made, until a year 
later, and then Colonel’Davis himself 
took up the case. Heiwas a wealthy 
man, and he smarted-under the dis- 
grace put upon him by*the court mar- 
tial. 

Accompanied, by twoapicked men he 
went over the route fram Bull’s Gap. 
From the Confederate:signal station he 
struck for the highway and reached It. 
There was but one house.on the road 
between that point and the bend, and 
the widow occupying it said that no 
force had passed on that night. She 
must have heard the; company had it 
marched that way. The scouts sent 
out had never questioned this woman. 

Returning over the highway Davis 
and his companionsyhad covered half 
the distance when .they noticed the 
mouth of a ravine*to the right. It 
started at the highway and:descended 
s0 gradually that it might ‘have been 
taken in the night for another road. It 
deepened as they followed it, and at 
the end of a quarter:of a mile, when 
it had become a rough and rugged 
ravine, it came to.a’sudden ending. 

This did not look;at allynatural, and 
an investigation lastmg half a day 
brought to light the) fact :that'there had 
been a landslide’ there. Hundreds of 
thousands of tons.of earth and rock, 
accompanied by/hundreds of trees, had 
gone crashing down into the ravine 
and filled it tora depth of twemty feet. 
The fill was from bank to bank, and 
Its length was about 500 feet. Weeds 
and bushes and young’ trees were al- 
ready growing on the made ground. 

The men enlisted the help of ne- 
groes and set to work’ with pick and 
Bhovel, and at\the end of a week they 
came upon a-rusty' Pederal musket. 
They ceased there. They were satis- 
fied that under that great mound were 
lying the bones of the missing hun- 
dred, and it was for»the government 
to uncover them: or let}them lie on for- 
ever.

Mighty Dan, Greatest 
Batsman of Former 


Days, Now Plays With 


Poughkeepsie Team of 
Hudson River (N. Y.) 


League---His Career. 


Breathes there a baseball fan with 
soul so dead that he does not thrill 
at the mention-of the name of Dennis 
Brouthers—“Big Dan” Brouthers? If 
80, let him step to the guillotine and 
allow his guilty head to drop into the 
sawdust basket. 

“Big Dan,” let it be known, is still 
in the game. He 1s now filling a com- 
fortable bunk at first base for the 
Poughkeepsie team of the Hudson Riv- 
er (N. Y.) league, into which he drift- 
ed after sixteen years in the National 
league and seven or eight in the East- 
ern. For years on years in the base- 
ball world Brouthers was a name to 
conjure with. No batsman ever was 
more feared by opposing pitchers, none 
ever was more tenderly enshrined in 
the hearts of followers of the great 
national game, than this product of 
New York state, who first saw the 
light in Silver Lake, Dutchess county, 
in 1859. 

Brouthers’ ability in the locust lift- 
ing line was the marvel of his time. 
He was more than a wonder. In a 
baseball sense, he was the seven won- 
ders of the world rolled into one. There 
wasn’t any stunt he couldn’t do if he 
only set his mind to it. The fans 
wouldn’t have been astonisbed if he 
had doubled his.own magnificent bat- 
ting average in any season, so abiding 
was their faith in him when, particu- 
larly in a pinch, he gripped the cudgel 
with his brawny hands and fixed his 
gaze on the face of the luckless man 
on the slab. He actually finished the 
season of 1887, playing with Detroit, 
with an average of .419. That's only 
a single bit of testimony as to his 
stick work, however. 

Stories of his batting could be told 
till the cows came home, and still

there would be left the makings of a 


good sized volume. Perbaps his most 
notable exploit was to loft the leather 
over the right field fence of the old 
Baltimore club way back yonder in 
his Oriole days, when he trained with 
Johnny McGraw, bow manager of the 
Giants, and a host of other stars whose 
combined radiance overspread the 
baseball firmament of that period. Par- 
enthetically, it may be remembered 
that the Baltimore team was the real 
thing then. In addition to Brouthers 
and McGraw, the Orioles were made 
up of such high class players as Rob- 
inson, McMahon, Kid Gleason, Hawke, 
Charlie Esper (now a policeman in 
Philadelphia, and a good one), George 
Hemming, Hughey Jennings, Joe Kel- 
ley, Pepper Reitz, Willie Keeler, Wal- 
ter Brodie, Frank Bonner and Bill 
Clarke, the last named now one of 
Manager McGraw’s Giants. 

With all those crackajacks wielding 
the willow, the ball nevertheless had 
not been put over the right field fence, 
when the club’s owner, the late Harry 
Von der Horst, one of the most enthu- 
siastic magnates the game ever knew, 
made a standing offer of $100 to the 
first batsman who should perform the 
feat. A few days later Brouthers sent 
the ball over the right field fence for 
one of the most sensational home runs 
ever scored in the history of the game, 
The ball was found and gilded and pre- 
Served as a sacred relic for many 
years,

MAKING A NEW BREED. 


How the Silver Penciled Wyandotte 
Was Produced. 

The first step in the production of 
the Silver Penciled Wyandotte consist- 
ed of mating a dark Brahma hen to a 
partridge Wyandotte male, which re- 
sulted in silver females and in silver 
males with red wings, says American 
Agriculturist. Simultaneously dark 
Brahma and Silver Penciled Hamburg 
females were mated to a Silver Laced 
Wyandotte male. These matings pro- 
duced Wyandotte Brabmas and Wyan- 
dotte Hamburgs; therefore theoffspring 
of the mating of the latter contained 
one-half Wyandotte, one-quarter Brah- 
ma and one-quarter Hamburg blood. 
While the object was the production of 
a specimen well defined in the minds of 
the originators, there appeared at in- 
tervals in the process a variety of col- 
orings, shapes and markings unsought

and many times inexplicable in the 


brothers and sisters. The matter of 
selection then” became a serious one. 
The ordeal of beginning again fre- 
quently called into play a high quality 
of judgment and a yast fund of pa- 
tlence. 

The standard calls for yellow shanks 
and skin. These are oftentimes difficult 
to obtain, together with the desired 
white in the feather. The two colors 
are really somewhat inconsistent, con- 
sidering the natural plumage of the 
Silver Penciled Wyandotte, as the yei- 
low pigment is likely to run into the 
feather and deaden the bright, clean 
white necessary to make up the desired 
contrast with the black. The male birds 
seem to hold the yellow shanks more 
naturally than the females. If there- 
fore the breeder finds a dusky yellow 
appearing on the female shanks, he 
must not be discouraged; it is nature 
and hardly truly objectionable. Pos- 
sessed of an unusual share of beauty, 
they are likewise a general utility fowl. 
They are full, round and plump and 
reach maturity quickly. The standard 
weights are: Cock, eight and a half 
pounds; the hen six and a half pounds 
and the pullet five and a half pounds. 
Larger birds are often exhibited, and 
the increase in weight seems not to 
have interfered with a high score. The 
utility bird may be bred to weight, 
but the exhibition bird ought not to 
run above the standard weights. 


The Head of the Pen, 

The pen should consist of as many 
hens as the male bird can give proper 
attention to and no more, but the ex- 
act point when we reach the proper 
limit Is a difficult thing to set down in 
black and white, simply because the 
best number is variable with members 
of the same flock. The estimates given 
by various breeders vary all the way 
from five to six to fifteen or even 
twenty hens to each active, vigorous 
male, but the latter estimate is one 
which in the practice we have never 
found satisfactory. In the majority of 
cases ten hens will be found to be as 
many as one cock can properly attend 
so as to insure the best average of fer- 
tilized eggs and the most robust chicks. 
Head your pen with a nice, blocky 
chap. In picking out the females to 
run with the cock it is well to make a 
trial mating early in the season and 
cull out those, if any, to which he is 
ugly or indifferent until only his fa- 
vorites are left—Poultry Standard. 


Poultry Sanitation, 

It is quite a task to maintain the 
proper cleanliness in the yards and 
houses where hens are kept. It is a 
very difficult task when ducks are al- 
lowed to run with the hens, and 
diseases due to filth are apt to enter 
the flocks. Turkeys may be kept with 
profit where there is unlimited range, 
and geese also where waste pasture 
with a water course or pond in it is 
available. 


Concerning Geese, 

Ordinarily a goose will lay twelve to 
twenty eggs before sitting. If the 
eggs are removed from the nest the 
goose may lay two or three sittings. 
Geese retain thelr breeding qualities 
through life, but probably the older 
ones are the best sitters. 


Chicken Pointers. 

It is too much to ask a chick to fur- 
nish enough blood for its own growth 
and that of a colony of lice. Rout the 
vermin and give chickie a show. 

A surplus rooster is an expensive or- 
nament in the poultry yard. Eat or 
kill the surplus roosters before they 
eat double their value. : 

Time learning to prevent poultry dis- 
ease will be less than that spent in try- 
Ing to effect cures. 

Don’t walt for mites to appear before 
beginning to fight them. Whitewash 
the house twice a summer, and ker- 
osene the perches every week or two. 

Curing diseased fowls is rarely worth 
while, because they are not likely to 
be “as good as new.” They are likely 
to become diseased again and perpetu- 
ate the same sort of sickness in thei 
offspring. 


Gates and Drake Play Golf at 
$x,000 a Hole. 


CADDIES GROWING PROSPEROUS. 


Wall Street Man Idol of the Crowds, 
but Drake Is the Better Player. 
When Tired of Golf They Play Ten- 
nis at $100 a Point—Whims of 
Rich Visitors at Summer Resort. 


Golf at’a thousand dollars a hole, 
tennis at a hundred dollars a. point, 
poker with no limit and side bets on 
every street as to the number of the 
next trolley car that comes along or 
tomorrow’s weather—that is the kind 
of money madness that has got a death 
grip on Saratoga, says a special dis- 
patch to the New York Journal. 

Plungers like John W. Gates and 
John A. Drake, not content with gi- 
gantic stakes on the races and poker 
games, made their mornings interest 
ing by playing golf for a thousand dol- 
lars a hole. Now and then they switch 
to tennis at a hundred dollars a polnt, 
which runs up into the thousands for a 
set. And the rest of the crowd follows 
according to their means. 

The flush times in California when 
men played poker for gold mines, the 
feverish nights at Monte Carlo, where 
aristocrats gamble away princely birth- 
rights, are both eclipsed by the money 
mania that has broken out at Sara- 
toga this season. The craze follows 
the clock all the way around. 

Get up in the morning and go down 
to the springs, and you will find a 
couple of, millionaires betting each 
other that the first car to come along 
will have an odd or even number. 

Walk out to the golf links, and you 
will see John W. Gates and John A. 
Drake, his substantial shadow, mak- 
ing tracks on the dewy grass and cut- 
ting divots out of the fair green with 
prodigious strokes of brassies and 
irons. 

And every one of those strokes 
means about a hundred dollars, for 
when Drake and Gates play they lay 
a thousand dollars a hole. 

If either should get eighteen straight 
holes the sum of $18,000 would change 
hands, but as they are tolerably 
matched it is rare that more than three 
or four thousand dollars is won or lost. 
Of the two, Drake plays the better 
game, but Gates gets a handicap which 
squares things up. 

The caddies on the course are grow- 
ing prosperous, and as soon as the golf 
craze spreads to the bookmakers, gam- 
blers and the other elite of the place 
a job as a caddy will be worth pur- 
chasing. 

On the tennis courts, which are nu- 
merous in the handsome gardens of re- 
tired plungers along the elm shaded 
avenues, tennis is indulged in every 
morning before begins the resplendent 
parade to the race track. 

Here money changes owners almost 
as fast as it does at the track, while 
spectators on the streets pause to make 
side bets as to the outcome of the 
particular game they happen to be 
watching. 

If you walk from the United States 
or the Grand Union hotel down the 
main street after dinner you will see 
knots of men grouped around pairs of 
plungers who are betting on the popu- 
lation of the town, the age of the near- 
est elm tree, the hour the sun sets, the 
color of the next horse to round the 
corner or the name of the conductor 
that will bring in the next Saratoga 
special. 

And every bet is a big one. 

Saratoga is not the home of the piker, 
although that variety of gambler is 
plentiful about her streets. 

Since the death of William C. Whit- 
ney, Gates is the most important per- 
sonage in the village, ranking even 
higher than Canfield, George Wheelock 
and other prominent citizens in the 
summer colony. 

When he makes bets, the crowd 
watch him adoringly as he sits on the 
rail of the clubhouse and looks over 
their heads as they gather on the 
lawn. If he races down to the lake in 
an automobile before dinner, the crowd 
that can support automobiles follow 
after. And even when in pursuit of 
health and recreation, as well as the 
ever needful exhilaration of a Iittle 
stake, he and Drake beat little rubber 
balls over bunkers on the golf course, 
there is a big gallery to see and &p- 
plaud, for the Saratoga crowd knows 
that Gates is playing for big stakes, 
and they like to see any kind of gam- 
bling where real money is at issue, 


Franklin’s Bicentenary. 

It is certainly discreditable that one 
of the three Americans who would by 
popular acclaim be pronounced to be 
the greatest the country has produced 
should have so little formal recogni- 
tion, says the Philadelphia Record. The 
birthday of Washington is practically 
a national holiday, Lincoln’s birthday 
is a red letter day in many states, but 
Franklin, the third in this triumvirate 
of America’s greatest, is denied the 
honor of a public testimonial to his gu- 
perlative merits. An opportunity is at 
hand to make good this neglect. On 
Jan. 17 next will be the bicentennial of 
Franklin’s birth. The day ought to be 
celebrated in an appropriate manner to 
the furthest ends of the country. It 
would be becoming for Philadelphia to 
take the lead in doing honor to her 
adopted son,

KISSED BY WITTE. 


Go see 
Envoy Embraced Conductor 


Because He Spoke French. 

“No one could have been more sur- 
prised than I was when M. Sergius 
Witte threw his arms about me and 
kissed me on the cheek,” said Coa- 
ductor E. P. Therien, who had the dis- 
tinction of having received this Eu- 
ropean salutation from Russia’s eD- 
yoy extraordinary to the peace confer- 
ence a few days ago, says & Boston 
dispatch to the New York American. 

Conductor Therien is himself a Eu- 
ropean—a Frenchman. As an em- 
ployee of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, he had had | 
charge of the special train which | 
transported the distinguished foreigner 
from Newport to Boston, after he had 
been induced to leave the Mayflower 
and go overland to Portsmouth. While 
relating the details of the incident re- 
cently he said: 

“Jt is the custom in Europe for men 
to salute each other by kissing, al- 
though in this country it appears 
strange. I must say that I was sur- 
prised, but it was all right. It was 
M. Witte’s manner of showing his ap- 
preciation for the courtesies extended 
to him during his first ride on an 
American railroad. 

“All during the run from Newport 
to Boston the members of the party 
conversed in French. I am a French- 
man myself and understood all that 
was said perfectly. In fact, I talked 
with members of the party during the 
trip, though not with M. Witte. You 
can imagine my surprise then, when, 
upon reaching Boston, the big Russian 
smacked me full on the cheek. 

“I did not know what to do for a 
moment. The situation embarrassed 
me. I have been among Americans so 
long that I have almost forgotten Eu- 
ropean customs. When I realized, 
however, the sincerity with which the 
salutation had been given by the Rus- 
sian nobleman I felt greatly honored. 
You see, it all happened in this way: 

“When we stopped at Back Bay M. 
Witte did not follow the other mem- 
bers of the party to the elevator, but 
strode off in the direction of the en- 
gine. When he reached the cab he mo- 
tioned to Engineer J. E. Magoun and 
put his hand out for a handshake. Ma- 
goun leaned out of his cab and the 
two men shook hands. The fireman 
was honored in the same way. 

“As M. Witte turned to join his 
party I touched him on the elbow to 
direct him to the elevator, and spoke 
to him in French. It was then that 
he threw open his arms, and, with a 
hearty embrace, kissed me on the 
cheek.” 

Conductor Therien is very popular 
on the Newport line. He has a wife, 
who says she does not care how many 
men kiss her husband.

Sergt. Loyan, Formerly of Co. K| Government and Pri Private Construc- 


Died in Philadelphia. 


Word was received in Quincy Tues- 
day night of the death at the Marine 
hospital in Philadelphia of John Logan 
of this city, First Sergeant of Marines 
on the battleship Kearsarge, of typhoid 
fever. 

Sergt. Logan was a private of Co. K 
of the Fifth Massachusetts regiment 
during the Spanish war. At the close 
of the war he enlisted in the marines 
as a private and worked up step by 
step to the office of First Sergeant. He 
was stationed on the Kearsarge when 
he was taken ill with typhoid fever and 
removed to the hospital. 

The telegram received stated if the 
body was not claimed it would be 
buried with military honors in [Phila- 
delphia. 

The whereabouts of the boy’s parents 
are unknown at the present time, and 
the telegram was delivered to his sister. 

Sergt. Logan was in Quincy on a 
visit some few weeks agu. He was 
about 30 years of age. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Lucky Students at Technology 
and Worcester Polytechnic. — 


The State Scholarship for the First 
Norfolk Senatorial district at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology has 
been divided between C. L. Campbell 
of Wollaston and H. C, Faxon of Brain- 
tree a half to each. 

The Worcester Polytechnic school did 
not have any applicants from residents 
of the First Norfolk district, so the 
scholarships were awarded outside, a 
half to John F. Cullen of Worcester 
and a halfto Charles E, Putnam of 
Gardner. 

The Second Norfolk scholarship to 
this school goes to Waldon J. Guild of 
Walpole and Jarvis Williams, Jr., of 
Foxboro. 

The Second Norfolk scholarship to 
the Institute of Technolgy was divided 
between Daniel Adams of Wellesley and 
Eugene S. Connolly of Billington. 

The state board of education received 
160 applications for the Institute, and 
for the Worcester Polytechnic 109 ap- 
plications, the awards in the former 
case including 8 full scholarships and 
64 half, and in the latter 9 full scholar- 
ships and 62 half.

tion of Battleships. 


The friendly contest in naval construc- 
tion between the Government and the 
Newport News Shipbuilding Company 
is becoming exceedingly close and ex- 
citing as it draws to a close, says a 
Washington dispatch to the Transcript. 

On the first of July last the battleship 
Louisiana, building by the Newport 
News Company, was 80.79 per cent. 
completed, and was then .05 per cent. 
ahead of her sister ship, the Connecti- 
cut, under construction at the New York 
Navy Yard. 

A report made by Rear Admiral Capps, 
chief of the Bureau of Constraction aud 
Repairs, shows that the rate of progress 
on the Government-built vesssel during 
the month of July was greater than on 
the, private-built ship, and that the 
Connecticut is now .86 per cent. nearer 
completion than her rival. On the Ist 
inst. the Connecticut was 83.67 per 
cent. completed and the Louisiana was 
82.81 per cent. completed. 

Work is being pushed to the limit of 
safety on both vessels, and it is not be- 
lieved that there will be very much dif- 
ference in the contest in the matter of 
time, but the officials of the Navy De- 
partment seem to feel confident that the 
Connecticut will win in the contest 
when all the essential elements are con- 
sidered, including workmanship, time 
and cost.

BODY RECOVERED. 


Dr. Bradbury Found Two Weeks 
After the Drowning. 


The body of Dr. W. L. Bradbury, 
drowned at Nantasket while swimming 
with Frederick G. Thayer of Wollaston, 
was discovered Monday night off Dux- 
bury beach by Mr. Hawkins, a summer 
resident at Brant Rock, who was out 
in a dory at the time. 

It was just two weeks previous that 
the accident occurred, and the body 
was hardly recognizable. It was float- 
ing face downward when found. One 
of the legs showed a long ragged cut 
below the knee. 

The body was identified by his 
brother, and the burial will be at 
Burlington, Maine. 


To Save the Drowning. 


‘*Life-saving is not nearly so danger- 
ous as it is generally supposed to be,’’ 
said James Donelly, who for 10 years 
has been life-saver at Manhattan beach, 
and who is credited with numberless 
brave acts, of which he maintains a 
modest ignorance when questioned 
about them. In an article in Leslie’s 
Weekly, he writes: 

‘*T regret to say that were it not for 
the professional life-savers many persons 
would be drowned almost within arm’s 
reach of a hundred or more bathers, any 
one of whom could save them. I have 
often seen a man in trouble in the water 
and calling for help, surrounded by a 
ring. of bathers, all afraid -to go to his 
rescue, because of the popular belief 
that when a drowning person once gets 
a hold on one it is impossible to get 
rid of him and botb will go down to- 
gether. 

‘*Getting rid of him is really the eas- 
jest part of it; for the ouly thing to do, 
when the person you are trying to save 
fastens his arms around you, is to dive, 
and he will let go in short order, and 
then you have a chance to get him 
around the neck and tow him ashore. 
You would be surprised to see how lit- 
tle a full-grown man will weigh when 
in the water. One can easily support a 
300-pounder with one hand, unless he 


is threshing about.’’

INTO THE MINES. 


A Quincy Man’s Trip to Scranton 
and Wilkesbarre. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I will take you for a little trip if you 
are ready. Well, all right, we are leav- 
ing the Atlas wharf, Boston, on the 
Old Dominion steamer of the Joy line, 
on an all-sea voyage around the Cape 
to New York. We start at 5 P. M. 

It is raining a little a we leave 
the wharf, and it comes down harder as 
we steam by the beautiful islands of 
Boston harbor.

We are going by Martha’s Vineyard, 
Nantucket, Narragansett Bay, Newport, 
and all these fine summer resorts, going 
through the sound at daylight, and 
having a glorious time, reaching New 
York very late the second night. 

Now it is 1 o’clock inthe morning, 
but never mind; come along, and we 
land, an cross the city to the ferry, 
and we are off to Hoboken witb one of 
the D. & L. ferry boats, in order to get 
the 2.30 A. M. train for Scranton, Pa. 

We reach there at 6.30, and in a short 
time we are in company of two miners 
going through the Kiagno coal mine. 
We go down the shaft at a tremendous 
speed to the depth of 600 feet. 

We travel for two or three hours 
through these chambers where they are 
digging the coal, passing several trains 
of cars loaded with coal and pulled by 
motors or ‘mules, 

The boys use some very rough lan- 
guage with these mules, I asked some 
of them if they -wouldn’t get just as 
much work out of them if they didn’t 
swear quite so much, It is a wonder 
to me that there are not more ac- 
cidents. I suppose you are glad that 
our guides are ready to get out after 
our tramp through this awful place. 
We are going next to Wilkesbarre over 
the new third rail cars and then down 
the slides to the deepest mines in these 
regions.

From His Injuries 


ADVERSARY NOT BLAMED 


Contest For Prize Conducied 


According to Naval Regula- 


tions and Witnessed by Large 
Number of Officers and Men 


Washington, Aug. 16.—Secretary 
Bonaparte, after a thorough examina- 
tion of the records in the case of 
Raphael Cohen, the coal passer on the 
converted cruiser Yankee, whose death 
resulted from injuries received’ in a 
boxing contest held on an American 
warship In Dominican waters on July 
9, said that he saw nothing wrongful, 
although, of course, it was extremely 
deplorable that Cohen should have lost 
his life. He added that boxing and 
athletics generally are encouraged in 
the service, because of their beneficial 
influence ou the health of the men, as 
well as to relieve the tedium of a 
sailor’s life. 

The court found that neither Cohen's 
adversary nor any other person was in 
any wise culpable and recommended 
that no further action be taken. Ad- 
miral Bradford approved the findings 
of the court, as at present informed, 
and the department finds nothing in the 
case that calls for action. 

Secretary’ Bonaparte stated that it 
was shown that a careful inquiry was 
held July 10, immediately followed by 
a court of inquiry ordered by Admira! 
Bradford, commander of the squadron 
It is shown, he said, that the investi 
gation was thorough, that the testt- 
mony shows the boxing contest was a 
feature of an athletic meeting held un. 
der provisions of the regulations; that 
five-ounce gloves were used and thata 
prize of $50 was subscribed. 

The testimony showed that Cohen 
himself suggested that a bout be ar. 
ranged for him with Jobuson, his ad- 
versary in the match, and when during 
the contest it was suggested to Cohen 
that he had better stop, since he was 
evidently out-pointed, he insisted that 
he would go on, saying he could win 
yet. Medical attention was given him 
immediately after the contest and 
when the seriousness of his condition 
became apparent, the senior medical of- 
ficer of the fleet was sent for. but gr- 
rived too late to be of assistance. 

Mr. Bonaparte explained that the 
testimony showed that Cohen was 
treated by his adversary with all pos 
sible consideration and that the con 
test was marked with good humor 
throughout. This athletic exhibition 
was witnessed by a lange number of 
officers and men and, according to the 
testimony, everything was properly 
conducted and well regulated.

Steamer Races For Dock and 

Sinks Just as She Reaches It 

3lock Island, R. L, Aug. 16.—Steam- 
er New Shoreham, while entering the 
harbor on her trip-from Providence 
with 100 passengers on board, struck 
sunken wreck, and had an exciting 
race for the dock, sinking to the main 
deck just as she ranged alongside the 
pier. The passengers were able to land 
over the usual gangplanuk. 

The New Shoreham, which was built 
in Boston in 1901 and over the pay- 
ment of which by the town there has 
been considerable dispute on the island, 
until it has become a political issue, has 
been making regular trips during the 
summer from Providence to what is 
known aS New Harbor. ‘This harbor 
was origitially a large pond, which 
was recently connected with the sea by 
cutting a uarrow opening. 

The steamer was about half way 
across the harbor when she struck the 
wreck. The collision ripped a hole sev- 
eral feet wide in her bottom, but, not- 
withstanding the steady inrush of 
water, the fireroom gang and the engi- 
neer corps, headed by Chief Quinlan, 
clung to their post. When the steamer 
was within 100 yards of the dock the 
water put out the fires, and by the time 
the steamer reached the dock Quinlan 
was submerged to his waist. He was 
at his post, however, when the steam- 
er’s gangplank was pushed ashore, and 
then came on deck. 

It is expected that the steamer will 
be floated in a few days.

that it was built for purely strategic 
purposes. 

The only jar in the sessions of the 
conference yesterday occurred at the 
morning session, when a rather spirite1 
controversy occurred over the question 
of the publicity of the proceedings.

Japanese Anxious to Fight 

London, Aug. 16.—The Times corre- 
spondent with General Nogi’s headquar- 
ters in the field sends the following 
dispatch: The Japanese army is ars- 
ious to commence operations. The 
higher officers do not believe that the 
military progress has been sufficient 
to justify the expectation that Russia 
will concede the terms necessarily re- 
quired by Japan. If the war continues 
the nature of the country and of the 
conditions point to the likelihood that 
future operations will be restricted to 
the neighborhood of the railway.

Washington, Aug. 16.—Two beds of 
the new filtration plant have been 
opened. It is a source of great satis- 
faction to the health officials, who a‘- 
tribute much of the prevailing typhoid 
fever to the daily consumption of un- 
filtered water for drinking and wash- 
ing purposes. Eleven new cases of 
typhoid fever and three deaths from 

the disease were reported yesterday. 


Keep’s Report Probably Ready 

New York, Aug. 16.—Charles H. 
Keep, assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, who has been in New York state 
for several days, will go to Oyster Bay 
today. It is understood that Keep 
will submit to the president a :eport of 
the investigation which has been made 
into the management of the govern- 
ment printing office at Washington. 


Epidemic of Meningitis 

Lunenburg, N. 8., Aug. 16.—An epi- 
demic of cerebro-spinal meningitis pre- 
vails here, and the churches and 
schools are closed. Sixty cases have 
developed and of that number 20 have 
been fatal, All the summer residents 
and many of the townspeople have left 
the city and business is seriously af- 
fected. 


An Unmerciful Procurator 
Odessa, Aug. 16.—The military pro- 


curator has appealed against the de- 
cision of a court martial which sen- 


tenced two boys each to 20 years and 
a girl to 18 years’ penal servitude for 
being in possession of explosives. The 
procurator asks for capital punish- 
ment.

CLASSES OF POULTRY. 


Selection of Breeds For Meat or Egg 
Production, 

There are six principal classes of 
poultry—namely, chickens, turkeys, 
geese, ducks, guineas and pigeons—says 
Professor J. J. Vernon, New Mexico 
College of Agriculture. They form the 
sources of three kinds of products— 
feathers, meat and eg The first 
named class supplies nine-tenths of the 
poultry products of the country. The 
next three classes—turkeys, geese and 
ducks—are raised almost wholly for 
their flesh. 

The guinea forms an unimportant 
group. So fay as the commercial prod- 
ucts are concerned, they have neither 
popularity nor merit. 

The pigeon forms a small though by 
no means unimportant class. The 
highly forced young pigeon, popularly 
known as the “squab,” finds much fa- 
vor with certain classes of people. 

Chickens have been divided Into 
three groups, each comprising many 
breeds. These groups are, first, the 
Mediterranean, egg producers and non- 
sitters, represented by the Brown, Buff 
and White Leghorns; second, the Amer- 
ican, general or dual purpose, repre- 
sented by the White, Buff and Barred 
Plymouth Rocks, the Wyandottes and 
the Rhode Island reds, and, third, the 
Asiatics, meat producers, represented 
by the ligtg and dark Brahmas, the 
Cochins and the Langshans. 

The selection of the breed necessarily 
depends upon the kind or kinds of 
products desired. If egg production 
alone is sought, then some one of the 
Mediterranean breeds should be se- 
lected. If meat alone is the desidera- 
tum, the selection should be made from 
among the Asiatics. But if both meat 
and eggs are demanded elther two 
breeds must be selected and main- 
tained or the selection must be con- 
fined to the American or dual purpose 
group. 

The selection of the breed is !mpor- 
tant, but the maintenance of the pur- 
ity, health and vigor of that breed Is 
vastly more important. If pure breds 
possess merit over the scrub, the truth 
of which no well informed person will 
undertake to controvert, it would seem 


‘to be desirable that the identity of the 


breed should be maintained. There- 
fore the selection of the breed must be 
followed by proper methods in han- 
dling. Otherwise the good results sought 
through the selection of thoroughbred 
fowls will hardly be realized. 


The Value of Shade. 

Although the sun’s rays are a great 
ald to every poultryman as a warming 
agent in winter and as a cleansing 
agent In all seasons, it is necessary that 
young and old fowls have as much 
protection from them during warm 
days as Is required for comfort. 

Chicks will not grow satisfactorily 
and fowls will not be vigorous and 
profitable if confined {n houses and 
yards where the midsummer sun 
makes the temperature almost unbear- 
able or if free in an open fleld where 
there !s neither bush nor tree to inter- 
cept its rays. 

The poultryman whose birds have 
free range among fruit or other trees 
has the shade problem solved, but he 
who must keep his flock on a limited 
area where no trees grow must make 
artificial shade. 

Roofs made of boards and supported 
by posts at each corner or shelter 
tents made of burlap, cotton cloth or 
canvas serve the purpse well if high 
enough to permit the alr to circulate 
freely under them.+Cor. Reliable Poul- 
try Journal

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But Russia Is Hopeful of a 
Peace Agreement 


MORE OPTIMISTIC VIEW 


Failure of Prediction That Tues- 
day’s Session Might End Con- 
ference Considered an Indica- 
tion of Final Compromise 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 16.—lress dis- 
patches announcing the decision of the 
plenipotentiaries at Portsmouth to 
waive for the present consideration of 
the article relating to Sakhalin island, 
and to proceed with the discussion of 
points that Russia is willing to accept 
as a basis of negotiations, were re- 
celyed here with some surprise and 


even relief by the Russian public gen- 
erally, which had been forewarned 
that yesterday’s session might end the 
conference. 

Mr. Witte is known to have consid- 
ered a rupture more than possible. The 
Russlan correspondents op Monday 
night privately notified their papers 
that negotiations might be expected to 
end on Tuesday, when the Russian and 
Japanese plenipotentiaries locked horns 
on the question of the cession of Sakha- 
lin. The boerse also was apprehen- 
sive and Russian imperial 4s, which 
were weak yesterday, fell off an eighth. 

The postponement of the discussion 
of one of the two points on which the 
fate of the conference hangs Is con- 
sidered a good sign, but not a sure one, 
and the geveral opinion remains one of 
doubt, though pessimism is losing 
ground as the days pass without a rup- 
ture between the envoys of the respec- 
tive countries. 

Count Lamsdorff and some of the 
other ministers were received in audi- 
ence by the czar at Peterhof yesterday, 
but the anticipated statement was not 
given out and probably none will be. 
The foreign office maintains complete 
reserve regarding the proceedings at 
Portsmouth and it is explained that, 
while Russia would be glad to accord 
a great measure of publicity to the re- 
sults of the deliberations, and even de- 
sires to do so, Japan’s attitude on this 
point necessitates the avoidance of ary 
statement or comment regarding the 
negotiations. To this end all the news 
relating to the Portsmouth conference 
has been conveyed to the Russian pub- 
lic through the medium of the press 
dispatches. 

The idea is advanced at several of the 
embassies that an outlet may possibly 
be found in a compromise on the two 
main points of the dispute, if Japan is 
willing to give up Sakhalin and recelve 
from Russia not a general war in- 
demnity, but payment for any rights 
that may be acquired by virtue of oc- 
cupation by the Japanese troops. 


Old Musician Dies In Poverty 
New York, Aug. 15.—Guiseppe Nico- 
lao, who was one of Adelina Patti's 
first music teachers, died in poverty in 
this city, aged 80 years. He was born 
in Palermo and graduated from the 
college of music in that city. He had 
managed several opera companies, win- 
ning artistic success, but failing to 
gain wealth. Finally, at the age of 60, 
he settled in New York. Here he 

turned his attention to composition. 


No Geological Grafting 

Washington, Aug. 16.—In response 
to published charges that officials of 
the geological survey have used In- 
formation belonging to the govern- 
ment for the benefit of The Mning 
World, a magazine in which certain 
members were said to hold stock, Di- 
rector Walcott telegraphed to Acting 
Director Rizer from Drummond, Mont., 
where he is in camp, denying the 
charges.

Enfield, R. I., Aug. 16.—The Enfield 
mills property was sold at public auec- 
tion here, the mill buildings, cottages 
and the village church bringing an ag- 
gregate sum of $20,617.50. The mill 
was built in 1820 and has successfully 
passed through four successive man- 
agements. The property was closed 
down about two years ago because of 
the high price of cotton.

“WINTER EGG’ PRODUCTION. 


Points to Observe In the Care and 
Selection of Fowls, 

The production of eggs is an easy 
thatter in spring and summer, when 
the hens lay naturally, but to raise a 
summer product in the depth of winter 
is less easy of attainment, says A. V. 
Meersch in Western Poultry Journal. 
There are two- reasons why the “egg 
farmer” should make every effort to 
secure the production of as great a 
number of eggs in winter as at other 
seasons—first, because eggs are very 
much dearer in winter than in sum- 
mer, and therefore the profits of the 


year will largely depend on the propor- 


tion of eggs which the hens can be in- 
duced to lay at that season, and, sec- 
ond, because in order to work up & 
sound business connection with con- 
sumers the producer must be in & po- 
sition to supply his customers’ wants 
all the year round. 

To secure a good winter supply of 
eggs the following should be observed: 

A good winter laying breed must be 
kept. 

The hens must be of a highly pro- 
ductive strain and bred if possible from 
several generations of good winter lay- 


The pullets which are to be kept for 
winter layers must be hatched neither 
too early nor too late. 

The hens must be more than two 


years old. 


The houses, yards and all appliances 
must be laid out and constructed so as 
to insure comfort. 

The food must contain a sufficiently 
large proportion of those elements 
which are necessary for the formation 
of eggs, the repair of tissue and the 
production of heat. 

It may be taken as a general rule 
that it is a good plan to allow the hens 
to hatch and raise one, two or three 
broods of chickens during the season 
when eggs are cheap. Time apparent- 
ly lost in this-way is made up for by 
the greater number of eggs produced 
when they are dearest and in greatest 
demand. 

No single breed can be said to be 
the best for winter laying, for a breed 
which will do best under certain cir- 
cumstances may not be suitable in 
others. If, however, the different 
breeds are divided broadly into classes, 
the weight of evidence polnts to the 
conclusion that for winter laying the 
small nonsitting breeds are excelled 
by the heavy sitting varieties. The 
nonsitters will lay a greater number 
of eggs during the year, but the “gen- 
eral purpose” or sitting breeds are bet- 
ter winter layers. Among the most 
popular of these may be mentioned the 
Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, Orping- 
ton, Faverolle and Langshan, and 
when kept under favorable conditions 
fowls of any one of these breeds can 
be depended upon for a regular supply 
of winter eggs. 


How to Set a Duck. 

Some people set duck eggs on the 
solid ground without anything at the 
bottom of the nest, but this is wrong. 
Should there be nothing but the earth 
at the bottom ofthe nest when the 
eggs chip the beak of the duckling 
comes through the shell on to the hard 
ground. Out of eleven eggs there may 
be two or three turned so that the beak 
is on the ground, and when this is the 
case the youngsters are frequently suf- 
focated. When there is some hay or 
something loose or porous at the bot- 
tom of the nest they are able to 
breathe and thus do not get suffocated. 
It ts possible to set the eggs on the 
bare ground and every egg to hatch 
out without losing a single duckling, 
and it has been done, but there is a 
Possibility of their getting suffocated, 
60 it is far better to have the nest 
properly made. 


Poultry Growing. 

The reasonable application of good 
common sense is the most certain way 
to succeed with all branches of poul- 
try growing. Too much coddling and 
fancy ways are not best for success. 
Manage them like chickens and as 
chickens should be handled and all 
will go well with them. If handled 
like hothouse plants, less success will 
be attained. Keep poultry as it should 
be kept, not along the fancy lines that 
fre followed with delicate house pets. 
—Country Gentleman. 


The Morning Feed. 

Fowls which are overfed in the morn- 
ing are sluggish all day and become 
lazy and go out of condition. It is ex- 
ercise of muscle that creates proper 
functional tone. All birds are active 
by nature. If productiveness is ex- 
pected natural laws must be observed. 
Feed moderately in the morning, espe- 
cially when the flock is small and kept 
in Hmited range, 


A Good Roost. 

A good roost has strong wires sus- 
pended from the ceiling. Through loops 
in their bottom ends are run two bars 
grooved to receive other bars crosswise, 
This is easily taken apart and not so 
accessible to mires. 

Dry breadcrumbs mixed with one 
fourth their weight of raw egg, then 
fried till not sticky, is a fine food for 
young chicks or poults. 


The Duck's Bedding. 
Clean bedding is as necessary in duck 
house as in stables. Ducks will wash 
their feet and feathers if given a 
chance, but only clean bedding can 
keep a wholesome air In their house. 


With the breeding season over give 
the old fowls intended for future use 
& summer’s outing—turning them out 
to pasture in a shady grove or among

Would Be Gained by Federal 


Control of Insurance 


HAS PRESIDENT’S FAVOR 


Our Highest Court Will Event- 
ually Be Asked to Pass on the 
Question--Subject of a Con- 
ference at Sagamore Hill 


Oyster Bay, N. ¥., Aug. 17.—Federal 
supervision of insurance was the sub- 
ject of a conference at Sagamore Hill 
yesterday afternoon, so important that 
one of the participants, James M. Beck, 
formerly an assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States and now spe- 
cia} counsel of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company of New York, wissing 
the regular train from Long Island City 
to Oyster Bay, chartered a spevial train 
from the Long Island Railroad com- 
pany in order to meet his engagement 
with the president. 

The parties to the conference were 
the president, Senator Dryden of New 
Jersey, president of the Prudential In- 
surance company, and Beck. 

The president for a considerable 
time, but especially since the disclos- 
ures made during the last few months 
regarding the operations of the Equit- 
able Life Insurance society, has mani- 
fested a deep interest in the problem 
of national control of the insurance 
business. 

Several months ago, at the presi- 
dent’s request, the subject of national 
Supervisory control of insurance was 
investigated by Commissioner Garfield 
of the bureau of corporations, and the 
conclusion was reached that, under ex- 
isting federal laws, the insurance bus!- 
ness could not be supervised by the 
bureau of corporations, because, in the 
light of the constitution and in view 
of certain decisions of the federal 
courts, it was not regarded as inter- 
state commerce. 

At the last session of congress Sena- 
tor Dryden, who is recognized as an 
authority in life insurance, introduced 
a bill in the senate providing in brief 
for the supervisory control of inter- 
state insurance business by the bureau 
of corporations. It was along the lines 
of this measure that the conference 
proceeded. The president is known to 
be in favor of federal control of the in- 
surance business, if it can be brought 
about constitutionally. Whether it 
can be ig the point yet to be deter- 
mined. That the supreme court of the 
United States eventually will be called 
upon to pass on the question there is 
little doubt. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Senator Dryden talked frankly: “We 
discussed the whole subject of federal 
supervision of the insurance business,” 
said he, “and our talk was very satis- 
factory. Personally, I am heartily in 
favor of such supervision by the na- 
tional government, because it would en- 
sure to companies doing business in 
several or in many states a well de- 
fined and well constructed set of regu- 
lations and a definite policy. 

“My opinion is that a very large ma- 
jority of insurance companies will fa- 
vor national gupervision. Under ex- 
isting arrangements we are obliged to 
conform to different laws and regula- 
tions in practically every state. The 
laws and regulations are being changed 
continually and different insurance de 
partments place different interpreta- 
tiens on the same laws. What insur- 
ance companies want is a uniform, 
harmonious and continuing policy and 
that, we believe, isto be had only 
through natfonal supervision.” 

Mr. Beck also talked freely regard- 
ing the subject of the conference. As 
a lawyer, he expressed the belief that 
if the subject were brought fairly be- 
fore the supreme court its decision 
would be in favor of federal control. 

While no announcement was made 
of the conclusions of the conference, if 
any were reached, there Is ample au- 
thority for the statement that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will discuss the ques- 
tion of insurance in his forthcoming 
message to the congress in the light of 
developments in the last six months. 
That he will recommend the enact- 
ment of legislation providing for fed- 
eral supervision of interstate insur- 
ance, there is no room for doubt.

Difficult Engineering Feat to 


Launch a Battleship. 


So many great battleships and cruis- 
ers have been safely launched on the 
Delaware says the Public Ledger, that 
it is almost a foregone conclusion that 
the accomplishment of each new feat of 
the sort will be attended by the 
smoothness and flawless perfection 
which has come to be the standard for 
our shipbuilders. To those who know, 
however, there is a great deal more to 
the floating of the modern warship, 
with its six thousand or more tons of 
dead weight to be moved, than the 
shouting and the hurrah, than the 
pleasant party of guests to be enter- 
tained and feted, than the question 
whether the ‘‘fair sponsor’’ shall use 
wine or water. 

The fact of the matter is that launch- 
ing a vessel of the magnitude of the 
Kansas is one of the most delicate and 
difficult engineering feats which the 
shipbuilder is called upon to perform. 
There is too much at stake for any 
possibility of failure; and yet there have 
been failures, and the engineer in 
charge of the launch never gets the 
share of credit and congratulation from 
the public that properly belongs to 
him. 

Take the case of the Kansas, (a sister 
ship of the Vermont to be launched at 
Quincy, Mass., Aug. 31) a mighty mass 
of steel and iron, 450 feet long, 76 feet 
wide, towering perhaps forty feet above 
the keel blocks. All the supporting 
timbers under the curved sides which 
bad given the workmen such a sense of 
security during the months of work up- 
on the hull were knocked away, and 
the huge structure, instead of being 
moved cautiously inch by inch to the 
water and lowered with infinite delib- 
eration and care, was made to traverse 
the distance from terra firma to the 
buoyant waves at a speed which has 
been estimated to have been—before the 
cradle dropped from the launching 
ways—something like fourteen miles 
an hour. 

This great bedy, with its centre of 
gravity high in the air, and moving on 
a track narrow in comparison with its 
own breadth of beam, avvided a score 
of perils almost any one of which might 
have cost many haman lives and mil- 
liuns of capital. A slight sinking of 
the earth foundations, the least mis- 
calculation in the bearing surface of the 
ways, some unforeseen misbehavior of 
the lubricant, might have spelled dis- 
aster. 

Of course, none of these things hap- 
pened ; the plans were all well thought 
out, and everything came to pass just 
as it should. But the credit and the 
honor due the unnamed engineer or 
engineers who had the work in charge 
are all the greater. The new battleship 
will carry the flag to distant seas, and 
will, perhaps, win glory for the nation 
and for the men who man her, but it is 
well to give a moment's thought to 
those who bore the responsibility for her 
welfare and safety in the most critical 
instaut of her birthasa ‘‘shipin being.’’ 


CHANGE OF COUNSEL 


J. W. McAnarney Resigns from 
Defence of Shidlofski. 


Considerable publicity has been given 
to the report that John W. McAnarney, 
the ex-City Solicitor of Quincy, had 
been engaged to defend John Schidlof- 
ski, the alleged wife murderer now in 
Cambridge jail. This morning, how- 
ever, Lawyer McAnarney notified Dis- 
trict Attorney Sanderson of his resig- 
nation as counsel, 

It would have been his first case as 
counsel for a man charged with murder 
in the first degree, and many a young 
lawyer would have welcomed the adver- 
tising, but Mr. McAnarney has business 
enough and did not enjoy it. He felt 
that he could not give the time needed 
to the case. 

Lawyer McAnarney will be succeeded 
by Philip H. Sullivan of Braintree, 
who frequently appears before the 
Quincy court and has been quite suc- 
cessful in criminal cases.

IN SHALLOW WATER 


Precautions Ordered for Safety 
of Submarines. 


The navy department has approved 
recommendations made by the naval 
board on construction, which were 
made with a view to safeguarding the 
crews of the submarine torpedo boats 
and to preclude, so far as possible, the 
probability of a disaster such as recent- 
ly befell the French submarine torpedo 
boat Farfadet. 

The board recommended that sub- 
marine boats manned by inexperienced 
crews manoeuver in waters not more 
than 8 fathoms deep and that they be 
provided with lifting shackles and be 
accompanied by a vessel provided with 
lifting apparatus, so that the subma- 
rine may be promptly brought to tle 
surface should any accident occur to 
hermachinery.

to forego “the cost of the war” and 
content herself with such otber com- 
pensation as she can secure out of the 
railroad, the Russian property in Port 
Arthur and Dalny, and the cost of the 
maintenance of Russian prisoners in 
Japan, this on the theory that Russia 
will eventuaHy agree to cede Sakha- 
lin, which is now potentially con- 
quered territory. This is undoubtedly 
the line of ultimate compromise, if 
compromise there is to be. 

It can be stated authoritatively that 
neither the question of making Vladi- 
vostok an “open port,” or the Amur 
river an international waterway, as 
some papers have stated, is included in 
the Japanese terms. 

Japan will make a stiff fight for the 
possession of the interned Russian 
warships. Japan is excecdingly anx- 
ious to obtain these ships and in her 
argument will quote several interna- 
tional precedents in support of her de- 
mand. One reason why the Japanese 
are so insistent upon this article is be- 
cause of their intention not to apply 
the indemmity, in case one shall be 
obtained, to the increase of the navy. 


Hopeful Prospect For Peace 

Tokio, Aug, 17.—The Nichi Nichi 
gays that the continuance of the con- 
ference is indicative of a hopeful pros- 
pect for the conclusion of peace. The 
paper declares that if the Russians 
had rejected absolutely the questions 
of reimbursement and the cession of 
Sakhalin island, the Japanese would 
have withgrawn from the conference. 
These demands are equally as im- 
portant as the Korean and Manchurian 
questions. 


Anticipating Successful Issue 

Odessa, Aug. 17.—The order for the 
}departure of the infantry division that 
was mobilized in the southeastern proy- 
inces has been countermanded. This 
is popularly interpreted as indicating 
the probability of a successful issue of 
peace negotiations at Portsmouth. 


Loomis to Leave State Department 

Springfield, O., Aug. 17.—Assistant 
Secretary of State Loomis was shown 
the report from Lenox, Mass., that W. 
C. Sanger was to be made assistant 
secretary of state when Mr. Root as- 
sumes the portfolio. Mr. Loomis made 
a statement in which he indicated his 
intention to resign from the state de- 
partment. He also said that upon 
leaving his present position he expects 
to be given a diplomatic post and that 
at present he has no idea to what coun- 
try he will be assigned. 


Twelve Killed In Quarry Disaster 

Allentown, Pa., Aug. 17.—A mass of 
limestone weighing thousands of tons 
slid from a side of the quarry of the Le- 
high Portland Cement company at Orm- 
rod. Twenty-seven men were at work 
in the quarry, of whom only nine got 
away safely. The remaining 18 were 
huddled in a space 10 feet square. 
Twelve of them were killed and six in- 
jured. Two of the latter may die. All 
of the men are Slavonians who lived in 
shanties close to the quarry.

Captain Wilson of the Hancock said 
that he had exchanged port signals 
with the Binghamton. 


Kicking Against Commissariats 

Panama, Aug. 17.—The _ establish- 
ment of commissariats in the canal 
zone by the isthmian canal commission 
is causing a feeling of great dissatisfac- 
tion among Panama and Colon mer- 
chants. An indignation meeting was 
held here last evening to protest against 
this action and appeal will be made 
to President Amador to intervene in 
the merchants’ behalf. 


To Have Public Food Kitchens 

Madrid, Aug. 17.—The government 
has ordered Andnlusian authorities to | 
erect public kitchens for the supply of | 
food to the famine-stricken in all, the 
towns awd villages. The railways 
have been requested to commence the 
work of repair and construction on all 
lines in order to give employment to 
the greatest possible number of people. 


Attack on Empress of Japan 

Frankfort, Aug. 17.—A Tientsin dis- | 
patch to The Frankfurter Zeitung says 
that an attempt was made on the life 
of the empress of China as she was 
passing through the northwest gate of 
the city to her summer palace. Her 
assailant was dressed as a soldier and 
was bayonetted by the guard.

Any Disease. 

There is ao disinfectant made by 
man that can compare with the sun’s 
rays in effectiveness. 

A sun bath is a most potent factor 
in the cure of any disease. After one’s 
skin becomes accustomed to the direc 
rays of the sun one may lie in the sun- 
shine for hours at a time with great 
benefit, but at first the exposure should 
be of only a few minutes’ duration at 
one time. ‘These short periods, how- 
ever, may be repeated several times a 
day. The best results are obtained by 
exposing the bare skin of the whole 
body (except the head) to the direct 
rays of the sun. Consequently a cot 
placed in the bow window of an upper 
chamber is an ideal place for a sun 
bath, provided that the air in the cham- 
ber is absolutely fresh and pure. 

To sit on the porch in the sun is very 
beneficial, even if one must be so 
warmly wrapped up as to make it dif- 
ficult for the sun’s rays to penetrate to 
the skin. 

To lie on the grass in the sun is bet- 
ter still—on the grass with only a blan- 
ket between the invalid and the heal- 
ing powers of mother earth. 

The patient’s head should not be ex- 
posed to the direct rays of the sun in 
any case, and a sun bath should be 
followed by a cool sponge bath when 
possible.—Maxwell’s Talisman. 


EFFIGIES AT FUNERALS. 


A Curious Custom That Was Follow- 
ed In the Olden Days. 

At the funerals of great personages, 
the old chronicles tell us, “his lively 
effigy,’ dressed to imitate life, was car- 
ried in a chariot before the corpse to 
the grave, then there set up under a 
“hearse” or a temporary monument in 
the church. Such effigies were often 
left in a glass case standing over the 
vault where the interment had taken 
place. Some statues were of wood, 
with heads of plaster, but the more 
modern ones were of wax. In the old- 
en days laudatory poems or epitaphs 
were affixed with pins or wax to these 
“hearses” and were even thrown into 
graves on the coffins in a similar man- 
ner to our modern custom of flowers 
at a burial. When Skelton, poet lau- 
reate to Henry VIIL., “took sanctuary 
at Wesiminster to escape the displeas- 
ures of the then all powerful Cardinal 
Wolsey it is said that he subsisted on 
what he earned by writing epitaphs for 
use at funerals in the abbey. Ben 
Jonson’s well known epitaph to the 
Countess of Pembroke— 


Underneath this sable hearse 
Lies the subject of all verse, 
Sidney’s sister, etc.— 
was evidently thus attached to her 
“hearse.”—Gentleman’s Magazine.

The 
humber of roads in the hands of re- 
celvers was 28, and at the close of the 
previous year 27. On June 80, 1904. 
there were in the service of the rail- 
ways 46,743 locomotives. The total 
number of cars of all classes, exclusive 
of those owned by private companies, 
was 1,708,561.

he propose to scuttle his ship, either to 
injure or to assist the owners thereof. 
For this reason the laws against scut- 
tling have always been very severe all 
over the world. By an act of congress 
passed in 1804 it was enacted that “any 
person, not being an owner, who shall 
on the high seas willfully and corrupt- 
ly cast away, burn or otherwise destroy 
any vessel unto which he belongeth, 
being the property of any citizen or 


citizens of the United States, or pro- 
cure the same to be done, shall suffer 
death.” English laws were similar. 


The last man executed in England for 
ship scuttling was Codling, hanged on 
Deal beach about 1804 for scuttling a 
vessel in the Downs in order to obtain 
the sum for which she was insured. 
Less drastic laws prevail now, and the 
gravity of such a case is met by penal 
servitude and the canceling of certifi- 
eates should the offenders be shipmas- 
ters or officers—London Standard,

Kents Hill, Me., Aug. 18.—A brutal 
and peculiarly atrocious murder was 
committed here last night, the victim 
being Mattie Hackett, the 18-year-old 
daughter of Levi J. Hackett, a farmer. 
The countryside is aroused over the af- 
fair and officers and men are searching 
the neighborhood for three tramps, who 
had applied at the house for food, and 
who are suspected of having been the 
perpetrators of the crime. 

It was shortly after supper that four 
men called at the Hackett homestead, 
told a story of having traveled a long 
distance, of being in need of food and 
asked that they might be given some- 
thing to eat. Mr. Hackett instructed 
his daughter to prepare a meal for the 
four strangers. While she was en- 
gaged in this service, Hackett, accom- 
panied by Harry Jones, went to the 
bearby stable to do some of the even- 
ing chores. There was nothing in the 
appearance of the other three men to 
cause Hackett the slightest sus- 
picion, as he left his daughter alone 
with them in the house. Mrs. Hackett 
at the time was visiting a neighbor. 

While Hackett and Jones were yet 
at the barn a scream, as of one im dis- 
tress, was heard from the direction of 
the house. The two men hastened to 
the farmhouse, which they found to 
be deserted. Just as they were about 
to enter the honse a second time an- 
other scream was heard, this time as 
if from the highway toward Read- 
field. The farmer, with Jones follow- 
ing, hurried down the road, and ata 
place about 30 rods from the house 
found, lying by the wayside, the body 
of his daughter. He heard the sound 
of men running across the fields, 

As soon as Hackett recovered from 
a momentary shock of the sight, he 
summoned a neighbor to bis assistance. 
When Hackett and the meighbor re- 
turned to the place where the girl lay 
they found a smal! cord tightly drawn 
about her neck, by which she had evt- 
dently been strangled, although there 
was also a fearful gash in her band. 
When found, the girl was unconscious 
and breathing. She died shortly after 
being carried to the house. The meal 
which the young woman had been 
preparing for the men whom the police 
are of the opinion accomplished her 
death was on the table. 

Searching parties were at once 
formed and the police of surrounding 
towns informed of the murder and in- 
structed to look out for the three miss- 
ing men. Harry Jones, who had 
made no attempt to get away, was, 
however, placed under arrest. He is 
25 years old. Ip response to police in- 
quiries, Jones said that he and the 
three men had been released from Au- 
burn jail Thursday morning, and had 
walked to Kents Hill, a distance of 25 
miles. He said the name of one of his 
companions was James Brennan; the 
other two he did not know. 

Sheriff Cummings of Auburn, who 
Was asked concerning the story of 
Jones, said that five tramps had been 
released) from Auburn jail Thursday 
morning. They had,all been commii- 
ter from the Auburn municipal court. 
Their names are P. H. Gibbons, James 
Brennan, John McEachern, Richard 
Love and Harry Jones. 

While the motive for the crime is 
not clear as yet, the police are inclined 
to the belief that the murderers had 
attempted to assault the young wo- 
man. The wound on the girl’s head 
was evidently caused by a blow with 
a stone or club. It is believed that 
the blow was struck to silence the out- 
ery of the victim.

Manchester, Eng., Aug. 18.—A strike 
of cotton operatives im Lancashire for 
a 5 percent increase in wages has been 
averted after a lengthy conference be- 
tween the master spinners and opera- 
tives. A compromise was reached un- 
der which the increase of 5 percent 
will be givem the operatives for 13 
weeks, after which time the wages 
will remain the same as at present un- 
til March 1, 1906.

Fight Over Copper Stock 

Boston, Aug. 18.—Suits to recover 
70,000 shares of Copper Range stock, 
valued at $7,000,000, against Albert C. 
Burrage, Thomas W. Lawson and 14 
great brokerage firms have been filed 
in the equity session of the superior 
court. William A. Paine, Charles H. 
Paine and Herbert I. Foster, as Paine, 
Webber & Co., are the plaintiffs. 

These suits are a resuli of the Cop- 
per Range war, which came to a climax 
in State street the other day when 
Burrage an@ Lawson are alleged to 
have sold through brokers 70,000 shares 
of Copper Range which they were 
bound by contract to hold for another 
year. 

The market value of the 70,000 
shares at the time State street was 
threatened with a panic as a result of 
the war between the financiers was 
$6,000,000 and the par value $7,000,000. 
By the suits Paine and his firm seek 
to recover damages and alleged actual! 
loss.

Excursion Train’s Plunge Kills 
Half a Hundred Negroes 

Norfolk, ¥a., Aug. 18.—Owing to the 
{nability of the engineer to control the 
air brakes, an excursion train from 
Kinston, N. C., bound to this city, 
plunged through an open draw over the 
westerm branch of the Plizabeth river, 
eight miles from Norfolk, and 50 per- 
sons were drowned. Only seven bodies 
have been recovered from the wreck- 
age. The list of injured, so far as can 
be ascertained, numbers nearly 100, 
though most of these are slightly hurt. 

Edward Jeliffe, manager of the ex- 
cursion, and Ed‘ward Forbes, who as- 
sisted him, were the only white vic- 
tims, all the others being negroes. 

The Merritt Wrecking organization 
dispatched an expedition to the scene 
for the purpose of raising the sunken 
ears, which lie im about 25 feet of 
water. Until the cars are raised an ac- 
curate estimate of the number of dead 
is impracticable.

WEIGHS ABOUT NINETY POUNDS. 


Exhibit From Nome, Alaska, at 


It Is a Foot Long, Four Inches Deep 
and Five Wide—Nuggets That At- 
tract Attention—Displays of Other 
Minerals Which Tell of Nome’s Un- 
told Wealth, 


The biggest gold brick ever - cast, 
nearly as large as two building bricks 
| placed end to end, which contains $25,- 
| 000 worth of gold that is purer than 
the gold in a twenty dollar coin, re 
cently arrived at the Lewis and Clark 
exposition in Portland, Ore., and is be- 
ing exhibited by the Nome district of 
Alaska as evidence that Nome is still a 
great gold producing region, says W. 
BE. Brindley. The gold brick is a foot 
long, four inches deep and five inches 
wide, and it weighs approximately 
ninety pounds. 

The city of Nome, on the Seward 
peninsula, in the extreme north of 
Alaska, beyond the string of islands 
that stand out like the bill of a snipe, 
| contains a population of from 2,500 to 
38,000 people in the winter time and ten 
times as many people in the summer. 
The town has an enterprising chamber 
of commerce, which in fifteen days got 
together the most wonderful mineral 
exhibit ever displayed by one region. 

While the gold brick which Nome is 
showing has attracted more attention 
than any other single article in the 
United States government building at 
the fair, three nuggets, worth in the 
aggregate $8,000, stand second in pop- 
ularity. These are exhibited in a small 
wire cage, and a man who wears in his 
belt a revolver of the size common to 
melodrama and wild west shows 
stands guard over them. The biggest 
nugget of the three, which weighs 182 | 
ounces, is worth $3,276. There is a hole 
; in one side of the cage big enough for | 
| one to put his hand through it, but not 
large enough to enable him to take out | 
the nugget. Over the chunk of gold 
there is a legend which reads, “You 
can lift the nugget, but don’t take it 
away,” and all day long people crowd 
one another for a chance to hold $3,276 
worth of gold for just a fraction of a 
minute. 

The nuggets and the gold bricks con- 
stitute Nome’s most interesting gold 
display. They are owned by the Pio- 
neer Mining company and were found 
in Anyil creek, near Nome. Near the 


| 
nugget cage Is a table on which, under 
glass, are small boxes of pay dirt. This 

} 


display is not so spectacular as that 

in the nugget cage—whieh, by the way, 

includes a host of smaller nuggets in 
addition to the three big ones—but it 

{is remarkably interesting. The pay 

dirt shows no gold and looks like ordi- 

nary gravelly soil. One box of it is 
abeled: “Pay dirt from Anvil creek. 

Average value $1.20 per bucket.” One 

at once begins to figure how many 
buckets an ordinary man could fill in 

a day, and the figures are startling. 

Another box contains broken rock and 

is labeled, “Portion of bedrock from 

Portland bench claim—$421,000 result 

of work of seven men for sixty days.” 

But gold is not the only mineral re- 
paces of the country round about 

Nome. Some 150 miles from Nome, at 
a place called Cape York, on Buck 
creek, there is a mountain of tin, where 
$25,500,000 worth of the metal Is in 
sight. The tin is found in a substance 
called cassiterite crystals, which con- 
tains 72 per cent of metallic tin, and 
from 40 cents to a dollar’s worth of 
gold to the ton. There is a whole moun- 
tain top, ten miles long by two miles 
wide, of this cassiterite, which is worth 
$441 a ton at the present price of tin, 
30 cents a pound, Last winter 500 
tons of the ore were taken out, and the 
magnitude of the industry is hardly 
to be concelved. Then, again, at Ears 
mountain, on Shismaroff inlet, 180 
miles northwest of Nome, there is a 
ledge of cassiterite. The ledge is ex- 
posed to a width of 15 feet and runs 
1,000 feet up the mountain, reaching 
an élevation of 400 feet. From this it 
is presumed that the ore vein is 400 
feet deep. 

And then there Is quicksilver, anoth- 
er new proposition and a very profita- 
ble one from all appearances. Quick- 
silver ore is found on the Kuskokwin 
river, distant 800 miles southeast of 
Nome. Some of it runs $400 worth to 
| the ton, but $100 Is probably the aver- 
age. The ore is found on the surface. 
{It is burned in an immense caldron, 


| so that the quicksilver vapors rise and 
l are afterward precipitated or con- 
densed into Hquid quicksilver by be- 
ing immersed in cold water. At the 
| exposition the richness of the ore is 
| demonstrated by a plece from which 
| the quicksilver has been smelted. The 
rock is honeycombed like a pumice 
btone. 

| It costs 20 cents a pound on the aver- 
age to transport coal from the mines in 
British Columbia to Nome; hence the 
| importance of the discovery of a coal 
|mine which produces a fairly good 
grade in the far north. The coal mine 
is located on Chicago creek, which 
flows into the Kugruk river, which in 
/turn flows into Kotzebue sound. At 
|the surface three tons of coal were 
‘found to be equal in heat producing 
| power to ene ton of Wellington coal. 
| Now a shaft has been sunk 300 feet, 
;and two tons of the coal at that depth 
are worth one of Wellington. By 
means of this coal, which is essential 
to winter mining in the far north, 
$250,000 worth of gold was taken out 
last winter. The discovery of the coal 
‘thus opens up immense possibilities in 
winter mining. It assures a regular |

}; Camp Lazear to a yellow fever hospi- 


tal one mile distant. Every person in 
camp was rigidly protected from acci- 
dental mosquito’ bites, and not in a sin- 
gle instance did yellow fever develop 
in the camp except at the will of the 
experimenters. The experiments were 
conducted at a season when there was 
the least chance of naturally acquiring 
the disease, and the mosquitoes used 
were kept alive by maintaining them 
at a summer temperature. 

“A completely mosquito proof build- 
ing was divided into two compart- 
ments by a wire screen partition. In- 
fected insects were liberated on one 
side only. A brave nonimmune entered 
and remained long enough to allow 
himself to be bitten several times. He 
was attacked by yellow fever, while 
two susceptible men in the other com- 
partment did’ not acquire the disease, 
although sleeping there thirteen nights. 
This demonstrates in the simplest and 
most certain manner that the Iinfec- 
tiousness of the building was due only 
to the presence of the insects. Every 
attempt was made to infect individ- 
uals by means of bedding, clothes and 
other articles that had been used and 
soiled by patients suffering with viru- 
lent yellow fever. 

“Naturally yellow fever is transmit- 
ted by the mosquito and always and 
only by the mosquito. The harmless- 
ness of fomites has been fully demon- 
strated by our experiments in 1900 and 
1901, in which three young Americans 
slept for twenty consecutive nights in 
a room from which mosquitoes were 
excluded garnished with articles soiled 
with discharges from fatal and other 
eases of yellow fever. Three and four 
large boxes were packed and unpacked 
each morning by these nonimmunes, 
who suffered no disturbance of health 
from these exposures. The room was 
20 by 14 feet, double walled, tightly 
sealed, heated to above 90 degrees F, 
and dark, 

“Two other nonimmunes then occu- 
pied the room for twenty nights, while 
additional articles of bedding and 
clothing were added. They slept in the 
garments and between the sheets that 
covered cases of yellow fever, some of 
which were fatal. The result of the 
second attempt was nil. A third at- 
tempt was then made with two addi- 
tional nonimmunes egually without 
success, Not the slightest indisposition 
followed close and intimate contact 
with this repulsive material in any 
ease. Temperatures and pulse rates 
were recorded at regular and frequent 
intervals. Four of these seven nonim- 
munes were subsequ- tly infected by 
blood injections and by means of in- 
‘ected mosquitoes.” 


Dr. Lazear’s Singular Death. 

The first death from the mosquite ex- 
periments was that of Dr. Jesse W. 
Lazear in November, 1901. Dr. Lazear, 
an army surgeon, was one of an army 
board, all of whom submitted them- 
Belvyes to the bites of infected mosquli- 
toes. The death of Dr. Lazear was sin- 
gular. He had voluntarily been bitten 
for the sake of experiment and suf- 
fered no effects. Afterward while he 
was visiting the yellow fever ward at

Las Animas a mosquito lit on his hand. 
He allowed it to remain there and bite 
him. Five days afterward he was 
taken ill and died. 


A naval surgeon described some 
incidents which occurred in Las Ani- 
mas hospital, Havana, during the 
height of the yellow fever epidemic In 
the American intervention days in 
Cuba, when another physician and he 
ran the institution, says the New York 
Herald. 

Bedlam at Night, 

“We managed fairly well during the 
day, but at night—midnight—when we 
were worn out, the bedlam produced 
by the patients in their delirium was 
awful. They made all sorts of noises 
in different languages, for there were 
different nationalities represented. The 
uraemia which resulted from the char- 
acteristic effect of the disease on the 
kidneys caused convulsions and par- 
ticularly facial spasms, 

“The sick would make the most dis- 
tressing grimaces, which in the wee, 
sma’ hours o’ morn would cause some 
of the female nurses to tremble and 
ery and beg for a short respite in the 
open air. They would go out on the 
verandas, steady themselves, then back 
to business. But the most horrible of 
nll was the hemorrhages, too horrible 
to describe. And all this caused by the 
bite of a particular kind of mosquito!”

Possible Clue to Murderer of 
Mattie Hackett 


AN ARREST IS EXPECTED 


Strangling of Girl Was Carefully 
Performed--Cord About Her 
Neck Long Time Afier Body 
Was Found and Before Death 


Kents Hill, Me., Aug. 21.—The au- 
thorities of Kennebec county are en- 
gaged in investigating what appears to 
them like a tangible clue to the mur- 
derer of Mattie Hackett, the 17-year-old 
daughter of Levi Hackett, who was 
straugled near her home here Thurs 
day night. This clue is being carefully 
followed and, it is said, proves to be 
almost strong enough to warrant an 
arrest. It is considered possible that 
ab arrest may be made today. ‘The 
latest theory entertained by the officers 
is that a woman was responsible for 
the girl’s death. This idea was sug- 
gested last week, but until yesterday 
little evidence could be found to sup- 
port It. 

Frank H. Ham, high sheriff of Ken- 
nebec county, when seen at the jail in 
Augusta, said that since the beginning 
he has maintained and still maintains 
that it was a woman who committed 
the crime. Until some definite action 
has been taken the sheriff does not 
care to give his reasons for this the- 
ory. The inquest will not be held until 
Tuesday afternoon and it may be post- 
poned.

derer had used other force than the 
strangle knot. 

The most deplorable phase of the 
ease is that the cord about the neck 
was not sooner discovered. At least 15 
minutes must have elapsed from the 
time of the discovery that a murderer 
had been at work before the girl was 
taken to the house and some few min- 
utes more passed before the cord was 
seen. Miss Hackett was breathing 
when she was carried in, but the last 
least heart flutter ceased about the 
time when a knife sundered the cord 
about her neck. 

The funeral of Miss Hackett, which 
was held yesterday afternoon at the 
Union church of Readfield. was 50 
largely attended that all persons who 
went to the little edifice could not ob- 
tain seats. The officiating minister 
was Rey. Wilbur F. Berry, president

Drillers Out at the Ship- 
yard 


Because of a New 
Schedule. 


Management Expect to Come to 
an Agreement. 


Between eighty and ninety men em- 
ployed as drillers and tappers on the 
battleship New Jersey at the Fore River 
shipyard are out ona strike against 
what they consider an unfair reduction 
in wages.

PROPOSITION 


Arbitration as a Means of Bring- 


ing About Peace 


INDEMNITY-SAKHALIN 


Suggestion to Refer the Mooted 
Points to The Hague Tribunal 
Would Ke Hard For Czar, as 
Author of Peace Conference, 

to Reject--Japanese Give No 

Sign of Their View of Change 

In Situation Produced by the 

President’s Action--The Final 

Decision as to War or Peace 


ls Expected This Week 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 21.—The 
chances of peace have undoubtedly 


been improved by President Roosevelt's 
action in stepping into the breach ina 
last heroic endeavor to induce the war- 
ring countries to compromise their “{ir- 
reconciliable” differences, but the result 


is still in suspense.» The ultimate de- 
cision of the issue has practically 
passed from the plenipotentiaries to 
their principals, from Portsmouth to 
St. Petersburg and, perhaps, in a les- 
ser extent, to Tokio. 

Although there are collateral evi- 
dences that pressure both by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and neutral powers, in- 
cluding Japan’s ally, Great Britain, 
whose minister, Sir Claude MacDon- 
ald, according to advices received 
here, had a long conference Sunday af- 
ternoon with Mr. Katsura, the Japan- 
ese premier, is still being exerted at 
Tokio to induce Japan_to moderate 
her terms, there is also reason to be- 
lieve that President Roosevelt was 
able, at his interview with Baron De 
Rosen, to practically communicate to 
the latter’s senior, Mr. Witte, Japan’s 
irreducible minimum—what she would 
still yleld, but the point beyond which 
she would not go. 

It is authoritatively announced that 
the feature of the proposition of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, communicated through 
Baron Rosen to Mr. Witte and trans- 
mitted by the latter to the czar, was 
based upon the principle of arbitra- 
tion. Whether the proposal contem- 
plates arbitration of all the articles up- 
on which the plenipotentiaries have 
failed to agree, or only upon the ques- 
tion of indemnity, cannot be stated 
with positiveness, but it is more than 
probable that it relates only to indem- 
nity or to indemnity and the cession of 
the Island of Sakhalin. 

Neither is it possible to say whether 
the president has yet made a similar 
proposition to Japan. The customary 
diplomatic proceedings in such a case 
would be to submit the proposal s!- 
multaneously to both countries, but 
there might be an advantage im secur- 
ing the adherence of one before sub- 
mitting it to the other. 

To the czar, the author of The Hague 
peace conference, the suggestion of ar- 
bitration, which will necessarily imme- 
Giately command! the sympathy of the 
public opinion of the world, wilt be 
particularly hard to reject. If he 
agrees, Japan, if she has not already 
done s0, would be all the more bound 
to submit her claim to the decision of 
an impartial arbitrator. Acceptance 
by both sides would involve a great ex- 
tension of the principle of arbitration, 
os nations have heretofore declined to 
arbitrate questions involving their 
“honor and dignity.” 

Both Takahira and Witte, in the 
earlier stages of the conference, abso- 
lutely rejected the idea of arbitration 
and only Saturday both reiterated their 
disbelief in such a solution. It was 
Noticed, however, that Witte’s opinion 
was not expressed as strongly as last 
week, 

It can now be aflirmed positively 
that, if Russia refuses to act upon sug- 
gestion or proposition of President 
Roosevelt, the peace conference will 
end in failure. 

And in the Russian camp little en- 
couragement is given. Baron De 
Rosen reached here after an all-night 
ride from Oyster Bay shortly before 
noon and immediately went into con- 
ference with Witte.

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The Japanese are very reticent and it 
is impossible to obtain from them the 
least indication of their view of the 
change in the situation produced by the 
president's action. It is taken for 
granted that the president’s appeals 
were made to Japan as well as Rus- 
sia, but the Japanese side of the nego- 
tiations looking to a compromise are 
almost completely in the dark. It is 
assumed that Baron Kaneko was able 
to explain the Japanese views to the 
president. If the president is success- 
ful with Russia it may be that he must 
then turn to Japan. That would be the 
natural course if he has suggested to 
Russia what he regards as a fuir com- 
promise and bas undertaken, if Russia 
accepts, to use his influence to induce 
Japan to accept. 

Emperor Nicholas’ decision, upon 
which the fate of the conference seems 
now to hang, will, according to the best 
informed Russians, depend upon con- 
ditions at home. The two big factors 
are the internal conditions and the re- 
ports from the front as to the military 
situation. The former has _ been 
ameliorated by last Saturday’s mani- 
festo, and the character of the reports 
received by the czar from Manchuria 
are known to be good. Genera! Line- 
vitch has expressed absolute confidence 
in victory and since the conference be- 
gan he and his generals have not only 
reassured the czar that the army was 
never in better condition, but they 
have actually sent messages to Witte 
imploring him not tomakepeace. They 
demand an opportunity to retrieve the 
“honor and prestige” of the army, and 
in a country where the army is the 
bulwark of the government the wishes 
of its generals are not lightly to be dis- 
regarded by their sovereign. Not only 
to make peace but to pay tribute to the 
enemy would, therefore, be a very dif- 
ficult task for the czar, notwithstand- 
ing his desire for peace. 

The issue will not necessarily be de- 
cided on Tuesday. Indeed, it is quite 
Nkely that there may be some delay in 
the answer from St. Petersburg, in 
which case an excuse will be found to 
adjourn the meeting over from day to 
day. The Japanese wilt not be impa- 
tient, but the final decision will with- 
out doubt come this week. 


Further Visits Not Expected 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 21.—?Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's great effort to bifig 
about a successful issue of the peace 
conference at Portsmouth practically 
was concluded with his conference Sat- 
urday afternoon with Baron De Rosen. 
The proposition then submitted will 
have to be passed upon not only by the 
Russian envoys, but probably by the 
ezar himself. On the determination 
reached as to that proposition very 
likely wil? depend peace or an indefi- 
nite continuation of hostilities between 
the belligerents. 

It is not expected here that the presi- 
dent will receive further visits from 
either Russian or Japanese representa- 
tives prior to the next meeting of the 
conferees. There is ground for the be- 
lef that the Japanese plenipotentiaries 
Were cognizant of the details of the 
president’s final effort to prevent a rup- 
ture of the conference and are pre- 
pared, so far as their government is 
concerned, to carry into effect the 
proposition he submitted to the Rus- 
s{an envoys. No intimation of the na- 
ture of that proposition is given here. 


Rupture Is Anticipated 

Tokio, Aug. 21—A meeting of the 
cabinet was held yesterday at the home 
of Premier Katsura. Afterwards Kat- 
gura drove to the palace and made a re- 
port to the emperor. Later the pre- 
mier received British Minister Mac- 
Donald, to whom he granted an ex- 
tended interview. Following the call 
of MacDonald the premier conferred 
with the minister of war, minister of 
marine and the Chinese vice minister 
of foreign affairs. The premier and 
his conferees declined to discuss the sit- 
uation, but it is generally believed 
that a rupture of the peace conference 
is inevitable. 


Russla’s Attitude Unchanged 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 21.—Russia’s 
official attitude regarding the final re- 
ply to be made to Japan is unchanged. 
Only a very great concession on the 
part of Japan on the question of in- 
demnity and the cession of Sakhalin 
will make peace possible. The ques- 


tions pertaining to the limitation of 
Russia’s naval power and the sur- 
render of her interned warships are 


considered here to be quite susceptible 
of satisfactory arrangement and not 
Hable to cause serious trouble. 


Tide Hinges Upon Roosevelt 

Paris, Aug. 21.—The morning papers 
devote lengthy leaders to expressing 
admiration for President Roosevelt in 
his efforts to bring about peace. The 
papers adopt a hopeful view, yet they 
consider the situation extremely deli- 
cate and that the turn of the tide wil! 
depend upon the influence of the Pres!- 
dent of the United States. 


’ The Situation In Korea 

London, Aug. 21.—The Daiiy Tele- 
graph’s Tokio correspondent says that 
despite the heavy rains the Japanese 
have advanced in northern Korea. The 
Russians abandoned their advance 
works and were driven back. The 
Japanese army in Korea already has 
effected a certain communication with 
Field Marshal Oyama.

GURZON’S PLAINT 


Was Shabbily Treated 


be of India Thinks He 


RESIGNATION TENDERED 


Accepts It--Strained Relations 
With; Kitchener Revealed by 
the Official Correspondence 


Submitted to King Edward, Who 

London, Aug. 21.—The resignation of 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston as viceroy 
of India and the appointment of the 
| Ear! of Minto as his successor was an- 
nounced at the India office last night. 
According to the correspondence which 
is issued in the form of a white book, 
it appears that Curzon’s resignation 
was cabled to that office on Aug. 12. 
The correspondence shows a decidedly 
bitter feeling between Curzon, the 
India office and Lord Kitchener, com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces in India, 
| over the new scheme of army adwminis- 
tration in India. 

Lord Curzon’s dissatisfaction came to 
a head with the refusal of the cabinet 
to appoint Major Genera} Barrow, on 
Curzon’s recommendation, military 
supply member of the council. Reply- 
ing on Aug. 2 to the refusal of Mr. 
Brodrick, secretary of state for India, 
to make this appointment, Curzon re- 
quests that the government reconsider 
iis decision “in order to enable me to 
accept the responsibility, which I in- 
fer his majesty’s government stil) de- 
sires me to assume.” 

Mr. Brodrick again refused to compiy 
with the request for the appointment 
of Barrow and Curzon replied as fol- 
lows: “It is apparent that his majes- 
ty’s government deny me that confi- 
dence which alone can enable me to 
serve them and attach a fundamentally 
different interpretation from myself to 
the modifications upon the acceptance 


in office. The situation therefore re- 
mains where it was when I resigned in 
June. If the government are unable to 
accept my views I request the premie? 
to place my resignation in the hands 
of his majesty.” 

To this Brodrick replied that there 
was a request from Balfour that Cur- 
zon reconsider his determination. Ina 
final dispatch, however, dated Aug. 12, 
Curzon says: “The main question is 
not the choice of individual, but one of 
the principles underlying a future 
change in our administration. I am 
reluctantly driven to the conclusion 
that the policy of his majesty’s gov- 
ernment is based on principles that I 
could not conscientiously carry into ex- 
ecution. In the interests of the new 
organization it is desirable that I 
should be relieved of my duties with 
as little delay as possible.” 

To this Balfour himself replied that 
he had “with the most profound re- 
gret submitted Lord Curzon’s resigna- 
tion to the king.” 

Supplementary dispatches, after the 
receipt of the resignation, show, firstly, 
that Curzon and Kitchener were un- 
able to agree over the details of the re- 
organization; and secondly, that Cur- 
zon, at the time he left England, ex- 
pressed his entire disagreement with 
the scheme. “But,” says he, “I loyally 
commenced the undertaking and only 
resigned when I realized that conflicts 
were certain to arise between the com- 
mander-in-chief and the 
government of India.” 

His concluding sentence reads: “I

This event is considered to be of so 
much importance by the government 
of the United States that it has dis- 
patched to the Mediterranean a squad- 
ron of war vessels under command of 
Rear Admiral C, M. Chester with a 
party of scientists, some of them mem- 
bers of the scientific staff of the United 
States naval observatory and others 
professors in colleges and men of scl- 
entific attainments who are associated 


with various branches of the federal | in 


government. For two years past the 
staff of the naval observatory has been 
getting ready for this event, and many 
elaborate instruments have been pre- 
pared especially for use in connection 
with it. Camps for observation of the 
eclipse have been established ere this 
in Spain and Algeria. Besides this ex- 
pedition several others have been sent 
out. The Lick observatory of Califor- 
nia dispatched three—one to Labrador, 
one to northern Spain and one to As- 
souan, Egypt. Expeditions of lesser 
importance will represent some other 
institutions in places where good views 
of the eclipse may be had. 

Residents of the United States can 
view the partial eclipse by getting up 
in good season on Aug. 30. In the 
western part of the United States it 
will be seen at sunrise and in the east- 
ern portion shortly after sunrise. For 
instance, in New York the sun will 
rise on that morning at 5:24 and the 
eclipse will be visible from 7:52 to 
7:30. 

The shadow cone of the moon cast 
by the sun on the day of the eclipse 
will first strike the earth in the neigh- 
borhood of Winnipeg, Man. The sun 
will there be a black globe. Then 
this great shadow, over 100 miles in 
width, will begin a rush over conti- 
nents and oceans. It will cross Hud- 
son’s bay, very soon after will be on 
the coast of Labrador and then will 
commence the journey across the At- 
lantic. Passengers on steamships in 
the track of the eclipse will enjoy a 
rare spectacle. Day will be turned 
into night; the gleams of ight around 
the sun’s rim, known as the corona, 
will be seen and perhaps reflected in 
the ocean. When the sun is high in 
the heavens the shadow will enter Eu- 
rope near Cape Finistere. Across 
Spain to the Mediterranean it will fly 
and then across Tunis, Algeria, Egypt 
and the Red sea, ending its course in 
Arabia just two hours and forty-six 
minutes after beginning its journey in 
Canada.

Shall We All Die of Thirst? 

After telling of the gradual drying 
up of the great lakes and rivers all 
over the world in an article in Cham- 
bers’ Journal, J. T. Whitby continues: 

“Everywhere in our own country, as 
in others, water springs are giving out 
and water beds drying up, slowly per- 
haps, but surely. ‘The increase of pop- 
ulation and the modern system of 
drainage have of course a great deal 
to answer for, but much of the drought 
is undoubtedly caused by the rapid 
destruction of timber on all sides, for 
trees not only attract rain clouds, but 
preserve the moisture of the soil. While 
it is impossible for puny man to con- 
trol the geological period through 
which we are passing and whose char- 
acteristics would be, according to 
some, the gradual disappearance of 
water, it may be inquired whether it 
would not be advisable to postpone 
that disagreeable moment of a world 
without water as far as possible by the 
better preservation of our woods and 
forests and the persistent replanting 
of trees.” 


Raw White Potato For Infamed Eye. 

The writer wishes to testify, from 
his own experience, to the efficacy of 
the raw white potato when used for ir- 
ritated and inflamed eyes. It is used 
as follows, but care must be exercised 
not to let the juice of the potato come 
into contact with any cloth or clothing, 
which it will. ruin by turning black. 
The potato to be used should be pared 
and then scraped with a spoon into 
small fragments and a little water 
added. This should be laid upon a 
cloth which has been placed over the 
eyes, and then the patient should open 
and close his eyes as much as possible 
so as to allow the liquid to have Its 
effect directly upon the eyeball. The 
patient will find great relief in this 
effective but inexpensive treatment. Of 
course the patient must be and re- 
main in a reclining position.—Stanley 
R. Walbridge in Detroit News-Tribune.

CARE OF WOMEN’S FEET. 


Wow to Keep Them Pretty as Well 
as Comfortable. 

One’s general health depends largely 
upon the comfort of one’s footwear 
and the judgment used in the selec- 
tion. If young women are sensible 
about choosing out of door shoes I 
think some leniency must be permitted 
them in house shoes, says a writer in 
McCall's Magazine. Have some pretty 
slippers if you can afford them. Have 
one pair if no more. The young wo 
man who is employed all day will take 
much pleasure in pretty slippers with 
which to replace her stioes when she 
comes home in the evening. It is well 
to make a shoe bag for one’s room 
and have the slippers where they are 
easily at hand. Even if you are tired 
you will find the change of footwear to 
be infinitely restful. It is well to have 
more than one pair of walking shoes 
too. By alternating these one throws 
into play different muscles which aid 
in resting the feet. 

Do not wear shabby shoes in rainy 
weather. Even if they are covered by 
“rubbers” these must be removed dur- 
ing office hours, and nothing is a surer 
indication of one’s neatness than the 
shoes. If they are worn, see that they 
are blackened. Wear the best shoe 
you can afford. They will last longer 
and hold their shape. 

To go back to house slippers—a much 
daintier subject—be sure to discard 
them when they show a tendency to 
become worn. It is a temptation to 
wear old slippers when they have 
grown comfortable. Have them com- 
fortable in the beginning and avoid 
the untidiness of down at the heel foot- 
wear. A woman’s heel is almost al- 
ways attractive when daintily dressed 
and’ never more so than at home. 

The feet should always be bathed at 
night, and by removing any weariness 
this treatment is an excellent sleep 
producer. The water should be salted, 
niiowing two tablespoonfuls of salt toa 
quart of water, and let it be hot or 
cold, according to individual constitu- 
tion. 

The feet should be scrubbed all over 
with a natilbrush, which will often 
prevent a formation of corns, and hard 
spots on the soles may be reduced by 
using a fine plece of emery paper or a 
fine file before the feet are placed in 
the water. 

The brine may be made by dissolv- 
ing a pint of sea salt in two quarts 
of water, pouring it into a covered jar 
or bottle and allowing it to stand for 
twenty-four hours. As the brine ts 
used, the bottle may be filled with 
clear water, repeating the process until 
all the salt is gone. 

A powder used in the German army 
for sifting into the shoes and stockings 
of foot soldiers is called “fusstreupul- 
ver,” and consists of three parts of 
salicylic acid, ten parts of starch and 
eighty-seven parts of pulverized soap- 
stone. It prevents chafing. 


How to Avoid a Danger. 

In large markets, where every scrap 
has a value, says Good Housekeeping, 
you often see hamburg steak of a good 
red color piled up in a neat dish and 
marked “10 cents a pound.” If people 
only stopped to think of it, they must 
know that no market can buy good 
meat a cent less than 10 cents a pound 
—skin, bones and all—so that meat 
which sells for that money bas some- 
thing wrong with it, and, as a matter 
of fact, that meat is the very worst 
leavings, chopped up with old fat, and 
with it an acid is mixed which will 
keep it from spoiling or becoming dis- 
colored for two or three days. Of 
course no honest market does that, 
but the women go where things are 
cheapest, and they feed their husbands 
and children on such stuff. The acid, 
of course, is just as effective to keep 
the meat from digesting as it is to do 
the rest, and so the family get no good 
from it even if it doesn’t actually pol- 
son them. 


How to Make Pickled Cabbage, 

When pickling cabbage shave or cut 
fine good, firm cabbage to measure 
four quarts, chop fine one large onion 
and two red and two green peppers 
and mix all well together. In a stone 
jar place alternate layers of the mix- 
ture and a level tablespoonful of salt; 
let It stand in a cool place for twenty- 
four hours, then drain, pressing out 
all the liquid. Mix together one-half 
cupful of white mustard seed, one- 
quarter cupful of whole cloves, as 
much allspice and one tablespoonful 
of whole peppercorns. Pack the 
cleaned jar with alternate layers of 
the cabbage and spices. Pour in slow- 
ly sufficient cider vinegar to cover and 
set aside In a cool place. This will 
keep for some time if kept cool. 

How to Cook Catfish. 

Most lovers of catfish like it fried in 
cornmeal and boiling lard, with ad- 
juncts of corn bread and hot coffee, 
but stuffed and baked a Ia redfish the 
meat has hardly a superior among 
fresh water fish, says Outing. Sliced 
and broiled, with a basting of butter, 
black pepper and salt and served with 
egg sauce, it is simply delicious, or, if 
one’s taste runs to court bouillon or 
stew, it is equally good. Catch a few 
and try them and see if this opinion 
ts not correct. 


How to MakesDamson Pickle. 

To pickle damson plums’ put one 
pound damsons in a stone jar. Boil 
together one-half gallon vinegar, one 
pound sugar, one teaspoonful whole 
cloves, one tablespoonful each whole 
allspice, mace and broken cinnamon. 
While the vinegar is hot pour it over 
the fruit. Repeat this for five days. 
On tbe sixth day boil the fruit for 
thirty minutes and put in sealed Jars.

NOT LEGISLATIVE 


Czar’s Manifesto Creates Na- 


tional Consultative Body 


FOR PRELIMINARY STUDY 


Legislative Propositions to Go 
Up Through Council of Empire 
to the Czar, Who Still Retains 
Supreme Autocratic Authority 


St Petersburg, Aug. 19.—Russ‘ifs 
national representative assembly, the 
fruit of decades of stress and striving 
for reform, which endows the Russian 
people with the right of being con- 
sulted through their chosen representa- 
tives in the suggestion, preparation 
and repeal of legislation, today takes 
its place among the fundamental in- 
stitutions of the empire. 

In a solemp manifesto, Emperor 
Nicholas announced this morning to his 
subjects the fruition of his plans suin- 
moning the representatives of the peo- 
ple as outlined by him in a rescript is- 
sued ob March 8 last and fixes the date 
for the first convocation as mid-Janu- 
ary, and in a ukase address to the sen- 
ate formally orders tbat body to regis- 
ter as the imperial will a law project, 
formulating the nature, powers and pro- 
cedure of the new governmental or- 
ganization. 

The manifesto, ukase and project 
were published this morning in special 
editions of The Official Messenger in 
St. Petersburg and Moscow. They 
were giver out for publication at noon 
to all the newspapers throughout the 
empire, many of which prepared to is- 
sue extra editions to signalize a mo- 
mentous historical event, overshadow- 
ing in importance the liberation of the 
Serfs. 

The Gate of the occasion was chosen 
with due regard to the poetical sym- 
bolism so dear to the Russian heart, 
for on this day is celebrated the great 
religious feast of the transfiguratior 
of Chris, with the bringing to the 
church of the first fruits of the new 
harvest. 

The national assembly will be a 
consultative organization in connection 
with the council of the empire and not 
@ legislative body. The powers of the 
czar remain theoretically absolute. As 
the czar is the supreme lawgiver and 
autocrat, the decisions of the douma 
have only a recommendatory and not 
# binding force, though the rejection of 
any legislative measures by a two- 
thirds majority of both houses ts suf- 
ficient to prevent that measure from 
becomirg Jaw. 

The representatives of the people will 
have not only the right to be heard on 
any legislation proposed by the govern- 
ment, but also can voice their desires 
on new laws and wil? huve the right to 
exert a certain supervision over budget- 
ary expenditures. 

The suffrage, though wide. is not 
universal. It is based on property 
qualification, the peasantry having a 
vote through membership ta communa! 
organizations. A considerable portion 
of the residents of the cities, possessing 
no lands, together with women, sol- 
diers, civil functionaries, etc, are 
without suffrage. 

Many of the main features govern- 
ing the elections te andi the proceed- 
ings and powers of the national! assem- 
bly which the czar has now ordered to 
be constituted have already been 
cabled. The paragraph of the first sec- 
tion sets out the purpose of the new 
legislative body as follows: 

“The douma is established for the 
preliminary study an@ discussion of 
legislative propositions which, accord- 
ing to the fundamental laws, go up 
through the council of the empire to 
the supreme autocratic authority.” 

The term of the douma is to be five 
years, but it can be dissolved by the 
czar. There is to be a general session, 
but the douma will also meet by sec- 
tions, the length of the sessions being 
determined by the czar. The president 
and other officers are to be elected by 
the members

loyers’ Associations Claim 
| geet! to Organize and Boycott, but 
) Deny the Right of Workers to Do 
| 7 Likewise. 

“Personal freedom” and “individual 
liberty” is the cry of the employers 
fromrene end of the jand to the other. 
They come before the public and in 
their very modest way request the 
liberty, the freedom and the right to 
“hire? whom they please, “pay” them 
what they please, “work” them as they 
please and “discharge” them when 
they please. They proclaim loudly 
| they wilt treat with their employees 
| only as individuals. No union shall 
dictate to them what they shall or 
shall not do; no union shall interfere 
no union shall 


| with their business; 
| control their affairs. 

These are common, everyday expres- 
| sions, and the good natured American 
| public thinks this a fair proposition, 

but to understand it thoroughly we 
must get behind the scenes, as it were, 
and investigate. What do we find? 
A different state of affairs altogether. 
pre one another these employers say: 
“Let us hold our association intact. 
We must organize more persistently 
than ever. Our only salvation lies m 
| combination. By this means we can 
|erush out the smaller contractors al- 
together and get complete and abso- 
lute control of the building industry. 
We can inaugurate lockouts, provoke 
strikes, break agreements and do as 
we please. We can dictate terms to 
our employees and rule them with an 
iron rod. They must accept our terms 
or go. We will manage our own af- 
fairs in our own way without let or 
hindrance. We will not tolerate the 
interference of the union in any man- 
ner.” 

These expressions were used on the 
floor of the convention of the Manu- 
facturers’ association and Citizens’ al- 
liance held in Indianapolis more than 
two years ago, and they have been re- 
peated at every convention since. They 
are the ranting ravings of prejudiced 
minds. 

If trades unions taught such prin- 
ciples, enunciated such doctrines or 
held such ideas they would be publicly 
condemned. Yet we are compelled to 
listen to the “bombastic blowings” of 
| our employers and say nothing. If the 
bosses have the right to organize, have

Editor Quincy Ledger: 

Referring to your editorial on Taxa- 
tion it seems to me our people have 
good reason to feel concerned about the 
high rate, But asa general rule, only 
little attention is paid to this important 
question, because ‘‘what is everybody’s 
business is mnobody’s  business.’’

Prof. Adams says: ‘‘Every increase 
in the population of a city and enlarged 
area of assessment should normally re- 
sult in a decrease of debt per capita, 
aud a decrease in taxation.» We have 
both these conditions but our taxation 
is higher than ever. The principles 
governing taxation are as fixed as the 
principles of mathematies. It may be 
hard to convince a man of this fact, but 
nevertheless it is true. It is also true 
that every man should pay taxes accord- 
ing to his ability but how few of our 
assessors enforce thisrule. A few years 
ago in Boston a special tax Commission 
reported that more than three billions 
of property escapes or is dodged every 
year in that city. Ex-Mayor Winn of} 
Malden, no better authority on taxation 
in the world, said recently, ‘‘The own- 
ers of personal property steal the as- 
sessed valuation of Massachusetts every 
fifteen years,’’ and there isn’t the least 
doubt of it. 

The recent change in our Corporation 
tax laws deprived many of our cities of 
a large amount of revenue. Worcester 
alone lost more than fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 

In this connection I would like to} 
submit the enclosed clipping from the 
Springfield Republican under date of 
August 15, 1905. In 1873 Massachu- 
setts taxed five hundred millions per- 
sonal, today she taxes less than three 
hundred millions, although we know 
there is ten times more than thet held 
by-our rich citizens.

NEGLECTED CAUSE OF HIGHER} 
TAX RATE, 

There is one cause for the higher lo- | 
cal tax rates, which are being generally | 
announced, that has not received much 
attention. This is the pew business 
corporation law which undertook to 
Jerseyize Massachusetts policy in rela- 
tion to incorporated undertakings. 

The state tax commissioner, 1n his 
last annual report, gives us some idea 
of the extent of the losses suffered 
through the changes effected by the 
new law which went 
gust of 1903. Not including street rail- | 
way corporations, but presumably in-| 
cluding all other public-service corpora- 
tions, it appears that: —

The corporations to which the new law 
applies gained a total reduction in as- 
sessment for taxation ia 1904 over 1903 
of nearly $30,000,000. Their taxes were ; 
reduced by $252,644 on account of de- 
ductions allowed in the case of stocks | 
and securities not taxable in the hands 
of individuals, and on account of prop- | 
erty held outside of the state; and there | 
was a further reduction of $208,825 in| 


taxes on account of the 20 per cent lim- | 
itation clause. While the state made 
an offsetting gain on account of incor- 
poration fees, this was small and with- 
in an estimated sum of $65,000. 

= Itis thus made to appear that the) 
cities and towns last year lost over} 
$400,000 in taxes from the new law and | 
had to make up the sum from increased 
levies on the property of individuals. 
This year’s loss is no doubt quite as 
heavy, offsetting a large part of the gain 
from the transfer of the care of the in- 
sane to the state, and causing further 
additions to state expenditure and the} 
state tax to fall with maximum force 
upon the local grand lists.

Surely the meanest disposition 
in the world is thet which grudges utte ring the truth because it may 
be pleasant to others to hear it. 

But there is a duty of an ambassador more im portant even than 
promoting good will, highly important as we all consider that to be. 
The very people and government to whom he is sent would recognize 
the superior AND IMPERATIVE nature of this other duty. An 
ambassador is sent to look after the interests of his own country. 
Happy his lot if the interests of the country that sends him and those 
of the country to which he is sent are not conflicting. That is an 
ideal state very nearly approached at this moment, but not to be 
counted on ANYWHERE definitely as a permanence. If, unh: appily, 
these interests are ever found to conflict, the most injurious and THE 
MOST TREACHEROUS FAULT an ambassador can commit is to 
sacrifice or imperil the interests of his own country, w he ther merely 
through a judgment warped by the subtle influence of his foreign 
association or in the deliberate and sordid hope of remaining persona 
grata in the country in which he temporarily resides,

It was a happy and illuminating phrase of our late secretary of 
state when in a humorous vein he told us that our foreign policy 
consists chiefly in the Golden Rule and the Monroe doctrine. It 
requires but another word, in fact, to make it completely 
hensive.

To the Golden Rule and the Monroe doctrine we need only 
add the Dix doctrine to sum up the whole body of state department 
instructions for our dealings with foreign nations.

At Funeral of Michael W. Gerry of 


Boys Implicated in Recent 
Fires. 


One Arrested and In 
Court. 


Good Work. by Officers Hultman 
and Murray. 


Through the good work of Officer 
Murray and Constable Hultman a num- 
ber of boys have been apprebended for 
setting the fires on Sunday in the old 
stone sheds on Canal street. That the 
right parties have been apprehended, 
there is no doubt as they have admitted 
to the police, and Chief Fire Inspector 
Rice that they were concerned. 

The first real clew came from Consta- 
ble Hultman, who says he was on his 
way to Mount Wollaston cemetery on 
Sunday afternoon by the way of Canal 
street, when he passed some boys near 
the granite shed whio were acting suspic- 
iously. However, he went along and 
after passing Field street he hid to 
await developments. 

Soon he saw the boys cross Canal 
street and they had with them a bottle 
and some seaweed or excelsior. A few 
moments later he saw smoke arising 
trom the granite sheds and he summoned 
the tire ahparatus by telephone at the 
Almshouse. 

Going to the fire he saw the same 
boys there, and reported his discovery 
to Chief Burrell at the police station. 

Fire inspector Rice came out Monday 
and Chief Burrell detailed Officer 
Murray upop the case, who spent the 
afternoon and evening in the vicinity 
of Canal street. Being able to speak a 
little Italian he was soon able to get on 
the right track. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock he arrested 
Dominica Frogoni of Canal street on his 
retura from the shipyard, and took 
him to the police station. From further 
information he latter took into custody 
Francis B. DeYoung of Payne street 
and William W. O’Neil of 118 Washing- 
ton street. 

At the police station the boys con- 
fessed to their part in the various 
fires and implicated Harold C. Gould 
of 91 Revere road and Thomas Mullany 
of Brackett street. They were also 
taken to the station and admitted that 
they were concerned. 

This morning Chief Fire Inspector 
Rice again came to Quincy and held an 
inquest at the district court room, At 
this inquest the boys made sworn state- 
ments to Inspector Rice of their part 
in the affair. 

Bat.one of the boys however, was ar- 
raigned in court. He was’ the Frogoni 
boy who was over sixteen years of age, 
and he was held in $500 until Thursday, 
The other boys will be summoned into 
court the same day.

A plan that will sometimes destroy 
a large number of rats is to fill a 
barrel partly full of water and cover it 
with an inch or so of meal, A kole is 
bored in the barrel a littie above the 
meal, and the rats enter, sink through 
the meal and find a watery grave.

Gauge to Fail to Register When 
There Was Excessive Steam 
Pressure--Court Martial Ree- 
ommended In Case of Ensign 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Secretary 
Bonaparte has received and made pub- 


lic the proceedings and findings of the 
court of inguiry, which investigated the 
explosion on the gunboat Bennington 
at San Diego, Cal., on July 21. The 
findings were a complete surprise, for 
they at. once set at rest the stories 
which had circulated to the effect 
that the Bennington's boilers and per- 
haps those of other naval vessels of 
the same age were defective. As a 
matter of fact the court found the ex- 
plosion resulted from the closing of a 
valve which connected the exploded 
boiler with its steam gauge, so that the 
pressure on that boiler may have been 
several hundred pounds to the square 
inch when the accident occurred. 
While praise was accorded to the offi- 
cers and ship’s company for their con- 
duct during the harrowing scenes fo!- 
lowing the accident, the officer and 
men who were respousible, in the opin- 
fon of the court, are pointed out, and 
court martial proceedings suggested in 
the case of the only one of them sur- 
viving, Ensign Charles T. Wade. 
The court consisted of Commodore 
Stevenson, retired, and Captains 
| Moore and Phelps. The finding recites 
| the arrival of the Bennington at San 
| Diego and says: 
“About 9:20 on July 21, after both 
boilers had been filled and the furnaces 
started, it was observed that the steam 
gauge on boiler B showed about five 
pounds of steam pressure, and at this 
time Oller Decourtani, acting as water 
tender, directed D. N. Holland, fireman, 
to close the air cock on boiler B; that 
Holland climbed up and closed a valve 
and almost immediately the steam 
gauge on boiler B falled to register 
| any pressure; that this was apparently 
not noticed by either the water tender 
or the fireman and no attention appears 
to have been paid to the fact that the 
steam gauge failed to register, but 
they kept on working the fires and fir- 
, ing heavily; that when the steam gauge 
| on boiler A showed 135 pounds there 
! was no pressure showing on the steam 
gauge of boiler B.” 

| ‘The finding then goes on to state that 

: about 10:30 o’clock a small leak was 
found in boiler B. A request had been 
sent to the boiler maker to come and 
attend to the leak when the explosion 
occurred, All that happened after the 
explosion is described at considerable 
length. ‘The opinion of the court fol- 
lows: 

The court is of opinion that the ex- 
plosion was caused by excessive pres- 
sure in boiler B, which came about 
first, by shutting the valve connecting 
the beiler with the steam gauge in- 
stead of the valve on the air cock 
alone, as was intended. so that the 
steam gauge did not indicate the pres- 
sure in the boiler; second, by unusual 
and heavy firing in the boiler to get 
up a pressure which the gauge failed 
to show; third, by the failure of the 
sentinel and safety valves to lift at the 
pressure for which they were set, and 
the pressure increased without relief 
until it was beyond the strength of the 
boiler, which gave way in its weakest 

; part, afterwards found to be the corru- 
' gated flue of No. 2, the lowest or mid- 
dle furnace, which collapsed. 

The court is also of opinion that D. 
Holland, fireman, second class, who 
was tbe fireman on duty firing boiler 
B at and before the time of the explo- 
sion, by mistake shut off the steam 
valve connecting boiler B with its 
steam gauge instead of the air cock as 
directed, thus preventing the gauge 

| from recording the steam pressure on 
its boiler; that Frank D. Courtenai, 
oiler, acting water tender, on watch in 
charge of this boiler from about 9:15 a. 
m. until the time of the explosion, 
| failed to observe that this steam gauge 
| Was not recording and continued push- 
ing the fires on this boiler, and fur- 
ther, when leaks developed from ex- 
cessive pressure, failed to relieve this 
pressure, which should have been done 
at once; that E. B. Ferguson, chief ma- 
chinist’s mate, on watch in charge of 
the engine and fire rooms, failed to in- 
spect boiler B under his charge while 
steam was being raised, and failed to 
cause this steam gauge to be connected 
with the boiler. The said D. N. Hol- 
land, Courtenai and Ferguson are all 
now dead and therefore no further pro- 
ceedings can be taken against them. 

The court is of the opinion that fur- 
ther proceedings should be had in the 
case of Ensign Charlies T. Wade, who 
was in charge of the engineering de- 
partment of the Bennington at the time 
of the explosion and since Oct. 22, 1904, 
in that he failed in his own person to 
see that the safety valves on boiler B 
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kept in good working order, but ac- 
cepted the verbal statement of his 
subordinate or subordinates that it had 
been overhauled in March, 1905; and 
further, that Wade failed to keep the 
sentinel valves on the boilers in good 
working order and failed to cause the 
safety and sentinel valves on all the 
boilers to be tested, in accordance with 
naval regulations, in all of which he 
was negligent in the performance of his 
duty, and the court recommends that 
Wade be brought to trial before a gat | 
eral court martial. . ‘

AN AGED SINNER 


Former Solon Has Had Much 

Experience With Prison Life 

Boston, Aug. 22.—J. D. Standish, 
aged 72, a. former member of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature, was sentenced by 
Judge De Courcey to serve not more 
than six, nor less than three years, in 
the state prison for uttering forged 
checks. 

Standish made his appearance here in 
1901. He was arrested by Boston offi- 
cers on Aug. 7 of this year as he was 
leaving the Trenton (N. J.) jail, where 
he had been confined. He was charged 
with forging checks here four years 
ago. According to police information, 
Standish was born in Pennsy!vania, 
had been a schoolmaster and a friend 
of the late Senator Quay. 

In 1888 he was arrested in Fargo, N. 
D., on the charge of swindling in 
Canada, was taken to Manitoba and 
sentenced to 10 years in prison. It is 
alleged that Standish, through false | 
testimony, was convicted of a crime | 
committed by Charles A. Chandler of 
this city, who hud embezzled some 
$50,000 from Masonic benefit orders in | 
Canada. After serving four years, 
Standish escaped, 
Detroit and sent back to prison. Mean- 
while the real Chandler died at St. 
Albans, Vt., and Standish was par- 
doned by Premier Laurier of Canada. 

On April 30, 1908, Standish was ar- 
rested in Newark, N. J., for forging 
checks and given 2% years in prison.

Origin of Dog Days. 

According to the generally accepted 
doctrine the dog days begin on July 3 
and end on Aug. 11, but there have 
been disputes as to every possible 
point about them. It was universally 
agreed that they were connected with 
the dog star, but which one? The 
real dog star, Sirlus, or Procyon, the 
Little Dog? Then there were disagree- 
ments as to the particular astronoml- 
eal performance of the star that fixed 
the dog days; as to their number, 
which varied in different estimates be- 
tween thirty and fifty-four, and wheth- 
er they were to be reckoned before, 
after or around the star’s perform- 
ances. The forty settled on precede the 
rising of Sirlus with the sun. A be- 
lief grew up that in these days dogs 
went mad, but terrestrial dogs have 
really nothing to do with it. The 
original belief was that the star and 
sun together brought intense heat and 
all sorts of plagues.—London Chronicle, 


Cloth Dyed With Cobalt. 

Cloth changes color with a change 
of weather if it is dyed with chloride 
of cobalt. In clear weather it is a 
blue, when a change {s near it turns 
to violet and for rain to bright pink. 
The change is due to moisture, and it 
can be produced by breathing upon 
the cloth. This property of cobalt salts 
bas been applied to the construction 
of floral hygrometers. The petals of 
artificial flowers are tinted with cobalt 
salts and vary in color from blue to 
pink according to the weather, Their 
action is different from that of a ba- 
rometer, which indicates a change of 
pressure of the atmosphere and Is also 
usually behind the change of weather. 
The barometer indicates the cause of 
the storm, and the colored cloth shows 
its effect. 


Clean Spectacles. 

Oculists will agree that many per- 
sons who wear spectacles, although the 
lenses may be perfectly adapted to the 
needs of the eye, suffer much incon- 
venience and possibly ultimate dam- 
age simply through not keeping their 
glasses clean. Students and writers, 
lawyers and clergymen, business men 
and school children who use glasses 
rarely keep them clean, and from their 
cloudy and grimy state serious injury 
results to the eyesight. The glasses 
should be frequently cleaned with al- 
cohol, which is preferable to water, 
and either tissue paper or chamois 
leather is better than the usual hand- 
kerchief. 


First Use of “Magazine.” 

“Magazine,” properly a storehouse 
(Arabian), has been annexed by liter- 
ature, but it is interesting to assist at 
the birth of its now common literary 
use—in that venerable periodical, the 
Gentleman’s Magazine.

To Build Quincy Bay 
Reservation. 


Hills Reservation. 


The Metropolitan park commission re- 
ceived several bids Monday, says the 
for the proposed 
improvement of the Quincy shore be- 
tween Squantum Head and the National 
Sailors’ home. 

The necessary land was appropriated 
by the commission some time ago, al- 
though but slight improvements have 
been made there since. 

A section of parkway, leading in 
from the main highway, Hancock 
street, to the portherly end of the 
taking is the extent of their efforts in 
this direction. 

This portion of the park commission’s 
tract is to be known as the ‘‘ Quincy 
shore reservation. 

It is a strip of land skirting Quincy 
bay and of sufficient width for a boule- 
vard along the crest, with a gradual 
slope towards the water. 

The road will be completed by insert- 
ing filling and adding a surface dressing 
which will make it correspond to the 
other park drives. 

The nature of the location is such 
that the work of construction will be 
quite easy. 

The reservation can be best reached 
from Boston by the new parkway, now 
partially graded, which leaves Hancock 
street a little north of the Atlantic sta- 
tion and extends over the low ground 
to the base of Squantum Head. 

The parkway will cross the railroad 
tracks near Hancock street, where a 
bridge will be built. 

From the southerly end of the new 
reservation Wollaston avenue will afford 
a direct connection with Merrymount 
park at Quincy and all town roads 
southward. 

The road along the shore, for which 
the bids are now in, will be 1 1-2 miles 
long and will necessitate 170,000 cu. yds. 
of filling and 2500 cu. yds. of grading. 

Bids were received 'from 9 contrac- 
tors, but none has as yet been deter- 
mined on. 


Jumping.

This posi- 
tion greatly helps to prevent jarring.

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AN ARREST NEAR | 


Possible Clue to Strangler of 
Mattie Hackett 


SUSPECT IS A WOMAN 


She and Her Husband Fail to 
Satisfy Authorities as to Her 
Whereabouts on the Evening 
the Murder Was Committed 


Readfield, Me., Aug. 22.—With the ar- 
rival at Readfield Corners of Sheriffs 
Ham and Brown and County Attorney 


Leigh, four people, one woman and 
three men, all of whom may yet prove 
to be important witnesses in connection 
with the Mattie Hackett murder mys- 
tery, were put upon the rack. 

Among those examined were Ethelyn 
Hackett, a sister of the murdered girl; 
Proprietor Stevens of the local hotel at 
which Mattie Hackett once worked; 
Bert Raymond, a hostler employed at 
the hotel, and his wife, Mrs. Elsie H. 
Raymond, and his brother, Nathan Ray- 
mond. A Mrs, Milliken, also, was ques- 
tioned by the officers. 

Raymond remembers having missed 
his wife about 8 o’clock last Thursday 
night, and going in search of her after- 
wards. Mrs. Raymond insists that 
she was home all this time sitting out 
under the trees. 

The county officers express the opin- 
ion that they have sufficient evidence 
to warrant the immediate arrest of a 
woman who has been strongly under 
suspicion, They base their assertion 
on what they consider several bits of 
strong circumstantial evidence. ‘The 
officers say that footprints of a womaa 
found at the scene of the murder were 
made by a number six shoe, the size 
worn by the suspect. Four persons 
have been found who saw a woman 
pass along the highway that evening. 

What is regarded as the strongest 
feature of the case, however, is the 
failure of the woman and her husband 
to satisfy the authorities as to her 
whereabouts on the evening in ques- 
tion. ‘he description of the clothing 
worn by the woman at the time is alto- 
gether at variance with the description 
given by another person in the same 
house where the suspect resides. 

The theory of the state is that the 
person who is supposed to have commit- 
ted the murder was afflicted with 
puerperal! insanity and that she had en- 
tertained the idea erroneously that her 
husband paid much attention to Miss 
Hackett. Owing to the condition of 
the suspect it has been decided to fore- 
go making an arrest until her condi- 
tion improves.

New Orleans, Aug. 22.—Yellow fever 
has taken a bound forward in New Or- 
leans and the situation in the state is 
far from satisfactory.

BIG BATTLESHIPS 


| Larger Ones Now Planned by the 
Navy Department. 


The Bureau of Construction of the 
United States Navy, says a Washington 
dispatch, is figuring on plans, which, 
if they are carried out, will give to the 
American Navy two battleships either 
one of which will be more powerful 
than any two battleships afloat or pro- 
jected, while as for other vessels, such 
as second-class battleships and armored 
cruisers, either ship, it is thought, 
could hold its own against half a dozea 
of them. 

So anxious is the Navy Department 
to make these two  battleships—the 
Michigan and tbe South Carolina—in 
every respect superior to any warship 
yet projected that it is quite probable 
that it will be necessary to ask Con- 
gress to appropriate an extra $1,000,000 
for their construction. 

As the bill authorizing the battleships 
passed the last Congress it provided for 
the construction of two 16,000-ton 
battleships. This tonnage, it appears, 
is not sufficient if the heavier battery 
project is carried through, and it will 
be necessary for Congress to appropri- 
ate money to increase the tonnage to 
18,000. 

Great Britain, it is pointed out, is 
building 18,000-ton battleships, and the 
United States, in order to hold her own 
on the sea, should possess vessels of 
equal tonnage.

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HEROIC RESCUE. 


Boy Up to His Neck in’ 
Salt Marsh. 


Released with Great 
Difficulty. 


Deed of Thomas Mattie 
of Braintree. 


Noble 


Thomas Mattie of Cottage farm on 
Union street, East Braintree, saved a 
boy’s life on Monday. 

While gathering salt hay on the 
marshes near Quincy woods at Houghs 
Neck, Mr. Mattie heard a subdued chok- 
ing sound, Hastening to the spot whence 
the noise proceeded, he found a boy 
sunk in the quagmire up to his neck in 
mud. After an hour’s hard work by 
means of ropes and boards, he succeeded 
in rescuing the perishing lad. 

The rescue was effected just in time, 
for fifteen minutes after the pour child 
had been released from his perilous sit- 
uation the spot was entirely covered 
with water by the incoming tide. 

Edward Madden, about ten years of 
age, was going to pick huckleberries 
and crossed the marshes to reach the 
berry patch more quickly than by keep- 
ing to the safe solid ground. When 
his footing failed him and he began to 
sink inthe mud he wildly cried for 
help, and for an hour used every ex- 
ertion possible to free himself from his 
horrible predicament; only to become 
weaker and weaker and to sink more 
and more hopelessly into the engulfing 
sands. In his struggles his shirt was 
torn off. 

At 9,30 A. M., when Mr. Mattie heard 
bis moans and hurried to the rescue, 
no time was to be lost. Again and 
again, the sturdy man attempted to 
reach the well-nigh exhausted lad, He 
covld gain no footing, at length laying 
some sticks upon the treacherous quick- 
sands, he carefully approached near 
enough to get a rope over the boy, 
There was great danger of hurting the 
little sufferer. After repeated attempts 
at last the child was drawn out of the 
quagmire, 

Three quarters of an hour elapsed 
while every means possible were em- 
ployed to get the boy out alive. He 


was very weak, After washing and 
cleaning the boy, Mr. Mattie covered 
the little fellow up with his coat and 


put bim in the sun to dry. In three 
hours he was able to walk to his home. 

We congratulaie Mr. Mattie that he 
was successful in his efforts to rescue 
the young boy from that most perilous 
position. We trust the Massachusetts 
Humane Society will have it brought 
to their notice for we shudder to think 
what would bave been the result had 
Mr, Mattie failed to achieve the work 
of rescue, and we are persuaded that 
his strong arm and quick and ready 
grasp of the only way to save life avert- 
ed a fatal disaster.

Relates Experience In Trying 
te Reach the Pole 


MADE DANGEROUS TRIPS 


Greatly Handicapped by Loss of 
Ship and Poverty In Dogs-- 
Scientifie Work Accomplished 
Under Great Difficulties 


Hull, Eng., Aug. 23.—Anthony Fiaia 
of Brooklyn, leader of the Ziegler poiar 
expedition, the members of which were 
rescued by the relief ship Terra Nova 
under the command of William S. 
Champ, secretary of the late William 
Ziegler, has arrived here on his way 
to the United States. Mr. Fiala said: 

“This has been another in the long 
list of failures to reach the pole, un- 
less the three determined attempts 
made to reach high latitude should be 
considered as not having proved alto- 
gether futile; but, although the great 
question of the pole remains unsolved, 
we have brought back data which 
should prove of scientific value and 
have explored and surveyed the archi- 
pelago from Crown Prince Rudolph 
Land to Cape Flora, discovering four 
new channels and three large islands. 

“Failing to find an opening in the 
ice in long. 38:57 E, lat. 79:57 N, we 
determined to force a way through at 
the 48th parallel. Here we were im- 
prisoned for four days, finally getting 
through with the use of gun cotton. At 
the end of August, 1903, we reached

“The America had a narrow escape 
on Oct. 22, 1903, when she broke adrift, 
finally, however, being brought back 
to her anchorage, where she was 
crushed just about a month later. A 
shelter was built on shore and the mem- 
bers of the expedition were kept busy 
during the winter preparing for the 
spring sledge journey and in scientific 
work, which was retarded by severe 
storms. 

“The first sledge party left March 7, 
1004, but was compelled to return ow- 
ing to injuries received by several of 
the men after reaching Cape Flidgely. 
A second attempt, made on March 25, 
likewise resulted in failure, the sledges 
being smashed when but a short dis- 
tance from land. Leaving a small 
party at the base, I returned to Cape 
Flora, the trip occupying 16 days. 

“Relief failing to arrive, in Septem- 
ber, 1904, I, accompanied by W. J. Pe 
ters (of the United States geological 
survey} and a small sledge party, 
started back to the base, which was 
reached Noy. 22, 1904, after a most 
eventual and dangerous trip, rough ice 
having to be crossed in dense darkness 
and the men and dogs falling into holes 
and crevices and running against walls 
of ice. Crossing Hooker Island, two 
of the men fell into a crevice for a dis- 
tance of 65 feet and were wedged be- 
tween walls of ice. Their rescue was 
attended with the greatest difficulty, 
one being so badly injured that he had 
to be lashed to a sledge. 

“With the exception of a Norwe- 
gian fireman, who had died, we found 
all the party at the base in good 
health and preparations were again be- 
gun for another sledge trip to the north- 
ward. The weather delayed the purty 
until March 16, 1905. On this day the 
party left the base, which we renamed 
Cape Abruzzi, for the ice pack to the 
north, Crossing a glacier east of Cape 
Rath, we forced a way to the north- 
ward, but our progress was slow, the 
ice being rough and the men having 
first to cut a way and then to assist the 
teams over the rough road. High 
temperature and fogs also helped de- 
lay our progress. For two days and 
three nights we were in a tempera- 
ture of 34 degrees above zero, when it 
should have been below zero, and the 
ice was constantly cracking under the 
tents. 

“Under these conditions and with the 
pressing need for the sending of sup 
plies to the party at Cape Flora, to 
gether with my poverty in dogs, I de- 
cided to return. The conditions on the 
southward trip were worse than on the 
northward one, but a fortunate drop in 
the temperature allowed us to cross a 
network of open lanes and we reached 
Cape Abruzzi April 1. Mr. Porter, 
third in command of the expedition, 
was sent south to explore the archi- 
pelago, while the rest of the party 
worked at the moving of stores south 
to Camp Ziegler, making provisions in 
case we should be compelled to spend 
a third winter in the Arctic. Mean- 
while the scientific work continued 
without interruption. 

“On July 80 mews came of the ar- 
rival of the relief expedition and we 
made a trip of over 20 miles on rotten 
ice to join the Terra Nova.” 

Mr. Fiala bas not yet decided on the 
date of his departure for the United 
States.

ROOSEVELT 


It May Save the Peace Confer- 


ence From Failure 


PROPOSITION OUTLINED 


Would Allow Each Side to Make 
Recession Upon Articles Which 
Were Productive of Deadlock 
--Compromise Satisfactory to 
Japan and to Witte, But Lat- 
ter Is Powerless Unless Czar 
Gives the Word--Long Confer- 
ence Follows Message From the 
President to Russian Envoys 
Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 23.—From

Roosevelt for breaking existing 


rescuing the conference from failure. 
His solution would ingeniously permit 


the satisfaction of the Japanese cc- 


mands for the reimbursement of the 
cost of the war and at the same time 
enable Russia to face the world with 
the declaration that she had not ceded 
a foot of territory or paid a copec of 
war tribute to the victor. 

‘Tersely stated it consists in an agree- 
ment by Russia to repurchase posses- 
sion of either all or half of the Island 
of Sakhalin, now in the military occu- 
pation of Japan, for a sum the amount 
of which, if the two countries cannot 
agree, shall be decided by some method 
of arbirtation hereafter to be deter- 
mined. The purchase money, together 
with the sum Japan would obtain from 
the cession of the Chinese Eastern raii- 
road and the maintainance of the Rus- 
sian prisoners in Japan, would, it is 
estimated, about equal the amount 
claimed by Japan as her bill for the 
cost of the war. Practically, there- 
fore, the solution offered by the presi- 
dent involves recession by Japan upon 
article 5 (the cession of Sakhalin) aud 
recession by Russia upon article 9 ‘in- 
demuity). 

It seems practically certain, though 
this cannot be aftirmed positively, that 
the president has been able to give Mr. 
Witte substantial assurance that Japan 
would be willing to accept such a com- 
promise. This is apparently supported 
by the authoritative Japanese  state- 
ment made last night in the reply toa 
question as to whether Japan had not 
decided to make substantial conces- 
sions: “It all depends upon Russia.” 

It was the president’s message to 
Witte which caused the sensation of 
Tuesday. Early in the morning had 
come the official announcement that the 
meeting of the conference which was 
to have been held Tuesday had been 
postponed until today. The public rea- 
son assigned was that the protocols for 
submission at the sitting had not been 
completed. 

But a few hours later the true res- 
‘son leaked out. J. L. McGrew, one of 
the stenographers attached to the ex- 
ecutive offices at Oyster Bay, had ar- 
jrived with a communication from the 
| president for the Russian plenipoten- 
jtiaries. Messrs. Witte and Rosen hid 
| left the hotel, ostensibly for a ride to 
[zo beach, but instead had quietly 
slipped over to the conference buiiding 
; at the navy yard to receive the message 
‘from Assistant Secretary Peirce. The 

most elaborate precautions had been 
jtaken to insure secrecy, but it leaked 
| out through a “tip” from New York. 
From 10:30 until 1:10 Witte ard 
Rosen remained at the conference 
building with Peirce. All those pres- 
tent decline to make any statements re 


f | garding what transpired at the navy 
y 


|} yard, even refusing to admit that any 
importance attached to the matter. Mr. 
Witte would only admit that he had 
gone to the building “to send a mes- 
| Sage” and Rosen and Peirce refused to 
|; make any statements. 

Mr. McGrew left on the 3:05 train for 
Boston, whence, according to report, he 
took the Merchants’ Limited after first 
inquiring at the intelligence office for 
the connections to Oyster Bay. He 
earried a dress suit case, which prob- 

| ably contained the reply to the presi- 

dent. This reply, it is believed, was 
prepared by Witte and Rosen afier 
Peirce had delivered to them the presi- 
dent’s message. A suggestion is made 
that during their stay at the navy yard 
the Russian plenipotentiaries were in 
direct communication with the presi- 
dent by telegraph, but there is nothing 
to substantiate this and under the cir- 
cumstances it appears unlikely. 

Mr. Roosevelt's message to Witte and 
Rosen is believed to have been the re- 
sult of his interview Monday at Oys- 
ter Bay with Baron Kaneko, one cf 
Marquis Ito’s close friends, who has 
acted as the president’s medium of 
communication with the Tokio gov- 
ernment. A story was in circulation 
at the hotel to the effect that Kaneko’s 
secretary, Mr. Saki, was here in com- 
munication with the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries and also with Peirce, but in- 
vestigation developed the fact that, al- 
though Saki had been here a week ago, 
he was not here yesterday. 

It has been asserted that in addi- 
tion to the president’s communication 
to Witte, through Rosen, last Saturday, 
and by messenger yesterday, messages 
directly to the ezar have been deliv- 
ered by Ambassador Meyer at St. Pe- 
tersburg, but no confirmation is ob- 
tainable.

velopmeuts as materially brightening 

the chances of the success of the presi- 
dent's heroic endeavor to save the peace 
conference from failure. But it is 
| realized that all, as before, depends up- 
on the attitude of the ezar and his ad- 
visors. Mr. Witte, it positiveiy 
stated, personally favors the solution 
offered by the president, but he is pow- 
erless unless the ezar gives the word. 
With the most intense anxiety that 
word is awaited. It will spell peace 
or war. 

A long cable message frem St. Pe- 
tersburg, which is believed to be the 
Russian reply, arrived about 10 o'clock 
last night, and Witte’s secretaries tn- 
mediately began deciphering it. Con- 
siderable excitement was apparent in 
the annex, where the Russian head- 
quarters are located. Sheet by sheet 
the translation was taken to Wilte’s 
room. The rumor is that itis a_ re- 
fusal—a non possumus, a reiteration of 
the Russian position that she has given 
ample proof of her desire for peace in 
the articles already accepted and that 
more she could not yield with dignity 
and honor. 

No confirmation of the rumor that 
Russia's reply is a negative can be ob- 
tained, and it must be accepted with all 
reserve. The lights in the of 
Witte and Rosen were burning long af- 
ter midnight. 

It is stated that Baron Komura, at 
the session today, has agreed to offer 
the president’s compromise proposi- 
tion. A high authority believes it im- 
possible that a final rupture can come 
today, no matter what the character 
of the ezar’s final instructions to Witte. 
“If the negotiations can be prolorged 
into next week,” said he, much 
pressure will be brought to bear upon 
the ezar that he will not be able to 
resist.” 
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Against Further Concessions 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 23.—Referring 
to the question of arbitrating the un- 
settled points of the Japanese demands, 
The Russ and The Novoe Vremya de- 
clare that arbitration is impossible 
because the questions at issue are too 
vital te both countries. The papers 
generally argue against further con- 
cessions. 

Russia to Buy Part of Sakhalin 

London, Aug. 23.—The Portsmouth 


correspondent of The Times states that 
there is real hope for peace, the basis 


of settlement being the retention by 
Russia of a portion of the Island of 
Sakhalin in consideration of a pay- 


ment of money in lieu of indemnity. 


Norway Extends Olive Branch 

Christiania, Aug. 23.—The storthing 
adopted, by a vote of 104 to 11, the pro- 
posals of the government for the formal 
opening of negotiations with Sweden 
for the dissolution of the union. The 
government proposed to communicate 
the result of the recent referendum to 
the Swedish government and to ask it 
to accept the abrogation of the act of 
union and to co-operate in negotiations 
for a specific settlement of the ques- 
tions connected with the dissolution. 


Adrift In Lake Michigan 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—After being afloat 
in Lake Michigan since Sunday in a 
small rowboat, John Chartres and Miss 
Zelda Stewart were rescued yesterday 
afternoon. Both were in a precarious 
condition because of exposure and lack 
of nourishment and sleep. On Sunday 
afternoon the couple went boat riding 
on the lake. During a squall one of 
the oars was broken and Chartres was 
unable to propel the boat after that. 


Footpad Kills a Woman 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—Mrs. H. E. Mize 
of New York city, accompanied by 
Mrs. E. IF’. Wilson, also of New York, 
left the Del Prado hotel, where they 
were stopping, about 10 o’clock last 
night for a short walk. A short dis- 
tance from the hotel they were stopped 
by two men, who demanded their 
valuables. Mrs. Mize started to run, 
when one of the men shot her in the 
head, causing her death. 


Fifty-Two Years In Poorhouse 
3inghamton, N. Y., Aug. 23.—Albert 


Rogers, who for 52 years was an inmate | 


of the Broome Cooper, died at that in- 
stitution last night. As a young man 
he was indolent and refused to do any- 


thing for his support. In 1853, when 
he was 22 years old, his people had 
him committed to the poor farm, 


where he lived a life of ease and con- 
tentment ever since. 


Removal of Bank Assignee 

Denver, Aug, 23.—Judge Mullins re- 
moved Henry M. Beatty as assignee of 
the Western State bank and named the 
Continental Trust company as act in- 
stead. Beatty is a defendant 
suit pending against the bank and is 
said to have, as cashier, paid to an 
aerie of Eagles money which they had 
on deposit after the bank had closed its 
doors. 


Chicago Printers May Strike 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—At a meeting of 
the Chicago Typothetae it was decided 
not to make any contracts on the eight- 
hour-day basis and as a result a strike 
of printers is expected. If the trouble 
involves employes fn other branches of 
the job printing trade nearly 4000 pez- 
sons may be thrown out of work. 


Retires From Diplomatic Service

H. Conger has resigned his post as 
American ambassador to Mexico, 
take effect Oct. 18 next, and President 
Roosevelt has accepted the resizuation, 
Mr. Conger says he resigns “for rea- 
sons pertaining to my private busiaess 
and personal affairs.”

“Angel” Benjamin, Chief of the Cru- 

saders, Hopes to Make Converts 
Among Millionaires to Return With 
Him to the City of David In Mich- 
Rollers Strictly Moral, 


How They Educate Children.

“Angel” Benjamin, chief of the Holy 
Rollers, of Benton Harbor, Mich., is 
preparing a crusade against the devil 
in several of the big eastern 
Philadelphia is on the list. The “an- 
gel” is now gathering his apostles 
about him and has begun preliminary 
preparation. No dates have been set, 
but the invasion may be éxpected early 
in the fall, says a Benton Harbor dis- 
patch, 

The Holy Rollers are one of the fast 
growing religious sects, and what 
their campaign will result in is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. It is estimated by

some persons that “Benjamin the 
Holy” and his wife, “Beautiful” Mary, 
have $10,000,000 at their command. 


Whether or not the estimate is well 
founded, the fact remains that Ben- 
ton Harbor, which until very recently 
was only a small village, is developing 
under the “angel” into one of the most 
important places in Michigan. Benja- 
min bas built a great electric lighting 
plant, and his $500,000 temple, an ex- 
act counterpast of the structure of the 
Mormons in Salt Lake City, is almost 
completed. 

Many other things Benjamin has 
done with the wealth at his command, 
but the latest is the building of scores 


of residences intended for the con- 
verts whom, he says, he will bring 
back with him from the east. For 


more than a year Benjamin and Mary 
have been planning the eastern cru- 
sade, and more than $100,000 hus been 
spent in gathering together a musical 
organization with which to carry ii 
on, For months talent has been ar- 
riving from Germany, Italy, France 
and other European countries, and now 
he has 100 men and women singers 
and players, to whom he is weekly 
paying out large sums. A school of 
music, under the directorship of a 
noted musician, has been established 
in the City of David, and for weeks 
the musicians have been practicing to- 
gether. Besides these musicians from 
every land, among whom, Benjamin 
says, Will be numbered men and wo- 
men of fame, a juvenile band of fifty 
boys and girls will invade the east 
with the Holy Rollers’ apostles, 

The most interesting three people of 
those who will make the trip are Ben- 
jamin, bis wife Mary and Mary’s pri- 
vate secretary. Benjamin himself is 
a fine looking man, and by many Mary 
would be called beautiful. She is slen- 
der, possesses a pair of dark, lustrous 
eyes and nut brown hair that she 
wears loose and which falls in natural 
waves and ringlets almost to her waist. 

This trio will lead the work of the 
Holy Rollers. It is probable that the 
work will begin some time in Septem- 
ber. Benjamin, who talks only in mil- 
ions, will take with him a million 
dollars, it is said. He announces that 
he will hire special trains, which will 
transport free of charge hundreds of 
thousands of people into the cities he 
visits from the surrounding country. 
From the people to whom he preaches 
the chief angel expects to get several 
million dollars. During the last year 
money has been pouring into the City 
of David from every quarter of the 
world, the bulk of it having come from 
Australia. In fact, “Beautiful Mary” 
and “Angel” Benjamin confidently ex- 
pect to corral a few of America’s 
great multimillionaires. 

At present there is a little war on 
among Benjamin's chief apostles, and 
for that reason the “angel” cannot 
state definitely when the campaign 
will begin. Some of these apostles 
urge Benjamin to begin with Chicago 
as being truly the city of the devil. 
Others hold that Philadelphia needs 
moral cleansing more than any other 
place on earth, and it is not at all im- 
probable that Philadelphia will be vis- 
ited first. Still others of the aspostles 
hold that .Michigan should be _ thor- 
oughly conquered, as the , Mormons 
conquered Utah, before outside opera- 
tions are begun. But Benjamin argues 
that Detroit and other Michigan cities 
may be invaded by lesser guns while 
he attacks the east. 

Meanwhile the gigantic building op- 
erations in the City of David are still 
going on. 

Not long ago 100 converts joined 
Benjamin from Australia, and with 
them they brought half a million dol- 
lars for the “angel.” Arrangements 
had been made for the housing of 
these people, but efforts tenfold as 
great are now being made in order 
to accommodate the easterners who 
will be asked to call the City of David 
their home. 

The Holy Rollers are a. strictly 
moral people. They believe in educat- 
ing every child, whether girl or boy, as 
they believe that education only will 
conquer the world. They believe, that 
every child should possess an accom- 
plishment, and every child of ten years 
or over in the City of David must 
study music or something else that 
will serve to refine. 

In five years, Benjamin says, the 
City of Devid will number a million 
people. Every family in it will own 
a home without a dollar owing upon 
it. 3ut they will own nothing else. 
The properties will be worked, as they 
are now, in common, and all, he as- 
serts, will Jive in peace, comfort and 
happiness, each working indefatiga- 
bly for the conversion of the rest of 
the world.

They seem 
aware of the movements of the great 
ice fields and use them to help their 
migration to the pack ice in the north. 
They take trouble to collect stones, 
which they delight to steal from one 
another's piles, for nests, 

Many of the ways of the penguins 
are suggestive of preserved instincts. 
Their attitude when sleeping is mod- 
eled on that of birds with fully devel- 
oped wings. But the penguin has to 
be content with reaching the shelter 
of his wing with no more than the tip 


j of his beak. 


Ancient Indian Observatory. 

At Jeypore, the pleasant, healthy cap- 
ital of one of the most prosperous in- 
dependent states of Rajputana, India, 
is the famous jautra or observatory, 
the largest of the five built by the cel- 
ebrated royal astronomer, Jey Sing, the 
founder of Jeypore, who succeeded the 
rajas of Amber in 1693, 

Chosen by Muhammad Shah to re- 
form the calendar, his astronomical 
observations were formulated in ta- 
bles which corrected those of De la 
Hire. He built five observatories, at 
Delhi, Benares, Muttra, Ujjain and 
Jeypore. 

It is not under cover, but is an open 
courtyard, full of curious and fantas- 
tic instruments invented and designed 
by him. They have been allowed to 
go out of repair, and many of them 
are now quite useless, it being impos- 
sible even to guess what purpose they 
served in the wonderfully accurate cal- 
culations and observations of their in- 
ventor, but the dial, gnomons, quad- 
rants, etc., still remain of great inter- 
est to astronomers.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

The expression “the tempering of 
copper” arises from a thirteenth cen- 
tury misunderstanding of the Greek 
word baphe—a word used by the 
Greco-Egyptian alchemistic writers of 
the third century. Berthelot, the emi- 
nent authority on alchemy, has shown 
that this word may mean tempering, 
coloring (of cloth, glass and metals), 
the coloring materials or the coloring 
bath. Egyptian alchemy was busied 
originally in producing brilliant 
bronzes on copper and the copper al- 
loys, and this expression “the temper- 
ing of copper” means, and always has 
meant, bronzing copper so that it may 
simulate silver or gold.—Arthur Jones 
Hopkins in New York Times.

In ancient Egypt honey was employ- 
ed as an embalming material, and in 
the east to this day it is largely used 
for the preservation of fruit and the 
making of cakes, sweetmeats and oth- 
er articles of food. In India a host will 
offer to his guest a dish composed of 
honey and milk or of equal parts of 
curds, honey and clarified butter. It is

We have doubled our population in 
less than twenty years, probably since 
we became a city in 1888, 

The increase of 4,168 in five years 
has never been exceeded but once in 
a similar period, and that was from 
1885 to 1890 duriug which time Quincy 
changed from a town government to a 
city government, 

A percentage of gain of nearly 18 in 
five years would be appreciated in most 
cities. 

The gain of 7,355 in ten years, also,

History of the Troublesome 
Brown Tail. 


How They Work and 
Multiply. 


Valuable Information by Mr. A. H. 
Kirkland. 


The history of the brown-tail moth 
is as old as the history of economic 
entomology. When the early scientists 
began to record the habits of insects 
injurious to fruit trees, this pest was 
one of the firat to be described. It 
found its way to Somerville, Mass., in 
the late nineties, probably on rose 
bushes imported from Holland, and has 
now spread throughout eastern Massa- 
chusetts, southern New Hampshire and 
southwestern Maine. 

The first outbreak of the brown-tail 
moth covered only a few square miles 
in Somerville and Cambridge. It was 
sufficient, however, to yield a swarm of 
moths which flew, or were drifted by a 
high wind overa wide territory. As 
the female moth isa strong flyer its 
spread has been rapid. In addition to

We then have the 
strange phenomenon of a caterpillar 
wintering over when only one-quarter 
grown and emerging the following 
spring to complete its life history. 
Whatever extremes of cold we have in 
Massachusetts do not seem to affect 
these insects adversely. They emerge 
in the spring, eat first the buds, then 
the blossoms, and attack the foliage of 
fruit trees as soon as it develops. 

The full grown caterpillar is light 
brown with a white stripe on either side 
and about two inches in length. Strip- 
ping the foliage of one tree they march 
to another, and so continue until full 
grown, when the cocoonsare spun with- 
in the leaves at the ends of the branches 
or sometimes on the tree trunks, The 
pupation usually takes place the latter 
part of June, and the moths emerge

NETTLING by the CATERPILLARS. 


The damage by the caterpillars to the 
fruit trees is only a part of the story. 
Whenever these insects come in contact 
with human flesh they produce a most 
severe and painful nettling. This is 
apparently not due to any poisonous 
material in the hairs, but rather to the 
fively barbed and brittle hairs them- 
selves. So severe is this affection that 
in many cases people have been made 
seriously ill by it. The best remedy 
for it isthe liberal use of cooling le-

REMEDIES, 
The habit of the caterpillar in win- 


tering over in webs at the tips of the 
branches gives a key to the simplest 
and cheapest remedy, which is merely 
to cut off and burn the webs during the 
fall, winter or spring. This preventa- 
tive means is most effective, and gives 
such excellent results that in Germany, 
France, and Belgium there is a law 
making it obligatory on property owners 
to destroy the webs during the winter 
season. Where citizens neglect to carry 
out this work it is done for them by 
local authorities, and the sum thus ex- 
pended added to their tax levy. 

The work of removing the webs is 
best done by the ase of a long-handled 
tree pruner or similar device. Particu 
lar care should be given to gathering 
the webs and burning them, as any left 
on the ground will yield caterpillars and 
continue the infestation locally. 

Spraying is very effective against 
these insects; in fact they are much 
less resistant to the action of poison 
than is the gypsy moth or elm leaf bee- 
tle. To secure best results, spraying 
should be done as soon as the foliage 
develops in the spring. Five pounds 
of the arsenate of lead paste to one 
hundred gallons of water is sufficient, 
or, if preferred, one pound of good 
Paris green kept well stirred may be 
applied in one hundred and fifty gallons 
of water. 

Where the caterpillars swarm from 
trees along fences or on house walls the 
use of kerosene emulsion or strong soap 
suds is advisable. Fall spraying with 
arsenate of lead is also effective, but 
the feeding of the caterpillars at that 
time of the year is usually of minor 
importance. 

Little good can be done in the way 
of collecting the eggs or trapping the 
moths by light, although many of the 
mature insects are destroyed by arc 
lamps. There is no method of com- 
batting the brown-tail moths that will 
give better results for the outlay than 
the destruction of the webs in the win- 
ter season. Cases will arise where the 
caterpillars swarm from adjoining es- 
tates, and where this occurs banding 
the trees with some sticky material, as 
heretofore described, will protect the 
foliage from harm. 

NATURAL ENEMIES. 

Like the gypsy moth the brown-tail 
moth is attacked by numerous parasites 
and by certain birds, but the latter do 
not appear to take to it as readily as to 
the former insect. Of the birds, the 
cuckoos, vireos and orioles are most 
helpful, while English sparrows eat 
many of the winged moths. The gar- 
den toad also does its part in feeding 
first on the migrating caterpillars and 
later on the moths as they fall injured 
from the street lights.

DOOMED TO DEATH 


Hope Young Convicted of Mur- 
dering Child, 


TOOK SENTENCE CALMLY 


Woman Bound and Gagged Two 
Little Ones and Left Them 
In Woods to Die--One Recov- 
ered After Terrible Suffering 


Digby, x. S., Aug. 24.—The trial of 
Hope Young for the murder of Minnir 
Ward Young was concluded here last 
night and the woman was sentenced to 
death. 

The jury, after a half hour's delib- 
eration, returned with a verdict of 
“guilty,” with a recommendation to 
mercy. The judge then discharged the 
jury and told the witnesses that they 
would not be further required. The 
spectators were then ordered from the 
courtroom and the judge proceeded 10 
pass the sentence of death. The pris- 
oner was pale, but perfectly calm. 
She stood up and when asked if she had 
anything to say replied “not guilty.” 

The judge then said: “The jury 
having found you, Hope Young, guilty 
of murder, you shall be taken back to 
the jail from whence you came ant 
kept there until Wednesday, the 20th 
day of December next, and between 
the hours of 4 a. m. and 12 noon, you 
shall be hanged by the neck until deat’, 
and may God have mercy upon your 
soul.” 

When the condemned woman caught 
the words of the death sentence her 
face flushed and she appeared to weak- 
en, but fora moment only. As the 
sheriff escorted her from the court 
she had again assumed her normal con- 
dition and was quite cool. On the way 
back to her cell she asked for the dai’y 
papers so that she could read the pro- 
ceedings. As her counsel and the sher 
iff left her she exclaimed in a ioud 
voice, “I am as innocent as you are of 
the crime for which I have been cou- 
demned to death.” 

Everything was removed from her 
cell for fear that she might do hersef 
bodily harm, 


The crime of which Hope Young was 
convicted was one of the most cruel, 
most revolting tragedies ever enacted 
in the provinces. 

Two small children—one a baby, 18 
months old, Elma Young, the other 
Minnie Ward, a pretty 6-year-old giri— 
were gagged and bound and left iv die 
in the woods a mile from the house 
where Hope Young lived. 

Minnie Ward was dead when found, 

and it was believed that the little one 
was murdered before being left in the 
woods. The baby was alive wheu 
found and, although her body was 
badly swollen from the bites of insects 
and her life was despaired of, she 
finally recovered. 
» The woman had been living at the 
house of Kingsley Melanson as his 
housekeeper. She was the mother of 
the baby; Elmer Young, a Boston pri- 
vate detective, was declared to be the 
father of both children, and Marie 
Ward of Boston testified that she waa 
the mother of the murdered girl. 

Two weeks after her arrest Hope 
Young confessed to a crown detective 
that she hid the dead body of Minnie 
Ward in the woods, but claimed that 
the girl had first died a naturai death.

Appeal Has Support of Neutrals 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 24—Dresi- 
dent Roosevelt's final effort to induce 
a cessation of hostilities in the Far 
East is almost dramatic in its ex- 
traordinary interest. Through Mr. 
Meyer, the American ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, he has made a direct appeal 
to the ozar to permit the adoption of 
such measures in the pending peace 
conference as will terminate the war. 

Thus far the president has gained his 
points, one after another. It was due to 
his efforts that the conference did not 
break finally last week and his further 
important suggestions prevented a final 
dissolution of the conference on Moun- 
day. Now he has carried his appea! for 
peace straight to the czar, an appeal, 
too, which can be said to have the posi- 
tive support of the great neutral pow- 
ers.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 24.—Ambassa- 
dor Meyer had an audience with the 
ezar at Peterhof yesterday afternoon, 
which lasted three hours.

Possible Message From Kaiser 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 24.—Captain 
Von Hitze, the German naval attache 
who enjoys special relations with the 
ezar, has gone to Peterhof and it is ex- 
pected he will be given an audience to- 
day. The fact that personal communi- 
cations between these two monarchs 
are often made through military in- 
stead of the ordinary diplomatic 
channels lends interest to this audi- 
ence. 


Requires All the Presidents’ Tact 

Paris, Aug. 24.—The views in the 
morning papers concerning the possi- 
bilities of peace continue to be opti- 
mistic, while admitting that the situa- 
tion is still extremely delicate and 1e- 
quires all the tact of President Roose- 
velt. 


Peace Union Resolutions 

Mystic, Conn., Aug. 24.—The 59th 
annual session of the Universal Peace 
union and the Connecticut Peace s&0- 
ciety is in session here. Resolutions 
were forwarded to the Japanese and 
Russian envoys at Portsmouth, be- 
seeching them to bring about a lasting 
and durable peace. Following the 
sending of these resolutions the peace 
union drew up another calling for 
prayers for peace from all ministers, 
priests and rabbis in the United States. 


Cotton Raisers Fix Prices 

Atlanta, Aug. 24.—The Georgia 
division of the Southern Cotton asso- 
ciation adopted resolutions calling up- 
on cotton growers to fix a minimum 
price of 30 cents a bushel on cotton- 
seed and to sell not a pound al a less 
price; also declaring*tbhat no ccttcn 
shall be sold by farmers under its 
jurisdiction at less than 10 cents a 
pound until a fixed price shall be agreed 
upon hy the executive committee at its 
meeting in September. 


Looking For Chicago Murderer 

Chicago, Aug. 24—The police made 
a number of arrests in connection with 
the murder of Mrs. Effie F. Mize, who 
was killed on Washington avenue, but 
all those arrested were released with 
the exception of William Bracey. The 
shooting was the act of a hold-up man, 
who probably feared that the cr‘es of 
the woman would lead to his arrest and 
who shot her to facilitate his escape. 


Date For Jones Celebration 

Washington, Aug. 24.—Secreta-y 
Bonaparte and Superintendent Sands 
of the naval academy have determined 
upon April 24, 1906, as the date for tlie 
celebration in honor of Admiral Jones.

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HACKETT INQUEST 


Coroner’s Verdict Says Girl 
Died of Strangulation 


GUILTY ONE NOT NAMED 


Levi Hackett, Describing Death 
of Daughter, Collapses on the 
Stand--Officials Still Certain 
That Woman Committed Crime 


Readfleld, Me., Aug. 24—Following 
the dramatic recital of the events im- 
mediately preceding and following the 
murder of Mattie Hackett by a stran- 
gler the coroner's jury, which held an 
inquest into the matter, found death 
due to strangulation from a rope in the 
hands of a person or persons unknown. 


Thus the inquest puts the seal of mys- 
tery on this most amazing story of mur- 
der. Now, while there is no question 
that there will be an arrest in the case, 


jit may not come for at least two weeks. 


Only three witnesses were examiued 
at the inquest, these being the father 
of the murdered girl, Levi L. Hackett, 
Dr. Milliken and Dr. Sturtevant. These 
latter told that death came from 
strangulation, that there were no other 
marks on the body save that at the 
throat and the black and blue marks 
on the girl’s arms, indicating that her 
murderer seized her from behind, then 
fastened the fatal rope. 

Previous to their testinrony the girl's 
father told a graphic, dramatic story of 
the finding of the body, of the removal 
from the road into the house while the 
girl was still breathing, and later of 
the finding of the cord about the neck, 
Had the cord been found sooner the 
girl might not have died; or bad he 
heeded the first sounds which came 
from the road, indicating trouble of 
some kind, the murder might have been 
averted, 

Twice during the telling of this story 
the father collapsed on the stand. In 
each case it was neceSsary to stop the 
proceedings for a few minutes. 

Detective Hartnett, sent here by the 
attorney general to investigate the 
crime, and Sheriff Ham believe thit a 
woman committed the murder, and that 
& man was possibly an accessory af- 
ter the fact. 

According to this theory the girl was 
called out of the house into the dark- 
ness on the road by a man whom she 
knew and had no reason to fear. She 
went willingly. There it might be that 
the man left her a moment and a wo- 
mman, Who witnessed the meeting and 
who believed she had previous cause 
for jealousy against Miss Hackett, 
strangled her with the cord. 

This is one of many theories. It ts 
known that the officials are not satis- 
fied at all with the story told by a wo- 
man who has been under guspicion, 
hence their questioning of her from 
time to time. They have questioned a 
man in the case, too, from time to time, 
believing that he knows the murderer, 
but will not give the information be- 
cause it would strike one near to him. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Elsie H. Raymond, 
who has been mentioned in the case as 
being absent from home at the time of 
the murder, although she declares she 
was only in the orchard in the rear, is 
calmly awaitting the official act. She 
knows her name has been connected 
with the affair and talks of it freeiy, 
without excitement or anger. She pro- 
tests her innocence of any knowledge 
of the affair, and gives a detailed 
statement to account for her where- 
abouts at the time of the murder that 
seems, on its face, absolutely irre- 
proachable.

Five Boys Now in 
Court. 


Cases of All Continued Until Next 
Thursday. 


The five boys arrested in connection 
with the incendiary fires at the Pater- 
son sheds on Canal street last Saturday 
and Sunday were arraigned in court 
this {morning. 

Agent Davis of the State Board of 
Charity was present to look after the 
interests of the boys. 

State Fire Inspector Rice, Chief En- 
gineer Williams, Chief of Police Bur- 
rell, Officer Murray and Constable 
Hultman were also present to tell what 
they knew of the fires if necessary. 

As all of the boys are juveniles the 
cases were called at the juvenile ses- 
sion. 

Frogoni the oldest of the boys had 
already been in court and pleaded 
guilty, and his case came up on con- 
tinuance. He was represented by 
counsel. The other boys were arraigned 
separately and all pleaded guilty. 

These boys were Thomas Mullany, 
aged 13 years ; Harold Gould, aged 13 
years ; William O’Neil, aged 14 years ; 
and Francis B. De Young, aged 13 
years. 

The complaint charged them with 
wilfully and maliciously burning sheds 
of some person unknown at Quincy, 
August 20. 

After the boys had pleaded, Agent 
Davis, Inspector Rice, Chief Burrell 
and counsel for Frogoni held a consul- 
tation with the court, after which the 
cases were continued until next Thurs- 
day. 

Frogoni is held in $500, and the 
other boys in $300 each. 

Wednesday night a summons was 
issued against Rosa Paraguas, aged 17, 
the girl who itis alleged put the boys 
up to setting the fires. When Chief 
Burrell went to serve the summons, 
however, he found that the girl had 

vanished. She had not been appre- 
hended up to noon today.

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Timely Hints to Prevent 
Drowning. 


By Wesley Jones of U, 
5. L. $. 0. 


What Ought to be Done and What 
Ought Not. 


There are so many lives lost every 
year by drowning that might be saved 
by a knowledge of how to act in cases 
of emergency that we are constrained 
to publish the reguiar summer bulletin 
of advice, 

A large proportion of the lives lost 
every year are of chilhren who have 
never been given any conception of the 
dangers on the water, either in bathing 
or boating. We have been urging per- 
sistently upon parentsand school boards 
the duty and necessity of education in 
this direction, and of teaching the 
young how to swim and how to act 
when boating. 

As a result many lives have been 
saved the past year by children in their 
teens. Let us kindly impress upon your 
readers these rules: 

First—Do not go out in any pleasure 
boat of small or large dimensions with- 
out being assured that there are life- 
saving buoys or cusions aboard sufficient 
to float all on board in case of an upset 
or collison. 

Second—With.a party, be sure you 
are all properly and satisfactorily seated 
before you leave the shore—particularly 
so with girls on board, Let no one at- 
tempt to exchange seats in mid-stream, 
orto puta foot onthe edge or gun- 
whale of the boat to change seats, or to 
rock the boat for fun. This, by rol- 
licking young people, has upturned 
many a boat and lost very many lives 
every year. Where the waters become 
rough from a sudden squall or passing 
steamers never rise in the boat, but set- 
tle down as close to the bottom as pos- 
sible, and keep cool until the rocking 
danger is past. If overturned, a wom- 
an’s skirts, if held ont by her extended 
arms, while she uses her feet as if 
climbing stairs, will often hold her up 
while aboat may pull out from the 
shore and save her. 

A non-swimmer, by drawing his arms 
up to his sides and pushing down with 
widely extended hands, while stair 
climbing, or treading water with his 
feet, may hold himself up for several 
minutes, often when a single minute 
meaus his life, or throwing out the 
arms, dog fashion, forward overhand 
and pulling in, as if reaching for some- 
thing, that may bring him belp, may at 
least keep him afloat till help comes, 

Third—In reseuing drowning persons, 
seize them by the hairor collar, back 
of the neck; do not let them throw 
their arms around your neck or arms. 
If unmanageable do not strike them, 
but let them drop under a moment until 
quiet, then tow them into the shore. 
If unconscious, do not wait a moment 
for a doctor or ambulance, but begin at 
once, First, get the tongue out, and 
hold it by a handkerchief or towel to 
let the water out; get a buoy, box or 
barrel under the stomach or hold them 
over your knee, head down, and jolt 
the water out, then turn them over side 
to side four or five times, then on the 
back, and with a pump movement keep 
their arms agoing from pit of stomach 
overhead te a straight out and back 14 
or 16 times a minute until signs of re- 
turning life are shown, A _ bellows 
movement pressure on the stomach at 
the same time isa great aid if you 
have’ help. 

Of course you will at first loosen collar 
and all binding clothing. Let some 
one at once remove shoes and stockings, 
and at the same time rub the lower 
limbs with an upward movement from 
foot to knee, occassionally slapping the 
soles of the feet with the open hand. 

Working on these lines our volunteer 
life savers have been successful after 
two hours of incessant manipalation, 
but are generally successful inside of 
30 minutes, 

Spirits of ammonia to the nostrils, or 
a feather tickling in the throat, often 
helps to quicken, but we rarely need 
anything more than the above me- 
chanical means. Use no spirits in- 
ternally until after breathing and cir- 
culation are restored, then a moderate 
use of stimulants or hot tea and a warm 
blanket or bed is of the first impor- 
tance.

Good sAFTERNOON. 


Quincy has no reason to be down 
hearted over the new census returns, 
even though the 30,000 so fondly an- 
ticipated did not materialize. A popu- 
lation of over 28,000 places the ‘‘City 
of Presidents’ well up in the list of 
municipalities both in Massachusetts 
and the United States. In the good 
old Bay State we are No. 20 and in the 
United States about No. 160, being No. 
171 in 1900. Having moved up in Mas- 
sachusetts it is reasonable to suppose 
that we have moved up in the country. 
§ The only sore spot in the returns is 
the fact that Quincy did not pass Ever- 
ett, as Everett is the only city that bas 
passed Quincy since 1880 and main- 
tained her lead. Perhaps it should be 
glory enough that Quincy in the mean- 
time has passed the cities of Woburn, 
Newburyport, Northampton, Chicopee, 
Pittsfield, Gloucester and Waltham. 
Probably Quincy will be kept busy by 
some of these cities during the next 
five years, but we do not propose to be 
overtaken. 

The census returns of 28,067 for 
Quiacy is in excess of the published 
estimates of the State Board of Health 
and other State boards, and indicates 
marked progress. The percentage of 
increase in fiye years has been over 17 
per cent., and for ten years over 35 per 
cent. This percentage will be much 
above the average for the State, and ex- 
celled by very few cities and towns. 

The census figures afford another op- 
portunity to ** boom” Quincy! Talk 
Quincy ! And enthuse over Quincy! 
We are bound to grow ! And with good 
generalship, and careful financiering 
Quincy will come out all right !

France Demands Release of One 
of Her Citizens 


MUST BE DONE AT ONCE 


Failure to Comply Will Result 
In Disciplinary Measures--In- 
tention of Military Authorities 
to Occupy Moroccan Town 


Paris, Aug. 25.—As the result of 4 
special meeting of the council of min- 
isters here it was announced that a 
military demonstration will be made 
against Morocco unless the sultan 
promptly yields to the French demands 
for the release of the French Algerian 
citizen, a merchant named Bouzian, 
who was unjustifiably arrested at 
Gharb, a Moroccan town on the Al- 
gerian frontier. 

Instructions were sent to the French 
minister at Fez, Mr. ‘Taillandier, to 
make a final and imperative demand on 
the sultan. The minister was informed 
that if this demand should be refused 
the entire personnel of the legation was 
to depart from Morocco and a military 
movement would simultaneously be be- 
gun along the Algerian frontier. 

It is the intention of the military au- 
thorities to occupy a Moroccan border 
town, probably Ouijda, owing to its 
strategic command of the route to the 
Moroccan capital. However, the offi- 
cials are confident that the sultan will 
yield before the threat of using mili- 
tary force. 

The demonstration as planned is 
somewhat similar to that which an 
American squadron made at Tangier 
to compel the release of Ion Perdi- 
caris, who was captured by the bandit 
Raisuli. The French authorities deem- 
ed a naval demonstration inexpedient, 
owing to the possible international 
complications resulting from other 
countries sending warships to observe 
the demonstration, while a military 
demonstration against Morocco would 
be largely a police measure not involv- 
ing the general political question of 
French authority in Morocco. The 
persistent refusal of the sultan to yield, 
however, might compel the French to 
advance further than a border town. 

Germany has thus far approved the 
French demands for redress, but fears 
are expressed in some quarters that 
the sultan will refuse to yield in the 
hope of securing the aid of Germany. 
Practically all the leading powers have 
approved the determination of the 
French government to adopt a firm 
course. The proposed course cannot 
be put into execution before another 
week, oWing to the time necessary to 
communicate the final demands to the 
sultan. 


Spread of Fever Due to Foreigners 
New Orleans, Aug 25.—Many Italians 
and other foreigners fled from New Or- 
leans to surrounding parishes when 
yellow fever first grew violent. They 
established nests of infection at various 
points and now many of them are drift- 
ing back to New Orleans, bringing 
back the infection. Thursday's report 
of yeNow fever in New Orleans is: 
New cases, 44; total to date, 1600; 
deaths, 7; total, 226; new foci, 10; total, 
860; remaining under treatment, 285. 


Falled to Swim Across Channel 

Dover, Eng., Aug. 25.—The 80th 
anniversary of the success of Captain 
Webb in swimming across the English 
channel brought out three candidates 
anxious to emulate the famous switn- 
mer. They were Miss Annette Keller- 
man, T. W. Burgess and Horace Mew. 
After covering six miles, Miss Keller- 
man was overcome with sea sickness 
and gave up the attempt. Mew and 
Burgess also quit. 


Swedish Prince For Norway's Throne 

Stockholm, Aug. 25.—The feeling in 
government circles regarding the ac- 
cession by @ Bernadotte prince to the 
Norwegian throne has undergone a 
complete change. King Oscar no longer 
opposes the acceptance of the crown by 
his son, Charles. As soon as _ the 
union between Norway and Sweden is 
dissolved his answer will be given and 
it probably will be affirmative. 


Reviewing Bennington Report 

Washington, Aug. 25.—Speaking of 
the consideration that has been giveu 
the Bennington report, Secretary of the 
Navy Bonaparte says that it seems to 
be more and more important as_ the 
testimony in the case is reviewed. No 
action has yet been taken upon the 
recommendation of the court of in- 
quiry that Ensign Wade be court mar- 
tialled. 


Two Men Killed on Steamer 

Montreal, Aug. 25.—A. Jackson, a 
fireman, and Alexander Smith, third 
engineer, were killed on the steamer 
Lakona by an explosion in the engine 
room just as the boat was leaving port 
for Glasgow. The fifth engineer, 
Andrew Miller, was badly scalded. 


Halt a Million Loss by Fire 

New York, Aug. 25.—A loss of more 
than $500,000 was caused early this 
morning by a fire in three stores of the 
extensive plant of the Bush Termina! 
Warehouse company in Brooklyn. The 
fire was started by lightning during s 
terrific storm.

New Haven, Aug. 25.- Connecticut 
yesterday afternoon was visited by one 
of the fiercest electrical storms of the 
year and with it came a downpour of 


rain that swelled streams, flooded 
cellars and did great dumage to crops, 
especially through the central and east- 
ern parts of the state. Reports from 
different sections of the state show 
that the storm, in some respects, was 
the worst ever experienced, especially 
in Hartford and vicinity and Ansonia 
and vicinity. Im New Haven the storm 
did little damage and there were no 
fatalities as a result of it. Only fora 
few minutes did the wind roar. 

At Hartford 1.51 inches of rain fell 
from 3:30 until 5:30 o’clock and at West 
Hartford over 2% inches was the ofli- 
cial fal. The damage to tobacco and 
other crops about that section of the 
state was heavy. 

At Unionville, William Shaw of 
Brooklyn was instantly killed by light 
ning while under a baseball grand 
stand, and at Hartford Mrs. J. L. Bab- 
kirk was probably fatally injured by 
lightning while standing in a doorway 
at her home.

Yrades Unionists Should Steer Clear 
of Would Be Disrapters.

Some inquiries reached me regarding} are WomentoBlame if They Waste 


the convention held in Chicago in June, 
the call for which was signed by some 
of the officers of the American Labor 
union, the Western Federation of Min- 
ers and a number of individuals who, 
so far as my information goes, are not 
members of any labor organization, 
writes John B. Lennon in American 
Federationist. 

To answer thes# queries individually 
takes a good deal of time and is not as 
satisfactory in seme respects as an- 
swering them all at one time and in 
one way, and briefly I want to give a 
few reasons why I believe that trade 
unionists should not lend encourage- 
ment to those who took part in this 
conference. 

If trades unionists will observe care- 
fully the composition of this proposed 
organization they will readily discover 
that it is composed of elements that 
have refused point blank to co-operate 
with the general labor movement of 
the country. They are not now and 
have not been to any very considera- 
ble extent members of the American 
Federation of Labor or co-operators in 
the general labor movement of the 
country as carried on by the trades 
unionists, 

Any degree of success they could at- 
tain would only create further dis- 
cord. I do not believe that they can 
attain success of any consequence, but 
the mere fact of trying to form an or- 
ganization, if it be one only in name, 
makes an excuse if not a reason why 
the workers of the country who are 
now unorganized refuse to join unions. 
They will say-to the organizers: “Your 
movement is itself divided. Until you 
can agree among yourselves I will stay 
on the outside. 

No such division as these people pro- 
pose can be found among the employ- 
ers of the country. They do not form 
rival organizations in industry because 
some of them are Democrats and oth- 
ers are Republicans and still others 
Prohibitionists or single taxers. So 
far as industrial organization is con- 
cerned they are one everywhere. 

But this convention, because of al- 
leged political differences, desires to 
divide the labor movement. Fortu- 
nately it will be unable to do so to 
any extent, but its intention to do 
so is self evident, and no loyal trades 
unionist can or will give any support 
or sympathy to an undertaking of this 
character, 


TRADE AGREEMENTS. 


Tend to Promote Harmony Between 
Labor and Capital. 

The annual report of Chauncey H. 
Castle, president of the Stove Found- 
ers’ National Defense association, 
which has just been made public, is 
regarded as a notable recognition, 
from the employers’ standpoint, of the 
practical value of trade agreccaerts 
and of the increasing respect for their 
inviolability among both employers 
and wage earners. The recent con- 
vention of the association ratified the 
new agreement made by its confer- 
ence committee with the Iron Molders’ 
Union of North America, a prominent 
feature of which is an increase in the 
ratio of apprentices. The following 
are extracts from President Castle's 
report: 

“This is the twentieth annual meet- 
ing of the Stove Founders’ National 
Defense association, and while your 
Officers have during the last year had 
a large number of grievances to ad- 
just none of them was of a very se- 
rious nature. This may be accounted 
for by the fact that the officers of the 
various organizations with which we 
have agreements have become more 
familiar with the objects and intents 
of the agreements and impressed with 
their importance and value in the set- 
tlement of questions in dispute. I am 
pleased to be able to say that in all 
cases the letter and spirit of the agree- 
ments have been carried out, so that 
peace and harmony have prevailed. 

“The number of cases of general 
importance that have been adjusted 
during the last year is seventy-one. 
Of this number those involving the 
molders were thirty-six; mounters, 
twenty-eight; polishers, seven. In six 
instances the molders quit work and 
were, in accord with the agreements, 
obliged to return before consideration 
could be properly given their grievy- 
ances. In the same number of cases 
the mounters who had gone out on an 
independent strike were under agree- 
ments obliged by their officers to re- 
sume their work pending’ adjustment. 
In one or two cases our members shut 
out their workmen through error, but 
on being admonished by us opened the 
shop to them while the grievances 
were being taken up and adjusted un- 
der the agreements. In all instances 
the questions were adjusted without 
difficulty, w little expense and in 
full accord with the intent and purpose 
of our agreement.” 


Labor Notes, 

About 500 waitresses in Boston have 
recently been taken into the Bartend- 
ers, Cooks and Waiters’ union. 

The Pittsburg fire department, num- 
bering 300 men, has joined the United 
Labor league, A. F. of L. 

Painters, Decorators and Paperhang- 
ers’ brotherhood will have an interna- 
tional convention this year for the first 
time in four years. The executive 
board is now in session at Lafayette, 
Ind., making the arrangements. The 
convention will be in September. 

The New Jersey court of appeals has 
declared its belief that the union label 
law of that state Is unconstitutional.

Deating With Czar and Mikado 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 25.—A crisis 
in the peace negotiations is approach- 
ing rapidly. Whether there is to be 
peace between Russia and Japan or a 
continuance of the war will be deter- 
mined very likely within a few days. 

The utmost secrecy is manifested re- 
garding the communications with the 
president, not the slightest intimation 
of the nature of their contents being 
permitted to become public. It is 
quite certain now that ir addition to 
making a direct appeal to the ezar to 
take such measures as may bring the 
pending negotiations to a successful Is- 
sue, President Rooseve't has com- 
municated with the Japanese govern- 
ment along similar lines. 


Fiat Refusal to Pay Indemnity 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 25.—The latest 
developments clearly indicate that un- 
der no circumstances aud no disguise 
will the principle of indemnity be ad- 
mitted, and this decision ts accepted by 
the Russian public as tiral. It is de- 
clared at the foreign office that Rus- 
sia’s desire for peace was manifested 
in the spirit of concession shown by 
the Russian mission on the other dis- 
puted points, and that if Japan wa: 
willing to waive this demand, which 
was cousistent nelther with the honor 
nor the dignity of Russia, there would 
be no trouble in arranging peace, Jap- 
an’s insistence on indemnity being the 
only barrier to the termination of the 
war. 

Have Not Despaired of Peace 


London, Aug. 25.—The London pa- 
pers, commenting on the peace confer- 
ence situation, while admitting the ap- 
parent hopelessness of the aspect, do 
not yet despair of a peaceful settle- 
ment, in view of the fact that all dif- 
ferences except indemnity have been 
virtually arranged. The Portsmouth 
correspondent of The Morning Post in- 
sists that peace will be concluded and 
declares that Russia is willing to pay 
$50,000,000.

CLOSELY GUARDED 


Hackett Murder Suspect Can- 
not Leave Her Home 


AN ARREST IS IMMINENT 


Discrepancies In Statements of 
Two Most Closely Questioned 
--Mrs Raymond, Protests In- 
nocence of Knowledge of Crime 


Kents Hill, Me., Aug. 25.—By order 
of the county authorities a guard has 
been stationed at the home of the wo- 
man who is suspected of strangling 
Mattie Hackett. It is probable that ao 
arrest will not be made until next week. 

Now every effort is being devoted to 
completing the chain of circumstantiai 


detail which is intended to enmesh this 
woman. New facts have been discoy- 
ered. They all point to one woman. 
Detective Hartnett was asked if any- 
thing had developed in his investiga- 
tion to indicate that the suspicion of a 
woman was along the wrong line. 

“There has been no change,” he re- 
plied. “Nothing that has been pre- 
sented to me has been enough to turr 
the investigation from the channel in 
which it was originally started. New 
facts all seem to poiut the same way. 
There are discrepancies in the state- 
ments of the two persons who have 
been most closely questioncd.” 

Mrs, Elsie H. Raymond and her hus- 
band are the two persons who, so far 
as known, have been “most closely 
questioned.” Certain it is that a new 
fact discovered is considered of vital 
importance by the detectives in connec- 
tion with Mrs. Raymond. 

This is a pair of missing low tan 
shoes. Mrs. Raymond had been ac- 
customed to wearing them. When 
asked for her shoes the “ther day, that 
they might be fitted to the tracks of a 
woman found in a field ‘eading away 
from the scene of the murder, Mrs. 
Raymond produced some black boots. 
Yesterday her husband was asked 
where the tan shoes were. 

“They were burned a week ago last 
Saturday,” he replied. ‘Several pairs 
of my wife’s old shoes were burned 
then.” 

The officials are now prepared to 
stand on this: That a woman, evenin 
Mrs. Raymond’s condition, could walk 
two miles at night in 20 minutes and 
have strength enoughto commit mur 
der by strangulation. Mrs. Raymond 
is on the verge of motherhood bow; 
two weeks will see her g mother. 

Mrs, Raymond knows that her name 
has been mentioned in tis matter; she 
knows that a motive of Jealousy and 
consequent hate of pretty Mattie Hack- 
ett has been attributed tw her, yet she 
does not collapse or show any sign of 
uneasiness. She protests her innocence 
of knowledge of the crime stoutly, and 
is awaiting the action of the officials 
unruffied. 

This is one of the many strange 
features of a murder which is clothed 
in mystery from the moment Mattie 
Hackett left her home, for what rea- 
gon no one knows, until she was found 
dying within sound of her father’s 
voice. 

The imminence of an srrest may be 
due to the fact that a bundle of cord, 
exactly like that used in the murder 
and with a “weaver’s knot” tied in it, 
identical with two of the four knots in 
the strangler’s fatal weapon, has been 
found hidden in the stall of a_ stable 
near the Elmwood hotel. 

While the questioning of various per- 
sons in connection with the murder 
has been going on, the officials who 
were investigating kept up the search 
for cord similar to that with which 
Miss Hackett was slain. The finding ot 
this cord seems, therefore, a culmina- 
tion of one of the principal searches. 

A long conference was held yester- 
day afternoon and last evening at Au- 
gusta between Attorney General Ham- 
lin, Assistant Attorney Genera} Phil- 
brook, T. E. Hartnett, an inspector in 
the attorney general’s office, County 
Attorney Leigh and High Sheriff Ham. 
Late last night Hamlin arrived here 
from Augusta and stated that he had 
decided to investigate the case today.

THE HANDY MAN. 


Happy Is the Home That Has This 
Factor of Comfort. 

A handy man is the greatest con- 
yenience a woman can possess. Ever 
since Eve presumably found him in 
Adam family life has more or less 
depended upon him, save in those un- 
civilized tribes where, in addition to 
being a woman, the female has to as- 
sume the tasks of the man, says Kate 
Gannett Wills in Boston Cooking School 
Magazine. But, as specialization has 
stepped in to take the place of being 
jack of all trades, the handy man is 
dwarfed and in many homes has be- 
come extinct. Yet what wife or moth- 
er would not rather have him round 
the house than an expert bacteriologist 
or a connoisseur in,ceramics! Only 
the wealthy, who can issue the day’s 
orders to as many separate individuals 
as there are jobs to be done, can get 
along without him. 

The handy man is a kind of general 
mechanician, knowing a little about 
all useful trades. He is an amateur 
plumber, carpenter, electrician, survey- 
or, farmer, nurse and doctor. The 
more primitive the section in which he 
lives, the greater his power. Usually 
he has more common sense than other 
people, and his ready dry humor 
amuses us in spite of ourselves, for, 
though grateful that he can do 80 
many things just well enough, we yet 
are often annoyed that they are not 
better done. Still, he is the helpmeet 
of the tired wife and mother and has 
been known to turn the clothes wring- 
er, make thé coffee, wash the dishes 
and walk the floor with the baby. 
That he should lay the kitchen fire and 
do the chores is part of the widely rec- 
ognized but unwritten marriage con- 
tract. 

He may be an inventor spoiled in the 
making, having taken out several use- 
less patents, or he may have graduat- 
ed into the handy man from having 
broken down as minister, lawyer or in- 
surance agent. The genuine. kind, how- 
| ever, starts in life handy, hired out as 
a boy, and is the sole support of his 
mother until he falls in love. He 
| straightens out crooked nails, saves 
strings and paper bags and eats with 
| his coat on, having a sense of the fit- 
ness of things. 

He is not the kind that spends mon- 
ey on barns and mowing machines, 
yet lets his wife fetch water from the 
well, for he pipes the water supply 
into the house as far at least as the 
kitchen sink. Being handy, he sees the 
pecuniary value of labor saving de- 
| vices for women as well as for men. 
And, oh, the fences he mends, the gate 
| Jatches he adjusts, the wagons he re- 
pairs! 

The scarcity of handy men increases 
with each new specialization in indus- 
try, but we all have heard of happy 
home lives where the man is handy, 
the home jobs he does accruing not 
only in value of things done, but in 
savings deposited in the bank. 


Blackberry Jam, 

Take two gallons of blackberries, 
carefully pick them over and thorough- 
ly wash in cold water. Place in a 
preserving kettle and pour over them 
one quart of water and cook until soft, 
being careful they do not burn. Stir 
at intervals with a wooden spoon to 
break up the fruit. Remove from the 
fire and press all through a wire sieve 
into a large stone or earthen jar, avoid- 
ing tin. Stir the pulp thoroughly. 
Take one quart and put it into the ket- 
tle, and. when it boils add one quart of 
granulated sugar previously heated in 
the oven. Bring to a boil and let it 
cook rapidly for fifteen minutes, shak- 
ing the kettle from time to time so It 
will not stick to the bottom. When It 
begins to jelly it is done. This can be 
tested by dipping a silver spoon in 
cold water, then take up a little of the 
boiling jam and drop it slowly in a 
saucer. If it hardens it is done. Pour 
into small jars, and when cold seal 
tightly and place in a dry place. Nev- 
er try to make more than a quart of 
| the jam at once. 


Candied Sweet Potatoes. 

Parboil sweet potatoes, cut them 
lengthwise, lay in a baking dish, sprin- 
kle thickly with brown sugar and pow- 
dered cinnamon and cover liberally 
with lumps of butter. Pour over them 
water enough to moisten the sugar and 
bake in an oven, basting frequently 
with the rich sauce that will sooo 
form. 


Rest the Eyes. 

The eyes should be rested for a few 
minutes when the sight becomes in the 
least blurred. Never sew on dark 
cloth after night, and, if sewing must

1880 column shows readily which have 
grown the fastest. Malden which heads 
the list, was in 1880 number 11, while | 
Everett which started at the foot is | 
now eight. Quincy which stood num- 
ber fifteen in 1880 is now number nine. 
And so on. 

Salem which was in the lead in 1880, 
has dropped to number three, and Chel- 
sea from number two to number five. 
Taunton, Gloucester, Northampton and 
Newburyport are other cities which 
have found the pace too fast. 

Among the cities which have more 
than doubled in 25 years are Quincy, 
Malden, Haverhill, Fitchburg, Newton, 
Everett, Waltham, North Adams, Med- 
ford, Beverly and Melrose. 

Some have doubled in the 20 years, 
from 1885 to 1905; viz: Quincy, Malden, 
Fitchburg, Everett, Medford, and Mel-

Everett has doubled in fifteen years. 

With a few exceptions these cities 
have gained at each census. The ex- 
ceptions are Taunton, Gloucester, 
North Adams, Newburyport, and Marl- 
boro, each ot which have lost at least 
once,

The chances of Quincy overtaking 
Everett are not as good as they are for 
overtaking Taunton. Should Taunton 
again lose, Quincy will surely pass, and 
the prospects are that she will pass even 
if Taunton’ gains a little. Fitchburg 
seems to be out of reach at present. 

Brookline now the largest town in 
the State is giving some of the cities a 
hot chase, being larger than eight or 
nine. Some years hence she may push 
Quincy, but the ‘‘ City of Presidents’ 
now has a lead of nearly 5,000.

“The question is not unnatural,” said | 
Mr. Cahan, “in view of the bloody out- | 
breaks in Warsaw, the strikes and dis- | 
turbances in so many Russian cities, ! 
the dramatic revolt in the Black sea 
fleet and the spectacle of a Russian 
battleship cruising the sea manned by 
mutineers and surrendered voluntarily 
after the rest of the fleet has shown 
itself afraid to use force on account of 
the general disaffection of the sailors. 
There may be a vast amount of blood- 
shed to come in Russia, but there will 
not be a French revolution in your 
sense, because the country is too vast 
and too heterogeneous.” 

“Then you do not look for revolu- 
tion?” | 

“I do not say that,” said Mr. Cahan. ! 
“There will be a series of local revolu-' 


tions. Whether the central government 
can be overthrown is a question of 
| time.” 1 
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“How about the Black sea mutiny?’ 
“There were undoubtedly members 
of the revolutionary committee on the} 
mutinous battleship. The Russian 
sailor is usually a little more advanced 
than the soldier. A very active prop- 
aganda has been going on among the} 
sailors for the last three years. Some) 
officers are members of the revolution- | 
ary organization. Undoubtedly the 
revolutionary party controlled this 
ship through representatives on board. } 
In my novel “The White Terror and 
the Red’ I describe a dynamite mine 
laid under a street for Alexander II.) 
in case he came that way, although, 
as a matter of fact, he went another 
way.and was killed by bombs. It is 
not generally known that the dynamite 
was supplied from the Cronstadt navy 

yard by a naval officer.” 

“Will the autocracy be forced to 
yield?” - 

“I think it will. The reactionary,

At pres- 
ent the reactionaries seem cowed. The 
press of Russia today is printing things | 
which would have sent the editors to, 
Siberia ten years age. It is almost | 
free.

than the regular papers. Even the! 


conservative papers denounce the ad-| 
visers of the czar. What is likely to 
happen is that the ezar will yield, that 
the zemstvo representatives will be 
allowed to meet and will practically 
dictate terms for a representative gov- 
ernment, free speech and amnesty for 
political offenders. 

“Boulygin’s constitution will be dis- 
carded and a more liberal constitution 
adopted. The mob will be quieted by 
the zemstvo representatives, who are 
in touch with the peasants, and by the 
revolutionists, who can influence the 
working people. But unless this is 
done promptly there will be an epi- 
demic of bomb throwing and many vio- 
lent deaths.” } 


NOVEL CALENDAR. 


One Designed by Flammarion Would 
Answer For Every Year. 

Notwithstanding the disastrous re- 
sults attending the attempts of French 
scientists at the time of the revolution 
to reform the calendar, this subject 
seems still to interest certain individ- 
uals, and the most recent proposition , 
comes from M. Camille Flammarion, 
the well known astronomer, who in- 
tends to recommend to the French 
chamber of deputies a bill to make) 
compulsory a new calendar he has de-| 
vised, says Harper’s Weekly. 

M. Flammarion would commence the 
year at March 21, the vernal equinox, ! 
and divide it into quarters, each con-; 
taining two months of thirty days and | 
one month of thirty-one days. Conse- | 
quently the year would consist of 364 
days and there would remain an extra 
or fete day which would not belong to 
any single month. Leap years would | 
be marked by two such fete days, 

The new calendar is so designed that | 
the same dates would always occur on 
the same days of the week, and one cal- 
endar would answer for every year. 


A Statue to Adam. 

After all these years a statue has 
been set up to that original and de- 
serving person, Adam, says the New 
York World. It stands on Nicholas 
Engasfos’ front lawn, Ninety-fifth 
street, Chicago. The statue is of plas- 
ter and cost $836. Séveral of Adam’s 
distant rétatives subscribed. The stat- 
ue represents a muscular man about 
forty years old, who wears a full 
beard and looks like a Russian. 


Golf Without Profanity. 

A new sect known as “Christian Golf- 
ists” has been founded by the Rev. 
George Cady, one of the best known 
Congregational divines in Iowa, says a 
dispatch from Iowa Falls. Dr. Cady, 
who is an enthusiastic golfer, manages 
to play the game without using pro- 
fane language, and he thinks he can 
induce others to drop that habit. 


Romance In the Life of Henry W. 
Denison, Adviser to Japanese. 
There is much that is picturesque 
and romantic in the career of Henry 
W. Denison, who has come to this 
country from Japan as the special ad- 
viser of the Japanese peace commis- 
sion. For years Mr. Denison has been 
a counselor of the mikado on foreign 
affairs, and it is said that there is no 
American who stands so high as he 
does in the estimation of the Japanese 
people. He was born fifty-eight yeara 
ago in Guildhall, Vt. which is just 
across the state line from Lancaster, 
N. H. Residing near by and some- 
times doing chores for the family was 
his cousin, the late Charles A. Dana, 
who afterward rose to fame in the 
world of politics and journalism.

In the course of time Mr. Dana, who 
had then risen to be assistant secre- 
tary of war, obtained a place for Deni- 
son in the treasury department. While 
working as a clerk he studied law.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


[Special Correspondence.] 

The treaty making machinery of two 
great nations is in motion. The process 
of drawing Japan and Russia together 
for the purpose of securing terms for 
the settlement of the present war has 
haany interesting side features, chief 
cf which is the marked contrast it pre- 
sents between the modern and the old 
fashioned methods of adjusting serious 
international differences, 

The telegraph and the eable have 
revolutionized the business of making 
treaties. In the days when communi- 
eation between nations was limited to 
sailing vessels negotiations dragged on 
for months and sometimes for years 
before an agreement could be had. 

Before the period when friendly pow- 
ers took up the diplomatic troubles of 
contending nations, flashed a few ca- 
bles around the world and presented 
peace terms of a nature satisfactory to 
both sides in a controversy the gov- 
ernments had to resort to strategy and 
submit to no end of hard labor and ex- 
pense to accomplish their ends, In the 
short space of a week President Roose- 
velt sounded Germany, Great Britain 
and France as to their attitude on the 
question of peace in the far east. 

Department Women’s Home. 

A movement started some time ago 
among the women employees of the 
government printing office for the es- 
tablishment of a department women’s 
home is spreading to the other govern- 
ment departments, according to Mrs. 
Arvilla MeDonough, who is on the 
board of directors and actively engag- 
ed in the work. It is stated that in all 
probability the home will be opened 
some time this winter. The idea is not 
to establish a charitable institution in 
any sense, but it is simply to give the 
women of the departments who have 
no homes an@ live in rooms a place to 
live and have the comforts of a home. 
A minimum charge will be made for 
rooms and board, and sitting rooms, 
parlors and libraries will be provided. 

Public Printing Investigation. 

Last winter congress authorized the 
joint committee on printing to make 
an investigation during the recess into 
methods of printing public documents 
at the government printing office and 
to report to congress upon its meeting 
at the following session. This joint 
committee, of which Senator Platt of 
New York is the chairman, was sup* 
posed to take up the matter of all use- 
less expenditure in printing duplicates 
of government reports, to look into the 
nature of the material that is being 
printed at the expense of the govern- 
ment and to report its recommenda- 
tions for curtailing such expen¢ itures. 

Early in the summer the chairman 
called a meeting of the jolnt commit- 
tee to meet in New York city, but up- 
on a failure of the members to show 
up Senator Platt decided to allow the 
matter to go over until the cool weath- 
er of the fall, when it was said he 
would call the committee to meet in 
this city and go to work In earnest and 
probe the methods pursued in the or- 
dering of printing. . 

It is now assured that when the com- 
mittee does get to work it will find 
enough to occupy its attention for 
quite a time. It will be face to face 
with the Increase of the government's 
expenditure for printing from $3,500,- 
000 In 1898 to $7,000,000 at the present 
time. This doubling of the govern- 
ment’s printing bill has alarmed many 
of the leaders in congress in view of 
the deficit of the treasury and the rec- 
ommendation of the public printer that 
the government printing office be en- 
larged by replacing the old building at 
the corner of North Capitol and H 
streets with a modern seven story 
building to correspond in general style 
with the newly built part of the office. 

The Capital Pro Tem. 

Oyster Bay, the summer capital of 
America, is entirely devoid of social 
life so far as the president’s family is 
concerned. The Roosevelts, big and Lit- 
tle, are taking life as people should in 
“the good old summer time.” Mrs, 
Roosevelt has had several intimate 
friends from time to time as house 
guests, but there has been no formal 
entertaining. The entire family de- 
votes itself to riding, driving, boating, 
tennis and other outdoor sports, and its 
daily companions are members of the 
humerous Roosevelt clan who are sum- 
mering at Oyster Bay. The president 
has divided his time about equally be- 
tween work and pleasure. In the inter- 
vals of labor he goes off on Ilttle 
jaunts, the last one being a camping 
out in the woods party, when he cook- 
ed his own meals and bathed in the 
bracing waters of the sound.

The Bureau of Census has just pub- 
lished Bulletin 20, presenting statistics 
of cities having a population of over 
25,000. This bulletin contains compar- 
atively few statistics relating to the 
population living in these cities, but is 
for the most part a compilation of data 
relative to the resources, transactions, 
plant, and machinery of the municipal 
corporations, forming a sort of statisti- 
cal inventory and balance sheet, 

One finds in these tables such facts as 
the length (in miles) and the area (in 
square yards) of the paved streets clas- 
sified with reference to kindfof paving; 
miles of sewer; number of street lamps; 
miles of street railway track; number 
of school buildings and number of 
teachers and pupils; the number of 
public libraries with the number of 
volumes they contain; the number of 
almbouses and orphan asylums with the 
number of inmates; the number of po- 
licemen, and the number of arrests they 
have made; the number of, fires occurr- 
ing during the year, and property loss 
from such fires; the number of mar- 
riages recorded in the office of the city 
or county clark and likewise the num- 
ber of divorces, etc., etc.

Despite the fact that 
every question of principle involved in 
the quarrel between the two countries 
has been settled in favor of the victce 
and that in reality only “words and 
money” still separate them the nego- 
tiations seem on the verge of a final 
rupture. 
» The air is filled with gloomy fore- 
dodings, as superficially everything in- 
dicates that today’s session of the con- 
ference will prove the “seance d’adieu.” 
In the most positive fashion it is de- 
clared that no new instructions had 
reached Witte up to last evening which 
would permit him to entertain the 
consideration of the compromise propo- 
sition submitted by. Komura on Wed- 
nesday and, therefore, unless Japan 
has a new proposal to make today, ali 
that seems to remain is for the pleni- 
potentiaries to meet, sign a declaration 
that the conference has completed its 
labors, shake hands and part as 
enemies—not as friends. 

But there are still unknown factors 
in the situation which in a twinkling 
might change the situation. The re- 
sult of President Roosevelt’s second 
appeal directly to Emperor Nicholas 
has not transpired, and the result of 
the pressure upon Japan to alter the 
form of her proposal by the elimina- 
tion of the purchase price of the. north- 
ern half of Sakhalin is not known. 

But the indications on both scores 
are not reassuring. “The press dis- 
patches from Tokio and St. Petersburg, 
read with the most intense interest 
here, indicate an intransigeant attitude 
on the part of both governments. Yet 
both are anxious for peace and only 
“words and money” bar the path. 
Probably it is not a matter of more 
than $200.,000,000. Yet the Japanese 
cling doggedly to their demands. Their 
people at home insist upon it. 

Nevertheless, there is warrant for 
the statement that they are not as im- 
placable as they appear and the dis- 
tinct impression is gathered that they 
will scafe their money demand and use 
any “formula” which would be accept- 
able to Russia. It is not believed they 
propose to let the conference end today. 

On the Russian side, all pretense of 
claiming that Witte is any longer nego- 
tiating has been abandoned. He has 
gone to the furthermost limit of his im- 
perial master’s orders. More he can- 
not do, sincerely as he personally may 
desire to bring the negotiations to a 
successful conclusion, 

Mr. Witte’s position is a difficult and 
peculiar one. He is a statesman of 
large ambition. Liberal at heart, he is 
yet a servant of his sovereign. At the 
present juncture his role is described 
as like that of Mirabeau. *He stands 
between the king and his people. He 
obeys his sovereign, but he wants bis 
people to know where the _ responsi- 
bility for the fate of the negotiations 
must rest. At the same time he can- 
not himself Yake a: firm stand against 
his sovereign. For this reason, and 
the authenticated history of this con- 
ference will bear out this statement, he 
preferred, when first appealed to by 
President Roosevelt, to have the latter 
go straight to the czar with his sug- 
gestion 

Shortly before midnight Witte gave 
to the 
idea that there would be a change of 
heart at St. Petersburg. Unless Tokio 
Was ready to recede further, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that all was over. 
He used the following words: “I have 
received no telegram from St. Peters 
burg which changes the situation, In- 
deed, I do not expect any. I have not 
asked instructions, so that I cannot 
receive any. If tomorrow there is to 
be a change it must come from the 
Japanese side.” 

This would seem to indicate that the 
president’s second effort had failed at 
&t. Petersburg. What, if anything, he 
has been able to do at Tokio througk 
his interview with Kaneko yesterday 
afternoon still remains a mystery. 
That the last word has not come from 
Tokio and that Komura may still ap- 
pear dn a conciliatory role today may 
possibly be inferred from the follow- 
ing fact: 

The time for the sitting of the con- 
ference today was not set when the ad- 


journment was taken on Wednesday. 
Last evening Witte notified the Japan- 
ese mission that he was ready to meet 
this morning at 9:30. The Japanese 
demurred, on the ground that the min- 


utes of the last meeting would not be: 


Therefore, at their re- 
quest. the meeting was set for 3 
o'clock this afternoon. Information in- 
dicates that the president's efforts are 
not exhausted; that he is still in com- 
munication with Tokio and St. Peters- 
burg. Today’s Meeting, consequently, 
is likely not to prove decisive. It will 
be perfunctory and some pretext 
found to adjourn over until Monday or 
Tuesday.

President Striving For Peace 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 26.—Al- 
though the negotiations temporarily 
are suspended at Portsmouth, they are 
proceeding actively through President 
Roosevelt at Sagamore Hill.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 26.—Every body 
in St. Petersburg is awaiting the 
velopments of today and hoping that a 
compromise is being effected, the 
most likely basis of which, it is be- 
lieved, would be no indemnity, but a 
payment for Sakhalin to be left for fu- 
ture adjustment, 

Roosevelt May Save the Day 

Paris, Aug. 26—The peace confer- 
ence is commanding increased interest, 
the newspapers displaying pessimistic 
views, coupled with a tinge of hope 
that President Roosevelt’s role of 
champion of peace may save the day. 


IS BROAD IN SCOPE 


England and Japan Sign New 
Treaty of Alliance 
London, Aug. 26.—A new Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty of alliance has been 
signed. The foreign office declines to 
give official confirmation or denial, but 
it is understood that the treaty was 


signed some days ago. There is no 
reason why it should not be signed 


prior to the conclusion of the Ports- 
mouth conference, as the action of that 
conference will not affect its terms. 

The new treaty is broader in scope 
in some respects than the former 
treaty, notably where it includes the 
recognition by Great Britain of a Jap- 
anese protectorate over Korea and on 
other points which it was not neces- 
sary to include in the old treaty. 

In some respects the new treaty con- 
tains limitations as compared with 
the old treaty. For instance, the latter 
contained a clause to the effect that 
in case of a combination of two “pow- 
ers against Great Britain, Japan would 
be obliged to assist her ally,” while the 
clause in the new treaty only requires 
the assistance of Japan so far as the 
British colonies in the Far East and 
the Pacific are concerned. 

It is understood that the terms of the 
new treaty were fully agreed upon be- 
fore parliament adjourned, but it was 
also agreed that the official announce- 
ment of its signature and of its full 
terms should be deferred until after the 
conclusion of the Portsmouth confer- 
ence. 


Strengthens Japanese Demands 

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 26.—The 
public announcement of the new Anglo- 
Japanese alliance is considered to 
strengthen Japan’s position in the ne- 
gotiations and is regarded as a Roland 
for the Russian Oliver in the ¢zar’s as- 
sembly manifesto. At the same time, 
it is stated that it has freed Eng- 
land’s hands and permitted her to sup- 
port the president’s efforts without 
creating suspicion at Tokio. 


Denial of Fever In Memphis 


Memphis, Aug. 26—The Memphis 
board of health has issued a state- 
ment denying the presence of yellow 


fever in this city. The statement was 
oceasioned by a report that the United 
States authorities at New Orleans had 
information which led them to believe 
that yellow fever existed at Memphis.

last night. The vessel came up the 
harbor unassisted and tied up here 
with a slight list to port.

Some of them are trav- 
eling to Labrador, some to Spain, some 
to northern Africa and some even to 
Egypt. Not only so, but they are to 
take with them much finer apparatus 
than was ever before used for a like 
purpose. There will be a number of 
expeditions from the United States 
and others from every leading nation | 
of Europe. Old Sol will have so many 
telescopes pointed at him that day 
that there is no wonder he will hide h's | 
face behind the moon. He is too old 
to be particularly modest, but such 
persistent staring would disconcert 
even the most ancient.

It is 
related of one well known astronomer, 
who had headed many eclipse expedi- 
tions, that he never had time to see 
an eclipse he was so busy “observing 
them.” But this is not true of others. 
So marvelous is the phenomenon that 
the scientist is forgotten in the man, 
who stands gazing in open eyed and 
open mouthed wonder. AS the eclipse 
only lasts about three minutes—that 
is, in its totality, every second must 
be utilized; hence automotic ma- 
chinery has been devised that would 
not be stopped by anything less sen- 
gational than an earthquake. 


Secretary Shaw Interested. 

Two notable expeditions will go 
from the United States.

Most Startling Phenomenon.

As 
the deep, purple shadow approaches it | 
looks like a palpable, substantial pres- | 
ence, rushing over the earth like some | 
awful visitation from on high. No 
wonder the phenomenon in all ages 
has aroused the superstitious terror of 
the people. In the middle ages it was | 
regarded as a sign of the end of the} 
world. In al] times it has been looked 
upon as an emblem of divine wrath. 
Savages have often been brought to 
subjection by white men who accurate- | 
ly foretold the coming of an eclipse. 
Even Columbus did not scruple to awe; 
the natives into submission by such | 
means, only he had to be contented! 
with the milder spectacle cf an eclipse | 
of the moon, 


Spectacle of a Lifetime. | 


The semidarkness on the earth has, 
quite as much effect on birds and ani- 
mals as on men. Chickens go to roost) 
while the rest of the brute creation, | 
at first confused by the false night, 
finally seek their rest, only to be rout- 
ed out a few minutes later by the 
gradually returning light. In the heav- 
ens the spectacle is one to be remem- 
bered a lifetime. Stars rush out sud- 
denly, only to be swallowed up again 
eas the moon’s shadow passes. But! 
the sun is never entirely blotted out. 
As though despising the comparatively 
little body that obscures him, he pro-} 
jects about it a circle of fire that now,

This corona often seems like an aurora 
borealis in midbeaven. It has been a’ 
mystery to scientists, and it is to solve 
this mystery that such expensive and

One of the most interesting phenom- 
ena of the partial eclipse is the disk 
shaped patches of sunlight that shine 
through the leaves of trees. It is a 
law of light that when passing through 
an interstice its shape is similar to that 
of the body from which it proceeds. 
Moonlight is scareely strong enough 
to reveal this effect, but when the sun 
is shadowed into a crescent the result 
is startlingly apparent. 


Chinese as Eclipse Predicters. 


It has not always been possible to 
predict eclipsés so accurately as at 
present. There has been some sort of 
attempt in that line from time im- 
memorial, but in the old days the solar 
prophets, like some others, came to 
grief. Nowadays we do not kill the 
weather forecaster who goes astray in 
his predictions, however much we 
should like to do so, but in other times 
the mistaken foreteller of things to 
come did not get off so easily. There 
is a story of two Chinese astronomers, 
named Hi and Ho, who failed to pre- 
dict an eclipse, and, as a consequence, 
when the sun refused to give his light, 
the people, the emperor along with the 
rest, were scared into a blue funk, The

royal nerves were so racked, in truth, 
that their possessor concluded that his 
state of nervousness should be shared 
by the two astronomers, whereat he 
notified them that he would have their 
heads chopped off as soon as the exe- 
cutioner got around to them. 

Warned by their sad fate, another 
Chinese astronomer thought he would 
be on the safe side and predicted 
two eclipses that never came off. He 
was promptly imprisoned by the then 
reigning emperor, but neatly got out of 
it by writing a book wherein he set 
forth that the eclipses would have 
come along on schedule time except 
that the virtues of the emperor so ap- 
pealed to the divinities that rule such 
matters that the said divinities had the 
affair postponed, wherein we see that 
the Chinaman is a natural diplomat.

Doctor Said to Have Taken 
Seven Wives In a Week 


A TOTAL OF SIXTY-ONE 


Many More Expected to Claim 


Matrimonial Phenomenon as 


Husband--Disappeared While 
Under Indictment For Bigamy 


Boston, Aug. 28—Dr. George A. 
Witzhoff, the Swiss dentist, who is al- 
leged to have married and robbed at 
least no less than 61 confiding women 
in various parts of the United States, 
holds the record not only for number 
of marriages, but for time; for it Is 
averred that he went through seven 
wedding ceremonies in as many days. 

Miss Etta Randali of Cambridge, a 
young woman of beauty and retine- 
ment, who says that he married her 
two years ago, under the name of Dr. 
Edmund R. Muller, brings the action 
on which .Witzhoff will be held if the 
police succeed in finding him. 

After the marriage Miss Randail 
discovered that he had married Anna 
O. Parkhill of Sayville, L. 1., under the 
name of Dr. Witzhoff. It was also 
found that under the name of Weston 
he had married Dora Dorf of New 
York. On June 9, 1904, an indictment 

as found against the much-married 
man in New York on a charge of big- 
amy.

HEROIC HOTEL CLERK 


Fourth Victim of Fire Ina Maine 
Summer Hotel 

Reaatield, Me., Aug. 
Boutwell, the hero of the fire at Lake 
Maranacook Saturday, in which three 
Boston people lost their lives, died Sun- 
day as a result of burns and other in- 
juries received in notifying the guests 
of Hotel Maranacook that the buiid- 
ing was on fire. Harvey L. Boutwell of 
Malden, Mass., the father of the young 
man, was present when the latter died. 
The body was removed to Augusta and 
will be taken to Maiden by the young 
man’s father. 

Boutwell was the clerk at Hotel 
Maranacook and after the fire had 
been discovered by the crew of a pass- 
ing railroad train he proceeded to 
awaken the 60 or more guests in the 
hotel. In doing this he was severely 
burned about the head and hands and 
inhaled both smoke and fire. Boutwell 
was 17 years old. 

The other fatalities as a result of the 
fire were: Edward A. Martin, 35 years 
old; Mrs. Edward A. Martin, 32; son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin, aged 7. The 
bodies of the Martin family were dis- 
covered eight hours after the fire, 
when the ruins had cooled sufficiently 
to permit a search. 


Christening and a Holdup 

Wakefield, Mass., Aug. 28.—A nunm- 
ber of Italians, who had been attending 
a christening in the North Saugus 
woods, held up an electric car last night 
near the place of their festivities. Con- 
ductor Petersen attempted to put them 
off, which enraged them. They turned 
upon Petersen, who was chased into 
the woods, where he stayed for an 
hour or more. Some of the Italians re- 
turned to the car and attempted to take 
possession of it. The passengers were 
terrorized. A detachment of officers 
was sent to the scene and four of the 
Italians were arrested, the others mak- 
ing their escape. Traffic on the road 
was delayed nearly two hours. 


Surbridge a Slippery Customer 

Boston, Aug. 28.—Randolph C. Sur- 
bridge, who mysteriously disappeared 
in January, 1902, leaving stockholders

Battleship Struck Lightship 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 28.—The keeper 
of the Brenton’s Reef lightship reports 
that during the heavy fog on Thursday, 
the battleship Iowa collided with his 
vessel, carrying away part of the stem 
of the lightship, all her head gear and 
part of the forward rail. The stem 
Was cut down to within three feet of 
the water line. The keeper claimed 
that the fog whistle on the lightship 
was blowing at the regular intervals. 


Killed by Canned Beans 

Boston, Aug. 28.—Probably the vic- 
tims of ptomaines, in the canned beans 
which they ate, Joseph Oliver, 38; his 
son, Joseph, 2, and his father-in-law, 
Antonio Gomes, 68, of Cambridge, died 
after a night of great suffering in a 
fisherman’s camp on Peddock’s island. 
Oliver was a fisherman and occupied a 
shanty on the island with his wife and 
son. His father-in-law was down for 
over Sunday. 


Fell Dead Aiter One Biow 

Franklin, Mass., Aug. 28.—Death 
terminated a dispute here last night be- 
tween Bernard McDonald, aged 40, a 
foreman of a gang of men employed 
by the Hodge boiler works of East Bos- 
ton, and Michael Connors, aged 55, une 
of the workmen.

CARE OF THE HAIR. 


With Special Reference to Children. 
Washing and Drying. 

It is really surprising how little time 
and attention are given to the proper 
eare of children’s hair. Grownup folks 
have their hair shampooed and their 
scalps treated regularly, while nature 
seems to be left to care for the little 
ones in this respect, says the Ladies’ 
World in preface to some hints on the 
care of the hair. 

Infants’ heads should be washed just 
the same as any other part of the body 
every morning. Sometimes there will 
appear what is called a slight “crust” 
on the top of the little head; in such 
cases rub the scalp at night, very gen- 
tly, with some vaseline. In the morn- 
ing this should be washed off with 
Warm water and the best quality of 
tollet soap, using several waters— 
warm, of course—to rinse away the 
soap. Dry the head thoroughly with a 
soft towel, then rub on a little bay 
rum to prevent taking cold. 

Never rub soap on the hair or scalp 
of children or grown people, as it 
makes the head sticky, and it is almost 
impossible to get it off. Instead, make 
@ good soapsuds, rub the soap on & 
sponge or washcloth, then wash the 
head as you would your face, always 
using plenty of clean water to rinse 
the hair. It is important to remove 
every trace of soap before starting the 
drying process. 

When the hair has grown to be any 
length, it should never be rubbed dry 
with a towel, as that breaks the hair 
of young or old. Wrap a towel around 
the head and squeeze out all the water 
you can, then massage the scalp with 
the finger tips. Let the person sit In a 
warm place, preferably in the sun or 
in front of a register; let the hair hang 
down the back until thoroughly dry, 
then brush it gently for a few minutes. 
Now take the comb and a small quan- 
tity of hair, beginning at the ends to 
remove the tangles, working toward 
the head. 

Do not torture the poor children with 
curling irons; there {s no use In trying 
to make straight hair anything but 
straight, and the least bit of dampness 
undoes all your work. You can, how- 
ever, make straight hair silky, shiny 
and beautiful simply by giving it pien- 
ty of good care. 

If the hair is falling, eat as little 
meat as possible and all the fresh eggs, 
vegetables and fruit you can. Diet 
has more to do with the hair than is 
generally supposed. 

Never use a fine comb—it Is injurious 
to head and hair—but brush the hair 
as much as possible; it makes it glos- 
sy. And there is a right way of brush- 
ing the hair too. The brush must be 
grasped firmly in the right hand and 
the hair held loosely In the left; then 
go from the forehead to the ends of 
the hair evenly, so as not to cause 
tangles. 


The Scented Garden. 

Many notes as to value of fragrance, 
its disinfecting properties and uses to 
the human race as well as to insects 
and even to animaljs, are given in “The 
Book of the Scented Garden.” It is 
not generally known that atmospheric 
heat is absorbed far more quickly by 
odorous vapors than by unscented air, 
especially by cassia, which cools the 
air more than a hundred times as 
quickly, and even the scent of lemon 
or rosemary more than sixty-eight 
times as much as ordinary air con- 
taining no perfume. A practical detail 
of much value at the present season 
is this—that all insects detest the scent 
of lavender and fiy from it, midges, 
moths and other troublesome flies be- 
ing easily kept at a distance by the use 
of this refreshing scent. 


When You Go to the Country, 

When you go to the country select 
@ place that is mountainous or hilly, 
or, at any rate, has a good elevation.

When you go to the country get all 
the ozone you can into your lungs. Re- 
member that the chief reason for go- 
ing away from your comfortable home 
is to get a clrange of air. 

When you are in the country go out 
into the open; spend all your time out 
of doors. Don't sit indoors dressed 
up in your finest clothes, knitting, 
crocheting and gossiping. You can do 
that at home. Get outside and stay 
there.

DECIDED AT POKER, 


La Moure’s Five Card Draw Won the 
Name of the County. 

When the extreme western border of 
Dakota was colonized there was & live- 
ly squabble about what the new coun- 
ty should be called. There were four 
commissioners whose duty it was to 
(lecide on the game, and at the board 
meetings the vote for the name of the 
county was always two and two, and 
public feeling began to run high. John 
Winn suggested that the four commis- 
sioners should take 500 white chips 
apiece and play a game of poker to 
decide, the chips to represent $5 each. 
This was agreed to, and the game com- 
menced with the entire population on 
hand. For two hours little gain was 
made, and then a jack pot .came 
around, for which seventy-three hands 
were dealt before it was opened. Fi- 
nally Commissioner Edwards opened 
it for $100. He held three kings, Judd 
La Moure held a zigzag, and the oth- 
ers dropped out. Edwards drew one 
card. La Moure dealt himself five 
cards, and the betting commenced. 
Men with revolvers kept the crowd 
from the table. After several raises 
there was $5,000 in the pool private 
money, besides the chips. Then the 
hand was called. Edwards held three 
kings, and La Moure had drawn a full, 
three fives and a pair of fours. He 
rose to his feet and cried, “Gentlemen, 
this is McKenzie county,” and so it 
was and is called. The game lasted 
eighteen hours, and La Moure and 
Winn were carried shoulder high 
around the town, which saw no sleep 
that night. The cards held by La 
Moure are to be found among the ar- 
chives of the county, labeled “La 
Moure’s Five Card Draw.” 


NAMING A VESSEL. 


Why President Arthur Would Not 
Call It the Concord. 

While General Arthur was president 
and during one of the summers of his 
administration he was on board the 
Dispatch at Newport, and Secretary 
of the Navy Chandler was pestering 
him to consent to naming the new dis- 
patch boat, afterward the Dolphin, the 
Concord, after the first battle of the 
Revolution. General Arthur was dis- 
posed to quiz Chandler about his pro- 
posed name. He preferred the name 
Dolphin as being more suggestive of 
speed at sea. When Chandler argued 
the importance of keeping in mind the 
heroic resistance of the colonial mili- 
tia and the brilliant opposition offered 
to Pitcairn’s men General Arthur ask- 
ed him: 

“What is it that you propose to call 
this ship?” 

“The Concord,” answered Chandler, 
giving the approved New Hampshire 
pronunciation. 

“There,” retorted Arthur, inviting the 
attention of Captain Reeder. “Do 
you hear that?, Conquered. Do you 
think that a good name-to give a ship- 
of-war? Then, suppose you change the 
pronunciation and call it Concord, just 
as spelled.. Does it not strike you, 
Chandler, that there is a degree of 
Concord in the presence of a vessel of 
war?” 

The new ship was called the Dol- 
phin, but the Concord appeared after 
General Arthur had ceased to have in- 
fluence in naming the ships of the 
navy. 


Sex In Ants. 

The different species of ants are 
pretty generally distributed over the 
globe, and on this account the natural- 
ists infer that there is work for them 
to do in the great economy of the uni- 
verse. In each colony males, females, 
neuters and sometimes soldiers are to 
be recognized.

THE INDEMNITY 


Consents to Leave Price of 
Sakhalin to Arbitratior 


LOOKS MORE LIKE PEACE

Burden Will Be Shifted to the 
Shoulders of Russians If They 
Reject Modified Proposition-- 
Witte Feels Pressure of Rus- 
sian Sentiment That War Be 
Continued--Much Going on 
Beneath the Surface at Ports- 
mouth While President Was 
Negotiating a Compromise 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 29.—Baron 
Komura, acting upon instructions re- 
ceived from Tokio as a result of yester- 
day’s meeting of the cabinet and “elder 
statesmen” under the direct presidency 
of the mikado, will today submit to Mr. 


Witte a new basis of compromise. 
That compromise, it is firmly believed, 
will insure peace. 

The revelation contained in the an- 
nouncement that Japan had already in- 
formed mperor Nicholas, through 
Ambassador Meyer, that Japan was 
ready to waive the question of indem- 
nity and submit the price to be paid 
for the northern half of Sakhalin to the 
judgment of a mixed commission but 
prepared the way for Japan’s back- 
down upon the main issue. 

The announcement was the sensa- 
tion of the day. It had met with de- 
nials high and low. It was declared 
to be impossible, incredible. The Jap- 
anese declined to admit it and the 
Russians said they had no confirma- 
tion. Mr. Witte intimated strongly 
that St. Petersburg had not apprised 
him of any such action by the presi- 
dent. There was even a disposition to 
ridieule the idea of arbitrating the 
price of half of the island. 

Nevertheless, on all hands it was ad- 
mitted that if Japan took. this. posi- 
tion the ground was cut out from Em- 
peror Nicholas. Mr. Witte, by cen- 
summate skill in conceding all the de- 
mands of Japan involving the real is- 
sues of the war, had maneuvered his 
adversaries into a position where, un- 
less they abandoned the claim for in- 
demnity, they could be held responsible 
for continuing the war for money. 

The Japanese, by now foregoing the 
demand for indemnity, practically turn 
the tables upon the Russians and shift 
the burden back to her shoulders if she 
does not consent to submit a minor is- 
‘sue to the impartial judgment of a 
tribunal. Mr. Witte publicly dissents 
vigorously from the proposition and 
there will still be a struggle with Peter- 
hof, but if Japan agrees to formally 
renounce all claims for direct or in- 
direct compensation for the expenses of 
the war the big stumbling block to 
peace is out of the way. 

Everything will depend wpon the 
form in which the proposal is submit- 
ted. Should the renunciation be so 
coupled with the other proposition that 
Russia could claim it was still only a 
disguised demand for tribute the gulf 
might be narrowed, but not bridged. 

All the private advices that reach 
the Russian mission from St. Peters- 
‘burg indicate that the military party 
is bellicose, insistent that Linevitch be 
given a chance and active in its in- 
sistence that negotiations be broken off. 

Even Witte feels the pressure of this 
sentiment, and as a mam of ambition 
he may not feel that he can afford to 
lay himself open to the charge that he 
is temporizing with the situation. He 
has power under his instructions to re- 
ject out of hand any proposition {n- 
volving the payment of a kopeck of 
tribute. He need not consult his im- 
perial master. He is a manof inspira- 
tion and he is quite capable, if the Jap- 
anese proposition savors still of “blood 
money,” to refuse even to accept it for 
reference to St. Petersburg. 

But such a reckless stroke is not ex- 
pected. Mr. Witte knows that public 
opinion both in America and Europe 
as well as Russia would condemn him 
if he broke off the negotiations just 
as the way was opened for a possible 
accord. 

While apparently the real negotia- 
tions leading up to the present denoue- 
ment were conducted by the president 
at Oyster Bay, acting through Baron 
Kaneko on the one hand and Ambassa- 
dor Meyer on the other, it is now be- 
lieved that much has been going on be- 
neath the surface here. 

Another indication of the sudden 
turn in the events was the arrival here 
last night of Frank A. Vanderlip, vice 
president of the City National bank of 
New York. He registered at the hotel 
as “John Howard” and after dinner 
went to Witte’s room and remained 
there one hour. When asked his mis- 
sion Vanderlip said he was only “in- 
terested in the situation.” He had met 
Witte several years ago when he was 
at the head of the Russian finance min- 
istry and had also seen him in. New 
York upon ‘his arrival. He had talked 
with him about the situation, the out- 
look in Russia, the state of the ne 


tiations, etc. He evaded inquiries ag *™Prise

to whether tne subject of a loan naa 
been discussed, but eonsidering the 
importance of the “financial group,” of 
which the City National bank is amem- 
ber, and the fact that the bank took a 
Portion of one of the Russian loans, it 
is fair to assume that the question of 
finance was not-entirely ignored. 


Some of the Japanese correspondents 
Were greatly excited over the reports 
that the Tokio gosernment had _ sur- 
rendered on the subject of indemnity. 
They refused to helieve it, declaring 
that, if true, it would cause a tre- 
mendous outburst of popular feeling 
in Japan. 


Mobilizing Russian Troops 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 29—An im- 
perial ukase orders the mobilization of 
troops for the reinforcement of the 
army in the Far East. The order ap- 
plies to certain districts in 12 govern- 
ments and to the Don Cossacks. 
Horses have been 7vequisitioned in vari- 

ous districts of 18 governments. 


Eyes Turned Toward Tokio 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 29.—The scene 
having changed from St. Petersburg to 
Tokio, the eyes of the officials and peo- 
ple are now turned to Japan with keen 
interest which last week was lacking. 


Resignation of Kuropatkin 
London, Aug. 29.—The Japanese cor- 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph at 
Moji, Japan, sends a report that Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin bas resigned his com- 
mand and that his health has collapsed. 


Leopold Admires Roosevelt 

Brussels, Aug. 20.—King Leopold re- 
ceived the delegates to the inter-par- 
Namentary congress yesterday after- 
noon. He conversed with each of the 
American members, expressing his ad- 
miration for the United States and say- 
ing that he kept President Roosevelt's 
signed photograph on the desk in his 
study. The congress further discussed 
the American propositions for a model 
arbitration treaty and a. permanent 
congress of the nations. 


A Remarkable Coincidence 

New York, Aug. 29.—Separated by 
1000 miles distance, Mrs. June John- 
son and her husband, Allan Johnson, a 
banker at Little Rock, Ark., met death 
almost simultaneously. At the precise 
hour when Mrs. Johnson's body was 
taken from the bathing waters of Coney 
Island, a telegram came into this city 
to inform her of the death of her hus- 
band. ‘The woman was a magazine 
contributor. 


Policeman Won the Fight 

New York, Aug. 29.—Policeman 
Hauke of Brook!),o, with his wife, was 
walking through Lighiand park last 
night when they were attacked by five 
young men, who fought with stones. 
Hauke had to use his pistol and David 
Banks, 16 years old, bas a bullet wound 
which will probably cause his death 
and George Edwards, 18, has a bullet 
hole in his leg. The three others es- 
caped. 


Germans Win Skirmish With Natives 

Berlin, Aug. 20.—A detachment of 
marines and sailors from the German 
cruiser Bussard surprised about 1000 
insurgent natives, half of whom were 
armed with rifles, near Kowoni, Ger- 
man East Africa. The Germans killed 
73 of the insurgents and drove many 
others into the River Rifiji, where they 
were drowned. No German casualties 
have been reported. 


Killed by Live Wire 
Cambridge, Mass., Aug. 29.—Charles 
W. Pembrook, aged 32, a lineman in 
the employ of the Cambridge Electric 
Light company, was repairing wires 
on a tall pole when he slipped and fell 
across a number of wires. He was 
electrocuted by a live wire, which near- 
ly severed the head from his body be- 

fore he could be taken down. 


Infuriated Cow Tossed Child 

Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 29.—Little 3- 
year-old Alfred Doyle of Cambridge, 
who is spending the summer here with 
his mother at the Nugent farm, was 
bruised and cut by an infuriated cow 
which attacked him while he was pet- 
ting her calf. He was rescued from a 
second attack by Charles Nugent and 
John Nugent. 


No Corsets For “Gym” Giris 

Pittsburg, Aug. 29.—Radical dress 
reform has been adopted by Professor 
Emil Rath, instructor of the gym- 
nasium and fencing classes at Central 
Turner hall. In his prospectus, which 
has just been issued, he sets forth in 
a conscicuous place: “The wearing of 
corsets during exercises is positively 
forbidden.” 


Three Struck by Lightning 

Hood River, Or., Aug. 20.—While ex- 
amining the contents of the record box 
on the summit of Mt. Hood, Professor 
Lyon, Mrs. Lyon and Mark Weigant, a 
guide, were struck by lightning.

from a Quincy boy located at Culebro, 
Porto Rico. 
San Juan, Aug. 14, 1905. 
Dear Editor:—I have lived in Quincy 
all my life until I became a soldier for 
Uncle Sam. It is a very good life for a 
young man to live. The people of 
Quincy think I was killed so I send 
you this letter to let them know I am 
alive and well, [ left Quincy four 
years ago, and hope that when I go 
back to Quincy it will be a large city. 
San Juan was held by an angry mob 
of strikers, Aug. 14th, as the outcome 
of the long shoremen’s strike for an 
increase of wages, to twenty-five cents 
an hour, which bas been in progress a 
month. It was under the control of a 
mob between 7 and 3 o'clock today. 
The mob, in which there were about 
two thousand armed persons, dug up 
paving blocks and stones and with these 
and other missiles rushed through the 
Streets fighting the soldiers and police, 
who were armed with rifles and fired 
scores of shots but mostly in the air. 
One person was killed and forty 
injared, who are in the hospitals. 
Three of them will die. While the 
U. S. Marines were engaged with the 
rioters another mob, composed mainly 
of young men and boys, threw stones 
at the arc lights in the main streets, 
with the result that nearly the entire 
city was in total darkness all night. 
The mob sought refuge ina disreputable 
district, which was surrounded by the 
police and squad of Marines, who 
patrolled the city for the remainder of 
the night. At midnight the Marines, 
who numbered only two hundred, had 
the city under control. Reinforcements 
are expected today.

sea and in the country the art of swim- 
ming is more than ever a prime neces- 
sity. If people would only. recognize 
the fact that one cannot drown with 
nose and month out of water, and that 
the more the body is submerged the 
easier they can iloat there would be 
less drowning accidents to report. Of 
course a cool head is the all important 
requisite, as abject fear is the most 
fatal defeat of all. In acquiring this 
art of swimming select a depth of 
water about up to the waist, then lie 
out flat upon the stomach, nose and 
chin only above the water, with the 
hands spread out flat upon the water, 
fingers together. A slow gradually 
deepening stroke is the best until the 
arms are at right angles with the body, 
then draw the elbows quickly to the 
sides and thrust the hands forward for 
another stroke. In this manner if one 
keeps cool the art of swimming may 
be easily acquired. No matter if the 
head goes under a few times with new 
beginners the depth of water is per- 
fectly safe and if the mouth be kept 
shut it will be attended with little or 
no inconvenience, One would be sur- 
prised how quickly he can get the 
hang of it by observing these rules. 
We have a case in point where a young 
lady acquired the art of keeping above 
water in the very first attempt. Of 
course she was not frightened at the 
start which was the best assurance of 
success.—Rockland Standard.

LOOKS TOWARD ECONOMY

Suspends Excavation Work at 
Culebra Because of State of 
Unpreparedness--A Number of 
Men In Many Departments 
Are Out of Work 


Panama, Aug. 29.—The new chief en- 
gineer has been here only about & 
month, but it is already apparent that 
there is a stronger hand a‘ the helm. 
Changes in organization and policy 
have come with extraordinary prompt- 
ness. Mr, Stevens seems to have been 


able to put his finger on some weak 
spots almost immediately. 

One entire department, the general 
quartermaster’s, has been abolished,and 
in place of it another one, the bureau 
of labor and quarters, has been estab- 
lished, with a new chief. This change 
has been accompanied by the elimina- 
tion of much of the red tape and unnec- 
essary letter writing that formerly pre- 
vailed. One entire set of underpaid 
checkers who stood between the prep- 
aration of the payrolls and the payment 
thereof has been dispensed with. 

The most radical move made by the 
chief engineer is the suspension of the 
work of excavating at Culebra and the 
partial suspension in various depart- 
ments contributory thereto, on account 
of the state of unpreparedness in which 
he found the traclefacilities for han- 
dling the material excavated, and the 
insufficient railroad equipment for car- 
ing for the immense amount of sup- 
plies which fs pouring into Colon on 
every steamer. 

The mechanical department, a large 
part of whose work consists in keeping 
in repair the machinery used at Cule- 
bra, has also laid off a good portion of 
its men. Many employes now on their 
six weeks’ leave in the states have 
been notified not to return. No more 
men are to be brought down for the 
present. The sanitary, building and 
railroad departments will work with 
an increased force, so that when the 
work is resumed in its full activity, 
some three months hence, there will be 
comfortable houses and adequate fa- 
clities for prosecuting the work in a 
business-like manner. 

The chief engineer has instituted an- 
other reform, which is not likely to be 
popular. He has given orders that 
great effort must be made to keep down 
expenses. There are to be no more in- 
creases in salary for the present, ex- 
cept for extraordinary reasons. ‘This 
is a radical change in policy. Up to 
the present time men who attended to 
their work properly, and some who 
didn’t, could count on an increase 
every few months. It was this con- 
sideration which kept the greater part 
of the force here through the yellow 
fever outbreak and the period of dis- 
comfort, which is not yet entirely at 
an end. 

Another matter to which the chief 
engineer has given his attention is the 
equalization of the pay of laborers and 
mechanics, He thinks the same pay 
should be given in the various depart- 
ments for the same class of work. 

This has not been true in all cases 
hitherto. It has happened several 
times that one department has been 
crippled by men leaving and entering 
another department, where they have 
been offered more money. It has 
been a common practice for a man to 
abandon his work, change his name, 
and apply for and obtain work at an 
increased rate in another part of the 
isthmus, representing that he has 
never been in the service of the com- 
mission before. 

It fis easier to do this than it sounds, 
for negroes all look alike down here, 
and in many cases the man who hires 
them never sees them again after they 
go to work. The chief engineer has hit 
upon the right way of stopping this by 
equalizing the rate of pay for the same 
work and thus destroying the induce- 
ment. The whole system of the pay- 
ment of labor is to be put on a rational 
basis and hereafter it will not be pos- 
sible for a chief of department who is 
disposed to keep down expenses to suf- 
ae by having his men hired away from 

im.

Boston, Aug. 29.—The presence in 
Boston of a young Chinaman who is 
known as the Chinese Billy the Kid is 
said to be the real root of the trouble 
between the two tongs which has now 
reached the acute stage and which re- 
quires the services of eight plain 
clothes men. These men are watching 
Chinatown night and day, and under- 
neath its apparent calm they can see 
signs of trouble. Billy the Kid, as the 
Americanized Chinese call him, is 
known to his countrymen all over the 
United States. Although but 23 years 
old, he has been concerned in a score 
of killings during the last four years. 


Socialists Make Nominations

Franklin, Mass., Aug. 29.—At the 
conclusion of an autopsy performed on 
the body of Michael J. Connors, who 
was killed during a street fight here, 
the medical examiner announced that 
death was due to cerebral hemorrhage.

young Toledo aeronaut, the other morn- 
ing as he carefully threaded his fingers 
around the huge silk bag that had 
safely carried him around New York 
city in a flight on the previous after- 
noon. “My ship can go into the alr In 
any direction unless there is a gale 


blowing.” 

That statement was proved when the 
daring young aeronaut sent his airship 
from the vacant lot at Sixty-second 
street and Central Park West to the 
Flatiron building and back, to the great 
astonishment of thousands of persons 
who lined the streets and gazed into 
the air for more than an hour, says the 
New York Globe. Scores of persons 
bad heard that the ship was to appear 
shortly after 2 o'clock, and they ob- 
tained positions from which to watch 
the flight to advantage. 

Knabenshue’s car is so light and 
flimsy of construction that the first 
idea is that it could not sustain a man’s 
weight. It does not weigh more than 
fifty pounds, exclusive of the engine. 

A structure made of the thinnest of 
wood is suspended from the gas bag, 
and upon this the young inventor trusts 
his life, The skeleton is made of spruce 
scantlings, held together by little bolts, 
none of which is more than an eighth 
of an inch thick. 

The frame is fashioned after the 
shape of a triangle, the extreme length 
of it being an ellipse, sharply pointed 
at the ends. Criss crossed from the 
scantlings at equal distances of about 
a foot are thin steel wires that hold 
the frame scantlings in shape and sup- 
port the engine and the man who oper- 
ates the machine. 

The machine when in flight presents 
a fascinating and picturesque appear- 
ance. The huge gas bag is almost 
transparent, and when the sun shines 
on it it has much the appearance of the 
sail of a first class yacht at sea. Be- 
low the bag hangs the frame on which 
the inventor sits and guides the ship 
and runs the small engine which op- 
erates a propeller at one end. 

This propeller is the only visible mov- 
ing thing on the car. The aeronaut is 
but a speck in the ai4, and if it was not 
known that there was a man on the 
frame it would take the hardest kind 
of persuasion to convince any one that 
there was. 

Knabenshue himself Is a man of 
twenty-eight. He is thin and strong 
and with nerves of steel. He weighs 
but 140 pounds, stands five feet seven 
inches, is of dark complexion and has 
a clear eye. This spareness of limb 
and flesh makes him best fitted for the 
task that he has undertaken, for every 
pound of flesh that he carriers means 
a corresponding loss of weight that 
must be taken from the strength of his 
engines or to the structure to which 
he clings. 

This 140 pounds of Knabenshue Is so 
much ballast for his ship. If a heavy 
current of air hits his ship unexpected- 
ly fore, aft or on the side he must know 
where to stand upon the web of scan- 
tling and wires. He must skip about, 
throwing his weight at the right mo- 
ment to the right place and bringing 
his ship to the right angle of equilibri- 
um. If his judgment errs death prob- 
ably will be his fate. 

Knabenshue comes from good stock. 
His father is now the American consul 
at Belfast, Ireland. Knabenshue, Sr., 
was at one time editor of a Toledo 
newspaper, and it was there that the 
son achieved his greatest victories over 
the winds. Like a pilot of the seas, 
Knabenshue knows the currents of the 
air. This is as essential to a proper 
sailing of an airship as it is to the man 
who holds the wheel on the greatest 
ocean grayhound. 

It takes fifteen hours to inflate the 
airship bag. Hundreds of little bags 
filled with sand hold the inflated bag in 
readiness for the adjusting of the 
framework when the ship is being 
made ready for flight. 


Great Fire In London Predicted. 

“Within the next few years, I tell 
you, there will be another great fire, 
attended by loss of life, in the city ot 
London.” ‘This is the prophecy which 
Edward Atkinson made to one of the 
representatives of the St. James Ga. 
zette. As regards the mechanical ap- 
pliances employed by the London fire 
brigade Mr. Atkinson gave it as his 
opinion that’ we are far behind the 
United States. “Your appliances are 
mere toys,” he remarked. “I read of 
your having an engine which can throw 
a jet of 500 gallons a minute, but that 
is not enough. I have not seen a sin- 
gle standpipe in any street here. In 
America the standpipe runs to the 
highest floor of the loftiest building 
and is so constructed that the engine on 
its arrival can be connected without a

MAKING A CAMPFIRE. = 


How One Can Be Built Under Ad- 
verse Circumstances. 

Nobody should boast of being able 
to build a campfire unless he can do 
{t In a rain when all the forest is wet 
and succeed in lighting the fire with 
the first match. 

Even in a driving rain that has last- 
ed for days the clever woodsman can 
find bits of twig and other inflamma- 
ble material that may be damp, but 
hot sedden. He can always find per- 
fectly dry stuff in hollow trees and 
under roots. He will spend perhaps 
half an hour, perhaps even an hour, 
looking for the stuff of this kind and 
will not dream of starting his fire un- 
til he has collected at least a hatful of 
tindery stuff and an armful of small 
twigs and branches as dry as any that 
can be found. 

Having deposited all this stuff under 
the best shelter possible, he drags a 
log to the place where the fjre is to be 
and turns it over, when of course it 
exposes a dry side, In which the tinder 
may be placed without getting wet. 
Then other logs are piled to form a 
wall against the wind. 

Now the tinder is piled up and then 
with a sharp knife the driest sticks | 
are whittled so that a pile of thin shay- 
ings Is accumulated. The more shay- 
ings there are the better. 

Then the driest sticks are latd over 
these and the shavings set afire. Care- 
fully add wood as the fire burns up, 
but never put enough on to smother 
the flame. One wet twig will blaze 
when two may choke the fire. 


How Vinegar Can Be Made Useful. 

Some new uses for vinegar are thus 
described in the Housekeeper: If a ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar is put into the 
lard in which doughnuts are fried it 
will prevent them from absorbing too 
much of the fat. One or two tea- 
spoonfuls of vinegar put into a kettle 
containing boiling beef or chicken will 
hasten it in becoming tender. A little 
vinegar put into stove blacking will 
make it stick better and prevent dust 
from flying while polishing. A little; 
vinegar put into the water when rins- 
ing the hands does much toward cur- 
ing and preventing chapped hands. 
Vinegar put into a bottle of old or) 
dried glue will moisten and make it 
like new again. Vinegar boiled on the 
stove while cooking onions or cabbage 
wlll prevent the odor from filling the 
house. Vinegar and salt mixed will} 
brighten and clean brass or copper | 
kettles, ornaments, gas fixtures and the | 
like, After its application the articles | 
should be rinsed and polished with a 
clean, dry cloth. A good furniture pol- 
ish is a mixture of one part of vinegar | 
to two parts of sweet oil, used aaa 
ingly. The furniture should be pol- 
ished after its use by a clean cloth. 
Vinegar and water 1s good for bruises 
and sprains. 


How to Put on Your @loves. 

Every woman should have among 
her toilet table fittings a good glove 
stretcher and a little rice powder to use 
when putting on gloves in case the 
glove has not been fitted at the store. 
After dusting the inside of the glove 
carefully with rice powder the tidy 
girl draws on the fingers, leaving the 
thumb untill they are all firmly in place, 
making sure that each finger is put on 
absolutely straight, says the Chicago 
Journal. If the glove is a trifle small 
and works on very hard it is well to 
remove it after it is half way on and 
start afresh. If it fits tightly about the 
wrist she fastens the last button and 
trusts to the gradual stretching of the 
kid over the wrist. The tidy girl re- 
moves her gloves with infinite care.

HERCULANEUM. 


Its Destruction Came From a Deluge 
of Lava Water, 

Herculaneum, in Italy, is one of those 

ancient cities which have not only been 


buried, but actually forgotten, for 
ages. The town, supposed to be of 


Etruscan origin, ies on the Campanian 
plain at the foot of its destroyer, Ve- 
suvius, almost midway between Na- 
ples and Pompeil. 

What caused the catastrophe of the 
year 79 A. D.? Geologists have come 
to the help of the archaeologists, and 
it is now held that the destruction of 
Herculaneum was somewhat different 
from that of Pompeli, although Pom- 
peli was also covered and buried and 
the general effects were the same in 
both instances. In the case of Pom- 
peli the city was overwhelmed by the 
shower of small stones from the vol- 
cano and the subsequent rain of ashes, 
but Herculaneum seems to have been 
deluged with “water lava,” and far 
fewer people were able to make their 
escape from the city than from Pom- 
peil. . 

It is the theory that the steam from 
the crater turned into rain, and, mixing 
with the voleanic dust, formed a huge 
volume of muddy torrent. This gath- 
ered other soil as it poured over the 
land, raised the level of the country 
more than sixty-five feet and finally 
left a mass of compacted tufa. This 
torrent ran on to the sea, making its 
own channel and forming a kind of 
lagoon around the previously safe har- 
bor which entirely prevented any ships 
from approaching the place thereafter.

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GIVING THE NEWS 


First Message of Peace Was 
Sent to Roosevelt 


PIERCE WAS SURPRISED 


President’s Representative the 
First One Outside Conference 
Room to Learn Decision--The 


News Quickly Sped Around 
the World 


Portsmouth, N. 
H. D. Peirce, the president’s repre- 
sentative at the conference, was the 
first person outside the conference room 
to be informed of the peace of Ports- 
mouth. For half an hour he was the 
only one besides the-plenipotentiaries 
and their secretaries who knewit. By 
agreement, the plenipotentiaries de- 
cided that the first message announc- 
ing the conclusion of peace should be 
sent to President Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay, and, in the hope that he might re- 
ceive the news even before Tokio or 
St. Petersburg,, he held the official bul- 
letin for half an hour. 

Mr. Peirce had delivered to Baron 
Komura in the morning a communica- 
tion from the president which had ar- 
rived after the conference began its 
session, It was just 11 o’clock when 
Komura was called from _ the 


late. 


wished to see him. 
diately responded and met Komura in 
the latter’s private reception room, 
supposing he was to receive a reply to 
the president’s message. He was 
wholly unprepared for the momentous 
news which Komura gave him. 

Without the slightest evidence of 
emotion of any kind, Komura quietly 
said: “Will you be good enough, Mr. 
Secretary, to communicate to the presi- 
dent this message on behalf of the Rus- 
sian and Japanese plenipotentiaries? 
We desire that he should be the first 
to receive the news. We have reached 
an agreement on all points and will 
proceed to the elaboration of a treaty.” 

For a moment the two stood silently 
looking at each other, but only fora 
moment. Mr. Peirce quickly recovered 
from his amazement and extended to 
Komura his congratulations and at 
once hurried to his office, where he 
personally began the coding of the mes- 
sage for the president. He was assisted 
by his two secretaries, but the work 
naturally required some little time. Al- 
though the message was confined to a 
brief recital of the fact that an agree- 
ment had been reached and of its terms, 
before the dispatch had cleared the 
wire here the operaters heard con- 
gratulatory messages going over the 
wire to the president. 

In the meantime Komura had 
turned to the conference room and 
with Witte had prepared the’ brief 
statement for the press. Having then 
allowed an hour’s time, it was de- 
cided to communicate the good tidings 
to the world, and Mr. Korostovetz, one 
of the Russian secretaries, telephoned 
the statement to the hotel. There was 
no coding of this message; it went like 
wildfire around the world and naturally 
reached the president long before the 
official dispatch, 

When they returned to the hotel for 
luncheon Witte prepared and sent to 
the president a message of gratitude 
and congratulation. He spoke as the 
plenipotentiary of the emperor and 
voiced the gratitude of the whole Rus- 
sian people for the president’s efforts. 

How impossible it is for any one to 
satisfy all sides has been illustrated 
by the receipt by both Witte and Ko- 
mura of severe criticisms of their re- 
spective parts in the day’s work. Hun- 
dreds of congratulatory messages 
poured in from all over the world, but 
mixed with them are criticisms which 
charge both Witte and Komura witb 
ylelding too much. 

The two dispatches most appreciated 
arrived just before dinner from the 
president. One was for the Russian 
and the other for the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries. They have not been made 
public, but their contents have been 
communicated to St. Petersburg and 
Tokio and Komura and Witte have ac- 
knowledged the messages with expres- 
sions of their heartfelt thanks, again 
assuring the president that his is the 
credit and the glory for the peace of 
Portsmouth.

Messrs. Peirce, Komura and Takabira

No Comment From President 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 380.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received notice of the 
peace agreement in the form of an offi- 
cial cipher dispatch from Portsmouth. 
It was sent at the instance of Baron 
Komura. While the president had 
been hopeful that such an agreement 
would be reached, he was surprised 
that it had come so soon. He expressed 
to his family his gratification that a 
peaceful solution of the differences had 
been reached. He excused himself 
however, from making any statement 
formal in its nature regarding the ac- 
tion of tha conferees until he should

It can be said that the president re 
gards his work incident to the confer- 
ence as quite as important from the 
standpoint of humanity and civiliza- 
tion as that in which any President of 
the United States ever was engaged. 

The president, it may be said au- 
thoritatively, appealed for peace not 
only to Emperor Nicholas, but also to 
the Japanese government. These ap- 
peals, while made directly to the em- 
perors of the warring powers, were 
transmitted also to the envoys of the 
respective governments at Portsmouth 
in order to preserve the form of diplo- 
matic etiquette and avoid any possi- 
bility of giving offense. 


Surprise at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—The news 
of the result of the peace conference 
came as an electric surprise, as official 
and diplomatic circles had been prac- 
tically without hopes of peace. The 
result has only become known to com- 
paratively few persons. 

Wherever the news was known sur- 
prise and even amazement was ex- 
pressed that Japan had so completely 
met the Russian demands, but the re- 
ception of the news, so far as it had 
gone up to the time this dispatch was 
filed, was calm and even apathetic. 
The foreign office was dark all night, 
thus giving no evidence that the news 
had been officially received there. 


Wise and Business-Like Course 

London, Aug. 80.—In all official 
circles, in the clubs and elsewhere, the 
announcement of the terms of the 
peace agreement came as such a com- 
plete surprise that responsible per- 
sons declined to express definite opin- 
fons until more information regarding 
the terms has been received; It is con- 
ceded everywhere that President Roose- 
velt is deserving of full measure of 
credit for his share in the outcome,

the astonishment of the public at the 
unexpected nature of the peace terms, 
accord the greatest praise to Japan for 
having chosen s0 magnanimous a 
course. All the papers express grati- 
tude to President Roosevelt and ad- 
miration of his untiring zeal, giving him 
full credit for being “the one man who 
made peace possible.” 

English papers which have been 
strong pro-Japanese throughout the ne- 
gotiations express disappointment at 
Japan's failure to be reimbursed for 
the expenses of the war. At the same 
time several of them admit that she 
perhaps has chosen the wiser and more 
businesslike course. 


Roosevelt the Main Factor 

Paris, Aug. 80.—The unwavering 
conviction of France that President 
Roosevelt’s uoble initiative would 
culminate in peace has received its re- 
ward, Members of the diplomatic 
corps and high officials of the govern- 
ment unanimously express the keenest 
satisfaction that the heavy strain and 
anxiety has been removed. President 
Roosevelt is generally considered to 
have been the main factor in bringing 
about the happy results. 


Vienna Is Amazed 

Vienna, Aug. 80.—The news of the 
conclusion of peace through Japanese 
concessions was totally unexpected 
here, and was received with amazs- 
ment, so great that many persons are 
still of the opinion that the publication 
of the terms will show that Russia has 
made some valuable concessions. 
Great praise is givem to President 
Roosevelt for his indefatigable efforts 
to secure peace, 


Impression at Berlin 

Brelin, Aug. 80.—Japan has won a 
great moral victory, Russia a_ great 
diplomatic one, and President Roose- 
velt has become the first figure in in- 
ternational statesmanship—thatis what 
Berlin thinks of the result of the 
Portsmopth conference, 


Money of Secondary Importance 

New York, Aug. 30.—That Japan has 
achieved all she fought for and that 
the question of indemnity was of minor 
importance compared to the establish- 
ment of her position among the nations 
and other advantages gained is the 
opinion of BaronKaneko, the Japanese 
emperor’s financial agent in this coun- 
try, expressed after he had received 
dispatches confirming the published re- 
ports of peace. 


Banker Schiff Is Pieased 

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 30.—Jacob H. 
Schiff said: “Japan’s moderation and 
self-denial redounds even more to her 
honor than the achievements of | her 
army and navy. My house having 
staked its business judgment upon 
Japan's cause by aiding in the financing 
of her foreign war loans, we feel nat- 
urally doubly pleased at the outcome 
of the Portsmouth conference, ‘The 
result is to the greatest extent due to 
President Roosevelt’s ability, tact and 
perseverance, It will forever glorify 
his name and greatly add to the fame 
of the United States.” 


Russia and Japan to Borrow 

New York, Aug. 80.—Well informed 
bank interests are of the opinion that 
the treaty of peace between Russia and 
Japan will be followed by a Russian 
loan and with another later by Japan. 
Bankers believe that Russia will make 
liberal compensation to Japan, al- 
though this may be provided forin a 
separate understanding.

— CARE OF THE HAIR. 


How Following a Few Simple Rales 
Will Save It. 

Hair. generally begins to turn gray 
first on the temples. 
gray bairs show themselves at about 
forty years of age, but there are wide 
yariations in time. The immediate 
cause of gray hairs is In the failure 
of the cells at the growing point to 
manufacture the pigment necessary to 
give the color to the hair, says the 
Queen. When this change takes place 
at midlife it marks a gradual lowering 
of the vitality of the skin and, to some 
extent, of course, a decadence of gen- 
eral vitality. In estimating, however, 
the Immediate cause of baldness and 
of gray hair a very important factor 
must always be taken into account-— 
namely, heredity. 

The first rule for the care of the hair 
Is to wash it. This should be done 
about once a week with lukewarm wa- 
ter and castile soap. 

Another important rule is to comb 
and brush the hair three or four times 
a day, thus bringing more blood to the 
roots of the hair, more nutritive ma- 
terial, and carrying away the dead 
waste. Brushing brings more blood 
to the scalp, and to this extent tends to 
promote the growth and vigor of the 
hair. Massage of the scalp has the 
same effect, and this must be prac- 
ticed also if one would care properly 
for the hair. 

Curling of hair is exceedingly doubt- 
ful. The heat kills the hair and dead 
hair tends to fall out. If you must 
curl the hair use soft silk rags with 
which to do it. Sheet lead and hard 
paper are almost as bad as the curling 
tongs. 

A word of advice to men: Don't 
wear tight fitting heavy hats or caps. 
These impede the free circulation of 
blood to the scalp and, as a result, the 
hair 1s not properly nourished, nor Is 
the dead: waste carried away. The 
growing root is suffocated through the 
lack of oxygen and in the end the hair 
dies and falls out. 


to Make Soaps. 

at least ought to be, 
prepared from a superior quality of 
fat or oll. They are usually made on 
a large scale by the cooked process, 
which may be imitated on a small scale 
as follows: Boll together in a large 
vessel one pound caustic (com- 
monly called potash) with twenty 
times its weight of clean fat (beef or 
lamb being excellent for this purpose) 
for some hours untll a thick mass Is 
formed which will draw out in threads. 
By adding one-half cup common salt 
the soap separates, rising to the top. 
Let it remain until cold, when the soap 
is easily removed. It is still further 
improved and purified by remelting 
with a little water, an attractive white 
soap resulting. Perfuming may be ac- 
complished at the melting stage by the 
addition of a few drops of essential oll. 
Otl of mirbane (which is artificlal 
almond oil) is the cheapest, but the 
perfumes of real almond oll, citronella, 
cloves or lavender are more agreeable. 
If color {s desired a small bit of potas- 
sium bichromate dissolved in the lye 
will provide a green color. Brown 
may be obtained by dissolving a little 
burnt sugar and adding it to the fat 
before mixing.

How to Dust Women’s Clothes. 

A bit of old crape ts the very best 
thing for dusting one’s gowns, says 
the St. Louls Post-Dispatch. The or- 
dinary brush used for the purpose is 
death and destruction to silk passe 
menterie or any of the soft materials 
in use nowadays. Fick every par- 
ticle of dust off with the crape, the 
corrugated surface of which will make 
the task an easy one, and then, if there 
is a good deal of beading used In the 
trimming, lay between sheets of tissue 
paper, where nothing will rub against 
it, for passementerie with some of the 
beads missing or with the gloss gone 
is the most distressing spectacle Imag- 
Inable. If a brush must be used get a 
soft camel's hair one and use it with 
a light, quick motion as sparingly as 
possible. 


How to Make Iced Ginger Mousse. 

To make a ginger mousse, half a 
cupful of sugar is first boiled with a 
fourth of a cupful of water until it 
reaches the thread stage. Whip the 
whites of two eggs very stiff and pour 
the sirup on them, whipping until the 
two are thoroughly mixed. A cupful 
of whipped cream is folded into this 
mixture and a cupful of preserved 
ginger chopped very fine is mixed in 
at the last moment. Place in a mold, 
seal carefully and pack in ice and 
salt for several hours. The sirup in 
which the ginger was preserved makes 
an excellent sauce for this mousse. 


How to Improve Shabby Leather. 

For tmproving shabby leather chairs 
take a pint of linseed oil, boll it and 
let it stand till nearly cold. Then stir 
in half a pint of vinegar, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch. Stir till thorongh- 
ly mixed, then bottle for use. When 
required shake the bottle well, pour a 
very little on a soft flannel cloth, rub 
thoroughly Into the leather, turning 
the flannel as it gets dirty. Then rub 
with a soft duster till the polish of the 
leather is restored. 


How to Save Carpets. 

A half worn carpet may be made to 
last longer by ripping it apart and 
transposing the widths so that the 
most worn parts will come under a 
Plece of furniture and therefore be 
saved the wear and tear which they 
have borne fitherto. 


How to Wash Cream Cashmere.

Capt. Charles N. Hunt Celebrates 
His Birthday. 


Capt. Charles N. Hunt, a veteran of 
the civil war and for many years con- 
nected with the police department of 
the city, passed another milestone in 
his eventful career on Tuesday.

Hunt holds his age well, and but fora 
touch now and then of rheumatism 
would hold his own with many who 4re 
much younger. 

Capt. Hunt was born in Scituate, 
Aug. 29, 1822, and was a son of Nathan 
and Catherine Hunt. He cameto Quin- 
cy at the age of fuur years with his 
mother, and after a brief schooling, 
learned the granite cutters’ trade at 
which he worked for many years. 

He also learned the stone masons’ 
trade and was engaged in building sea 
walls along the New England coast. 
He spent much of his time upon the 
water and has saved eight lives from 
drowning. 

When the call came for volunteers in 
61, he enlisted in Co. H, 4th Mass. 
regiment under Col. Abner B. Packard.

He was also a volunteer fireman and 
for ten years was foreman of the old 
Niagara. For the past twenty years he 
has been a deputy fish and game 
warden.

rie “Steal Not This Book.” 

Students~of sociology who are fond 
of tracing back the customs of latter 
day man to the practices of his re- 
mote ancestry will note with interest 
the fact that there is authority at least 
600 years old for the entry, “Steal not 
this book for fear of shame,” by which 
schoolboys proclaim their ownership of 
a work. 

In a curious volume in the Bodleian 
library, formerly -belonging to . the 
monastery of Robertsbridge in Sussex, 
is the following inscription: “This 
book belongs to St. Mary of Roberts- 
bridge. Whoever shall steal it or sell 
it or in any way alienate it, let him be 
anathema maranatha.” 

In the course of the fourteenth cen- 
tury the book came into the posses- 
sion of John, bishop of Exeter, who 
seems to have been somewhat troubled 
by the inscription as being likely to 
give rise to injurious suspicions with 
regard to himself. Accordingly he 
wrote underneath it under date 1327, 
“J, John, bishop of Exeter, know not 
where the aforesaid house is, nor did 
I steal this book, but acquired it in a 
lawful way.’—London Advertiser. 


The “Tale of a Tub.” 

One of the most ancient of all sea 
“yarns” is one that ships have escaped 
from the fearsome monsters of the 
deep by throwing them a tub to divert 
their attention, in much the same way 
that a landsman might sacrifice a gar- 
ment in order to escape a bull, In 
Munster’s “Cosmography,” published 
in 1544, there is a picture of a vessel 
escaping from a whale by this strata- 
gem, while the earlier editions of 
Swift's “Tale of a Tub” have a similar 
one. These stories were usually told 
in such an incoherent way that people 
became skeptical of their truth, and 
when a pleader named Tubb put a 
cause before Sir Thomas More in out- 
rageously rambling language that chan- 
cellor jocularly remarked, “Here is a 
tale of a tub.” Thereafter the expres- 
sion became part of the slang of the 
period until much later it was raised 
to a higher rank by. becoming the title 
of Swift’s famous work. 


Styles In Africa. 

The women bore a hole in their top 
lip and gradually increase this until it 
is able to inclose a disk of wood two 
and even three inches in diameter, A 
Mubira woman came to call on us 
whose disk measured two and five- 
eighths inches across, The size of the 
wood inserted proclaims the rank of 
the person. Peasants are only allowed 
to weer pieces of stick of the same di- 
mensions as a match. 

The weight of the wood causes the 
lip to fall down over the mouth, and 
in order to eat it is necessary to lift up 
this shutter with one hand while the 
other conveys the food to the mouth. 
Frequently the lip breaks under the 
strain put upon it, in which case the 
disconnected ends are carried back and 
tied to the ear—‘On the Borders of 


Pygmy Land.” 


The Catamaran, 

The catamaran, made of a hollowed 
log, shares the popularity of the Mas- 
soola boat with the fishermen of Ma- 
dras. The rickety looking contrivance 
can weather any storm in the skillful 
native hands, and letters are sent by 
this means to ships in the offing when 
other communication with the shore is 
impossible. The catamaran requires 
steering with a paddle through the rag- 
ing surf, and, though the boatman may 
be frequently dashed out of the rude 
skiff by the violence of the waves, he 
leaps into his frail bark again with the 
efficiency of long practice, and the cata- 
maran, fiying over the crest of the 
great billows which threaten instant 
destruction, accomplishes the perilous 
yoyage in safety.

WISDOM AT THE HEEM 


YNIONS MUST MOVE SLOWLY, WITH 
PURPOSE WELL DEFINED. 


Good Results Rarely Follow Ill Ad- 
vised an@ Hasty Action —Impa- 
tlence Retards Progress of the 
Labor Movement, 


Impatience has done incalculable 
barm toward retarding the progress 
of the workers to industrial advance- 
ment, says the Shoe Workers’ Journal. 
Many union men, despite the fact that 
they have organized for protection and 
advancement, ¢arry the weaknesses 
which as unorganized workers denied 
them improved industrial conditions 
into their union. Their benighted 
senses can only grasp the fact that 
they organized. against an enemy. 
However, they confine that enemy to 
unjust employers, overlooking the fact 
that those weaknesses and follies 
which for almost a lifetime kept them 
nonunion workers are their most dead- 
ly enemies, After almost a lifetime of 
disorganization and nonunionism they 
finally comprehend the necessity of or- 
ganizing, but immediately begin or at- 
tempt to apply the tactics which as 
nonunionists kept their industrial con- 
ditions at the lowest level. 

The records of defeated strikers and 
disrupted local bodies show many ex- 
amples of impatient, hasty, impulsive 
action. These members demand imme- 
diate action and immediate results out 
of all proportion to plain everyday 
common sense. Men who were large- 
ly responsible for making intolerable 
conditions and minimizing the efforts 
of unionism to mitigate them; men, 
the result of whose own follies actual- 
ly hounded them into unions, immedi- 
ately after their advent into the union 
demand an advance in wages, a strike, 
changes in the conditions of their em- 
ployment and changes in the union's 
policy or officers. Their demands are 
usually impossible of immediate execu- 
tion and often impossible of execution 
at all, or at least until such time as 
they take a common sense view of the 
necessary work which must precede 
them. They denounce unions and 
their officers for failing to concede im- 
possible demands, 
| When they dominate the affairs and 
policy of a union they are certain to 
destroy it and sink back to their for- 
mer disorganized state and continue 
under conditions which their follies 
| have destroyed all hope of improving 
and which are certain to become worse 
if they have not already reached the 
lowest level. Impatient, hasty and 
ill advised action is a deadly weapon 
that the workers are constantly em- 
ploying against themselves. 

Even members whose understanding 
is clear on the experiences of the past, 

who have actually seen the evil results 
of impatient action and been its vic- 
tims, exhibit tendencies to employ the 
same self destructive action. They pa- 
tiently bear wrongs, but have no pa- 
tience with common sense efforts to 
remedy them which do not promise 
immediate success. If this class of 
members and workers would give one- 
hundredth part of the trial and pa- 
tience to unions that they give to non- 
union conditions they would be re- 
warded with speedy union successes. 
Unions must be more than mere as- 
sociationship and disjointed action. 
They must embody the best thought, 
best judgment, best laid plans, best 
policy applicable to existing condi- 
tions and the efforts and undivided 
support and loyalty of the member- 
ship in order to secure even a small 
share of the improvements demand- 
ed by the workers. 

It requires hone of the charagteris- 
tits essential to make a union success- 

ful to make the sort of union the 
impatient member or worker appar- 
ently wants. Evils are never elim- 
inated or wrongs righted by impa- 
tient, hasty or impulsive action. Every 
detail of grievances or contemplated 
remedies should be discussed in addi- 
tion to proposed remedies and the best 
method of procedure decided. In the 
event of failure following the first at- 
tempt it is not due to organization, 
but rather the weaknesses of disorgan- 
ization, which the individual carries 
into the union and persists in retain- 
ing. 

An organization for the purpose of 
mutual benefit means mutual effort. 
Collective advancement entails collec- 
tive effort along progressive lines. The 
union that protects the wages of its 
members against reduction and their 
conditions agaiust becoming worse, 
_ even though it secures only an occa- 
‘sional improvement of victory, is inti- 
| Ritely superior to the union that de- 
Stroys itself by impatient, hasty and 
impulsive action. Unions must move 
slowly along the lines of a clearly de- 
| fined policy and with a clearly defined 
practical purpose in view. If this plan 
of action is followed, their unwise 
acts and defeats will be few and their 
successes many and great. 


Child Labor Cause of Poverty. 

| Child labor thus became an agency 
for the creation of poverty, because 
, the competition of children, women 
and machines reduced the wage sched- 
ule of men. In very many instances 
the male wage earner was driven from 
the factories. He was compelled to 
seek employment elsewhere in order to 
earn wages that would keep body and 
soul together. ' 
Child labor also became not only 
& menace to the wage schedule and 
impoverished fathers who had families 
to support, but it became a menace 
to the school attendance, to the phys- 
, ical, the mental, the moral develop- 
; ment of the American race. It im- 
j Periled the very future of the republic 
itself. It threatened the public schools, 
the great bulwark of the nation. It

The big fighting ship Vermont was 
successfully launched this morning at 
the works of the Fore River Shipbuild- 
ing Co. at Quincy Point. 

Although launchings of sea fighters 
have become quite common in this city 
the interest in these events has in no- 
ways abated even though stormy, and 
launchings in the past it was 
witnessed by thousands. 

Not only did they come from Quincy 
and all over New England, but from all 
over the country. The number of peo- 
ple in the yards was to an extent limit- 
ed but the shores along the Fore River 
and the Quincy Point bridge were free 
to all and these places were black with 
people. Every vantage point on the 
Quincy and Weymouth shore was lined 
with people and umbrellas. 

As the new addition to Uncle Sam's 
navy slid gracefully down the ways in- 
tothe briny deep the whistles at the 
works with their wild sbrieks pro- 
claimed the event to all the world. As 
if by one voice the thousands of 
Spectators gave a mighty cheer. Hats 
flew off and handkerchiefs and flags 
waved from one end of the shore to the 
other,

Thedeck of the battleship was in 
gala day dress and from her stem to 
her stern were hundreds of flags while 
above all were the glorious Stars and 
Stipes which waved proudly in the 
gentle breeze as another nation’s de- 
fender was successfully launched. 

It was a glorious sight. One that 
words are inadequate to describe. 
Patriotism beamed on every face, from 
the dirty faced ragged boy, who skip- 

ped here and there, in his effort not to 
miss anything,te the gold-laced officials 
who were on the launching stand. 

The distinguished guests of the day 
came in a special train from Boston 
which arrived afew minutes before the 
launch, The Vermont party arrived in 
Boston Wednesday evening and passed 
the night at the Somerset. Early this 
morning carriages were taken for the 
South Terminal where a special train 
Was found in waiting to convey them.

Shortly before 10 o’clock the tug 
Iwana from the Navy Yard at Charles- 
town steamed up to the Fore River 
wharf bringing a number of Navy offic- 
ers from Charlestown and the warships 
in Boston harbor and the Marine band, 
The gorgeous uniforms of the naval 
officers added a bit of color to the gay 
scene. Before the launch the band gave 
a concert and as the battleship started 
down the ways the band played the 
Star Spangled Banner. 

Those fortunate enough to have tick- 
ets for the launch were admitted to 
the yard at the gate on Howard avenue, 
thus saving them a long walk through 
the yard. 

The launching stands were built to 
accommodate fifteen hundred people 
and there was no spare room, 

Outside of the lines were hundreds of 
spectators who had tickets admitting to 
the yard but not to the launching stand. 
Suddenly there was a shrill whistle and 
in an instant came the sound of hun- 
dreds of hammers driving home the 
wedges which lifted the ship from the 
blocks, Another whistle and the merry 
tapping ceased. Then came the sound 
of the workmen under the vessel split- 
ting out the wedges. All was now 
ready. Nothing remained but to saw 


through two small blocks and the 
mighty ship began to move, Every- 
body held their breath in expec- 


tancy. Then came the shout ‘‘She is 
going!’ Hardly had she begun to 
move when Miss Bell smashed a bottle 
of champagne over her bows and said 
“T christen thee, Vermont.” 

As the battleship slid gracefully down 
the ways she gathered momentum and 
as she struck the water a mighty wave 
was sent bowling toward the Weymouth 
shore. Tugs immediately came along- 
side and hauled the big vessel round to 
the fitting out dock where work upon 
her will be completed. 

Hardly had the ship entered the 
water before scores of newspaper re- 
porters were seen hurrying to the tele- 
phone stations to give the news to the 
world of the launching of another fight- 
er. Meanwhile the guests crowded about 
Miss Bell, und the Vermont officials

Only sixteen of the 33 cities of Mas- 
sachusetts including Boston made a 
larger actual increase in population 
than Quincy in the ten years from 1895 
to 1905.

In brief their proposition is to pur- 
chase land, erect cottages of six rooms 
and offer them to its employes upon 
terms that will be as easily met as the 
rent they now pay. This is the general 
outline of the plan, but the details 
make the offer so attractive that the 
employes are accepting it beyond the 
expectations of the originators. 

Tbe company limits the cost of the 
land to $400 and the cottage of $1,800, 
and will build nothing but cottages. 
The terms are that each subscriber 
shall have $4 taken out of his wages 
every week, which includes the inter- 
est on the total cost, taxes, insurance 
ank water rates. The company figures 
that this instalment will clear the 
house of all indebtedness at the end of 
eight years, when the cottage becomes 
the property of the occupant, 

In addition the company agrees to 
give a life insurance policy to each sub- 
scriber for a fixed amount, and if the 
subscriber should die before the house 
is paid for, so much of it as is required 
to pay for the house will be deducted 
for that purpose, and the house will 
become the property of the widow or 
other beneficiaries, the balance of the 
life insurance also to be paid to them. 

Such a plan would not only supply 
homes to the Fore River men, but they 
would become more interested in the 
shipyard and in the city of Quincy. 
Many men are now here without their 
families, and do not fee! that they are 
permanently settled. Boarding house 
life is not desirable to them or to the 
welfare of the city. It isthe owners 
of homes that Quincy wants, and the 
Lynn plan is worthy of consideration. 


Drift of Opinion. 


y@ An act was passed on petition 
of Sec. Burnett of the Boston Elevated 
Railway company to prohibit loitering 
upon the stations and other property of 
the street railway companies. The act 
provides: ‘* Whoever, without right 
loiters or remains within a station or 
station bouse of a street railway com- 
pany, or upon platform, stairs, grounds 
or other property owned or controled 
by a street railway company, adjacent 
to such a station, after being requested 
to leave the same by a special or other 
officer, shall forfeit not less than two 
nor more than twenty dollars.’’ This 
law has only been in operation about 
four months, but the travelling public 
already appreciates it.—Practical Pol- 
itics.

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Chinese-Eastern Railroad Will 


Figure as Such 


CHINA GETS $75,000,0000 


Should She Retain Her Interest 
In Road, However, the Money 
Must Be Turned Over to Jap- 
an, Besides Reimbursement 
For Expense Incurred In Mak- 
ing Extensive Changes 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 31.—One 
additional and interesting, as well as 
important detail in regard to the con- 
ditions of peace, has gained publicity. 
Most important of all is the fact that 
the formal recognition of Japan’s pos- 
session of the Chinese Eastern railroad 
below Kuenchengtse, the junction of 
the branch to Kirin, involves payment 
by Russia to China of a sum estimated 
at $75,000,000. This is the Chinese in- 
terest in the road and for it China must 
be remunerated. 

The question of the ultimate posses- 
sion of the road is a matter to be set- 
tled between Japan and China. Japan 
can keep the road or surrender it to 
China, demanding in return the money 
paid by Russia to China. If she elects 
the latter course Japan will, there- 
fore, obtain as an indirect “spoil of 
war” from Russia the above mentioned 
sum in addition to reimbursement for 
the cost of maintaining the Russian 
prisoners of war, for which Japan will 
present an itemized bill. 

Japan is known to have given her 
word to China not to retain the rail- 
road, which was really built for strat- 
egic purposes, But if China prefers the 
money to the railroad Japan could not 
be accused of bad faith. Inasmuch as 
Japan was desirous, even before the 
war, of extending the then projected 
Korean railroad (which is already in 
operation) so as to eventally connect 
with the Eastern Chinese and Shan- 
Hai-Kwang roads, and in the negotia- 
tions which preceded hostilities asked 
Russia to bind herself not to impede 
this aim, it is considered likely that 
she would herself prefer the railroad 
to the money. 

In addition to turning over the sum 
obtained from Russia, China, if she 
took the railroad, would therefore have 
to reimburse Japan for the expense in- 
curred by her in restoring the road, 
rebuilding the bridges and changing 
the gauge. Whether it remains in the 
hands of Japan or ultimately becomesa 
part of the system of Chinese imperial 
railroads a traffic arrangement must be 
made with the part still in the posses- 
sion of the old Chinese Eastern com- 
pany, the stock of which is held by 
the Russo-Chinese bank. This adjust- 
ment will be arranged later. 

Both Russia and Japan, if the latter 
retains the road, are to be allowed to 
have “railroad guards” for the protec- 
tion of the railroad property, and, in 
ease of disorder calculated to threaten 
their interest, are mutually to be per- 
mitted to send troops, but the number 
is in no case to exceed those required 
and they are to be forthwith recalled 
as soon as their mission is accom- 
plished. 

This, likewise, is a very important pro- 
vision, and with the east and west Chi- 
nese Eastern line and the Southern line 
as far as Kuenchengtse still in Rus- 
sia’s possession would, in case of a fu- 
ture issue, give her control of the 
largest part of Manchuria—the whole 
vast territory from the fertile valley of 
the Sungari, called the “granary” of the 
province, northward, 

Another important provision is that 
Japan’s succession to the Port Arthur 
and Liaotung leases which Russia sur- 
renders is conditional upon China's as- 
sent. 

The armistice has not been arranged. 
The war departments both at St. Pe- 
tersburg and Tokio are consulting 
Linevitch and Oyama respectively, and 
it is not improbable that the armistice 
will be concluded directly by the gen- 
erals on the field of battle. 


Remarkabie Case of Coma 

New York, Aug. 31.—After remain- 
ing in a state of coma, as a result of an 
attack of cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
for 145 days, Charles Canopi of Yon- 
kers, 8 years old, died last night. On 
April 8 the boy complained of pains in 
his head and two hours later became 
unconscious. The case had attracted 
wide attention among medical men, 


Prince Narrowly Escaped Injury 

Toronto, Aug. 81.—As Prince Louis 
of Battenberg was on his way to Berlin, 
a German town, the touring car in 
which he was riding suddenly took to 
the ditch. The chauffeur had his wrists 
badly hurt, but the prince was unin- 
jured.

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THREE HEAVY QUAKES 
People In New Hampshire and 
Maine Towns Shaken Up 
Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. $1.—A 
series of earthquake shocks, the most 
severe ever experienced in this section, 
were felt here late yesterday after- 
noon; Buildings trembled perceptibly, 
dishes were shaken from shelves, and 
in many cases people rushed in terror 
from their houses into the street. 
There were three distinct shocks. In 
each instance the tremor was accom- 
panied by a sound like that which 
might be caused by a distant explosion. 
The first impression was that the pow- 
der magazine at the navy yard had ex- 
ploded, and hundreds of queries along 
this line were received at the yard. 
The first shock was felt a little be- 
fore 5:40 p. m. and the other shocks 
followed soon after. In the business 
section of the city the shoppers and 
store employes rushed out into the 
streets, believing that the buildings 
were about to collapse. Each of the 
three shocks continued for several sec- 
onds. 


Three Shocks at Kittery 

Kittery, Me., Aug. 31.—Three distinct 
tremors of the earth were felt in this 
place yesterday afternoon, accompanied 
by a heavy rumbling, as of distant 
thunder. The first shock was felt at 
5:38 and was followed by the other two 
in rapid succession. As the doors and 
windows were rattled by the vibration 
of the earth and the lighter bric-a-brac 
came tumbling down from walls and 
mantel-pieces, people ran out of doors 
in considerable alarm.

Charles Wade are to be tried by court 
martial on the charge of 
naval duty in connection with the Ben- 
hington disaster. Secretary Bonaparte

ment of the findings of the court of in- 
{ quiry. Mr. Bonaparte speaks of the 
j accident as “a discreditable matter” 
and takes exception to the conclusions 
of the court on several points. The 
} Secretary states: 

“The department has very carefully 
considered the findings and the decision 
| of the court of inquiry, the testimony 


| and exhibits thereto attached and the 


endorsement of the commander-in- 
| chief of the Pacific squadron thereon, 
The department approves the several 
findings of facts by the court of in- 
with the exception of so much{ 

| thereof as is in the words following: 
“Phat (on July 19, 1905) the ship was 
in an excellent state of discipline and 
in a good efficient condition, with the 
exception of the boilers which were in 
| fair condition and efficient consider- 
ing their age (about 14 years) and the 
use to which had been sag 

jected,’ 

“The department does not consider 
this particular finding sustained by the 
evidence. The proof tends strongly to 
show that the enlisted force of the en-| 
gineering division had been permitted 
| to fall into habits of laxity and inatten- 
tion in the discharge of their duties, 
and that at least some of this force 
were also imperfectly instructed re- 
garding their duties. In the view of the 
| department the evidence renders the 
| statements that the ship was ‘good and 
efficient’ and her boilers were in ‘fair 
condition and efficient," inappropriate } 
to the facts disclosed by the proof. 

“The department approves and con- 
curs in the opinion expressed by the} 
court of inquiry respecting the causes 
of the deplorable calamity as to which 
the said court was constituted to in- 
quire and the responsibility and conse- 
quent culpability of the several per- 
sons mentioned in the said opinion of 
said court.” 

The secretary then discusses certain 
parts of the evidence which he says 
were sufficient to justify the court in 
advancing another charge of neglect of 
duty against Ensign Wade and pro- 
ceeds: “The department approves the 
recommendation of the court of inquiry 
that Ensign Charles T. Wade be 
brought to trial by court martial upon 
the charges ecgntained in the opinion 
of the said court of inquiry. 

“Such court martial is hereby  or- 
dered, but inasmuch as the court of in- 
quiry did not pass expressly in its find- 
ings and opinion upon the conduct of 
Commander Young, commanding the 
Bennington, and the question of his 
responsibility for the explosion thereon 
and consequent loss of life and injuries 
to persons and property, the depart- 
ment must treat this silence an im- 
plied finding that he was not thus re- 
sponsible. After very careful consid- 
eration the department is compelled to 
disapprove this implied finding.” 

The secretary then cites and com- 
ments upon the various provisions of 
the navy regulations and concludes as 
follows: “The foregoing provisions of 
the regulations and the facts disclosed 
by the report of the court of inquiry and 
by the testimony and exhibits attached, 
make it the duty of the department to 
require Commander Young to clear him- 
self of the charge of neglect of offic cay 
duty before a general court m: irtial 
Such court martial is therefore or- 
dered and the judge advocate will pre- 
pare charges and specifications in ac- 
cordance with the views of the depart- 
ment hereinbefore expressed. 

“In view of the many painful fea- 
| tures of this lamentable affair,” the re- 
port continues, “it is a source of espe- 
cial satisfaction to the department al 
approve the findings respecting the} 
highly creditable conduct of all the sur- } 
vivors of the officers and crew of the 
Bernington after the explosion oc 
curred.
